FIRST  DAY. 

Cleveland,  May  12,  1891. 

The  Seventy-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio  assembled  in  S.  John's  Church,  Cleveland,  on  the  evening 
of  Tuesday,  May  12,  1891. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Brown,  the 
Rev.  J.  Green  Shackelford,  the  Rev.  J.  de  B.  Kaye,  and  the 
Rev.  R.  R.  Claiborne,  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  A.  Leonard,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  pronouncing  the  Absolution  and  Bene- 
diction. The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
C.  S.  Ayes,  Rector  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Norwalk,  from  the 
text,  Proverbs  xi :  30. 

At  the  close  of  Evening  Prayer,  the  Bishop  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order.  The  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthington,  Secretary 
of  the  preceding  Convention,  called  the  names  of  Clergy  en- 
titled to  seats.  The  names  of  parishes,  organized  missions, 
and  recognized  chapels  entitled  to  representation  were  read, 
and  the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were  presented.  The

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SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  May  13,  1891. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9  a.  M.,  by  the  Rev.  Carroll 
E.  Harding  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Fletcher. 

At  10  a.  m.,  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  being  celebrant,  the  Rev.  F.  M.  Munson,  gos- 
peller, and  the  Rev.  Jesse  C.  Taylor  epistoler. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  11  a.  M.  bv  the 
Bishop.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Well  Beloved  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  Ohio, 

I  bring  to  you  the  word  of  exhortation,  and  the  Blessing 
of  Grace  and  Peace,  at  this  Annual  Council  of  our  Holy 
Church  :  and  maj'  the  Divine  Spirit  dwell  in  our  midst, 
to  direct  and  lead  us  into  all  truth,  for  the  glory  of  God, 
and  by  the  mercy  of  His  only  Begotten  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Lord. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year,  with  much  for  which  to  thank  God, 
and  much  to  remind  us  of  the  greater  obligations  that  are 
pressing  upon  us  on  every  side.  Since  our  last  Convention 
ninety  parishes  and  missions  have  been  visited.  This  includes  the 
visitation  of  two  parishes  in  Southern  Ohio.

Doubtless  sickness 
among  the  clergj"  and  people  has  had  something  to  do  with 
this  diminished  aggregate.  Possibly  we  have  not  prayed  and 
worked  as  hard  as  we  ought,  and  probably  God,  the  Holy 
Ghost,  would  thus  remind  and  teach  us  that  we  must  strive 
more  persistently,  and  labor  more  determinedly  in  His  cause 
and  among  His  people.

On  December  4,  1890,  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  Consecration 
of  the  Rev.  H.  Melville  Jackson,  D.D.,  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop 
in  the  Church  of  God,  and  for  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  as 
assistant  to  the  venerable  Diocesan. 

EPISCOPAL  CONSECRATIONS  ATTENDED. 

On  October  14,  1890,  in  Trinity  Church,  Toledo,  I  attended 
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the  solemn  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  Robert 
AtwiU,  D.D.,  to  the  office  of  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God.  I 
preached  the  sermon  on  that  occasion  from  the  text,  1  Cor.  3, 
4-6,  and  took  part  in  the  laying  on  of  hands,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Right  Reverend  Bishops  of  Missouri,  Springfield, 
Chicago,  Indiana,  Nebraska,  and  North  Dakota. 

GENERAL  SUMMARY. 

The  Diocesan  paper,  Church  Life,  publishes  each  month  my 
official  record.  This  keeps  the  entire  Diocese  in  knowledge  of 
my  acts  and  appointments,  so  that  this  Convention  Journal 
is  not  burdened  with  a  repetition  of  details.  A  general  summ- 
ary indicates  that  during  the  past  twelve  months  I  have 
preached  and  delivered  289  sermons,  lectures,  and  addresses  ; 
Celebrated  Holy  Communion  75  times.  Confirmed  786  at  90 
visitations.  Baptized  17,  Buried  6  persons,  Married  1  couple, 
Blessed  5  churches.  Ordained  6  deacons,  Ordained  2  priests, 
taken  part  in  1  Episcopal  Consecration,  dismissed  11  clergy, 
and  received  12  clergymen  into  this  Diocese. 

Greetings  of  love  are  natural  for  Ohio  to  send  to  her  beloved 
Bishop  Bedell  in  his  sick  room,  and  assurances  of  tender 
solicitude  for  his  welfare  and  well-being  ;  and  recognitions  of 
regard  for  him  and  his  gentle  wife.  Expression  of  regret  and 
thanksgiving  we  may  proffer  to  the  Bishop  of  West  Missouri 
to-day.  Regret  that  he  is  no  longer  with  us  to  counsel,  advise, 
and  assist ;  but  thankful  that  he  now  serves  God  in  the 
higher  ministry  of  the  Episcopate  to  which  he  has  gone,  with 
our  fraternal  goodwU.  And  gratitude  we  may  feel  with  our 
sister  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  in  the  knowledge  that  the 
many  earnest  prayers  and  loving  desires  that  went  forth  for 
the  recovery  of  Bishop  Vincent  have  been  mercifully  answered, 
and  he  is  again  with  his  people,  reconsecrated  by  pain  and  the 
chastening  of  illness,  to  the  glorious  service  of  Apostolic 
■leadership  and  devoted  work  for  Christ's  Kingdom. 
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NECROLOGY. 


The  interrelation  of  the  mother  Church  of  England  with  our 
own,  leads  us  to  read  her  theology,  study  her  practices,  and 
refer  to  her  for  many  precedents.  Her  spiritual  interests  and 
our  own  seem  to  be  one,  and  her  Archiepiscopal  head  at  Can- 
terbury gathers  about  him  the  Anglican  hierarchy  for  confer- 
ence and  mutual  council  from  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe. 
We  love  her  poets,  her  preachers  and  her  pastors,  and  when 
one  or  another  of  them  **go  hence  and  are  no  more  seen'*  or 
heard,  we  feel  the  loss  as  though  it  were  our  own.  And  so  I 
must  chronicle  to-day  the  departure  from  the  militant  Church 
the  names  of  two  of  the  great  leaders  of  modem  thought  and 
life  in  the  English  Church,  and  with  our  own  holy  dead,  make 
loving  memorial.  Archbishop  Thomson,  of  York,  was  one  of 
the  strong  thinkers  and  powerful  writers  of  his  generation. 
The  clear  logician,  he  prepared  his  **Laws  of  Thought  '*  for 
the  textual  guidance  of  others.  The  close  reasoner,  his  argu- 
ments were  often  convincing  to  those  most  radically  opposed 
to  his  views.  The  grave,  yet  powerful  debater,  his  work  for 
God  in  the  pulpit  and  on  the  platform  gave  to  him  a  forefront 
rank  among  the  valued  orators  of  the  Church.  And  what 
tribute  can  we  bring  to  lay  upon  the  grave  of  Canon  Liddon, 
the  Doctor  incomparabilis  of  all  England,  the  humble  servant 
of  Christ,  the  learned  divine,  the  University  lecturer, 
the  profound  theologian,  the  Christian  philosopher,  the 
golden-mouthed  preacher  of  S.  Paul's,  the  uncompro- 
mising champion  of  Catholic  truth?  The  world  of 
English-speaking  people  have  lost  in  Liddon  a  helper,  a 
teacher  and  a  guide.  From  every  religious  sect  and  order 
comes  a  testimony  to  his  wonderful  and  far  reaching  influence 
and  power  for  righteousness,  and  unalterable  faith  and 
doctrine.  Ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand  have  studied  his 
written  words ;  and  the  vast  multitudes  that  have  listened  to 
his  clear  utterances  will  doubtless  swell  the  greater  and  vaster 
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number  of  the  band  who  will  one  day  stand  before  the 
Crowned  King  of  Kings,  the  convinced,  and  taught,  and  sted- 
fast  followers  of  the  Lamb.  Canon  Liddon  will  still  speak  to 
the  peoples  of  the  present  and  the  future,  though  his  lips  be 
sealed  in  death  ;  and  his  instructions  on  Advent  themes  and 
Easter  truths,  and  the  remarkable  arguments  and  proofs  he 
has  reverently  prepared,  in  witness  to  the  "Divinity  of  our 
Lord,"  will  still  do  their  evangelic  service,  and  remain  as 
monumental  evidence  of  one  who  knew  whereof  he  believed, 
and  who  stood,  and  stands,  as  champion  of  that  sacred  and 
indefectible  deposit  which  was  once  delivered  to  the  Saints. 

And  now,  just  as  we  are  on  the  eve  of  our  Council,  comes 
the  announcement  of  the  sudden  death  of  the  newly  enthroned 
Archbishop  of  York,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Magee,  hardly  seated 
in  his  larger  and  more  difficult  provincial  office.  For  years  he 
has  held  the  first  place  among  the  Bishops  of  England  as  their 
most  eloquent  orator.  An  Irishman  by  birth  and  breeding,  he 
united  the  fervor,  poetic  instinct,  and  pathos  of  that  ancient 
race.  Scholarly,  dignified,  and  endowed  with  great  wisdom, 
he  has  long  ranked  among  the  ecclesiastical  leaders  of  the 
elder  church.  This  servant  of  our  Lord  has  been  a  teacher  of 
others  in  theology  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  and  therefore 
w^e  maj'  share  his  loss  as  our  own,  and  thank  God  for  his 
abundant  labors  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  Death  is  alwavs 
busv,  but  he  seems  to  be  the  abettor  and  associate  of  the 
angel  of  life,  for  though  we  part  from  those  we  love  at  the 
edge  of  the  grave,  we  well  know  that  *'  they  live  whom  we  call 
dead.**  Two  Bishops  of  the  American  Church  have  been  called 
to  their  rest  in  Paradise.  The  one  of  Georgia  and  the  other  of 
Massachusetts.  They  were  quite  unlike  in  characteristics  and 
temperament,  but  indeed  similar  and  united  in  devotion  to 
God,  fidelity  to  the  Church  they  loyally  served,  and  willing 
ministers  of  Christ  the  great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls. 
Bishop  Beckwith  was  vigorous  and  positive,  and  full  of  virile 
force.  He  was  an  unhesitatingly  honest  man  and  a  fearless  cham- 
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pion  of  principle  and  faith.  He  was  specially  attractive  to  men, 
and  his  fondness  for  out  of  door  life  in  the  woods  and  by  the 
streams,  gave  him  hold  and  opportunity  to  reach  and  influ- 
ence the  many  friends  and  comrades  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact.  He  was  a  gifted  orator,  and  his  persuasive  and  con- 
vincing eloquence  was  always  employed  in  his  M aster* s  work. 
Bishop  Paddock  was  winning  and  gentle  in  his  manners, 
courteous  and  refined  in  his  habits,  a  good  shepherd  and 
pastor  of  his  flock,  and  securing  unanimous  and  affectionate 
appreciation  and  approval  from  those  he  ministered  unto. 
He  was  clear,  and  simple,  and  calm  in  his  judgment,  and  his 
g^ovemment  of  his  great  Diocese  was  wise  and  wholesome. 
He  always  did  his  duty,  and  without  hesitation  or  question. 
Both  of  these  Prelates  were  helpful  in  the  larger  Councils  of 
the  Church,  and  each  leaves  a  record  of  usefulness  to  receive 
the  reward  of  faithful  stewardship.  Only  one  of  our  number, 
beloved  of  the  clergy,  has  been  taken  from  us  this  year.  God 
is  good  to  us,  and  we  must  thank  Him  for  His  tender  long- 
suffering,  and  mercy  toward  us.  The  Rev.  Edmund  Burke, 
rector  of  S.  Stephen's,  East  Liverpool,  and  Ascension,  Wellsville, 
entered  upon  his  well-earned  rest  last  July.  He  was  a  man  of 
striking  presence,  tall,  and  handsome  of  face.  An  Irishman  by 
birth  and  education,  he  received  his  Holy  Orders  at  the  hands 
of  the  Irish  Bishops.  His  scholarship  was  vigorous  and  his 
talent  was  diverse.  He  did  zealous  and  telling  work,  and  was 
glad  when  the  Master  bade  him  *' cease  from  his  labors."  This 
has  been  a  sad  twelve  months  in  the  land.  Much  sickness  and 
great  mortality  may  have  reminded  us  that  **in  the  midst  of 
life  we  are  in  death,"  and  certainly  we  must — each  in  his 
vocation  and  ministry — Bishop,  Priest,  Deacon,  Layman,  and 
pious  Lay  Woman  of  this  Diocese — realize  how  important  it  is 
for  us  *' while  we  have  time  to  do  good,"  and  to  *'  work 
diligently  while  it  is  yet  called  day."  The  personal  and  official 
loss  we  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  Samuel  L.  Mather  can 
hardly  be  estimated.      It  is  strange  to  think  of  him  to-day  as 
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no  longer  here  in  the  body,  in  his  accustomed  place  in  this 
annual  council.  No  longer  actively  and  generously  at  work 
in  our  Missionary  Board ;  no  longer  faithful  as  a  servant  of 
Christ  in  our  Cathedral  Church  ;  and  yet  the  remembrance  of 
his  straightforward,  honest,  positive,  quiet  service  is  very 
sweet  and  very  inspiring  to  those  who  knew  and  admired  him. 
We  somehow  expect  such  sturdy,  persevering,  faithful  helpers 
to  live  along,  and  when  God  calls  them  we  seem  shocked,  and 
paralyzed,  and  dazed.  But  then,  knowing  our  loss,  we  are  to 
pluck  up  courage,  and  zeal  of  determination,  taking  up  the 
duties  they  have  left,  and  earnestly  looking  unto  Jesus,  we  may 
find  renewal  of  stimulus.  Dear  friend  he  was  to  every  mission- 
ary, and  every  weak  parish,  and  every  churchly  endeavor 
in  this  jurisdiction.  A  man  not  of  words,  but  of  generous, 
unostentatious  works,  the  symbols  of  his  unfaltering,  manly 
faith.  Just  before  his  death  he  called  me  to  his  side,  and  grasp- 
ing my  hand  closely  in  his  own,  said,  **  If  God  spares  my  life  I 
shall  try  to  do  much  more  for  this  Diocese."  God  gave  him  Life^ 
and  his  example,  as  our  encouragement,  may  perchance  enable 
us  to  work  harder  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  here,  by 
exciting  to  larger  sacrifice,  to  more  affectionate  willingness,  to 
deeper  loyalty,  and  to  more  beneficent  loj'^alty.  For  surely  of 
our  friend  and  brother  it  may  be  fittingly  written : 

A  life  made  beautiful  by  kindly  deeds ; 
A  g^enerous  heart  and  hand  to  sorrow's  needs  ; 
A  presence  making:  sunshine  where  he  trod  ; 
Glad  with  the  happy,  reverent  towards  God — 
Such  him  we  mourn,  whose  memory  like  a  flower, 
Gathers  new  fra^ance  with  each  passing  hour. 

Of  the  pious  women  who  have  ministered  to  the  Church's 
necessity  in  this  Diocese,  we  make  loving  mention  of  Mrs. 
Axtell  of  Painesville.  Although  a  weak  and  suffering  invalid^ 
she  was  liberal  and  faithful  in  her  benefactions.  A  gentle 
sufferer,  she  did  not  selfishly  remain  shut  up  within  the 
narrowed  circle  of  her  own  deprivations.  I  recall  the  bright 
welcome  of  her  invalid  comer,  and  the   quick  interest  she 
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evinced  in  the  Church's  mission.  She  built  her  abundant 
means  into  lasting  works  for  her  parish,  and  for  good  institu- 
tions, and  those  who  had  loved  and  served  her.  May  she  find 
an  earnest  following  among  the  holy  women  who  still  serve 
the  Divine  Master  in  meek  and  willing  endeavor.  Mrs.  Zenas 
King  of  this  city,  and  S.  Paul's  Parish,  we  recall  to-day  before 
God,  thankful  for  her  example  of  fidelity  and  inflexible  Chris- 
tian integrity.  She  was  a  true  friend,  a  constant  and  contin- 
uous servant  of  Christ,  a  patient,  honest  worker  for  good. 
There  was  a  womanly  simplicity  and  steadiness  in  her  religious 
conviction  that  indicated  the  real  strength,  unmoved  by  the 
changes  and  chances  that  so  often  disturb  many  disciples. 
Dignified,  true,  liberal,  reliable  in  all  her  Church  obligations 
and  duties.  She  was  indeed  a  mother.in  Israel,  to  whom  many 
looked  for  wise  and  friendly  advice,  and  helpful  guidance.  We 
thank  Thee,  O  Lord,  for  the  examples  of  these  Thy  servants 
departed  this  life  in  Thy  fear  and  love,  and  beseech  Thee  that 
we  may  follow  their  good  services,  and  at  last,  by  Thy  mercy, 
attain  unto  the  jo}*^  and  felicity  of  Thy  chosen  in  the  Paradise 
of  Light  and  Life. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Last  year  I  had  no  opportunity  to  give  expression  to  my 
desires  and  views  concerning  the  Church's  work  among  the 
**lambsof  the  flock."  Every  minister  of  this  Church  makes 
promise  to  *'feed  the  lambs;"  and  the  rubrics  directing  the 
method  for  fulfilling  this  obligation,  as  found  in  the  Baptismal 
and  Confirmation  offices,  and  in  the  Catechism,  indicate 
clearly  how  important  is  the  work,  and  how  energetically  and 
carefully  the  clergy  should  accomplish  the  same.  The  old 
time  methods  have  fallen  into  abeyance  in  these  days;  but 
nothing  can  be  more  systematic  and  thorough,  than  the 
simple  and  paternal  plan  of  publicly  catechizing  the  children 
in  the  Church.  This  duty  lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  the 
system  of  specific  teaching  comprehended  in  our  ecclesiastical 
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polity.  Ours  is  the  children's  Church;  it  finds  its  relation 
beginning  at  the  Font,  and  its  mothering  oversight  must 
never  be  forgotten  or  suffered  to  lapse.  It  is  the  bounden 
privilege  of  the  reverend  clergy  to  see  that  every  child  be 
taught  so  soon  as  he  be  able  to  learn,  what  a  solemn  vow  and 
promise  the  Baptismal  covenant  implies.  Each  pastor 
becomes  to  a  degree  involved  in  sponsorial  dignity,  when  he 
initiates  a  child  into  the  Christian  Church,  and  he  must  see  to 
it  that  his  behest  is  scrupulously  carried  out.  Therefore  his 
relation  to  the  Sunday-school  is  not  only  near,  but  it  puts 
him  absolutely  into  the  never-to-be-questioned  place  of  over- 
sight and  responsibility,  by  which  he  may  know  that  his 
** lambs  are  fed*'  with  the  ^'^ne^  wheaten  bread"  of  the 
Church's  true  doctrines,  and  also  by  which  he  himself  may  be 
the  feeder  and  shepherd  of  the  dear,  young  souls  committed 
unto  his  care.  And  first,  the  clergy  should  be  present  each 
Lord's  day  in  the  Sunday-school,  not  to  do  the  perfunctory 
work  of  detail,  but  to  preside  at  religious  service,  to  have  a 
personal  knowledge  of  the  fidelity  of  officers  and  teachers,  and, 
above  all,  to  know  what  is  being  taught,  and  also  to  take 
part  as  examiner  and  general  teacher  of  the  whole  flock  in  the 
school.  This  means  patient  work,  but  I  think  it  to  be  one  of 
the  best  and  most  important  of  pastoral  duties.  The  calling 
of  each  lamb  and  sheep  by  name  is  one  of  the  marks  of  the 
Divine  Shepherd  Himself.  "I  know  My  sheep,"  He  states  to 
us,  and  He  would  have  us  "  know  our  sheep."  The  visitation 
of  each  class  by  the  rector;  the  stated  examination  of  classes 
and  individuals ;  the  survey  of  the  teachers'  methods  of  study 
and  instruction ;  suggestions,  criticisms,  modifications  and 
illustrations  of  the  teachers' work,  this  is  a  part  of  the  pastor's 
obligation.  Then,  too,  a  weekly  study  of  the  coming  Sunday 
lesson  with  the  teachers ;  higher  lines  of  Bible  investigation ; 
classes  in  Church  History,  and  even  in  the  Greek  language, 
and  in  Theology,  are  very  practical  and  desirable  aids. 
Too  much  care  and   pains   may  not  be  expended   on   this 
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kind  of  clerical  work.  I  am  confident,  also,  that  not 
enough  care  is  given  to  specific  Church  teaching.  I  mean  by 
this,  that  our  duty  is  to  show  both  teachers  and  pupils  why 
we  are  Churchmen,  why  they  are  not  Romanists,  or  Metho- 
dists, or  Baptists,  or  Lutherans.  I  mean  that  we  are  to  pre- 
sent in  kindly,  yet  lucid  and  explicit  form,  the  historic  and 
scriptural  standing  of  the  Apostolic  Church,  so  that  our  young 
people  may  go  forth  able  to  give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  is 
in  them,  to  all  and  any  who  question  their  standing;  and  to  do 
this  is  but  to  drill  them  thoroughly  as  Bible  Christians.  I  hail 
with  delight  the  vigorous  movement  lately  inaugurated  by 
the  Dean  of  the  Cleveland  Convocation  for  reviving  and  re- 
storing the  Sunday-school  Institute  in  this  Diocese.  Bishop 
Bedell  wisely  perceived  the  need  and  value  of  a  Normal  School 
or  Institute,  in  which  our  Sunday-school  teachers  might  be 
taught;  and  this  is  the  object  of  this  important  organization. 
I  trust  that  it  may  be  earnestly  approved  by  the  Convention, 
that  each  Convocation  will  adopt  its  method  of  work,  and  at 
the  quarterly  meetings  hold  a  session  at  which  skilled  special- 
ists in  the  several  branches  of  teaching  maybe  heard.  Papers 
on  the  histories,  biographies,  geography,  archaeology'  of  the 
Bible  should  be  presented.  Essays  of  practical  and  working 
value  should  be  read.  Illustrative  and  object  modes  of  teach- 
ing infant  and  Bible  classes  should  be  given.  Discussion 
of  themes,  and  propositions  of  new  and  improved  plans 
should  be  encouraged,  until  our  teachers  become  experts,  and 
professionally  drilled  in  the  Churchly  and  spiritual  labors  they 
are  set  to  carry  on.  I  pray  for  the  success,  and  invoke  Bless* 
ing  upon  this  Sunday-school  Institute  in  the  Diocese.  Some- 
times the  rector  is  disturbed  and  discouraged  because  his 
spiritual  harvesting  is  so  meagre.  But  has  he  really  done  his 
duty  in  the  fields  over  which  he  must  toil  ?  Has  he  not  been 
but  a  gleaner,  seeking  for  the  adults,  securing  by  earnest  and 
patient  personal  appeal  the  men  and  women  he  desires  to  lead 
to  Christ?    Has  he  been  a  reaper  across  the  broad  acres? 
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Let  me  put  this  question  plainly'  to  every  Priest  of  God  here. 
Have  you  been  as  persistent,  and  direct,  and  lovingly  personal 
with  the  children  o{  your  cures  as  you  have  with  their  parents? 
Have  you  taken  care  that  these  children  be  brought  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  Confirmed  by  him  "  so  soon  as  they  can  say  the 
Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  all 
other  things  which  a  Christian  should  know  and  believe  to 
his  souFs  health  ?**  The  question  of  suitable  age  is  assuredly  an 
important  and  vital  one,  but  it  need  never  be  an  embarrassing 
one  to  the  well-informed  pastor.  It  takes  but  little  time,  and 
a  few  searching  questions,  to  bring  forth  the  real  impulse 
within  children  seeking  Confirmation;  and  you  and  I  are  not 
to  be  wivSer  than  the  Church.  We  are  to  follow  along  her  lines 
of  development,  and  our  Sunday-schools  are  to  be  the  feeders 
of  our  Communicant  forces,  through  the  Apostolic  Blessing 
and  grace  of  Confirmation.  I  am  quite  impressed  with  the 
change  that  has  taken  place  in  late  years  among  the  religious 
denominations  of  this  land.  Their  revivalists  are  working 
vigorously  among  the  children  ;  they  have  discovered  here  the 
Church  idea,  and  are  wisely  practicing  it,  for  the  "days  of 
youth,"  as  the  wise  man  wrote,  *'  before  the  evil  days  come" 
is  the  normal  and  correct  period  for  drawing  fresh,  pure  souls 
unto  the  Good  Shepherd.  So,  I  hope,  that  most  earnest  at- 
tention wll  be  paid  to  the  Sunday-school  in  each  parish,  and 
that  the  teaching  of  the  young  may  find  a  practical  fruitage 
and  result,  in  larger  additions  to  our  Confirmation  classes. 
There  are  many  glaring  defects  in  our  Sunday-school  system^ 
but  we  have  a  task  of  reformation  on  hand ;  there  are  mere- 
tricious plans,  and  unwholesome  worldly  customs  crept 
in,  by  which  entertainment  has  supplemented  instruction ; 
there  are  abuses  that  must  be  corrected ;  there  are  rich  im- 
provements to  be  added ;  there  must  be  a  more  general  and 
specific  oversight  and  teaching  of  our  teachers  by  the  Clergy, 
and  the  Institute,  I  repeat,  will  help  us  to  do  our  work  better 
and  more  effectively.    Some  of  the  Clergy  have  felt  that  the 
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Sunday-school  should  be  abandoned,  but  this  would  be  fatal 
and  foolish  in  a  day  like  our  own,  when  so  many  thousands  of 
earnest  men  and  women,  and  so  many  more  of  thousands  of 
dear  children  are  engaged  in  pious  study  of  the  Word  and  the 
Church's  offices.  Let  us,  then,  rather  bend  our  thought  and 
prayers  and  endeavor  to  methods  of  improvement  and  edifica- 
tion, and  bringing  this  branch  of  Christian  service  into  direct 
relation  with  public  worship  and  the  office  of  Confirmation 
and  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  Communion ;  we  shall  find  that 
we  are  fulfilling  our  vows  of  ordination,  and  leading  a  willing 
Bock  unto  the  pastures  and  by  the  still  waters  indicated  by 
the  Bishop  and  Shepherd  of  our  souls. 

CLERICAL  SUPPORT  AND  RECTORIES. 

I  am  constrained  to  speak  a  plain  word  to  the  lay  delegates 
from  our  Parishes  and  Missions  on  the  subject  of  clerical  sup- 
port. It  is  quite  evident  to  me  that  unless  more  vigorous  in- 
terest, of  a  material  and  financial  sort,  is  manifested  in  some 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  the  spiritual  work  will  lag  and  falter  be- 
cause of  the  fault,  and  not  by  reason  of  the  misfortune,  of  the 
laity.  I  confess  to  some  surprise,  and  at  times  to  some  humili- 
ation, as  I  make  my  rounds,  and  institute  official  investigation 
into  the  local  affairs  of  the  churches,  because  I  am  obliged  to 
realize  how  meagre,  and  at  times  insufficent,  are  the  salary 
and  maintenance  of  a  large  number  of  the  ministers  of  this 
jurisdiction.  It  is  expected  that  a  clergyman,  with  his  family, 
shall  live  by  the  altar,  by  the  voluntary  or  enforced  offerings ' 
of  the  people  to  whom  he  gives  spiritual  service.  He  must  be 
an  educated  man,  a  man  of  culture  ;  he  must  be  a  man  of  tact 
and  of  ability  ;  he  must  be  a  faithful  pastor  and  teacher  ;  he 
must  be  clever  in  Sundav-school  work  ;  skilled  in  the  conduct 
of  affairs,  and  so  amiable  and  prudent  that  he  gives  offence  to 
no  one,  but  yet  does  his  duty  with  fidelity  and  accept ableness. 
An  essential  of  his  continued  influence  in  his  parish  is  his  free- 
dom from  debt.    He  must  pay  his  bills  and  maintain  credit  at 
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his  bank,  or  the  tongue  of  rumor  will  soon  herald  his  weak- 
ness, and  his  failure  is  but  a  short  distance  off.  To  keep  up  a 
respectable  appearance,  to  clothe  himself  and  his  family,  to 
give  the  children  proper  educational  advantages,  to  meet  all 
his  necessary  obligations,  requires  more  money  than  the  aver- 
age clergyman  is  receiving  in  this  Diocese.  Our  stipends  and 
salaries  are  too  small,  and  oftentimes  I  fear  they  are  not 
promptly  paid  each  month  or  each  quarter.  My  appeal  is  to 
the  representative  lay  delegates  in  this  Convention,  and  my 
charge  to  them,  and  to  the  vestries  and  congregations  they 
represent,  is  that  they  urge  by  word  and  example  an  improve- 
ment in  this  particular.  There  are  parishes  where  the  income 
remains  the  same  year  after  year  ;  where  the  salaries  remain 
at  the  same  figure,  unless  it  suffer  a  diminution,  and  the  fault 
is  not  to  be  laid  upon  the  patient  clergyman,  who  has  done 
his  duty  and  fulfilled  his  contract.  I  deem  it  to  be  the  duty  of 
the  lay  people  to  increase  their  subscriptions  and  offerings  for 
Church  support  from  time  to  time  ;  to  take  religious  and  con- 
scientious views  of  their  privilege  of  lightening  the  load  of 
labors  and  anxieties  that  rests  upon  the  ministry,  and  to  do 
with  a  spiritual  willingness  all  in  their  power  to  augment  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  their  pastor  and  overseer.  Often 
this  failure  to  increase  salaries  is  due  to  thoughtlessness.  But 
I  would  place  it  before  the  Church  as  a  solemn  obligation.  I 
find,  too,  that  there  are  some  parishes  where  no  rectory  is 
furnished,  so  that  out  of  a  most  moderate  salary  the  rector  is 
compelled  to  pay  house  rent,  and  thus  reduce  his  annual  in- 
come to  a  sad  minimum.  And  vet,  under  all  ecclesiastical 
systems  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge,  the  rectory,  vicarage, 
manse,  or  parsonage,  arc  reckoned  as  a  part  of  the  clerical 
support.  To  properh^  equip  this  Diocese  would  require  that 
each  church  should  have  its  rector v  attached,  and  if  this  were 
done  we  should  not  have  the  frequent  removals  of  the  clergy  to 
other  and  more  comfortable  spheres  of  labor,  nor  would  we 
find  it  so  difficult  to  fill  the  vacant  places.    Of  the  applications 
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I  almost  daily  receive  from  clergymen  desiring  to  come  to  this 
Diocese  and  toil  with  us,  the  invariable  stipulation  is  that  a 
rectory  must  be  supplied,  and  I  am  inclined  to  estimate,  by  a 
mathematical  standard,  that  the  rectorv  is  calculated  bv  the 
clergy  to  be  of  actual  and  convenient  value — at  least  one-third 
of  the  ordinary  living.  It  is  certainly  important  that  the 
clergyman  of  each  cure  should  have  a  suitable  and  fitting  resi- 
dence in  the  midst  of  a  willing  and  beloved  people,  where  thej' 
may  gather  as  under  the  paternal  roof ;  where  the  domestic 
life  of  the  pastor  is  set  as  an  ensample  for  the  right  living  of 
his  flock  ;  and  where,  with  a  laudable  pride,  the  congregation 
may  realize  that  their  spiritual  teacher  is  peacefully  and  con- 
tentedly at  home.  A  homeless  minister  is  not  an  edifying 
picture  to  contemplate,  and  the  parish  without  its  rectory  is 
certainly  deficient  in  a  most  essential  feature  of  its  complete- 
ness. The  ideal  clerical  life  is  not  often  found  in  our  American 
Church.  But  in  the  villages  and  towns  of  England,  one  may 
see  the  realization  of  what  I  am  pleading  for  now.  The  snug 
and  attractive  rectory  alongside  the  Parish  Church,  the  pleas- 
ant and  sunny  study,  with  its  rows  of  well-read  books,  its 
prints  and  pictures  adorning  its  walls,  its  comfortable  living 
rooms  where  happiness  is  apparent;  the  quiet  churchyard 
nearby — **Godsacre/*  as  it  was  quaintly  called,  the  outlook 
across  the  village  green.  This  will  but  serve  to  remind  you  of 
that  which  vou  have  seen  or  read.  At  times  I  am  almost  led 
to  think  that  the  rectory  should  be  built  before  the  church  is 
erected.  In  our  territory  if  this  were  done,  the  mission 
services  and  the  nucleus  of  the  growing  congregation 
of  people  could  gather  in  the  lower  rooms  of  the  clergy- 
man's house  for  regular  services,  until  such  time  as  the  appro- 
priate structure  could  be  erected,  and  this  would  solve  what  is 
often  a  vexed  question,  when  we  attempt  to  mark  out  a 
campaign  for  new  ventures  in  the  mission  field.  Another  in- 
telligent reason  for  the  possession  of  rectories,  is  in  the  fact,  that 
by  so  much  is  the  real  estate  of  the  corporation  augmented 
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and  improved,  and  also  by  same  ratio  is  the  substantial  status 
of  the  parish  assured  in  the  community,  and  in  its  own  in- 
herent strength  and  ability,  for  the  Divine  work  committed 
unto  it.  This  is  a  most  important  matter,  dear  brethren  of 
the  lait\%  and  I  am  sure  you  will  suffer  this  word  of  loving  and 
anxious  exhortation.  I  want  \'0u  to  go  back  to  your  several 
parishes  thoughtful  of  these  important  interests,  weighing  well 
the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  you  in  the  suitable  and 
respectable  care  of  the  clergj'  who  "  minister  to  you  and  yours 
in  Holy  Things,"  and  determining  that,  so  far  as  in  you  lief, 
you  will,  by  word  and  example,  stir  up  the  minds  and  wills  of 
your  fellows  among  the  lay  people  of  your  Churches,  till  the 
subject  of  clerical  support  and  clerical  housing  in  this  Diocese 
shall  be  our  boast  and  pride,  because  of  its  completeness,  its 
adequacy,  and  its  sufficient  comfort. 

MISSIONS. 

These  is  nothing  that  gives  me  more  anxious  solicitude  than 
the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  I  find  that 
there  is  no  department  of  work  that  receives  so  meagre  an 
amount  of  intelligent  sympathy  as  this  duty  which  our  Lord 
has  placed  at  our  vcr}-  doors.  The  much  asking,  and  often 
without  a  clear  explanation  of  Diocesan  needs,  by  the  clergy, 
has  calloused  the  people,  so  that  they  are  uninterested  and  in- 
different. My  impression  is,  that  when  the  rector  asks  for 
the  regular  offering  for  Diocesan  Missions,  the  averge  com- 
municant has  a  vague  idea  that  the  support  of  the  Bishop  is 
intended.  So  that  the  first  step  in  reform  and  improvement 
must  come  from  the  clergy,  who  can,  without  much  trouble, 
ascertain  the  real  facts  and  figures  each  month  by  consulting 
the  columns  of  Church  Life.  The  next  defect  is  in  our  system 
of  securing  the  gifts  of  the  people.  Under  the  free  church  plan, 
where  the  envelopes  are  in  full  operation,  there  is  a  manifest 
smallness  in  the  giving  of  the  parishioner  to  much  else  beside 
his  parochial  pledge.    Under  the  average  modem  plan,  no  one

is  taxed  for  Diocesan  Missions,  but  the  free-will  idea  has  de- 
generated into  a  minimum  so  far  as  conscience  or  aggregate 
amounts  are  concerned.  The  remedy  for  this  is  the  revival  and 
applicatioil  of  what  I  am  constrained  to  consider  the  Divine 
plan  which,  after  the  system  in  vogue  in  the  Jewish  polity, 
exacted  the  tithe  for  every  member  of  the  sacred  commonwealth. 
This  plan  is  effective  in  clubs,  in  guilds,  in  secret  and  open 
orders,  in  mutual  associations,  and  it  is  a  business-like,  practi- 
cal and  thoroughly  practicable  method.  I  believe  that  if  each 
^  communicant  were  taxed  one  dollar  a  vear  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions,  and  if  each  person  who  receives  Holy  Confirmation  were 
instructed  in  such  a  systematic  idea,  we  should,  with  the  larger 
gifts  that  come  spontaneously  forth  '*  according  as  God  hath 
given  ability,"  accumulate  a  generous  sufficiency  for  our  annual 
pressing  needs.  If  each  new  communicant  were  taught  that 
the  regular  fee  for  mission  obligations  would  be  collected  or 
secured  at  a  stated  time,  I  repeat  my  conviction,  that  it 
would  result  in  immediate  and  appreciable  good  to  the  Church. 
It  is  not  a  new  or  untried  way,  but  an  old  one,  and  an  ex- 
cellent one.  It  is  actually  the  systematic  giving  plan,  and  I 
should  greatly  rejoice  in  its  undertaking.  We  have  enrolled  in 
this  Diocese  9,330  communicants;  if  each  gave  one  dollar 
annually,  and  no  one  is  so  poor  but  such  an  amount  would  be 
forthcoming,  the  offerings  taken  at  Episcopal  visitations,  and 
the  donations  of  the  earnest  people,  would  roll  up  a  sum  that 
would  surprise  us  all.  Let  me  tell  you  somewhat  of  this  past 
year's  endeavor.  This  is  a  Missionary  Diocese,  and  a  vast 
amount  of  territory  is  as  yet  unclaimed  and  unknown  to  the 
Church.  We  have  not  entered  every  town  or  village  in  these 
coasts  by  any  means.  In  some  we  would  not  be  welcome,  in 
others  there  are  no  active  friends  of  our  holv  mother,  in  others 
still,  there  is  already  an  overcrowding  of  rival  sectaries.  But 
our  Lord  has  permitted  us  to  go  to  some  new  places,  and  we 
feel  encouraged  by  the  outlook.  In  the  north-east  there  is  a 
hope  for  the  revival  of  the  old  parish  at  Kinsman.  AVe  have 
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a  good  church,  a  neat  rectory,  and  several  acres  of  glebe;  once 
this  was  a  flourishing  and  self-supporting  parish.    Why  should 
it  not  become  so  again,  with  the  larger  population  now  resi- 
dent there?    Under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Corbyn,  the  venerable  and 
quaint  old  church  at  East  Plj'mouth  has  been  opened,  and  is 
making  itself  felt  for  good  and  for  Christ  in  that  very  attract- 
ive country.       At  the  Harbor,  we  are  doing  a  fair  work,  but 
much  remains  to  be  effected  among  the  Finnish  people,  who 
are  now  congregated  about  the  ore  docks  of  that  place.    We 
must  have  money,  as  we  have  already  the  faithful  minister  to 
undertake  the  venture.    So,  too,  at  Geneva  and  Unionville 
there  is  an  earnest  desire  for  regular  services  and  continuous 
ministrations,  and  so  too  at  Willoughby.    I  do  not  blame  the 
people  in  these  places  for  their  lack  of  interest.    They  have  lost 
faith  in  our  promises  to  give  them  of  our   heritage.    Our 
promises  were  genuine  and  lovingly  earnest,  but  they  could 
not  be  carried  out,  because  the  Diocesan  Mission  treasury  was 
overdrawn  and  empty.    At  Berea,  too,  we  have  now    high 
hopes,  and  regular  services  have    been  operated  since    last 
summer.    Some  of  our  churches  have  been  closed  for  greater 
or  less  time,  and  it  is  pathetic  to  hear  the  story  of  a  patient 
and  waiting  flock  in   these  wildernesses.    Shall  we  be  per- 
mitted to  go  forward  ^vith  the  work  ?    In  the  north-west  we 
have  started  and  organized  a  most  prosperous  mission  at 
Lorain.    The  people  of  Port  Clinton  have  rallied  around  our 
standard.    At  Bryan  a  very  hopeful  gathering  has  been  made. 
The  old  church  at  Hicksville  has  been  opened,  and  in  Toledo  a 
vigorous  and  substantial  venture  has  been  made,  under  the 
inspiring  name  of  S.  Andrew.    AVhat  a  potent  and  popular 
name  it  is,  may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  our  mission  among  the 
colored  people  of  Cleveland  is  thus  denominated ;  while  the 
local  branch  of  the  Brotherhood  connected  with  Emmanuel 
parish  in  this  See  city  have  established  and  are  maintaining  a 
bright  mission,  which  they  call  *'S.  Andrew's  in  the  East."  At 
this  juncture  I  must  speak  of  the  relation  of  the  Cathedral  to 
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the  missionary  work.  It  has  no  real  right  for  existence  in  oar 
active  American  life,  unless  it  be  the  very  centre  of  our  mis- 
sionary operations,  and  it  has  been  our  aim  and  endeavor,  as 
far  as  possible,  to  inaugurate  this  during  the  first  year  of  the 
Cathedral  system  in  this  Diocese.  I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that 
our  organization  does  not  involve  the  Diocese ;  and  that  there 
is  a  degree  of  personality  in  the  present  method.  But  I  feel 
also  that  we  have  the  sympathy  of  the  Diocese  in  our  loving 
endeavor  to  advance  the  missionary  work  upon  the  true  and 
best  known  lines  of  operation,  preserving  the  integrity  and 
legal  and  vested  rights  of  Trinity  corporation  and  parish.  I 
should  greatly  rejoice  when,  by  act  of  convention  and  under 
the  new  constitution,  the  Standing  Committee  and  Mission 
Board  and  Board  of  Trustees  are  officially  related  as  members 
of  the  Cathedral  chapter.  This  would  bring  all  our  larger 
Diocesan  interests  into  an  immediate  association  with  the 
spiritual  and  ecclesiastical  heart  of  the  jurisdiction,  and 
greater  homogeneity  of  endeavor  would  be  the  outcome.  I 
have  been  most  generously  and  kindly  assisted  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Cathedral  by  the  very  reverend  Dean,  who  has 
enabled  me,  by  his  willing  co-operation,  to  do  the  work  as 
originally  planned.  The  faithful  services  of  Canons  Burridge 
and  Ewing  have  been  both  practical  and  helpful,  for  by  them 
I  have  been  able  to  illustrate  to  a  degree,  what  our  Cathedral 
labors  mean  for  the  community.  And  first,  we  were  able  to 
supply  vacant  parishes,  where  resignations  or  death  dreprived 
them  of  their  regular  clerical  ministrations.  Churches  that 
otherwise  would  have  been  closed  were  kept  open,  and  syste- 
matic ministerial  offices  were  maintained.  And  next,  decayed 
and  enfeebled  stations  were  revived  and  stimulated  by  the 
acceptable  services  of  the  Cathedral ;  while  rectors  who  were 
disabled  by  sickness,  or  called  unexpectedly  from  their  posts, 
were  made  happy  and  comfortable  in  the  relief  thus  possible 
and  available.  At  one  time  we  were  embarrassed  by  the 
demands  made  upon  the  clergy  attached  to  the  Cathedral,  and 
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on  a  number  of  occasions  we  were  unable  to  meet  the  appeals 
sent  in  for  aid  and  clerical  supply.  When  to  these  labors  is 
added  the  fact,  that  we  have  maintained  the  daily  service  at 
Trinity  Cathedral,  and  that  its  doors  have  not  been  shut  from 
morning  till  evening  since  we  first  placed  our  seat  in  its  Sanc- 
tuary, the  blessing  to  the  city  and  people  may  be  considered. 
Besides  these  immediate  duties,  from  the  Cathedral  we  have 
gone  out  and  revived  S.  James'  parish  in  Cleveland,  holding 
service  each  Sunday  afternoon  in  a  shoe  shop,  and  then  gather- 
ing children  and  the  local  nucleus  of  a  congregation,  until  the 
new  and  attractive  church  building  should  be  completed  and 
turned  over  to  its  rector.  From  the  Cathedral,  too,  we  have 
been  able  to  operate  the  new  S.  Andrew's  mission  for  our  com- 
municants among  the  colored  people,  and  also  to  do  some 
work  among  the  Germans  of  the  city.  The  Dean's  report 
gives  interesting  statistics,  which  1  greatly  desire  may  be  heard 
by  this  Convention.  During  the  year  14-0  recorded  services 
have  been  rendered  gratuitously  to  vacant  parishes  and  for 
absent  rectors,  and  services  have  also  been  given  in  some  of 
our  local  charitable  institutions.  Four  hundred  bound  vol- 
umes have  been  gathered  for  the  Cathedral  librar}-,  and  much 
material  unbound. 

Thus,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  Cathedral  of  this  Diocese 
has  been  a  bus\'  centre  and  source  of  missionary  endeavor. 
We  have  superadded  to  a  well-administered  parish,  the  larger 
obligations  of  the  mission  life  and  work  over  which  the  Bishop 
has  supervision,  and  we  long  to  be  able  to  extend  its  scope, 
and  make  more  helpful  its  relation  to  the  entire  Diocese  of 
Ohio.  To  ccmtinue  the  survey  of  the  mission  field  will  show 
you  the  vigorous  and  healthy  increase  of  the  Church  at 
Alliance,  where,  in  less  than  six  months,  the  painstaking 
missionarv  has  built  with  unusual  facilitv.  At  Dennison,  Mill 
Creek  and  Coshocton  the  services  have  been  sustained  bv 
voun^  students  from  the  Seminarv  at  Gambier.  The  earnest 
rector  at  Steuben ville,  with  his  deacon,  has  kept  the  church 
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at  Cross  Creek  open,  and  in  addition,  done  other  near  at  home 
mission  duty.  So  also  has  the  painstaking  Rector  at  Lima 
gone  forth  to  his  mission  fields  at  S.  Marj^'sand  Wapakoneta, 
and  these  will,  we  believe,  become  in  turn,  strong  and  fertile 
roots,  out  of  which  a  generous  growth  will  spring.  Around 
the  parish  church  at  Gambier,  the  chapels  at  Quarrj'  and  the 
Bedell  Mission  have  been  doing  their  steady  beneficent  work, 
and  from  the  Divinty  School  at  Bexley  Hall,  I  have  been  able  to 
send  forth  bands  of  earnest  theological  students  who,  under 
oversight,  have  given  most  valued  and  helpful  aid  in  the 
mission  field.  So  too  with  our  lay  readers  ;  their  ready  and 
glad  help  in  parishes,  and  at  points  where  they  have  been 
holding  services,  cannot  be  too  gratefully  estimated,  and  I  pay 
my  thankful  tribute  to  them  for  the  comfort  they  have  given 
me  in  coming  to  my  assistance  when  I  have  been  sorely  per- 
plexed as  to  ways  and  means  for  keeping  parishes  alive.  Add 
this  feature  to  the  Cathedral  operation,  and  see  how  direct, 
how  effective  it  is.  To  be  able  to  command  each  week  a  corps 
of  lay  helpers,  and  divinity  students,  and  canons,  what  a  busy 
and  business-like  method  it  is  for  doing  far-reaching  and  ex- 
tended missionary  labor.  You  will  recall  m}^  suggestion  last 
year,  that  four  convocational  missionaries  should  be  em- 
ployed, and  that  money  should  be  granted  from  the  Board, 
and  supplemented  by  the  Convocations  for  the  salaried  main- 
tenance of  these  itinerants.  I  have  urged  the  plan  in  the 
several  Convocations,  but  it  has  proved  inoperative  because 
the  gifts  for  missions  have  not  been  sufficient  to  guarantee 
the  pecuniary  obligation.  I  now  desire  to  propose  another 
plan  which  is  in  most  successful  working  vigor  in  New  York, 
Connecticut,  Maryland,  and  many  of  the  Dioceses.  With  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Convention,  I 
desire  to  nominate  and  appoint  an  Archdeacon,  who,  placed 
upon  the  Cathedral  staff,  shall  be  the  Bishop's  general  mission- 
ary, his  strong  right  hand  ;  his  support  to  come  from  the 
children  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  from  whom,  dear  souls,  I 
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have  already  had  loving  and  practical  assurances  of  help.  Thus 
the  Bishop  and  his  children  will  be  allied  in  a  holy  partnership  in 
doing  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese.  This  was  Bishop  BedelPs 
plan,  as  conducted  under  the  cadets  of  Ohio  ;  this  is  Bishop 
Paret's  plan  for  raising  much  funds  in  Maryland — by  the 
Bishop's  Penny.  The  rectors  can  arrange  the  methods  as  best 
suits  their  convenience.  I  want  $1000  for  a  stipend  for  the- 
Archdeacon  ;  each  Sunday-school  to  send  its  annual  pledge 
to  me  within  the  next  month,  and  their  offerings  to  a  special 
fund  and  account  kindly  kept  by  Mr.  Mather,  our  treasurer; 
these  pledges  to  be  received  as  monthly  offerings,  or  as  Lent- 
en or  Easter  gifts  for  this  specific  purpose.  Thus  will  our 
children  realize  that  they  are  literally  Diocesan  helpers,  and  a 
Diocesan  mission  band.  The  Archdeacon  himself  under  Cath- 
edral statute,  to  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop,  and  to  do  his 
work  directly  under  the  Episcopal  oversight.  I  am  confident, 
dear  brethren,  that  with  your  loving  approval,  such  a  method 
will  prove  effective  and  acceptable,  and  be  a  practical  means 
for  accomplishing  the  work  God  has  given  us  to  carry  out.  Of 
our  missions  centering  about  Galion  I  must  speak  with  enthu- 
siasm. At  Upper  Sandusky,  by  the  donation  of  a  lot  of  land 
from  Judge  Scars,  and  by  the  earnest  generosit}' of  the  little 
flock,  a  neat  chutch  has  been  erected  and  now  awaits  conse- 
cration. At  Cardington,  land  has  been  secured  and  money 
subscribed,  and  a  church  will  be  erected  this  spring.  At 
Bucyrus  we  are  hopeful,  and  funds  are  accumulating  for  near 
operation.  At  Shelby  the  untiring  little  band  of  workers  have 
purchased  a  lot.  At  Mt.  Gilead  Mrs.  Andrews  has  donated 
a  portion  of  ground,  a  mission  has  been  organized,  one  thou- 
sand dollars  pledged,  and  work  will  soon  be  begun  on  build- 
ing. So  all  along  the  line,  and  over  the  fair  face  of  the  Diocese, 
do  I  see  the  evidences  of  material,  and  missionary,  and  spiritual 
life.  We  have  received  Divine  Blessing,  our  Lord  is  with  us, 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  indwelling  here.  Will  you  one  and  all  prove 
true  to  the  heavenly  desire,  supplement  the  sacred  promise,  and 
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give  and  pray  and  labor  for  the  larger  and  larger  advancement 
of  the  Church,  which  is  the  Body  of  the  Lord,  the  projection  of 
His  efficacious  incarnation  ? 

woman's  auxiliary. 

I  cannot  forbear  expressing  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
helpful  service  rendered  to  our  missionaries  during  the  last 
year  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  Diocese.  Always  en- 
couraging and  loving  in  their  labors  for  those  *'  who  minister 
in  the  Lord,"  our  '* helpers"  here  have  been  most  devoted  and 
painstaking  in  their  efforts  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  the  clergy. 
They  have,  under  their  efficient  and  inspiring  officers,  gone  into 
many  a  home,  carrying  sunshine  and  comfort,  and  that  un- 
spoken sympathy  which  is  eloquent  in  its  acts  and  thoughts 
of  generous  considerateness.  Blessings  rise  to  the  lips  of  all  of 
the  clergy  when  the  works  of  the  Auxiliary  are  suggested  ;  and 
their  reward  must  be  in  the  consciousness  of  this  spontaneous 
tribute. 

THE  MISSION  TO  THE   DEAF-MUTES. 

It  would  be  almost  unkind  to  omit  a  reference  in  conclusion* 
to  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  our  missionary  among 
the  deaf-mutes.  He  is  too  well-known  for  his  patient  and  per- 
sistent toil  in  our  midst  to  require  any  other  tribute  than  a- 
mere  mention  of  his  name.  His  joumeyings  to  and 
fro  over  fourteen  Dioceses,  his  literal  "seeking  for  the  sheep," 
and  his  successful  ventures  in  his  unique  mission,  have  deeply 
and  tenderly  impressed  us.  I  would  urgently  request  the 
clergy  to  ascertain  in  their  towns  and  cures  the  names  of  all 
deaf-mutes,  and  then  ask  them  to  forward  the  same  to  Mr. 
Mann,  no  matter  what  their  religious  or  denominational  be- 
longing. I  would  also  indicate  the  fact  that  on  the  12th  Sun- 
day after  Trinity  is  that  *'Ephphatha  Sunday,"  when  offerings 
should  be  given  for  this  moving  work.  The  blessings  of  our 
Lord  are  certainly  upon  this  humane  endeavor.  Let  us  show 
our  actual  faith  in  it.

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KEXYOX   COLLEGE. 

I  must  not  omit  a  reference  to  the  affairs  of  our  venerable 
educational  centre  at  Gambier.  The  schools  are  in  flourishing 
state,  and  are  ruled  b}-  a  wise  and  painstaking  oversight.  The 
Divinity  Hall  at  "Bexley''  was  opened  in  the  autumn  with 
more  than  a  score  of  students,  and  under  four  resident  theo- 
logical professors,  with  lectures  added  by  non-resident 
divines.  The  standard  at  this  Divinit}' school  in  spiritual  and 
intellectual  requirements  is  high  and  earnest,  and  a  spirit  of 
determination  to  make  it  one  of  the  most  useful  agents  for 
preparing  young  men  for  the  Holy  ministry,  actuates  all  who 
are  connected  with  its  management.  Our  students  are  classed 
above  the  average,  for  capability  and  fidelity  to  work,  and  we 
hojie  for  blessings  on  this  School  of  the  Prophets.  But  we 
must  ask  the  clerg}-  to  remember  how  great  are  the  necessities 
of  such  a  work,  and  we  must  beg  ever}'  minister  of  Christ  here 
to  send  us  an  annual  gift  and  offering  for  our  Educational  fund. 
It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  refuse  to  admit  young  men  who  can- 
not come  to  our  seminar\'  unless  thev  receive  some  aid  for  their 
maintenance;  and,  beloved,  we  must  help  them  in  the  kindly 
and  dignified  way  appointed  by  our  society  here  in  Ohio. 
You  will  pro})ably  consider  at  this  Convention  the  report  of 
the  Conference  on  Constitutional  Amendments,  between  the 
representatives  of  the  several  bodies  related  to  our  Institutions 
at  Kenyon.  I  may  say  that  we  missed  the  wise  counsel  of  the 
Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio,  his  severe  illness  preventing  his 
attendance  on  our  sessions.  But,  though  we  did  not  carry  into 
effect  all  that  we  might  have  desired,  yet  it  became  evident 
that  to  reach  any  reasonable  conclusion  mutual  concessions 
must  be  made.  But  one  desire  actuated  this  Conference,  and 
that  was,  to  act  in  the  largest  and  most  useful  and  yet  legiti- 
mate way  for  the  future  of  our  Institutions  at  Gambier.  To 
bring  the  academic  section  into  line  with  modem  educational 
methods ;  to  secure  the  integrity,  and  to  defend  the  ecclesias- 
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tical  rights  of  the  theological  section ;  to  continue  and  maintain 
the  proper  Episcopal  oversight  that  the  reverend  founder  and 
his  benefactors  desired ;  and  withal  to  place  a  President  of  the 
■organization,  and  a  local  head  of  the  establishment,  in  such 
position  that  he  may  be  able  to  work  freely  and  comfortably, 
and  at  the  same  time  retain  the  vested  rights  and  interests  of 
each  department  ;  this  was  the  aim  of  the  Conference,  diffi- 
cult to  compass,  and  environed  with  many  perplexities.  If 
what  we  have  done,  shall  meet  with  your  approval,  then  to 
ever}'  member  of  this  Diocese  must  come  a  personal  and  official 
obligation,  which  will  compel  a  kinder  and  a  more  direct  in- 
terest in  giving  money,  in  sending  pupils,  and  in  sustaining  the 
work  of  an  educational  establishment,  whose  glorious  record 
in  the  past,  may  well  accentuate  the  brighter  prospects  of  its 
dawning  future. 

EPISCOPAL   ENDOWMENT. 

We  shall  hear  from  the  lips  of  our  venerated  and  beloved  lay 
brother  his  account  of  a  stewardship  that  has  been  signally 
blessed  of  God  for  the  perpetual  endowment  of  this  Diocese. 
Faithful  in  many  things,  and  for  many  years  honored  by 
fraternal  suffi-ages  in  our  midst,  I  am  certainly  within  the 
bounds  of  propriet}'  when  I  offer  to  him  in  this  presence,  and 
at  this  time,  my  loving  thanks  for  his  endeavor.  A  crowning 
service  has  been  rendered  by  David  L.  King  of  S.  Paul's  parish, 
Akron,  in  these  later  months  of  his  useful  life  as  a  Churchman 
and  a  Christian  ;  and  Ohio  may  feel  greater  confidence,  and 
assuredly^  an  easier  facility  for  doing  her  duty  for  God,  by 
reason  of  the  personal  service  rendered  her,  through  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  important  effort.  By  solicitations  in 
many,  though  not  all,  of  our  parishes;  meeting,  as  a  rule,  with 
most  cordial  and  affectionate,  and  at  times  tenderly  touching 
response  from  our  beloved  laymen  and  lay  women,  Mr.  King 
has  with  an  enthusiastic  perseverance  been  able,  under  God, 
to  put  this  Diocese  upon  a  strong  and  substantial  material 
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foundation.  It  mav  be  some  time  before  the  full  restilts  of 
this  important  accomplishment  shall  be  felt,  but  it  anticipates 
a  future  that  wll  bring,  let  us  hope,  from  all  of  our  willing 
lay  people,  additions  in  the  shape  of  bequests,  devises  and 
donations.  If  even'  lavman  in  this  Convention  and  Diocese  who 
has  not  yet  g^ven  something  to  this  permanent  fund,  would  at 
once,  by  codicil,  grant  a  portion  of  his  goods  to  this  endow- 
ment, how  grateful  would  we  be,  and  how  secure  in  temporal 
things  might  we  rest.  At  the  beginning  of  my  work  in  your 
midst,  I  hail  this  action  of  my  dear  brother  as  one  of  the  most 
comforting  in  the  future  it  assures. 

THE  bishop's  action  IN  THE  MACQUEARY  CASE. 

And  now,  brethren  beloved,  though  I  may  have  over- 
taxed 3'our  patience  with  the  presentation  of  the  im- 
portant matters  laid  before  you,  I  must  ask  your 
attention  in  conclusion,  to  a  reference  to  the  painful 
subjects  that  have  disturbed  our  peace,  and  given  us  most 
anxious  and  unhappy  action  during  the  twelve  months  just 
ended.  I  would  prefer  silence,  did  I  not  know  that  my  duty  to 
the  Church,  and  to  you,  with  whom  I  serve  in  the  Lord,  re- 
quires of  me  some  official  expression ;  and  the  documentary 
history  of  this  Diocese  must  have  some  formal  exhibit  from  its 
Bishop.  The  details  of  the  sad  trial  of  one  of  our  clerical 
associates  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  have  been  so  fully 
presented  in  the  public  press,  that  it  is  not  my  province  to 
repeat  them,  suffice  to  point  out  to  you  my  relation  to  the 
case.  In  the  early  spring  of  1890,  the  rector  of  the  parish  in 
Canton,  Ohio,  published  a  volume,  radical  in  its  utterances  and 
unqualified  in  its  denials.  It  commanded  attention  because  of 
its  conclusions,  and  its  attacks  upon  doctrines  that  have  been 
long  since  approved  and  accepted  by  the  Christian  Church. 
And  the  moral  sense  of  the  clergy,  and  of  the  religious  com- 
munity was  wounded ;  and  the  honor  and  integrity  of  the 
Church  herself  were  impugned,  by  one  who  held  her  offices  in 
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trust,  and  wore  the  linen  of  her  ephod,  and  bore  the  solemn 
weight  of  her  sacred  vows.  It  became  my  duty  as  a  Bishop 
of  the  Church,  sworn  to  defend  her  ancient  Faith  and  prac- 
tices, to  at  once  enter  into  a  careful  examination  of  the  book, 
whose  errors  had  already  been  noised  abroad.  I  did  so  with- 
out prejudice,  with  much  critical  and  patient  study,  and  after 
a  lapse  of  several  weeks,  in  order  that  mj'  mind  might  be  fully 
convinced  as  to  the  wisest  and  truest  course  to  be  pursued. 
It  was  evident  that  a  plain  duty  lay  before  me.  I  had  but  one 
path  to  follow,  though  it  might  prove  rough  and  dangerous, 
and  therefore  I  had  conference  with  my  brother  and  presbyter, 
and  without  controversy,  but  in  a  spirit  of  love,  pointed  out 
to  him  my  position  and  my  conclusions.  I  was  not  to  deal 
with  his  opinions,  his  devious  or  diverse  lines  of  thought  and 
investigation.  That  would  be  beyond  my  prerogative  or  my 
inclination.  Freedom  of  thought  and  freedom  of  speech,  are 
never  curtailed  in  this  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church.  But 
when  I  found  two  absolute  and  unreserved  denials  of  two 
"Articles  of  the  Christian  Faith,  as  contained  in  the  Apostles' 
Creed,"  and  those  denials,  plainly  a  repetition  of  ancient 
heresies,  that  the  undivided  Church  had  by  General  Council 
condemned ;  it  became  but  a  simple  obligation  for  me  to  in- 
dicate my  judgment,  that  my  brother  was  in  grievous  error, 
and  that  he  must  either  retract  the  same,  or  renounce  the 
ministry  of  this  Church.  And  just  here  let  me  indicate  to  the 
Diocese  the  position  occupied  by  the  Bishop.  He  did  not  deal 
with  the  erring  presbyter  under  canonical  direction,  nor  by 
the  exact  and  fretting  restraints  of  a  code  of  law ;  but  solely 
under  the  Ordinal,  and  according  to  that  sacred  relationship 
and  association,  that  the  Church  gives  to  her  Bishops  with 
their  fellow  laborers.  Under  the  vows  and  oaths  of  the 
Ordinal  then,  the  Bishop  sat  ex  cathedra,  and  gave  his  "godly 
judgment,"  which  every  minister  of  this  Church  has  sworn 
that  he  will  accept  and  heed.  A  presbyter  thus  admonished 
may  protest,  but  under  our  system  he  must  obey.    He  may 
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believe  his  Bishop's  judgment  to  be  erroneous,  but  he  must 
accept  the  same,  and  leave  the  burden  of  responsibility  with 
his  sujjerior  officer ;  and  though  this  power  may  be  large,  and 
this  privilege  and  prerogative  a  dangerous  one,  yet  it  ex- 
ists, and  its  exercise  cannot  be  contravened.  Fortunately, 
under  our  honorable  and  kindly  code,  the  Bishops  and 
clergy  of  the  Church  have  had  but  few  unhappy  collisions  and 
conflicts.  And  in  this  case,  it  is  but  due  to  mv  brother  and  to 
myself,  that  I  make  record,  as  h'*  has  done,  that  our  relations 
have  been  all  through  this  most  unfortunate  affair,  marked 
bv  mutual  consideratcness  and  uniform  courtcousness.  Mv 
godly  judgment  was  not  heeded  and  accepted,  however,  so 
that,  following  two  written  admonitions,  and  after  weeks  of 
correspondence  and  conference,  it  became  necessary  for  me  to 
send  forward  the  case  to  the  clerical  investigators,  and  pre- 
senters, and  then  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court  of  this  Diocese.  The  remainder  of  this  trial  and 
its  sequence  are  too  well  known  to  require  further  examination. 
Under  your  system,  the  Bishop  is  first  the  judge,  in  matters  that 
involve  the  morals  and  doctrines  of  the  clergy.  He  is  believed 
to  be  so  related  to  you,  that  no  injustice  can  ever  be  done  to 
vou,  and  that  by  his  intervention  under  the  Ordinal,  he  mav 
shield  you,  as  well  as  guard  the  Church  against  irregularities 
in  life,  and  falseness  of  teaching  as  they  may  come  to  light. 
Is  it  not  a  safe  and  affectionate  relationship?  Is  it  not 
fatherly  and  protective ;  docs  it  not  involve  a  near,  personal, 
loving  attachment  to,  and  cognizance  of  the  lives,  and  the 
ecclesiastical  and  theological  characteristics  of  the  ministry  ? 

A  Bishop  may  abuse  his  power,  and  he  may  become  auto- 
cratic and  tyrannical,  but  he  has  been  solemnlv  bidden  not  to 
**  lord  it  over  God's  heritage,"  '*  to  be  a  shepherd  and  not  a  wolf.'* 
Yet,  this  is  the  station  and  place  he  holds  by  his  Apostolic 
consecration,  as  the  dispenser  of  discipline,  and  as  the  protec- 
tor of  the  unquestionable  Faith.  It  was  with  a  deep  sense  of 
my  obligation  to  this  Diocese,  to  the  great  Church  in  this 
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country,  to  the  cause  of  a  pure  and  indefectible  religion,  and  to 
the  Divine  Head  of  the  militant  Kingdom,  that  this  action  was 
taken  ;  for  beloved,  we  must  know  that  **  the  Faith,"  as 
given  to  us  in  the  Creeds  of  the  Church  is  unalterable,  and 
infallible,  and  indestructible.  As  one  of  the  Bishops  has  lately 
written,  some  things  have  been  settled  once  and  for  all— there 
are  some  **  closed  questions."  *'  All  the  essentials  of  the  Church 
in  faith,  polity,  sacraments  and  worship  are  closed  questions 
to  us  who  are  within  the  fold.  Thev  may  be,  and  are,  to  those 
without,  open  questions,  about  which  one  may  think  one 
thing,  and  another  maintain  the  opposite  ;  and  this  must 
alwavs  be  the  case  with  them  while  thev  refuse  the  divine 
authorit}'^  of  the  Church,  and  degrade  her  to  the  level  of  a  vol- 
untary association,  depending  for  her  existence  and  continu- 
ance upon  the  accidents  of  human  opinion  and  preference."* 

And  for  any  presbyter  of  this  Church  to  openly  deny  the 
fundamental  tenets  and  statements  of  the  Creed,  is  to  attempt 
ruthlessly,  and  in  a  spirit  of  defiance  and  independence  to  open 
these  closed  questions,  and  to  tear  down  the  fabric  of  Truth 
which  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  hath  erected  by  His  knowledge 
and  wisdom.  The  **  Faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints,"  is 
like  its  Master  and  our  Saviour,  "the  same  vesterdav,  to-dav, 
and  forever."  But  we  have  come  upon  a  spirit  in  this  age 
that  declines  to  be  trammeled,  and  confined,  and  restrained 
by  any  such  guidance,  or  definite  settlement  of  Truth.  It  is 
called  a  broad  day,  because  it  is  a  day  of  investigation,  and  of 
discover^'',  and  of  invention.  But  it  must  be  a  true  dav  and  a 
true  age,  based  upon  the  rock  foundation  of  what  has  already 
been  established,  and  building  up  from  such  a  basis,  and  not 
outrooting,  or  undermining,  or  destroying.  Breadth  of 
thought,  and  sympathy,  and  scholarship,  let  us  all  cultivate 
such  a  spirit  and  imitate  such  a  desire.  Breadth  of  investiga- 
tion that  reaches  out  in  every  direction,  and  gathers  in  knowl- 
edge  from  every  field,  let  us  follow  with  eager  and  anxious

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footsteps.  But  call  not  that  broad  which  would 
narrow  and  pare  down  the  faith  of  Christendom;  which 
would  thin  out  the  ancient  deposit  of  truth,  our  in- 
heritance from  Apologists,  Fathers,  and  Apostles  ; 
which  would  limit  the  authority  of  the  accepted  General 
Councils  to  the  criticism  of  this  century  of  licence  in  thought 
and  presumptuousness  of  inconoclasm.  Call  it  not  broad,  but 
flat,  and  sterile,  and  unspiritual,  as  well  as  rebellious  and 
overweening.  Under  the  cegis  of  a  good  name  it  has  been 
found  guilty  of  evil  deeds.  It  has  sought  to  gain  friends  among 
genuine  people  by  denominating  its  methods,  as  along  the  line  of 
higher  criticism.  But  alas,  what  a  misnomer!  Can  such  a 
title  be  applied  to  a  school  of  flippant,  though  clever  critics, 
whose  avowed  object  is  to  break  down  the  walls  of  protection 
and  guardianship,  that  the  Church  placed  around  the  Word  of 
God  many  centuries  ago  ?  whose  disciples  are  attempting  to 
imdermine  the  fortress  of  the  Catholic  faith,  to  remove  the 
very  foundations  of  the  religion  of  the  Incarnate  Son  of  God, 
our  Risen  and  Ascended  Saviour,  bv  bold  denials  of  His  mvsteri- 
ous  and  miraculous  birth,  and  presumptuous  repudiations 
of  His  bodilv  and  actual  resurrection ;  and  all  because  the  un- 
disputed  historic  narrations  are  "according  to  the  Scriptures!'* 
Call  it  not  a  /»/]^/»er  criticism,  but  brand  it  as  /oiv,  as  having 
reached  the  lowest  point  in  its  degradation  of  the  eternal 
verities,  because  it  is  just  what  the  Apostle  announced  should 
come  to  pass,  even  the  "  denial  of  the  Lord  who  bought  us.'* 

A  year  ago  in  our  Council  asseimbled  I  earnestU'  advised 
breadth  and  depth  of  Bible  study,  without  prejudice,  and  free 
from  the  petty  shibboleths  of  schools.  I  urged  upon  you 
**  Higher  Criticism,"  and  free,  unbiased  investigation  in  the 
beautiful  realm  of  Bible  research.  Could  an}'  intelligent  man 
have  mistaken  my  meaning,  to  be  aught  but  that  exalted, 
reverent,  lofty  spiritual  method,  that  on  its  knees  ascends  to 
find  transfigurings,  and  revealings,  and  apocalyptic  lighting 
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up  of  the  hidden  things  God  hath  reserved,  for  those  who  thus 
seek  Him,  and  a  larger  knowledge  of  His  will  and  Word  ? 

Is  that  the  sort  of  criticwm  the  Church  of  God  hath 
authorized  or  allows,  which  knows  no  standard  except  its 
own  self-elevated  daring,  which  readily  and  boldly  enters  with 
heavy  strides  where  angels  dare  not-  tread ;  which  starts  its 
investigations  from  the  materialistic  and  scientific  standpoint, 
in  order  that  thus  it  may,  by  its  vain  seeking,  penetrate  within 
the  Holiest  of  Holies,  and  analyze  and  find  out  the  secrets  of 
the  supernatural  and  the  Divine ;  which  brooks  no  restraints, 
and  permits  no  guidance  from  the  Church,  which  is  Christ's  own 
Body,  and  in  which  is  the  progression  of  His  Incarnation,  and 
the  ever  resident  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Ghost?  No;  this  is  the 
degradation  of  the  soul  and  of  the  intellect ;  it  is  a  deprecia- 
tion of  the  best  faculties,  and  the  noblest  possibilities  of  the 
thinker  and  the  theologian ;  it  is  the  human  invention  of  the 
doctrinaires  ;  it  is  not  the  higher  and  holier  plan  that  folio  wers 
of  the  King  should  operate ;  it  is  not  a  devout  and  glorious 
enlargement  of  a  nature  acted  upon  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 
This  mode  of  criticism  and  argument  is  also  spuriously  at- 
tached to  the  scientific  law  of  evolution.  But  it  has  wrested 
the  profounder  law,  out  of  its  legitimate  and  normal  sphere  of 
operation,  and  reduced  the  impenetrable  and  unknowable,  to 
the  levels  of  its  earthly  tracings.  Singularly  enough,  ex- 
tremes meet  at  this  ver}'  point,  and  the  Roman  communion, 
with  its  modem  and  convenient  doctrine  of  "  Development,*' 
as  outlined  by  John  Henry  Newman  when  he  left  the  Church, 
corresponds  practically  with  the  theory  of  material  evolution, 
when  applied  to  the  realm  of  spiritual  and  theological  truths. 
The  arbitrariness  of  each,  remains  jdentical  ;  and  the  calm, 
self-satisfied  utterances  and  conclusions  of  each  are  almost 
pitiful,  if  they  did  not  arouse  a  righteous  indignation  in  those 
who  heed  God's  direction,  and  the  Church's  rule  of  Faith.  The 
evolution  that  eliminates  from  the  Word  of  God,  its  plain  and 
potent  meaning,  whether  read  in  the  Hebrew,  the  Greek,  the 
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Latin  or  zhc  En^ziish  •:•:  irie  texts  :  tiat  la  tlie  taof  of  the 
^rtat  and  wise  and  eame?t  ^t^cial  scholarship  '^^'theoentiirks, 
denies  the  at:tri«:-r^hit'  -it  the  sacnsd  r}«>: ks.  the  statements  of 
the  accredited  and  apprvveii  mannscripts  and  d»>:nnients.  and 
the  teachings  •:•:  n  >t  "'::lj  th'i-se  ^"ho  arst  wT»?te.  bnt  of  the 
universal  Chnrch  ever  since,  can  hardiT  be  characterized.   But. 


are  ptcdzed  t«>  "'  banish  and  drire  o'zz  "  these  errors  that  with 
their  anth'i-rs  have  crept  in.  We  are  watchmen  placed  on  the 
walls  ot  ZiozL  to  cry  al«;«i:d.  and  to  not  onlj  gustrd  the  city  of 
G*'Ki.  but  al*^.»  to  conzezid  with  a  I-r-Tins  zeal  and  an  heavenlv- 
minded  coaraze.  a^^ainst  the  assaults  of  the  enemies 

And  therefore.  bcI'>Ted  oi  this  E»i*»ise.  isrhat  wie  have  done. 
ha*  been  s*j  di>ne  in  the  tear  or"  the  Lord,  and  with  the  con- 
sciousness that  we  were  called  noon  to  defend  with  an  inflexi- 
ble  and  unfalterinir  drmness.  onr  fair  and  priceless  inheritance. 
that  unto  Him  wh*^  is  jfusi  and  merciful,  and  hrom  whom  we 
derive  authority  and  jurisdiction,  we  submit  our  action  and 
our  service.  Let  us  ^<'j  forth  trom  this  sad  duty,  one  and  all, 
in  a  spirit  of  humble  dependence  upon  G«m1  :  with  an  earnest 
prayer  for  those  wh* >  are  in  error,  that  they  may  be  led  unto 
penitence,  and  so  disclaim  the  sin  of  which  they  are  condemned; 
and  with  a  petition  for  ourselves  and  fi>r  the  Church,  that  the 
\l(Ay  Ghost  ivould  s«>  illumine,  inspire  and  direct  that  the 
raiment  of  the  Body  •  »f  Christ  may  be  kept  spt^tless  and  with- 
out wrinkle,  until  He  comes  to  claim  her  as  His  Eternal  Bride. 

The  Rev.  Alex.kxder  C.  McCabe.  Ph.  P..  offered  the  foUow- 
ing  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Efi-jzii.  That  the  Bi*hop'*  .Vddnrss  b<  nrfcrm!  to  a  committee  of  three. 
X-Kfy  cIcTjrymcn  and  one  !a;.-man.  for  consideration  and  prx^scntation  to  the 
Convention  of  the  several  topics  contained  therein. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Rev,  Alexander

The  Rev.  Y.  P.  Morgan  presented  his  report  as  Secretary  of 
the  Misssionary  Committee,  which  was  accepted  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Missions.  [See  Appendix,  Report  No.

The  Rev.  H.  W.  Jones,  D.D.,  presented  his  report  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Joint  Education  Committee,  which  was  accepted 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions.  [See  Appendix, 
Report  No.  V.] 

The  Rev.  Jacob  Streibert  presented  his  report  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Joint  Education  Fund,  which  was  accepted  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on   Missions.      [See  Appendix,  Report  No. 

VI.] 

A  general  discussion  of  the  missionary  and  educational  in- 
terests of  the  Diocese  followed,  in  which  many  members  of  the 
Convention  participated. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  reported  to  the  Convention  concerning  the  Proposed 
Constitution  for  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon  Col- 
lege.   [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  II.] 

The  fourteen  proposed  articles  and  schedule  were  adopted 
seriatim. 

On  motion,  the  proposed  Constitution  as  a  whole  was 
adopted  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  U.  L.  Marvin  asked,  and  was  granted,  permission  to 
withdraw  the  name  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Wright  from  nomination  for 
the  Standing  Committee.

9,  §iv.,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons.

Final  action  being  called  on  proposed  Article  11  of  the  Con- 
stitution, approved  by  the  last  Convention,  a  vote  by  orders 
was  taken,  and  two-thirds  of  the  two  orders  approved  said 
proposed  Article,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  11. 

AMENDMENT  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  l)e  as  follows : 
Every  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
being  read,  shall  l)e  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  who  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  their  recom- 
mendation, and  if  two-thirds  of  the  two  orders  voting  separately 
shall  then  approve  of  said  proposition,  cither  in  its  original  form,  or 
in  the  form  recommended  by  said  Committee,  such  approval  shall  l)c 
.authoritative,  and  the  Constitution  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory. 

Final  action  being  called  on  proposed  Article  10  of  the  Con- 
stitution, approved  by  the  last  Convention,  a  vote  by  orders 
w^as  taken,  and  two-thirds  of  the  two  orders  approved  said 
proposed  Article,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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TITLE  I.,  Canon  6. 

§  iv.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  perforin  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office. 
He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  duty.  The  cost  of  which  bond,  in  some  reliable  guar- 
antee company,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese.  Said  treasurer  shall  ex- 
officiohe  entitled  to  a  seat  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  to  a  voice 
in  the  discussion  of  all  financial  questions,  and  he  shall  be  ex-  officio  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Convention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  appoint  a  Secretary,  who,  if  not  a 
member  of  the  Board,  shall  have  a  seat,  but  not  a  vote,  at  its  meet- 
ings. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  reported  concerning  the  proposed  repeal  of  the  present 
Title  I.,  Canon  8v  and  the  substitution  for  it  of  the  following  ; 
which  was  concurred  in  by  a  two-thirds  vote : 

TITLE  I.,  CANON  8. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

§  i.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next  pre- 
ceding a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  the  con- 
current ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members,  four  Clergymen  and 
four  Laymen,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. It  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen,  as  Provisional  Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  which  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective stations  until  successors  are  appointed,  and  shall  be  Deputies, 
or  Provisional  Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may  be 
held  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

§  ii.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the  Dio- 
cese, death,  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional  Deputies, 
between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by 
any  Convention,  during  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

§  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  per- 
form its  duties ;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from 
the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  l)e  necessary  to  in- 
sure, as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.    And 
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the  Bishop  shall,  in  like  manner,  designate  from  the  same  list  of  Pro- 
visional Deputies,  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be.  to  supply  anj'  de- 
ficiency in  the  representation  of  this  Diocese  which  may  in  any  wa}' 
occur.  And  the  person  or  (lersons  so  designated  by  the  Bishop,  being 
furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  power  and  au- 
thority of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

}  iv.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon 
shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bat^s,  D.D..  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  reported  concerning  the  proposed  amendment  of 
Title  II.,  Canon  2.  The  following  portion  of  the  proposed 
substitute  for  si  i.  of  said  Canon  was  concurred  in  bv  a  two- 
thirds  vote : 

TITLE  II..  CAN0X2. 

?i.  In  everj' Parish  in  this  Diocese,  annually,  on  Easter  Monday*, 
at  an  hour  of  which  public  notice  shall  have  been  given,  after  praj'cr, 
there  shall  be  a  Parish  Meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Yestrj'  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  until  successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be 
designated  on  the  ballots  as  ^Ya^dens — one  as  Senior  ^Yarden.  the 
other  as  Junior  Warden.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish,  if  present,  shall 
preside  at  Parish  Meetings.  In  his  absence,  the  order  of  prioritj-  for 
the  presiding  officer  shall  be,  ex-officio : 

1.  The  Senior  Warden. 

2.  The  Junior  Warden. 

3.  The  Secretary'  of  the  Vestry. 

Should  none  of  the  foregoing  officers  be  present,  the  Parish  Meeting 
ma  J'  elect  any  one  of  its  members  to  preside. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  proposed  substitute  for  §  i.  of 
Title  II..  Canon  2,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Re\'ision 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  as  follows: 

Should  less  than  one-fourth  of  those  qualified  to  vote  for  Vestr>*- 
men  attend  the  Parish  Meeting,  and  should  the  Rector  and  one 
Warden,  or  the  presiding  officer  and  one-fourth  of  those  present  con- 
cur in  believing  that  the  lx!St  interests  of  the  Parish  demand  the 
jKistponement  of  an  election,  then  such  i)residing  officer  shall  declare 
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the  election  postponed  and  the  Parish  Meeting  adjourned  to  a 
designated  day  and  hour,  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than 
fourteen  days  after  said  Easter  Monday ;  and  public  notice  having 
been  given  of  such  adjourned  meeting,  it  shall  possess  the  powers  and 
be  subject  to  the  rules  of  a  regular  Parish  Meeting. 

The  following  proposed  §  vii.  of  said  Title  II.,  Canon  2,  with 
proper  change  as  to  the  numbering  of  subsequent  sections, 
was  concurred  in  by  a  two-thirds  vote : 

§  vii.  The  order  of  priority  for  the  presiding  officer  at  Vestry  Meet- 
ings shall  be  the  same  as  is  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  Canon. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  reported  the  following  proposed  amendments  of  Title 
IV.,  Canon  4,  which  were  concurred  in  by  a  two-thirds  vote : 

Omit  the  word  "  for  "  from  specification  5  of  §  i. ;  and 

In  §  ii.,  substitute  the  words  *'  have  its  connection  with  the  Diocese 

whoUy  dissolved,*'  for  the  words  "be  disfranchised;"  so  that  the 

Canon  as  amended  shall  read : 

CANON  4. 

OF  THE  SUSPENSION  OF  A   PARISH. 

§  i.  Among  the  causes  for  which  a  Parish  may  Ije  dealt  with  under 
Article  3  of  the  Constitution  are  the  following: 

1.  Employing  a  Clergyman  under  Ecclesiastical  censure  or  process.. 

2.  Permitting  a  church  edifice  to  be  used  for  purposes  incompatible 
with  its  consecration. 

3.  A  failure  to  pay  reasonable  assessments. 

4.  Failure  to  report  its  true  financial  condition  when  called  for, 
and 

5.  Any  persistent  course  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine,  discipline 
or  worship  of  this  Church. 

§  ii.  No  Parish  shall  have  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholh- 
dissolved  under  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  until  the  alleged 
delinquency  shall  have  been  carefully  investigated  by  a  Committee  of 
Laymen,  after  due  notice  to  the  Parish.  The  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  upon  the  report  of  such  Committee. 
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Mr.  D.  L.  King  presented  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  which  was  accepted.      [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  X.] 

The  election  of  a  Treasurer  being  in  order,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
R.  H.  Hill,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  ballot  of 
the  Convention  for  Mr.  Levi  Buttles,  who  w^as  declared  elected. 

Mr.  D.  L.  King  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resoh'td,  That  the  President  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to  appoint 
some  layman  of  the  Diocese  a  special  assistant  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese, to  relieve  him  of  all  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the  termination  of  his 
present  physical  disability. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Putnam  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee (m  Missions,  which  w^as  accepted.  [See  Appendix, 
Report  No.  XI.] 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Putnam  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons : 

Rfsohfcd^  That  si)eciflcation  IV.  of  section  9  of  Rules  of  Order  for  the  first 
day  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  "IV.,  A  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  four  Clergymen  and  four  La^'men,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  the  Parochial  Reports,  the  reports  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Commit tees.of  the  Diocese,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to 
these  subjects." 

The  reports  concerning  the  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  were  re- 
ceived and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.  [See  Appendix, 
Report  No.  XII.] 

The  Rev.  \V.  M.  Brown  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted : 

R^soheti,  That  this  Convention  extends  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  rector  and 
parishioners  of  S.  John's,  Cleveland,  for  their  hospitality,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  pay  the  janitor  of  this  church  the 
sum  f)f  ten  dollars. 

Kesoh'fti,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  also  thank  the  ladies  of 
this  parish  for  their  kindly  and  g^enerous  attentions. 

The  Rev.  F.  M.  Munson  addressed  the  Convention  with 
regard  to  Sunday  School  Institute  work. 

The  Rev.  Y.  P.  Morgan  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 
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Jtesofved,  That  a  copj*  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  visit  the  Institu- 
tions at  Gambier  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Institutions,  with  the  request  that  it  be  considered  at  their  next 
xneetin>?. 

The  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.D.,  reported  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  next  Convention,  recommending  that  said  Con- 
vention be  held  in  Steubenville,  in  response  to  the  invitation  of 
the  rector  and  people  of  S.  Paul's  Parish. 

As  a  substitute  for  the  above  recommendation,  the  Rev.  Y. 
P.  Morgan  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resph'td,  That  the  next  Convention  be  held  at  Trinitj' Cathedral,  Cleveland, 
and  that  the  several  parishes  and  missions  provide  for  the  entertainment 
of  their  respective  deleg:ates. 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthingtox  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  the  words,  *' and  that  the  several  parishes  and  missions 
provide  for  the  entertainment  of  their  res]x?ctive  delegates;'* 
which  was  carried. 

The  resolution,  thus  amended,  was  adopted.

The  minutes  for  the  third  day  were  read  and  approved. 
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TheRev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.D..  moved  that  the  Convention 
adjourn.    Carried. 

The  Bishop,  after  reading  appropriate  prayers  and  pronounc- 
ing the  Benediction,  declared  the  Convention  adjourned.

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REPORT  No.  I.— The  Standing  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Title  I.,  Canon  7,  the 

Standing  Committee  herewith  present  a  report  of  their  acts 

during  the  Convention  Year,  from  May  20,  1890,  to  May  12^ 

1891. 

Report. 

There  have  been  nine  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

I.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  June  9,  1890.  The 
Committee  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.D.,  presi- 
dent, and  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthington  secretary.  The  Rev.  Oscar 
Stewart  Michael,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be 
ordained  Priest.  Howard  M.  Ingham,  postulant,  was  recommend- 
ed to  the  Bishop  for  a  dispensation  from  Latin. 

II.  The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  June  23,  1890, 
Edward  T.  Mabley  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordered 
Deacon,  and  William  H.  Coston  and  Herbert  D.  Cone  to  be  received 
as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

III.  The  third  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  July  21,  1890.  Con- 
sent was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Edward  R.  Ativill, 
D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  West  Missouri.  David  Felix  Davies  and  Owen 
John  Davies  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  received  as 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

IV.  The  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  October  21,  1890. 
James  Townsend  Russell  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be 
received  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford,  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese,  was  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars  to  make  proper  provision  for  the  preservation  of  docu- 
ments belonging  to  the  Diocese.  A  document,  signed  by  six  Presbjrters 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  making  application  that  the  Rev.  Howard 
MacQueary  be  presented  for  trial,  and  specifing  charges,  having  been 
laid  before  the  Committee,  on  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
evidence  submitted  is  suflScient  to  demand  that  the  Rev.  Howard 
MacQueary  be  presented  for  trial. 
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*'  Resolved,  That  the  mattcrof  the  Constitution  of  the  Thcolog^ical  Seminary 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  all  proposed 
•chancres  therein,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by 
President  of  the  Convention,  to  confer  with  any  corresponding  committee 
which  may  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  Southern  Ohio,  or  by  the  Trust- 
ees of.  the  Theolos^ical  Seminary,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
Uon." 

In  pursuance  of  this  movement,  the  following  were  ap- 
pointed :

A  call  was  issued  by  Bishop  Leonard  for  a  meeting  of  this 
<:ommittee  at  Gambier,  October  29,  1890. 

Hubbard  Hall,  Gambier,  Ohio,\ 
Oct.  29,  1890,  2  o'clock  p.  m./ 

Pursuant  to  a  call  issued  by  Bishop  Leonard,  the  following  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Committee  met,  viz.: 

The  Rt.  Rev.  William  A.  Leonard,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Ohio,  Mr.  Geo.  T. 
Chapman,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Benedict,  D.D.,  Mr.  John  D.  Vandeman, 
Mr.  Chas.  E.  Burr,  the  Hon.  Coltunbus  Delano,  and  Mr.  James  T. 
Sterling. 

Bishop  Leonard  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

Chas.  E.  Burr  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Delano,  the  following  was  adopted: 

"  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  onr  appointment 
has  had  in  view  the  consideration  of  the  amendments  proposed  to  the  Con- 
atitntion  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  hoi>c  that  snch  conclusion  may 
be  reached  as — when  presented  to  the  several  bodies  authorized  to  make 
Amendments — shall  receive  the  approval  of  snch  bodies  and  thns  secure 
unanimity  of  opinion  and  a  concurrence  in  action.  In  onr  conference  we  shall 
regrard  the  representatives  of  each  of  the  bodies  by  whom  they  were  ap- 
pointed as  entitled  to  equal  respect  and  consideration." 

Thereupon  the  articles  of  the  "  Constitution,  with  Proposed 
Changes"  as  heretofore  printed  for  circulation,  were  taken  up  and 
considered  seriatim. 

On  motion,  final  action  on  Article  I.  was  postponed  until  after  con- 
sideration of  the  other  articles. 
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Ordered  that  the  words  "or  College  proper"  be  stricken  from  Article 
II.,  line  second.    Thereupon  Article  II.,  as  so  amended,  was  adopted. 

Ordered  that  the  words  **  and  when  once  established  shall  forever 
after  remain  in  the  same  place,"  be  stricken  from  Article  III.,  last  line. 
Thereupon  Article  III.,  as  so  amended,  was  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  words  "  The  President  of  the 
Institution  "  be  stricken  from  Article  IV.,  line  fourth.     Lost. 

Thereupon  Article  IV.  was  adopted. 

Article  V.  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  final  action  upon  Article  VI.  was  postponed  till  after 
action  upon  the  other  articles. 

Article  VII.  was  adopted. 

Article  VIII.  was  adopted.  . 

Article  IX.  was  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  Article  X.  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Benedict  moved  as  a  substitute  the  following,  as  recommended 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio: 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  Professor- 
ships and  Faculties :  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishops  in  the  Dioceses 
of  Ohio  to  appoint  a  President,  and  with  their  concurrence  to  prescribe 
courses  of  study.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  remove  a  President 
or  Professor  and  to  make  all  rules,  regulations  and  statutes  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  Institution,  and  to  secure 
its  prosperit3'  J  provided  that  all  such  rules,  regulations,  or  otherpro- 
ceedings  shall  forever  be  in  conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  con- 
stitution and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  in  respect  to  the  Theological  School,  to 
the  [course  of  study  prescribed  or  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishops  of 
said  Church,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Xlth  and  Xllth  Articles 
of  this  Constitution. 

After  discussion,  Dr.  Benedict  withdrew  his  motion  and  the  pro- 
posed substitute.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Burr,  it  was  resolved  that 
Article  X.  l)e  amended  by  adding  the  following,  to-wit:  "And  pro- 
vided also  that  no  course  of  study  shall  be  prescribed  for  the  Theo- 
logical School  without  the  assent  thereto  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops 
of  the  Dioceses  in  Ohio." 

Thereupon  Article  X.,  as  so  amended,  was  adopted. 

Article  XI.  was  adopted. 

Article  XII.  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  Article  XIII.  was  amended  to  read  as  follows,  viz.: 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  said  Institution  shall  be  situated 
shall  have  power  to  exercise  episcopal  supervision  over  the  spiritual 
interests  of  the  Institution.  The  present  property  and  funds  of  the 
corporation  shall  continue  applicable  only  to  such  uses  and  purposes 
as  were  lawful  and  appropriate  prior  to  the  change  of  the  name  to 
•*  Kenyon  College." 

Thereupon  Article  XIII.,  as  so  amended,  was  adopted. 

Article  XIV.  was  adopted. 

The  Schedule  was  adopted. 

Thereupon  the  consideration  of  Article  I.  was  resumed  and  the  same 
adopted. 

Article  VI.  was  adopted. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  Constitution,  with  the  changes 
made  by  the  Committee,  to-wit : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio,  do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  education  of  Minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  in  said  Church,  and  also  a  College,  for  general  in- 
struction in  Literature  and  the  Arts,  with  the  necessary  Preparatory 
Schools ;  such  Institution  to  be  founded  upon  donations  made,  and 
to  be  made,  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  in  America,  for  that  purpose.  Said  Institution  to  be  known  by 
the  name  of  Kenyon  College,  in  accordance  with  the  original  act  of 
incorporation  of  December  29,  A.  D.  1824,  and  the  order  of  Court 
changing  the  name  thereof. 

Article  II. 

The  said  Institution  shall  consist,  first,  of  a  Theological  School ; 
second,  of  a  Collegiate  School;  third,  of  a  Preparatory  School,  and 
such  other  Schools  as  may  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Appropriate  Degrees  may  be  conferred  by  the  Faculties  of  the  several 

Schools,  respectively. 

Article  III. 

The  said  Institution  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  at  such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the 
deed  of  donation,  executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the 
27th  day  of  November,  1823. 
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Article  IV. 

The  direction  and  management  of  said  Institution  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Board  of  Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishops  and  Assist- 
ant Bishops,  if  there  be  such,  of  all  Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  the  President  of  the  Institution,  and  other  Clerical  and 
Lay  Trustees  as  follows,  to-wit :  Four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  Trustees, 
who  shall  remain  in  office  in  the  first  instance,  two  of  them,  to-wit, 
one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman,  for  the  term  of  two,  four,  six,  and 
eight  years,  respectively,  and  thereafter  their  successors  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  often  years,  respectively.     Said  Clerical  and 
Lay  Trustees  shall  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  all  vacancies  that  shall  occur  in  said  number  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Trustees,  or  their  successors,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise, 
shall  forever,  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur,  be  filled  by  the  remain- 
ing members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  majority  of  the  members  so 
remaining  being  necessar3''  to  such  choice ;  provided  that  all  vacancies 
shall  be  so  filled  as  to  give,  as  far  as  practicable,  an  equal  number  of 
such  Trustees  to  each  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Ohio.      And  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may,  in  its  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  any 
Trustee  so  chosen  for  ten  years,  to  be  vacated,  whenever,  having  been 
dul3''  notified,  he  shall  have  failed  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
for  two  consecutive  years,  and  his  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  remain- 
ing members  of  the  Board,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  filling  vacan- 
cies.  Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  remove 
from  office  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  now  constituted. 

Article  V. 

There  shall  be  also  six  additional  members  of  said  Board,  to-wit  : 
three  Clerical  and  three  Lay  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  in  equal  numbers 
by  the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  The  term  of 
office  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  for  three  years,  or  for  a  shorter  period 
in  case  of  an  election  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  before  the  expiration 
of  a  full  term. 

In  case  either  of  the  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Ohio  shall  hereafter  be 
divided,  then,  as  to  said  last  mentioned  six  Trustees  and  their 
successors,  all  vacancies  that  shall  occur  thereafter  shall  be  so  filled 
as  to  divide  said  last  mentioned  six  Trustees,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
equally  between  and  among  all  the  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  in 
the  order  of  senioritv.  But  if  said  Dioceses  shall  increase  to  four  or 
more,  then  each  of  said  Dioceses  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation 
of  two  Trustees  in  said  Board,  which  shall  be  ipso  facto  enlarged  to 
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that  extent  for  such  purpose.  Said  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Conventions  of  said  Dioceses  by  ballot,  or  in  case  the  Convention  of 
any  such  Diocese  shall  at  any  tim&  adjourn  without  filling  a  vacancy 
which  it  may  have  the  right  to  fill  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  all  such 
cases,  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  in 
which  said  Institution  may  be  situated ;  provided  that  notliing  here- 
in shall  be  so  construed  as  to  remove  from  office  an^'  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  now  constituted. 

Article  VI. 

Six  additional  Trustees  may  be  appointed  by  the  joint  vote  of  the 
Alumni  of  the  Theological  School  and  the  Graduates  of  the  Collegiate 
School,  who  shall  be  graduates  of  three  years'  standing  respectively, 
to-wit:  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay  Trustees  to  be  selected  from  said 
Alumni  and  Graduates,  respectively,  said  six  Trustees  to  be  elected 
by  ballot ;  the  vote  to  be  given  under  such  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  to  secure  a  fair  expression  of  the 
will  of  said  Alumni  and  Graduates.  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  choice,  and  in  the  election  of  said  Trustees,  in  the 
first  instance,  the  ballots  shall  specify  two  as  elected  for  one  year  ; 
tw^o  for  two  years ;  two  for  three  years ;  and  subject  to  this  provis- 
ion, the  term  of  office  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  for  three  years,  or  for 
a  shorter  period  in  case  of  filling  vacancies  occurring  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  full  term. 

Article  VII. 

Every  Trustee  elected  under  Articles  IV.  and  V.  of  this  Constitution 
shall  be  a  citizen  of  Ohio;  and  if  such  Trustee  shall,  during  the  term 
for  which  he  was  elected,  cease  to  be  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  State, 
his  office  shall  be  thereby  vacated,  and  his  place  shall  be  filled  as  in 
other  cases;  and  no  officer  of  the  Institution  except  the  President, 
shall  be  eligible  to  said  Board. 

Article  VIII. 

Two  additional  Trustees,  one  Clerical  and  one  Lay,  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Diocesa^n  Convention  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  of 
Pittsbui^h,  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Indiana,  and  Michigan,  for  such 
terms  as  said  several  Conventions  may  determine.  Eleven  Trustees 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board.

Article  IX. 

The  Bishops  in  the  several  Dioceses  in  Ohio  shall  share  an  equal 
relationship  to  the  Board.  They  shall  each  hold  the  office  of  President 
of  the  Board  during  one  year  in  rotation,  and  in  the  absence  of  all  the 
Bishops,  n  President  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed,  by  ballot,  whose 
office  shall  expire  on  the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  at  which  the  appointment  was  made. 

Article  X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  Professor- 
ships and  Faculties,  and  to  appoint  and  remove  a  President  of  said 
Institution  and  Professors,  and  to  prescribe  courses  of  study,  and  to 
make  all  rules  and  regulations  and  statutes,  which  may  be  necessary 
for  the  government  of  the  Institution,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity: 
provided,  that  all  such  rules,  regulations,  or  other  proceedings  shall 
forever  be  in  conformity'  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution,  and 
canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  in  respect  to  the  Theological  School,  to  the  course  of 
study  prescribed  or  to  be  prescribed  bj- the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church, 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Xlth  and  Xllth  Articles  of  this 
Constitution ;  and  provided  also  that  no  course  of  study  shall  be 
prescribed  for  the  Theological  School  without  the  assent  thereto  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  in  Ohio. 

Article  XI. 

If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  shall,  by  resolution  entered 
in  their  journals,  declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board  of  Trustees  hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary 
to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution,  and  canons  of  the  Church, 
or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bishops,  such  rule,  regula- 
tion, statute,  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth  cease  to  have 
effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

Article  XII. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  shall,  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them, 
be  visitants  of  the  Institution  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  disci- 
pline and  instruction  be  conformable  to  the  preceding  provisions.  And 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  Bishops  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to 
institute,  in  his  own  name  and  character  of  Bishop,  any  proper  legal 
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process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the  Institution, 
according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

Article  XIII. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  said  Institution  shall  be  situated 
shall  have  power  to  exercise  Episcopal  supervision  over  the  spiritual 
interests  of  the  Institution.  The  present  property  and  funds  of  the 
corporation  shall  continue  applicable  only  to  such  uses  and  purposes 
as  were  lawful  and  appropriate  prior  to  the  change  of  the  name  to 
"**  Kenyon  College.'* 

Article  XIV. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  Bishops  who  ma3''  be  members  of  the  Board,  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  a  majority  of  the  Conventions 
of  the  Dioceses  in  the  State  of  Ohio ;  provided,  that  no  alteration  or 
amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Constitution,  whereby  the 
funds  of  the  Institution,  raised  in  England,  be  appropriated  to  any 
other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  students 
for  the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso, 
however,  does  not  preclude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of 
establishing  a  College,  and  making  provision,  so  far  as  practicable,  for 
the  admission  of  other  students,  at  their  own  exp>ense,  to  the  benefit 
of  a  College  education. 

Schedule. 

The  foregoing  amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  take  effect  as 
soon  as  tne  name  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  duly  changed    to 

'  Kenyon  College,"  according  to  law. 

Thereupon  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  foregoing  be  rec- 
ommended to  the  several  bodies  concerned  therein  for  adoption. 
Adjourned  sine  die,

REPORT  No.  IV.— Secretary  of  the  Missionary 

Committee. 

The  Committee  organized  and  elected  the  Rev.  Y.  P.  Morgan  sec- 
retary, and  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Mather  treasurer. 

During  the  year  five  meetings  have  been  held,  at  which  times, 
among  other  business,  the  reports  of  the  missionaries  have  been  care- 
fully considered,  and  such  action  taken  thereupon  as  was  deemed 
mo^t  advisable  with  the  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Com- 
mittee; the  chief  concern  being  how  to  raise  money  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  situation.  The  year  began  with  eighteen  missionaries  supply- 
ing twenty-six  stations.  The  record  now  shows  twenty- four  mission- 
aries supplying  thirty-two  stations.  The  following  have  become 
regularly  appointed  missionaries  during  the  past  year :

The  following  changes  have  taken  place,  which  show  how  uncertain 
is  the  increase  above  mentioned  ;  for  not  one-half  of  the  missionaries 
are  now  occupying  the  same  places  in  which  they  were  engaged  a 
year  ago.  The  Rev.  Edward  Seymour  of  Harbor,  because  of  long  con- 
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tinued  ill  health,  rendering  him  unable  to  officiate,  has  sought  other 
occupation.  The  Rev.  Edmund  Burke  of  S.  Stephen's,  East  Liver- 
pool, and  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Wellsville,  died  in  the  midst  of  his 
arduous  and  successful  labors.  The  Rev.  J.  F.  Parke  of  Trinity 
Church,  Bellefontaine,  and  S.  Paul's  Church,  Kenton,  removed  from 
the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Abner  Frazer  is  no  longer  on  the  list  of  mission- 
aries, having  become  the  successful  rector  of  the  now  independent 
parish  of  Christ  Church,  Lima,  which,  under  his  judicious  pastorate, 
has  become  self-supporting.  The  parish  of  S.  Mary's  at  S.  Mary's, 
under  the  same  rector,  is  no  longer  dependent  upon  the  Committee. 
The  Rev.  S.  T.  Street  of  S.  Paul's,  Bellevue,  has  removed  from  the 
Diocese.  The  Rev.  Ephraim  Watt,  M.A.,  of  Church  of  Our  Saviour, 
Salem,  has  become  the  rector  of  S.  Mark's  Church,  Toledo.  The  Rev. 
Howard  MacQueary  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Canton,  is  at  present  not 
drawing  upon  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  T.  C. 
Foote,  who  assumed  temporary  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Willoughby, 
has  become  rector  of  S.  James'  Church,  Cleveland.  The  Rev.  T.  A. 
Waterman  of  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Wellsville,  has  discontinued 
his  services;  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Reimann  has,  for  the  same  reason,  ceased 
to  draw  a  stipend. 

Those  who  have  remained  at  their  posts,  and  are  faithfully  work- 
ing for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  are:  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann, 
missionary  to  the  deaf-mutes ;  the  Rev.  G.  S.  May,  who  gives  en- 
couraging report  of  the  work  at  Grace  Church,  Defiance,  and  has 
undertaken  the  care  of  Trinity  Church,  Bryan;  the  Rev.  Wm.  M. 
Brown,  in  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Galion,  Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
Shelby,  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Cardington,  S.John's  Church, 
Bucyrus,  and  Trinity  Church, Upper  Sandusky ,  who  reports  the  erection 
of  a  church  at  the  last  mentioned  place,  and  the  establishment  of  an 
Organized  Mission,  known  as  the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration,  at 
Mt.  Gilead ;  the  Rev.  W.  Corbyn,  still  serving  S.  Matthew's,  East 
Plymouth;  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Brown  at  Grace  Church,  Ravenna;  the  Rev. 
F.  M.  Hall  in  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Lakewood  ; 
the  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins  at  Grace  Church,  Toledo  ;  the  Rev. 
N.  E.  Cornwall  at  All  Saints'  Church,  Cleveland,  the  outlook  for 
which  is  hopeful ;  and  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Daugherty,  still  in  charge  of 
Grace  Church,  Port  Clinton. 
New  Missions  formed  during  the  year  are :

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The  following  have  ceased  to  be  Missions  and  have  become  inde  - 
pendent  Parishes : 

Christ  Church,  Lima ;  S.  Mary's,  S.  Mary's ;  S.  Paul's,  Bellevue ; 
S.  Stephen's,  East  Liverpool.  Trinity,  Jefferson,  by  affiliation  with 
S.  Peter's,  Ashtabula,  does  not  depend  upon  the  Committee.  The 
Diocese  is  relieved  of  the  support  of  S.  James',  Cross  Creek,  by  the 
generosity  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Steuben ville,  and  efficient  services  are 
rendered  by  the  Rev.  Charles  D.  Williams. 

It  has  been  a  sorrowful  year  for  the  Committee  in  the  loss  of  its 
most  important  and  useful  members  bj'  death  and  removal.  The 
following  is  the  memorial  of  the  Missionary-  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio  upon  the  death  of  **  Mr.  Samuel  Livingston  Mather,  long 
time  treasurer  of  the  society,  who  departed  this  life  at  three  o'clock  on 
the  afternoon  of  October  8,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1890.  Requiem 
seternam  dona  e/,  et  lux  perpetua  laceat  ei : 

"  We  know  that  Almighty  God  is  the  Lord  of  life  and  death  and  of 
all  things  to  them  pertaining ;  and  that  in  his  holy  word  he  hath 
taught  us  that  he  doth  not  willinglj'  afflict  nor  grieve  the  children  of 
men ;  therefore,  even  in  the  hour  of  death,  we  render  humble  thanks 
for  his  fatherly  visitation  and  bless  his  holj-  name  for  the  good  ex- 
amples of  those  his  servants  who,  having  finished  their  course  in 
faith,  do  now  rest  from  their  labors.  More  especially  are  we  sensible 
of  the  import  of  these  words  when  we  realize  that  our  brother  and 
associate,  Samuel  Livingston  Mather,  is  numbered  with  the  saints  in 
glory.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the  memory  of  a  life  so  consecrated 
to  his  service ;  a  memory  that  cannot  fail  to  inspire  us  with  its  loyal 
devotion  to  the  Church  in  Ohio ;  notably,  however,  by  the  extension 
of  Christ's  Kingdom  by  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  and  sup- 
port of  the  missionary  enterprise.  We  speak  for  the  clergj'  afflicted 
and  distressed  in  mind,  body  and  estate,  whose  hearts  were  cheered 
and  homes  made  happy  bj'  the  prompt  and  ready  payment  of  their 
due  wages,  even  when  the  treasury'  was  empty.  The  standard  he  set 
for  missionary  work  was  high,  and  never  lowered  while  he  lived,  and 
its  interests  were  among  his  last  commissions  before  the  shadows  of 
the  evening  hour  closed  in  upon  his  soul.  The  evening  hour!  That 
memorable  hour  in  sacred  history !  The  hour  of  praj'cr  and  time  of 
the  Jewish  evening  sacrifice.  The  ninth  hour !  that  marked  the  end 
of  darkness  and  the  opened  gates  of  Paradise.  The  hour  at  which  the 
Master  died  became  the  time  of  privilege  and  honor  to  the  faithful 
servant,  before  whose  failing  vision  was  a  darkness  over  all  the 
earth,  until  it  was  allotted  to  him  in  the  sacred  order  of  things,  to 
find  himself  one  of  the  great  multitude,  which  no  man  can  number,  of 
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all  nations  and  kindred,  and  peoples  and  tongues,  before  the  throne  ! 
We  extend  the  homage  of  our  Christian  sympathy  to  the  widow  and 
fatherless  in  their  affliction,  and  commend  them  to  our  merciful  God 
and  heavenly  Father,  praying  that  he  may  comfort  them  and  lift  up 
his  countenance  upon  them  and  give  them  peace." 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Mather  was  filled  by  the 
election,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee,  of  Mr.  W.  G.  Mather,  who 
also  accepted  the  office  of  Treasurer,  to  which  he  was  unanimously 
elected.  The  efficiency  of  the  Committee  was  seriously  crippled  by 
the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Atwill,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Toledo, 
consequent  upon  his  election  to  the  Episcopate  of  West  Missouri. 
Faithful  in  attendance  whenever  the  duties  of  his  pastorate  ad- 
mitted, his  wise  counsel  and  substantial  interest  are  sorely  missed 
by  those  who  remain  to  carry  on  the  work.  The  Rev.  R.  L.  Howell 
of  Grace  Church,  Sandusky,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  he 
comes  full  of  zeal  and  enthusiasm  to  the  work.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hol- 
lister,  having  resigned  Christ  Church,  Warren,  and  having  temporarily 
removed  from  the  active  work  of  the  Diocese,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
left  the  vacancy  which  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Robert 
Claiborne  of  S.  John's  Church,  Youngstown,  whose  experience  in  the 
mission  work  of  his  own  city  gives  him  pectdiar  qualifications  for  his 
new  work. 

At  the  last  Annual  Convention,  the  following  resolution,  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions,  on  motion,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved t  That  this  Convention  approve  the  sufi^gestion  made  by  the 
Bishop,  to  appoint  a  General  Missionary  for  each  Convocation,  and  recom- 
mend that  the  Missionary  Committee  take  the  necessary  steps  to  carry  the 
same  into  effect. 

It  was  doubtless  gratifying  to  the  Bishop  to  obtain  the  approval 
of  the  Convention' for  his  suggestion,  inasmuch  as  it  was  all  that  he 
did  obtain  for  it.  There  has  never  been  a  dollar  in  the  hands  of  the 
Missionary  Committee  to  pay  one,  much  less  four  General  Mission- 
aries, and  it  is  quite  certain  that  no  steps  can  be  taken  by  the  Com- 
mittee to  observe  the  resolution  until  the  Convention  furnish  funds  as 
well  as  approval.  The  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  find  four 
missionaries  who  are  willing  to  accept  the  position  and  subsist  on  the 
approval  of  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  made  the  following  appeal, 
but  in  vain : 

Attention  is  called  to  the  important  duty  of  securing  four  convocational 
missionaries,  and  at  an  early  date.  The  deans  are  to  a  degree  responsible 
in  this  matter,  and  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  desirable  men.    We  are  to 
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ffrant  $80O  at  least  for  each  miMionary.  of  which  $500  will  be  paid  by  the 
board,  and  $300  mnat  be  raised  in  each  convocation.  This  last  amount  can 
be  readily  secured  by  the  children  of  oar  Sunday-schools.  Let  the  children 
know  of  this  and  they  will  do  their  duty.  These  missionaries  should  be,  if 
possible,  unmarried,  strong,  xealous  and  self-sacrificinK*  Indeed,  they  must 
be  missionaries !  The  Bishop  will  gladly  correspond  with  any  devoted  man 
of  God  who  is  willing  to  serve  Christ  in  this  great  and  important  line  of 
service. 

While  nothing  was  done  by  the  Convention,  the  following  amounts, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  stand  to  the  credit  of  the  Convoca- 
tions for  the  support  of  the  General  Missionaries: 

Cleveland  Convocation $378 

Central  Convocation 2-46 

Kortheastem  Convocation 190 

Making  a  total  of. $813 

And  the  Northwestern  not  yet  heard  from. 
At  the  same  Convention  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Missionary  Committee  of  this  Diocese  secure,  and  dis> 
tribute  on  application.  Mite  Chests,  to  be  used  in  our  Sunday-schools  during 
the  coming  Lenten  season,  the  contents  of  the  same  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Missionary  Committee  to  be  used  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Missionary  Committee  secured  the  mite  chests  and  yet  have 
some  in  security.  Out  of  seventy-four  clergy  (as  reported  in  the 
Bishop's  pastoral),  twenty  applied  for  mite  chests,  all  having  been 
notified.  Out  of  9,042  officers,  teachers  and  scholars  in  the  Sunday- 
schools,  2,390  were  called  upon  by  their  Rectors  to  observe  the  res- 
olution of  the  Convention,  and  the  express  wish  of  the  Bishop. 

In  this  instance  it  appears  that  the  Convention,  so  ready  to  give 
its  approval,  not  only  fails  to  approve  of  the  Bishop's  suggestion » 
but  does  not  approve  of  its  own  action.  The  total  amount  reported 
firom  the  Sunday-schools,  presumably  from  the  mite  chests,  is  $419. 
66,  but  this  report  is  incomplete,  as  not  all  the  money  is  in ;  from 
which,  deducting  the  cost  of  chests,  expressage,  etc.,  leaves  a  net 
ofiering  of  $262.19.  This  method  of  raising  money  for  Diocesan  pur- 
poses at  a  time  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  for  General  Mis- 
sions has  been  the  subject  of  earnest  protest  in  the  Diocesan  Paper, 
and  may  well  come  before  this  Convention  for  discussion  as  to  a 
reconsideration  of  the  action  of  last  year. 

At  the  same  Convention  it  was 

ReMoived,  That  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee  on  Missions,  requesting 
that  four  collections  be  taken  in  each  parish  annually  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
be  heartily  endorsed  by  this  Convention  ;  and 

Resolved,  That  the  collections,  when  made,  be  forwarded  immediately  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 
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Nearly  half  the  year  passed  and  the  Clergy  of  the  Convention  failed 
to  give  any  substantial  approval  of  this  suggestion.  The  hearty  en- 
dorsement called  for  by  the  resolution  was  so  great  a  strain  upon  their 
energies  that  it  precluded  any  further  effort. 

The  Bishop  issued  a  pastoral  calling  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to 
this  resolution,  which  some  had  forgotten  and  some  had  never 
read,  in  the  following  terms : 

PASTORAL. 


To  BE  Read  on  the  Lord's  Day,  in  each  Church  and  Chapel 

OF  THE  Diocese  of  Ohio. 


Rev^d  and  Dear  Bro.  and  Dear  People. 

At  our  last  Convention,  it  was  requested  that  at  least  $10,000 
should  be  raised  this  year  in  Ohio,  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  in 
our  borders.  We  are  literally  a  missionary  jurisdiction ;  our  poptda- 
tion  is  over  a  million  and  a  half;  our  territory  covers  21,000  square 
miles.  In  this  section  are  nearly  one  hundred  towns  of  more  than  one 
thousand  inhabitants,  and  some  reaching  as  high  as  six  thousand 
residents,  where  we  have  no  church  edifice,  and  but  few^  services. 
There  is  a  large  amount  of  infidelity,  and  much  spiritual  deadness  ; 
and  an  appalling  increase  of  vice  and  evil,  and  some  false  teaching 
under  the  guise  of  a  true  religion.  We  have  in  this  vast  neld  seventy- 
four  clergymen,  of  whom  twenty-two  are  missionaries.  These  latter 
are  dependent  largeh'  for  their  bare  subsistence  upon  your  goodness 
and  your  generosity'.  They  secure  small  stipends  in  the  places  where  they 
are  sent  to  toil ;  and  then  our  Missionary  Board  adds  such  sums  as 
3'our  offerings  will  permit.  Let  me  g^ve  an  example,  so  that  you  may 
know  how  we  use  your  offerings,  and  how  dependent  w^e  are  upon 
your  regular  gifts.  A  town  of  5,000  people  is  without  our  Church;  I 
send  a  self-sacrificing  man  of  God  to  them ;  he  organizes  the  few^  com- 
municants and  forms  a  mission;  they  struggle  hard  and  pledge 
three  or  four  hundred  dollars  for  his  support.  Then  it  is  that  he 
appeals  to  our  Board  of  Missions,  and  we  promise  to  grant  him  $200 
each  year,  payable  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  Thus,  on  a 
salarj'  of  $600,  this  devoted  servant  of  Christ  undertakes  his  sacrific- 
ing labors.  You  will  thus  see  the  method  on  which  we  proceed,  and 
you  will  also  note  how  dependent  every  mission,  and  every  mission- 
ary', in  Ohio,  is  upon  the  regular  collections  of  the  churches  that  are 
already  established.  The  Canon  on  Missions,  which  is  our  law,  and 
which  is  binding  and  obligatory  on  every  Clergyman   and  every 
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Churcbinan  of  this  Diocese,  affectionately  states  the  service  Nvhich  is 
expected  of  every  baptized  person,  and  reads  as  follows : 

§  i.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionarj'  institu- 
tion, and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to 
the  support  of  the  missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men 
for  the  ministry  being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the 
Gospel  in  the  same  work ;  i%  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of 
the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  involving 
direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recom- 
mended to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  and  other  religious  and  charitable  pur- 
poses, as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic  direction : 
1.  Cor.  xvi.,  1. — Title  III.,  Canon  1. 

To  facihtate  and  systematize  this  obligation,  our  last  Convention 
passed  the  following  resolution  without  a  dissenting  voice,  viz. : 
**  that  four  collections  he  taken  in  each  parish  annually  for  Diocesan 
missions.''*  Now,  the  rectors  and  vestries  of  Ohio,  have  agreed  to  do 
this,  through  their  voice  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention ;  and  the 
Bishop  anticipates  not  only  a  glad  and  willing  answer  to  this  call, 
hut  he  believes  fully  that  his  appeal  and  statement  of  facts,  will  in- 
dicate the  urgency  and  necessity  for  a  strict  compliance  with  this 
rule.  Four  collections  a  year^  and  with  such  regular  intervals,  that 
they  send  their  results  to  our  Board  of  Missions  at  the  beginning  of 
each  quarter,  will  ensure  the  result  at  which  we  aim ;  and  if  the  9,000 
communicants  of  Ohio  will  pledge  themselves  to  give  not  less  than  one 
dollar  a  year,  or  not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  at  each  quarterly 
offering  for  Diocesan  missions,  this  aggregate,  with  the  larger  sums 
donated  by  those  who  desire  to  give  more,  will  furnish  us  with  the 
$10,000  asked  for.  Will  you,  therefore,  dear  friends  and  helpers,  heed 
this  earnest  and  loving  Pastoral  of  your  Bishop,  and  pledge  j'our- 
selves  before  God,  that  you  will  do  your  full  duty,  and  that  most 
zealously,  for  the  compassing  of  a  result  that  means  the  answering  of 
that  petition  iff  our  Lord's  Prayer,  "  Thy  Kingdom  come  ?"

At  the  request  of  the  Committee,  at  the  meeting  held  December  3, 
1890,  the  Secretary  prepared  and  published  in  Church  Life  a  letter 
which  is  described  with  reason  by  one  as  "  a  rather  fierce  attack  upon 
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a  large  number  of  tbr  dcnerrmen  in  the  dioccae.**    After  eihmxiating 
the  '*  ferodtr  **  of  the  eptstle.  the  foQowin^  facts  lemain :

Who  is  to  Mame  ? — 
the  dergj  who  hare  ncsiected  or  refused  to  take  np  the  qnarterty  coDectioa 
prorided  for  on  page  fifty -seTcn  of  Joamal  of  the  last  Convention.  The  &nlt 
is  not  with  the  people.  Tkty  gn^  veA^n  tJkt  ipptttmu\tf  is  a^ir^wd*  The  plain 
reason  that  the  missionaries  sur  forced  to  sniirr  is  simply  becanse  certain 
rectors  hare  not  made  two  collections  since  the  last  ConTcntion. 

Upon  an  estimate  based  npon  this  action  of  Convention,  missirmsiici 
have  been  engnged ;  and  if  the  qnarterty  collections  had  all  been  nuide  the 
Board  conid  now  pay  in  fnIL  Sonse  of  the  delinquents  are  the  missionaries 
themselTCS,  and  to  that  extent  they  reap  what  they  have  sown. 

Now.  in  the  fisce  of  these  fiscts,  it  is  perfect^  plain  that  the  reason  the 
missionaries  axe  bnt  half  paid  is  becanse  ccriain  rectors  aad  missionaries 
hare  not  made  qnarterty  collections. 

A  review  of  the  Journals  of  the  Conrentions  of  the  past  ten  rears 
will  show  that  gentle  reminders  of  the  neccssiti'  of  qoarterly  collec- 
tions have  fJBuled  to  produce  a  perceptible  impression  npon  the  ciergr. 
The  more  rigorous  method  has  at  least  serred  the  porpose  of  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  resolution  which  receircd  the  hearty 
endorsement  of  the  Conrention  has  not  been  tmiTersaSj  obserred, 
whatever  mav  have  been  the  reasons,  which  thus  fieu*  hare  been  pre- 
ciously few.  The  exhibit  of  collections,  which  appeared  in  Church 
Ufc^  was  ordered  by  the  Committee  and  is  a  copy  of  the  Treasurer's 
account.  It  reveals  not  always  the  nmnber  of  collections,  but 
the  imgularitv  with  which  they  are  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer. 
Part  of  the  resolution  above  mentioned  requires  that  the  collections 
be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer,  ^rhich,  unfortunately  for 
the  missionaries,  is  not  alwajrs  observed. 

In  view  of  these  £acts,  the  Committee  desires  to  suggest  sundry 
changes  in  the  method  of  missionary  work. 

First,  let  it  be  known  at  this  Convention  how  much  money  is 
needed  to  carry  on  the  work.  The  amoimt  on  the  present  basis  of 
appropriation  is  $7,000.00.  This  does  not  include  the  salary  of  a 
general  missionary  and  does  not  provide  for  the  extension  of  work 
beyond  the  present  limits.  The  inadequacy  of  the  present  resources 
is  apparent  from  the  following  considerations  of  the  total  amount  to 
the  credit  of  the  Treasurer.

Leaving  as  actual  offerin^rs  but $4,343  26 

from  the  parishes  of  the  diocese.  The  $7,000.00  necessary  for  the 
continuation  of  the  present  work  should  be  provided  for  at  this  Con- 
vention : 

a.  Either  by  some  manner  of  equitable  assessment 

upon  the  parishes, 

b.  Or  by  definite  amounts  pledged  by  the  several  par- 

ishes, to  be  paid  in  quarterly  installments. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  quarters  begin  on  the  first  of  April, 
July,  October  and  January,  instead  of  March,  June,  September  and 
December,  as  formerly,  in  order  that  the  fiscal  year  may  correspond 
with  that  of  the  Diocesan  Reports. 

It  is  recommended,  in  view  of  existing  circumstances,  one  general 
missionary  be  appointed  to  serve  under  the  Bishop,  and  that  he  be 
supported  by  the  ofierings  of  the  children  in  the  Sunday-schools  after 
the  manner  that  was  formerly  known  as  the  Cadet  Fund.

REPORT  No.  V. — Secretary  of  the  Joint  Education 

,,     Committee. 

1.  The  past  year  has  been  notable  in  the  history  of  Clerical  Educa- 
tion in  Ohio.  Your  Committee  has  applied  the  ftmds  placed  at  its 
disposal  to  a  larger  number  of  Posttdants  and  Candidates  for  Orders 
than  in  any  one  year  during  the  last  two  decades.  Twenty  young 
men  have  been  aided  in  their  preparation  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Church.  They  are  all  pursuing  their  studies  in  Gambier,  and  are 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  four  members  of  your  Committee, 

2.  A  large  increase  in  available  funds  was  realized  during  the  year. 
By  this  means  your  Committee  has  been  enabled  to  provide  for  the 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  beneficiaries. 

3.  The  work  has  nevertheless  been  limited  by  the  means.  Your 
Committee  has  gone  as  far  and  no  farther  than  its  resources  would 
justify.    With  an  increase  of  funds  the  work  of  Clerical  Education 
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can  attain  a  corresponding  augmentation.    Moreover,  the  increase 

of  funds,  above  indicated  in  statement  No.  2,  has  not  been  assured  to 

your  Committee  for  the  coming  year. 

4'.  The  nature  of  our  trust  requires  that  young  men  of  fitness  in 

mind,  character  and  life  alone  shall  receive  any  support  from  the 

funds  given  into  our  hands.    A  faithful  discharge  of  our  trust  also 

demands  that  a  high  standard  of  education  be  maintained.    But 

many  men,  possessing  proper  qualifications  and  willing  to  labor 

earnestly  in  preparation  for  the  Sacred  Oflice,  still  wait,  by  force  of 

necessity,  upon  the  aid  which  our  Churches  can  supply.

Ist.  It  IS  to  be  foHr  nnderstood  that  the  re  venues  from  the  Ftmd  for 
the  Eodownicnt  of  the  Episcopate  are  f  as  the  name  of  the  Pond  plainlj 
shoirs  I.  to  be  txsed  soldr  Ibr  the  pajrment  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop 
tor  Bishops)  of  the  Diocese,  and  ior  other  expenses  connected  with 
the  Bishop's  irork,  snch  as  trardling  expenses,  postages  and  the 
like,  so  Car  as  ther  may  be  sufficient  ibr  the  same  I  the  salary  always 
taking  precedence i.  These  leieuucs  are  not  to  be  applied  toward  any 
other  <rxpenses  of  the  Convention.  Such  other  expenses  (as  iKrell  as 
snch  portion  of  the  Bishop's  salary  and  expenses  as  are  not  met  by 
this  Fnnd  i.  shall  be  regularly  met  by  annnal  assessments  on  the 
Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  or  Chapels  in  the  same  manner  as 
heretofore,  or  as  may  be  hereafter  proTided  by  the  Convention. 

2nd.  Each  Parish.  Mission  Station,  etc.,  shaD  be  entitled  to 
recdve  an  annual  credit  toward  meeting  its  assessment  lor  the 
Bishop*s  salary  and  expenses,  equal  to  five  per  cent,  on  the  sum  con- 
tributed in  its  favor  by  its  members  or  friends,  provided  that  this 
allowance  shall  be  made  only  on  even  sums  of  one  hundred  doDars, 
or  multiples  thereof;  for  example,  a  Parish  contributi]^  to  the  Fund 
fifty  dollars  one  year,  and  fifty  the  next,  will  not  receive  it  dxt  per 
cent,  credit  until  the  second  sum  is  received.  The  interest  received  on 
all  odd  sums  ( less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each  I,  shall  be  considered 
as  produced  by  the  general  fund  in  the  interest  of  all  Parishes,  Mission 
Stations,  etc.  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  are  invited  to  make  at 
least  annual  offerings  for  the  increase  of  this  Endo^vment  Fund  until 
it  reaches  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

3rd.  Should  the  five  per  cent,  allowance  to  any  Parish  at  any  time 
exceed  the  amount  of  its  assessment  for  the  Bishop*s  salary  and  ex- 
penses for  the  year,  the  surplus  shall  be  applied  on  account  of  the 
general  fund,  and  in  the  interest  of  all  Parishes,  Mission  Stations,  etc. 

The  revenues  from  anv-  portion  of  the  Fund  not  specifically  designated 
as  in  the  interest  of  any  particular  Parish  or  Parishes,  shall  also  be 
used  in  the  general  interest  as  above  ;  this  being  especially  appropri- 
ate in  connection  \\nth  the  accrued  interest  on  the  fund ;  all  the 
Parishes  having  borne  the  burden  hitherto  in  order  that  said  interest 
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might  be  used  to  augment  the  original  Fund.  This  Fund  having  now 
reached,  and  largely  overpassed,  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
(the  limit  set),  there  will  be  no  further  accumulation  of  interest  for 
the  augmentation  of  said  Fund,  as  there  has  been  hitherto. 

Should  the  returns  from  the  Fund  at  any  time  exceed  five  per  cent. 
^  per  annum,  such  excess  is  to  be  regularly  used  for  the  general  interest 
and  for  the  benefit  of  all  Parishes,  Mission  Stations,  etc.,  in  the 
Diocese. 

4-th.  Should  any  Parish  or  Mission  Station  which  has  contributed 
to  this  Fund  be  officially  declared  defunct,  the  revenue  from  the  sum 
contributed  by  its  members  shall  be  used  for  the  general  interest  of 
the  Diocese,  as  indicated  in  the  preceding  section,  but  this  shall  not 
apply  in  the  case  of  consolidation,  change  of  name,  or  the  like. 
Should  any  such  defunct  Parish  or  Mission  be  revived,  it  shall  again 
be  entitled  to  its  proper  five  i)er  cent,  allowance  on  the  amount  of  its 
contribution. 

5th.  Inasmuch  as  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund  of  some  of 
our  American  Dioceses  is  entirely  distinct  from  all  Parish  dues  or 
claims,  and  it  seems  desirable  to  enlarge  the  Endowment  Fund  of 
this  Diocese  on  this  general  basis,  as  well  as  on  the  Parish  basis  as 
named  herein,  those  whom  God  has  prospered  in  the  matter  of 
worldly  possessions  (either  in  large  or  only  moderate  degree),  are  in- 
vited to  make  gifts  to  the  general  Fund  without  the  designation  of  any 
particular  Parish  as  the  beneficiary  of  the  same,  thereby  securing  a 
lienefit  to  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese,  as  well  as 
strengthening  the  general  endowment  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate;  but  this  suggestion  is  not  intended  in  any  waj'  to  weaken 
the  zeal  of  those  who  may  prefer  to  give  with  reference  to  providing  for 
their  own  particular  Parish  assessments,  either  plan  being  thoroughh' 
acceptable. 

The  general  plan  outlined  herein  embraces  both  the  idea  of  self-help 
for  the  Parishes  contributing,  and  likewise  a  measure  of  fraternal 
help  to  the  other  Parishes  and  Missions  in  our  own  Diocese,  and 
all  tending  to  establish  on  a  firm  basis  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
in  this  Diocese. 

It  is  believed  also  that  this  Fund  having  now  acquired  greater 
strength  than  ever  before,  more  and  more  of  our  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations,  or  themembers  thereof,  will  see  the  desirability  of  contribut- 
ing thereto. 

If  approved  by  the  Convention,  this  plan  may  become  the  perma- 
nent plan  of  the  Diocese.  In  that  case  contributions  to  the  Fund  should 
l3e  received  at  any  time  bj'  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
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the  Diocese,  in  accordance  with  rither  the  parochial  plan  or  the 
general  plan  named  herein. 

To  this  end  it  is  su^Rcsted  that  said  Treasurer  keep  en  accurate  re- 
cord showing  clearly  on  what  sum  each  Parish  or  Mission  Station 
should  receive  credits;  also  showing  distinct!  j  all  gifts  made,  or  snms 
existing,  directly  in  the  general  interest.  He  should  also  keep  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  fully  adi-ised  on  these  points. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  should  keep  each  Parish  and  Misnoo 
Station  or  Chapel  advised  of  the  exact  amounts  on.  which   they  are

REPORT  No.  VI 11. —Institutions  at  Gambibr. 

The  Committee  apt>ointed  by  the  Bishop  at  the  last  Convcntjon  to 
visit  the  Church  Institutions  at  Gambier.  is  composed  of  the  same 
persons  who  were  lietalleti  for  this  work  at  the  Convention  held  in 
Toledo  in  1889.  That  they  did  their  duty  faithfully  and  well  last 
v'ear  no  member  of  the  Committee  for  a  moment  imagines.  On  the 
contrary,  the  Committee  confess — ought  they  to  confess  with  shame? — 
that  they  eased  themselves  of  a  burden  and  made  their  woil  quite 
light  by  reporting  that,  in  view  of  the  proposed  visit  of  the  members 
of  the  Convention  to  said  Institutions,  nothing  farther  was  deemed 
necessary  at  that  time.  No  such  report  as  that  is  possible  this  year, 
as  this  Convention  has  received  no  official  invitation  to  visit  Gam- 
bier. Moreover.it  would  be  out  of  character  to  make  "a  tmce  told 
talc"  of  a  report  on  a  matter  of  such  vital  concern  to  the  Diocese. 

In  looking  over  the  Journals  of  previous  years,  your  Committee 
found  no  re|)ort  that  could  be  adopted  as  a  model,  or  that  might  be 
taken  bodily  and  presented  as  new  matter.  The  Committee  apon 
wliom.  in  1883.  devolved  this  im|H>rtant  duty,  reported  that  "the 
natural  Itenuty,  the  solid  and  classic  structures  and  local  surround- 
ings conducive  to  student-life  have  been  frequently  presented  to  this 
Convention." 

The  Cuiiiiiiiitee  which  reported  in  1881stated,amoi)gotber  things. 

the  notiiml  beauty,  the  solid  and  classic  structures  and  local 

inga  remain  apparently  untouched  by  time,  uatamisbed  by

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fined  gold,  to  paint  the  lily,'*  and  consequently,  "wasteful  and  ridic- 
ulous excess." 

It  is  taken  for  granted  by  your  Committee  that  many  hold  in 
memory  the  visit  of  the  Convention  of  last  year  to  the  Church  Insti- 
tions  at  Gambier.  The  day  is  worthy  of  remembrance.  The  recep- 
tion of  our  beloved  Bishop  by  the  cadets,  the  march  to  the  Hill,  the 
enthusiastic  gathering  in  the  flower-embowered  Hall,  the  well  ap- 
plauded remarks  of  the  Hon.  Geo.  T.  Chapman,  Mr.  U.  L.  Mar\'in,and 
the  Rev.  H.  D.  Aves;  the  noble  reception  given  to  the  words  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  retiring  President  of  Kenyon  College — 
all  these  memories  are  green  to-day.  It  was  predicted  that  a  rosy 
future  was  in  store  for  Gambier.  Everj^  heart  throbbed  with  hope. 
After  a  lapse  of  a  year  it  becomes  us  to  inquire  whether  those  fondly 
indulged  hopes  have  been  realized — whether  that  predicted  rosy  day 
has  dawned  ? 

First,  then,  your  Committee  desire  to  report  upon  the  condition  of 
Bexley  Hall,  the  Theological  Institution  at  Gambier,  where  our  can- 
didates for  Orders  are  or  ought  to  be  trained  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  It  can  be  said  with  truth  that  the  condition  of  this  school 
of  divinitj' is  excellent.  To  say  this  is  to  put  the  case  mildly.  Last 
year  there  were  no  students — practically ;  the  school  was  not  run- 
ning. The  rosy-day  has  dawned  and  your  Committee  have  in  part 
revelled  in  and  been  cheered  by  the  great  glorj*.  Twenty-five  stu- 
dents are  in  training  under  an  excellent  corps  of  professors.  It  was 
a  privilege  not  only  to  see  the  promising  young  men  who  are  stu- 
dents, but  to  listen  to  the  scholarly  instruction  given  by  the  profes- 
sors. If  the  students  are  not  thoroughly  furnished  it  will  not  be  the 
fault  of  the  instructors.  It  will  be  their  own  indifference.  What  has 
brought  about  this  change  ?  Your  Committee  of  course  cannot  an- 
swer this  question  positively  and  with  entire  accuracy.  It  is,  how- 
ever, not  too  much  to  say  that  it  is  largely  the  result  of  a  restora- 
tion to  the  confidence  of  the  Diocese  of  this  Institution,  a  confidence 
inspired  by  the  wise,  manly,  churchly  and  spiritual  leadership  of  him 
who,  under  Christ,  is  the  Chief  Shepherd  of  our  Diocese.  Our  Bishop 
believes  in  Gambier,  wants  to  build  it  up,  has  inspired  the  confidence 
of  young  men,  and  has  turned  the  feet  of  many  away  from  the  tempt- 
ing paths  of  business  to  the  less  lucrative  work  of"  winning  souls." 

Your  Committee  arc  of  the  opinion  that  this  renewal  of  interest  in 
the  Theological  Institution  would  be  continued  and  augmented  were 
a  removal  made  to  Cleveland.  The  students  arc  too  "far  from  the 
madding  crowd,"  withdra-wTi  from  advantages  of  lectures,  enter- 
tainments profitable  to  godliness,  the  great  preachers  of  the  Church 
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who  would  be  likelvto  visit  the  Cathedral  Citv  of  the  Diocese.    Tbcv

are  also  inconveniently  situated  with  reference  to  Sunday  work. 
Nearly  always  the  remuneration  received  by  professors  and  students 
is  consumed  by  railroad  fare  and  personal  expenses. 

Your  Committee  recommend  or  suggest  that  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  \Hsit  the  Church  Institutions  at  Gambier  be  instructed  to 
take  this  matter  under  special  consideration. 

Your  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  Convention  to  the  ut- 
terly inadequate  salaries  paid  to  the   instructors  in  the  Divinity 
School  at  Gambier.    It  is  a  disgrace  to  the  Diocese  that  it  should  be 
so.    That  men  who  are  fitted,  and  well  fitted,  for  the  work  of  in- 
structing our  theological  students,  who  could  and  have  served  accept- 
ably as  parish  priests,  who  are  able  to  hold  their  own  (and  some  of 
them  more  than  hold,  their  own)  by  the  side  of  instructors  in  other  in- 
stitutions of  the  kind,  fitted  by  native  grace  and  foreign  travel  to 
enjoy  and  shine  in  social  life — that  these  men  should  receive  the  mea- 
gre salaries  they  do  is  to  say  that  you  consider  the  work  of  these 
men  of  slight  importance.    It  is  a  burning  shame,  and  the  matter 
ought  to  l3e  looked  into.    Your  Committee  were  informed  that  less 
than  one-half  or  about  half  of  that  which  properly  belongs  to  the 
Seniinarj'  is  devoted  to  the  remuneration  of  the  theological  profes- 
sors :  the  rest  is  diverted  to  Kenyon  College.    We  strongly  recom- 
mend that  the  salaries  of  the  professors  in  the  School  of  the  Prophets 
be  raised  to  living  figures;  also,  that  enough  help  be  hired  to  keep 
Bexley  Hall  in  a  condition  of  cleanliness,  so  that  we  may  impress 
ui>on  our  students  at  and  visitors  to  Bexley  Hall  that  soap  and 
broom  are  by  iis,  as  a  Church,  considered  means  of  grace. 

Your  Committee  are  comj)elled  to  say  that  the  promised  rosy  day 
has  not  dawned  ujwn  Kenyon  College.  On  the  contrary,  •*the  dark- 
ness dee|H.'ns."  Fewer  students  than  last  year — was  the  testimony— 
and  no  outlook  for  tlie  coming  year.  Why  is  this?  This  question 
has  l)een  asked  and  answered  for  years,  but  never  answered  satisfac- 
torily. !>(>  you  exiKHTt  it  will  l)c  answered  to  your  satisfaction  to- 
day ?     Your  Committee  can  only  approximate. 

I.  It  is  said  that  those  in  charge  of  the  Grammar  School,  or  some 
of  those  in  such  charge,  have  worked  against  the  best  interest  of  the 
College,  by  nvonuncnding  other  Colleges  as  Ijetter,  by  pointing  out  to 
students  who  have  s]x*nt  some  years  at  Gambier  that  a  complete 
change  of  environment  would  l>e  exceedingly  beneficial.  Your  Com- 
mittee give  this  rwison  for  what  it  is  worth. 

n.   It  is  said  that  the  Institution  has  no  real  President,  that  the for- 
President.  who  resigne<l  last  year,  and  now  holds  himself  and  the 
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Diocese  in  a  state  of  suspense,  is  only  present  a  few  days  at  a 
time.  When  the  resignation  of  the  President  is  to  take  effect  no  one 
knows.  Your  Committee  are  informed  that,  to  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee of  the  Southern  Diocese  the  President  said  they  knew  as  much 
about  that  as  he  did.  In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  it  would 
be  wise  for  the  resignation  of  the  President  to  be  withdrawn,  or  take 
effect  in  the  near  future.  The  incoming  of  a  new  President,  with  new 
methods,  untiring  energy,  unflagging  enthusiasm,  would  do  some- 
thing to  restore  the  broken  fortunes  of  Kenyon  College. 

III.  The  expensiveness  of  education  at  Kenyon  College  is  proverbial, 
and  accounts  in  large  measure  for  the  manifest  lack  of  prosperity. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  about  the  point  your  Committee  now  makes. 
It  is  acknowledged  by  professors  and  students.  It  costs  as  much 
again  at  Kenyon  as  at  the  Ohio  State  University — a  school  said  to  be 
equally  good.  It  is  far  more  expensive  than  at  Oberlin  or  Adelbert, 
and  these  institutions  are  of  recognized  high  character.  Your  Com- 
mittee deem  it  inexpedient  to  deal  with  the  figures.  They  are  not 
competent  statisticians  and  mathematicians.  Statements  would  be 
forthcoming  were  they  demanded  by  those  who  wish  information. 
There  arc  those  present  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention  who  have  them 
at  their  tongue's  end. 

IV.  It  is  given  as  a  reason  why  Kenyon  College  does  not  prosper 
that  the  constituency  of  Kenyon  is  rich  people,  who  send  their  sons 
to  Eastern  institutions. 

V.  The  additional  reason  is  given  that  there  is  an  increasingly  large 
class  of  students  who  take  technic  or  scientific  course.  The  business 
college  is  a  factor  in  education  to-day.  Kenyon  is  in  no  wise  pre- 
pared to  deal  with  such  a  class  of  students,  and  until  she  is,  a  larg^ 
addition  to  the  number  of  students  must  not  be  expecte^. 

VI.  Your  Committee  find  that  Kenyon  College  has  been  in  bad 
odor  because  of  its  reputed  lack  of  discipline.  But  we  are  glad  to 
say  that  this  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Largely,  at  least,  Kenyon  suffers 
to-day  because  of  her  reputation.  She  is  not  yet  enjoying  the  fruits 
of  her  real  and  present  character.  Things  have  changed.  The  moral 
atmosphere  is  purer.  There  is  a  spirit  of  reverence  abroad,  which 
manifests  itself  in  many  ways.  Forgetting  the  things  which  are 
behind,  Kenyon  is  reaching  forth — so  far  as  morals  are  concerned — to 
the  better  and  nobler  things  which  are  before. 

VII.  Last  of  all,  your  Committee  emphasize  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
lack  of  confidence  in  the  administration  of  the  College.  It  is  commonly 
reputed  that  both  in  this  Diocese  and  that  of  Southern  Ohio,  alumni 
of  the  Institution  advise  their  friends  to  send  their  boys  elsewhere,

REPORT  No.  XL— Committee  on  Missions. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  all  possi- 
ble consideration  to  the  important  matters  referred  to  them,  as  con- 
tained in  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Missionary  and  Education 
Committees. 

They  wish  to  express  devout  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
revival  of  interest  in  the  aggressive  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese, the  proofs  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  increase  of  Missiona- 
ries and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  the  opening  of  new  stations,  and 
the  remarkable  increase  in  the  offerings  of  the  Diocese  for  missionary 
purposes. 

A  comparison  of  the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary 
Committee  during  the  last  three  years  will  make  this  latter  point 
clear  at  a  single  glance. 

1888-1889— Receipts $3,645  35 

1889-1890—        "        6,378  37 

1890-1891—        ••        6,799  80 

Increase  of  1890-1891  over  1888-1889,  $3,154.45,  nearly  100 
percent. 

But  if  the  offerings  have  been  larger  in  the  aggregate,  an  analysis 
of  them  reveals  the  fact  that  in  some  Parishes  thev  have  been  con- 

m 

spicuously  small,  arid  that  they  are  altogether  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Missionary  Committee  needs  for  the  prosecution  of  the  present 
work,  without  extension,  fully  $7,000  per  annum,  and  they  will  re- 
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ceivethat  amount  if  the  delinquent  Parishes  do  their  duty.  During 
the  last  year  four  new  Missionary  Stations  have  been  added  to  the 
list,  while  three  of  the  former  stations  have  become  independent 
Parishes,  and  for  the  present  the  Diocese  is  relieved  from  financial 
responsibility  for  three  others. 

In  view  of  the  need  of  funds  to  carry  on  the  present  work  and  to 
provide  for  extension  in  new  and  unoccupied  fields,  the  Committee  on 
Missions  recommends  that  the  plan,  to  which  this  Convention  com- 
mitted itself  one  year  ago,  be  urged  upon  all  Parishes — that  they 
make  four  collections  annually  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  that  the 
collections  be  forwarded  immediatelv  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mission- 
ary  Committee. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  these  collections  be  taken  and 
remitted  to  the  Treasurer  during  the  quarters  beginning  with 
January,  April,  July  and  October. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  in  each  Parish  some  person  be 
appointed  and  authorized  by  the  Rector  to  obtain  subscriptions  from 
individuals  for  Diocesan  Missions,  said  subscriptions  to  be  payable 
quarterly  in  advance. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  at  the  next  Annual  Convention 
every  Parish,  Chapel  and  Mission  Station  be  asked,  in  public  session, 
to  make  a  definite  pledge  for  Diocesan  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  that  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  come  empowered  to  make 
such  pledge. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  a  General  Missionary  be  ap- 
pointed for  the  Diocese,  but  if  any  Convocation  wishes  to  assume 
the  responsibility  of  engaging  its  own  General  Missionary,  under  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop,  it  should  be  allowed  that  privilege. 

The  Committee  has  considered  the  needs  which  are  pressing  upon 
the  Joint  Education  Committee,  and  recommends  that  a  collection 
be  made  annually  in  each  parish  of  the  Diocese  for  this  object,  if 
possible  upon  Whit«un-day.

REPORT  No.  XIII.— Diocesan  Seal. 

At  the  last  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  held  in  S. 
Paul's  Church,  Mt.  Vernon,  on  May  20,  1890,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  called  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that  there 
was  no  Diocesan  Seal.  On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  a  seal  be  secured 
at  the  expense  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
prejmre  the  design.  The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee :  The 
Rev.  B.  M.  Burridge,  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Putnam,  and  Professor  W. 
Richardson.  In  accordance  with  that  motion,  the  Committee  beg 
respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  need  of  some  suitable  seal  for  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  has  long  been 
felt,  for  the  purpose  of  properly  attesting  official  documents  requiring 
such  a  distinctive  mark  and  for  various  other  purposes  of  an  artistic 
nature. 

It  has  been  found  that  a  large  number  of  Dioceses  in  the  United 
States,  for  example,  the  Dioceses  of  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island, 
Albany,  Springfield,  Western  New  York  and  many  others,  have  for 
their  official  seal  some  ecclesiastical  or  heraldic  emblem  of  an  ap- 
propriate and  suitable  nature,  which  represents  in  some  striking  way, 
perhaps  an  interesting  fact  in  regard  to  their  foundation  and  history, 
or  is  illustrative  of  what  may  be  called  the  religious  spirit  pervading 
the  Diocese  and  the  minds  of  its  founders. 

As  this  fact  is  quite  generally  known,  and  the  principle  underlying 
it  of  recognized  value  and  importance,  confined  not  only  to  the 
American  Church,  but  of  extreme  antiquity  in  England :  for  example, 
the  pall  on  the  seal  of  the  Archbishopric  of  Canterbury,  the  emblem 
sent  to  S.  Augustine  by  Pope  Gregory ;  it  has  l^een  thought  best  to 
adopt  some  suitable  device,  which  would  not  only  convey  some  re- 
ligious and  ecclesiastical  truth,  but  also  Ije  appropriate  to  the  Diocese

of  Ohio  from  a  t3T)ical  point  of  view,  emblematic  of  its  peculiarity, 
if  possible,  the  productions  of  its  soil  or  general  characteristics. 
After  due  consideration  and  careful  thought  in  preparation  of  a  de- 
sign, the  following,  from  its  peculiar  and  appropriate  nature,  has 
been  selected  and  is  submitted  for  approval. 

The  coat-of-arms  itself  is  formed  of  a  shield ;  the  device  it  bears 
may  be  described  as  follows,  using  heraldic  terms : 

Per  fess,  vert  and  argent;  a  garb,  or.;  a  bunch  of  grapes,  purpure, 
leaved  vert ; — or  in  other  words,  the  shield  is  divided  into  two  equal 
parts,  the  upper  one  of  which  is  green,  and  the  lower  silver ;  upon 
the  green  ground  is  a  sheaf  of  ripe  wheat  in  gold,  and  beneath  it  on 
the  silver  ground  is  a  bunch  of  grapes,  purple  in  color,  with  green 
leaves.  The  peculiar  appropriateness  of  these  symbols  will  at  once  be 
seen,  both  of  them  being  emblematical  of  the  two  elements  in  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  also  of  the  two  chief  agricultural  productions  of 
that  portion  of  the  State  of  Ohio  which  forms  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 
In  fact,  the  sheaf  of  wheat  in  itself  forms  part  of  the  well-known  seal 
of  our  State. 

Anything  more  suitable,  more  simple,  or  more  appropriate  could 

hardly  be  found  than  these  two  striking  symbols,  which  have  been 

used  in  Christian  art  for  many  hundred  years.    This,  in  brief,  forms 

the  central  figure  of  the  proposed  shield.    The  other  ecclesiastical 

emblems,  which  are  necessary  to  its  proper  arrangement,  are  as 

follows : 

Directly  Ijehind  the  shield  there  will  be  placed,  saltier  or  crossway, 
a  kej'  and  pastoral  staff  of  office,  and  between  the  two  thus  crossed, 
just  above  the  shield  itself,  a  Bishop's  mitre  in  gold,  with  the  usual 
pendants  in  purple  and  silver.  Beneath  the  shield  is  to  be  placed  the 
motto  of  the  Diocese,  '*  Credo,'^  the  admirable  suggestion  of  our 
Bishop.  About  the  edge  or  border  the  following  Latin  words 
are  to  be  used,  *' Sigillum  Dioecesis  Obioensis.^'  Some  idea  can 
be  obtained  from  this  description  of  the  extreme  beauty  of  this 
simple  design,  and  as  it  is  adapted  to  almost  any  ecclesiastical  use, 
it  will  be  seen  how  rich  and  harmonious  will  be  its  colors  when  re- 
produced in  stained  glass,  or  carved  upon  wood  and  stone.  The 
object  hasl^een  to  find  something  simple,  suggestive  and  heraldically 
correct.  Some  twenty  different  plans  have  Been  drawn  in  all,  but  the 
one  here  given  seems,  for  many  reasons,  the  most  practical,  churchly 
and  useful.

REPORT  NO.  XV.— The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  made  regularly  at  each  Conven- 
tion a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  their  trust  funds,  as  required  by 
Title  I,  Canon  6,  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 
Prior  to  the  Convention  of  1890,  held  at  Mt.  Vernon,  the  Trustees 
deemed  it  advisable  to  inquire  into,  and  report  upon,  the  status,  not 
only  of  the  property  canonicallj'  held  or  which  should  be  so  held  in 
trust  by  the  Board,  but  also  of  all  church  property  in  the  Diocese, 
and  for  this  purpose  a  committee  of  the  Trustees  was  appointed.  In 
the  report  made  by  the  Trustees  at  the  Convention  above  referred  to, 
they  expressed  the  hope  that  at  the  next  Convention  they  would  be 
able  to  make  an  exhaustive  report  in  regard  to  the  title  of  all  church 
proi)erty  in  the  Diocese.  Owing,  however,  to  serious  illness,  the  com- 
mittee so  appointed  by  the  Trustees  were  unable  to  complete  the 
labors  assigned  them,  and  can,  therefore,  now  only  report  progress, 
with  the  expectation  that  at  the  next  Convention  they  willlje  able  to 
present  such  a  report  upon  the  subject  aforesaid  as  will  prove  satis- 
factory to  the  members  thereof. 
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* 
REPORT  No.  XVI.— Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  begs  leave  to  report  that,  on  or  about 
Octol)er  1, 1890,  he  received  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bodinc,  the  former 
Registrar,  three  large  boxes  of  pamphlets,  chiefly  Journals  of  the 
Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  of  other  Dioceses,  -with  a 
quantity  of  reports,  sermons  and  other  matter  relating,  or  in  some 
degree  contributing,  to  Church  History,  especially  to  the  history  of 
the  Church  in  Ohio.  This  mass  of  material  was  the  unclassified 
accumulation  of  the  many  years  since  the  office  of  Registrar  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio  was  created  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bodine  was  elected 
Registrar.  This  accumulation  consisted  of  about  1,436  pamphlets, 
one  bound  volume  of  Journals  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio  for  several  years,  in  manuscript ;  and  one  bound  volume— a 
reprint  of  the  Journals  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  for  the  first 
ten  years  of  its  history,  from  1818  to  1827,  prepared  by  our  most 
indefatigable  Secretary',  the  Rev.  William  C.  French,  D.  D.,  w^bo,  for 
forty  years,  with  wonderful  jjatience  and  carefulness,  prepared  and 
cared  for  the  records  of  the  doings  of  our  Conventions.  Besides  the 
above,  there  was  a  subsequent  reprint  of  the  Journals  of  A.  D.  1822, 
1823,  1824,  1825,  1826  and  1827. 

Nearly  one  thousand  pamphlets  have  since  been  received,  making 
the  present  numljer  about  2,400.  This  material  is  careftdly  assorted 
and  arranged  as  follows : 

First.  Two  sets  (intended  to  be  complete)  of  Ohio  Diocesan  Jour- 
nals, put  up  in  neat  boxes,  properly  labeled  and  arranged  in  the  order 
of  the  years,  from  the  organization  of  the  Diocese,  A.  D.  1818,  to 
1890,  inclusive. 

Skcoxd.  Duplicate  Ohio  Journals,  put  up  in  properly  labeled  pack- 
ages, arranged  by  years,  and  covering  nearly  all  the  j'ears  since  1844. 

TiiiRi).  The  Journals  of  other  Dioceses,  so  far  as  received,  suitably 
arrangc<l  in  boxes  and  duly  labeled. 

Foi'RTH.  Journals  of  the  General  Convention. 

l-'^iFTii.  Sermons  and  Reports  in  properly  labeled  boxes. 

Sixth.  Printeil  or  manuscript  contributions  to  the  History  of  the 
Diocese.  [Contributions,  in  manuscript  or  in  printed  matter,  for  this 
department  are  earnestly  solicited.  Much  valuable  information, 
historical  incidents,  etc..  l^earing  upon  or  connected  with  the  history 
o(  this  Diocese,  or  its  Parishes  or  Institutions,  are  now^  locked  up  in 
the  n\cniorics  or  notes  of  men  or  women  who  are  passing  away.  Put 
tluMU.  as  many  as  [v>ssible,  upon  i>aper,  and  send  them  to  the  Regis- 
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trar  of  the  Diocese,  and  they  shall  be  carefully  preserved  for  future 
generations.] 

Seventh.  Parochial  records,  documents,  statistics,  etc. 

It  is  prpposed  to  provide  a  set  of  suitable  boxes,  properly  labeled^ 
in  which  to  deposit  all  such  matter  received  from  or  pertaining  to  the 
Parishes  in  union  with  this  Diocese,  and  in  due  time  a  iire-proof  place 
may  be  provided  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such,  and  other  papers  and 
documents  of  value. 

The  accidental  finding  of  valuable  papers,  charters  of  Parishes, 
books  of  Records,  etc.,  far  away  from  the  Parishes  to  which  they 
belong,  has  suggested  the  idea  of  providing  for  the  safe  keeping,  in  the 
Registrar's  office,  of  important  papers,  books  of  record,  etc.,  belonging 
to  the  Parishes,  which  do  not  often  provide  permanent  place  of  de_ 
posit  for  such  papers. 

It  might  be  well  also  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  records 
of  all  the  important  Standing  Committees  of  the  Diocese.

Report  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  in  charge  of  Deaf-mute 

Congregations. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Andrew  Leonard,  D.D., 

Bishop  of  Ohio  : 
During  the  Conventional  Year  just  closed,  I  held  services  for  deaf- 
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mutes  at  Grace  Church,  Cleveland;  Trinity  Church,  Toledo;  S.  Paul's 
Church,  Norwalk ;  and  Grace  Church,  Mansfield.  At  Trinity  Church, 
and  the  State  School  for  Deaf-mutes,  Columbus,  Southern  Ohio,  I 
have  reached  the  pupils  whose  homes  are  in  this  Diocese. 

Attendance  at  services  has  been  larger  this  year.  Some  have  en- 
couraged  the  Missionary  particularly,  and  set  a  good  example,  by 
coming  long  distances — twenty  to  thirty  miles — ^to  worship  together. 

Baptisms — Grace  Church,  Cleveland,  2 ;  Trinity  Church,  Toledo,  1 ; 
Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  1. 

Confirmed — Grace  Church,  Cleveland,  4. 

Communicants — Cleveland,  23;  Kenton,  6;  Youngstown,  5;  Mans- 
field, 5;  Findlay,  5;  Marion,  3;  Norwalk,  2  ;  Galion,  1  ;  Warren,  1 ; 
Gam  bier,  1 ;  Lorain,  1 ;  Clyde,  1 ;  Toledo,  2 ;  total,  58. 

Thirteen  other  Dioceses  besides  this  have  been  served  during  the 
year.  The  missions  planted  in  the  large  cities  have  been  visited  as 
frequently  as  possible  during  the  past  sixteen  years.  Within  this  period 
553  deaf-mutes  and  their  children  have  been  received  into  the  Church 
by  Holy  Baptism.  The  Communicant  list  of  the  Mid- Western  Mis- 
sion now  shows  432  names. 

The  children  of  deaf-mute  parents  usually  hear  and  speak.  Thej' 
should  be  gathered  into  the  Sunday-school  by  the  Rectors,  and  by 
them  brought  to  Confirmation. 

During  the  year  I  attended  the  Twelfth  Convention  of  American 
Educators  of  the  Deaf  held  in  New  York  City;  and  the  Third  Re-union 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  of  Deaf-mutes  at  Pittsburgh.  On  in- 
vitation, I  attended  the  Second  Reunion  of  the  deaf  of  Canada  at 
Toronto,  and  baptized  several  persons. 

It  mav  not  be  amiss  to  sav  a  word  in  reference  to  a  Church,  or 
Chapel,  for  the  deaf  of  Cleveland.  Their  number  increases  yearly  with 
the  growth  of  population.  When  such  a  Church  can  be  had,  it  should 
have  the  adjuncts  of  Rectorj'  and  Parish  House,  with  its  Guild,  Read- 
ing and  Lecture  Rooms.  Besides  meeting  the  needs  of  the  deaf  of 
Cleveland,  it  could  be  made  the  headquarters  of  itinerary  work 
throughout  the  Diocese.

(4.)  The  President  will  appoint  a  Conunittee  on  Credentials,  con- 
sisting of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Lajrmen,  to  receive,  examine  and 
report  upon  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  (Title  I.,  Canon  2).  In 
case  alternate  delegates  claim  the  right  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
the  fact  must  be  made  known  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  who 
shall  report  thereon ;  and  the  persons  reported  by  that  Committee 
as  entitled  to  seats  (not  exceeding  three  from  each  Parish),  whether 
regulars  or  alternates,  shall,  if  the  Convention  approve  such  report* 
be  entered  upon  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  as  properly  accredited  dele- 
gates. 

SECOND  DAY. 

(5.)  After  Divine  Service,  including  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the 
Order  of  Proceedings  shall  be  as  follows : 

(6.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  as 
the  same  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  and  adopted  by 
the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes, 
after  which  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  oiganized  for 
business. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  next  report  on  the  appli- 
cation (if  any)  of  new  Parishes  for  admission  to  the  Convention 
(Title  II.,  Canon  1,  §  4  of  the  Digest)  ;  and  when  received,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  call  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates representing  said  Parishes. 

(8.)  The  election  by  ballot  of  a  Secretary ,  who  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  an  Assistant. 

(9.)  Appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees: 

I.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  consisting  of  one 
Clergyman  and  one  Layman. 

II.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  seven  Laymen,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  assessment 
of  the  Parishes,  and  all  matters  of  a  financial  nature  not  spe- 
cifically referred  to  any  other  Committee. 

III.  A  committee  on  Canons,  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen 
and  two  Laymen,  to  whom  all  matters  pertaining  to  theCon' 
stitution  and  Canons,  and  all  matters  of  law,  shall  be  re- 
ferred. 

IV.  A  Committee  on  Missions,  to  consist  of  four  Clergymen 
and  four  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  reports  of  the 
Missionary  and  Education  Committees  of  the  Diocese,  and  all 
other  matters  pertaining  to  these  subjects. 

V.  A  Committee  on  the  next  Convention,  to  consist  of  two 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  representing  different  sections 
of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  all  propositions  respecting  the  place 
of  holding  the  next  Convention  shall  be  referred  without 
debate.

IT  which  the  I'lmident  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for 
■InMS, 
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Rule  III. — ^No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IV. — Whenever  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
•deKver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat, 
a.nd,  ^th  due  respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  Y. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  VI. — While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  dis- 
course. 

Rule  VII, — Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Convention ;  and,  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the 
name  of  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  VIII. — When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it, 
or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  IX.-— A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  X. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  un- 
qualified, shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XI. — No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House, 
unless  it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XII. — A  question  being  once. determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgmentof  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during 
the  same  session  ;  but,  a  question  being  decided,  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority'  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XIII. — All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIV. — The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XV. — All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
in  the  first  instance;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision* 
and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 
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Rule  XVI. — Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Bpiscopal  Chnrch  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  on  the  Journal,  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but 
without  the  right  of  taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XVII. — Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day*s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XVIII.— The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present. 

Rule  XIX.— The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in 
the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OP    THE    PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH    IN  THE 

DIOCESE   OF   OHIO. 

ARTICLE  1. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE  2. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  May,  in  each  year,  unless  othenyise  ordered  by 
a  previous  Convention.  But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail 
at  the  place  appointed,  or  other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously 
expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint  some  other  place,  and  send 
special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  Minister  and  Vestry  in  the  Dio- 
cese at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The  Bishop, 
with  such  Clei^gymen  and  Delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly 
assembled  in  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  provided  that 
in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop, 
such  Clergymen  and  Lay  Delegates  as  shall  duly  assemble  constitute 
a  quorum ;  but,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  be  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Diocese,  unless  he  shall  have  signified  his  desire  to  the 
contrary,  such  quorum  shall  adjourn  to  the  next  day,  when,  if  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall 

proceed. 

ARTICLE  3. 

Any  Parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in 
the  Convention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Church. 
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Rule  XVI.— Clei^gymen  of  the  Protestant  Bpiscopal  Chnrch  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  on  the  Journal,  on  reporting  themsdTes  to  the  Secretary,  but 
without  the  right  of  taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XVII. — Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  CouTention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XVIII. — The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present. 

Rule  XIX.— The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in 
the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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3rear.    3.    A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  hold  their  office 
five  years,  who  shall  be  a  body  corporate  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust, 
invest,  change  investment,  and  care  for  all  the  permanent  funds  of 
^he  Diocese.    4.    An  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  five  Presbyters,  for  the 
"trial  of  offences  and  the  settling  of  differences,  to  be  elected  for  the 
"term  of  three  years.     5.    A  Standing  Committee  of  three  Presbj-ters 
and  three  Lavmen,  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authoritv  if  the  Dio- 
cese  be  vacant  or  the  Bishop  unable  to  act,  to  be  elected  annually.  6. 
A  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  preservation  of  documents,  to  hold 
his  office  three  years,  and  until  a  successor  be  chosen.    All  the  afore- 
said officers  to  hold  their  offices  till  successors  are  chosen. 

ARTICl^E  8. 

The  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of  a 
Bishop,  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such  in  all  elections.  All 
elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  A  vote  by  orders  upon  the  decision  of  any  question  may  be 
called  for  by  five  members.  When  a  vote  by  orders  is  called  for,  the 
Delegates  of  each  congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only;  and 
a  concurrent  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  9. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual 
Convention,  or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at 
least  sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed ;  the  object  being  stated  by 
notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  every  Clergyman  and  Vestry  of  the  Diocese.  The  election 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows :  The  Clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for 
some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the 
Clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  Lay  Members,  who  shall  proceed  to 
vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  10. 

THE   CHANXELLOR. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
appoint  a  person  learned  in  the  law  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  to  ad- 
vise regarding  any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  diocesan  affairs,  and  to  be  entitled  ex-ofEcio  to  a  seat  and 
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vote  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions  :  and  to  continue  in  office  till  death, 
or  resignation,  or  revocation  of  appointment  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Chancellor,  if  he  be  a  clergyman,  must  be  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese ;  if  he  be  a  layman,  he  must  be  a  communicant  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  11. 

AMENDMENT  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : 
Every  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  who  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  their  recom- 
mendation, and  if  two-thirds  of  the  two  orders  voting  separately 
shall  then  approve  of  said  proposition,  either  in  its  original  form,  or 
in  the  form  recommended  by  said  Committee,  such  approval  shall  be 
authoritative,  and  the  Constitution  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory. 
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DIGEST  OF  THE  CANONS. 


TITLE  I. 

THE    DIOCESE. 


CANON  1. 

OF  THE  LIST  OF  MINISTERS. 

§  i.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the 
Ministers  canonicaUy  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of 
their  respective  cures,  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of 
the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated  in  which  they  are 
engaged ;  and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  or 
missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence 
only,  specifying,  at  the  same  time,  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons ; 
but  no  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a 
place  on  such  list ;  and  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention 
immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  and  the  names 
of  the  Clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be  ap- 
pended to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Convention. 

§  ii.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  be  omitted. 

CANON  2. 

OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention to  attend  the  same,  and  of  each  Parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention  to  send  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention, 
not  exceeding  three,  elected  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  male  com- 
municants of  the  Parish  to  be  represented ;  which  Delegates  shall  ex- 
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hibit  to  the  Convention  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Rector  or  Clergyman 
in  charge,  or  an  officer  of  the  Parish,  as  follows:   **This  is  to  certify 

that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of Parish,  held  on  the 

— day  of ,  18 — ,  A.  B.,  who  is  a  communicant  of  good  standing 

in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay  Delegate  to  represent  the  same 
in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio,  to  be    held  on  the  —  day  of ,  in  the  year   of  our 

Lord — ;  and  that  the  semiannual  dues  to  the  Convention  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  are  either  fully  paid,  or  application  has  been  made  for  relief 
in  accordance  with  the  Canon-." 

CANON  3. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  take  minutes  and  record 
all  proceedings  of  the  Convention;  to  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve 
its  records,  notify  the  Parishes  of  the  times  and  places  of  all  stated 
and  special  Conventions,  giving  thirty  days'  notice,  and  faithfully 
to  deliver  to-  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  belong- 
ing to  the  Convention  which  may  be  in  his  charge.  In  giving  notice 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  he  shall  send  a  form  of 
a  parochial  report,  and  of  a  certificate  by  which  the  appointment  of 
Lay  Delegates  is  to  be  certified.  If  the  Parish  be  vacant,  this  notice 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Senior  Warden. 

CANON  4. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

§  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  receive  and 
disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention 
of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  otherwise  be  regu- 
lated, and  semiannually  to  notify  the  Wardens  of  each  Parish  of 
the  amount  of  its  dues,  and  when  to  be  paid,  giving  twenty  days' 
notice.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention, 
and  examined  by  a  Committee  of  the  same.  In  case  of  a  vacancy, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

§  ii.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  ex-o/Hcio  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  Convention,  and  to  a  voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  financial 
questions.  He  shall  be  ex-ofHcio  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  of  the  Convention,  but  shall  have  no  vote  on  questions  aris- 
ing in  the  Committee.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty ;  the  cost  of  which  bond, 
in  some  reliable  guarantee  company,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese. 
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CANON  5. 

OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  gather  and  preserve  all  such 
journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  catalogues  and  other  documents  as 
may  be  useful  for  reference,  or  furnish  materials  for  the  history  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  Convention  may  from  time  to- 
time  prescribe. 

CANON  6. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

§  i.    A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  hold  their  office 
five  years,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  who,  in  addition  to* 
the  duties  specified  in  the  Constitution,  shall  have  the  care  of  funds,, 
such  as  those  derived  from  extinct  parishes,  those  for  Disabled  Clergy, 
a.nd  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  all  such  as  may  by  gift 
or  devise  for  any  special  purpose  become  the  property  of  the  Diocese. 
§  ii.    At  the  first  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  under  this* 
Qanon,  the  whole  number  shall  be  chosen ;  but  the  term  of  one  (to- 
Ije  designated  by  the  Board)  shall  expire  each  year,  so  that  every  year' 
after  the  first,  one  Trustee  shall  be  elected,  and  vacancies,  if  any, 
l>e  filled  for  unexpired  terms. 

§  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  not  only  to  care  for  the 
property  as  in  Article  7  of  the  Constitution,  but  to  take  all  legal 
steps  needed  to  establish  a  title  to  the  property  of  extinct  parishes ; 
to  give  such  bonds  as  the  Convention  may  require,  and  every  year 
to  make  to  the  Convention  a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  their 
trusts. 

§  iv.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office^ 
He  shall  g^ve  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  duty.  The  cost  of  which  bond,  in  some  reliable  guar- 
antee company,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese.  Said  Treasurer  shall  ex- 
officiohe  entitled  to  a  seat  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  to  a  voice 
in  the  discussion  of  all  financial  questions,  and  he  shall  be  ex- officio  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Convention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  appoint  a  Secretary,  who,  if  not  ai 
member  of  the  Board,  shall  have  a  seat,  but  not  a  vote,  at  its  meet- 
ings. 

§  V.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  preside  in  the  meetings  of  the

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Board ;  but  in  his  absence  the  Board  shall  provide  its  convener  and 

presiding  officer. 

CANON  7. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  officers  of  the  Standing  Committee  required  by  Title  III., 
Canon  2,  Section  i.,  of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention,  shall 
.  be  appointed  at  their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee, 
the  whole  being  summoned,  provided  one  be  a  Presbjrtcr,  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  when  convened  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ;  to  preserve  the  originals 
of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to  the  Committee ;  to  attest  their 
acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which  in 
virtue  of  his  office  have  been  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the 
Committee,  and  all  other  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the 
Church,  shall  be  subject  to  examination  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  the 
Convention.  A  report  of  the  acts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  made 
annually  to  the  Convention.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee 
shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining  members. 

CANON  8. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

?  i.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  nextpre- 
<ceding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  the  con- 
current ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members,  four  Clergymen  and 
four  Laymen,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. It  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Lraymen,  as  Provisional  Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  which  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective stations  until  successors  are  apix>inted,  and  shall  be  Deputies, 
or  Provisional  Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may  be 
held  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

§  ii.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the  Dio- 
cese, death,  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional  Deputies, 
between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by 
any  Convention,  during  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

§  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  per- 
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form  its  duties ;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from 
the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  in- 
sure, as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.  And 
the  Bishop  shall,  in  like  manner,  designate  from  the  same  list  of  Pro- 
Tisional  Deputies,  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  any  de- 
ficiency in  the  representation  of^this  Diocese  which  may  in  any  way 
occur.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the  Bishop,  being 
furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  power  and  au- 
thority of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

I  iv.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon 
shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  9. 

OF  THE   DIOCESAN  FUND. 

$  i.  At  each  Annual  Convention  an  assessment  shall  be  made  upon 
the  several  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  according 
to  the  several  abilities  of  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  of  an 
amount  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  Con- 
vention, embracing  the  salaries  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and  all  contingent  expenses. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish,  and  the 
Committee  of  each  Mission  Station,  to  provide  for  the  collection  and 
payment  of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Convention,  as 
aforesaid ;  and  they  shall  transmit  the  same  in  semi-annual  install- 
ments to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

$  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  corporation  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  and  each  Organized  Mission,  to  rendef,  at  such  time  and 
in  such  manner  as  the  same  may  be  required  by  the  Convention,  or 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  the  real 
estate  and  other  property  owned  or  held  by  said  Parish,  or  Organized 
Mission,  with  its  fairly  estimated  value,  and  also  the  statement  of 
any  liens  or  encumbrances  on  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the 
amount  of  interest  paid  in  consequence  of  such  lien  or  encumbrance. 
And  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Parish,  or  Organized  Mis- 
sion, faithfully  and  trulj'  to  declare  the  full  amount  of  the  current 
expenditure  of  the  Parish,  or  Organized  Mission,  and  of  all  money 
expended  for  the  same,  in  any  way  accruing,  including  salaries  and 
all  other  expenses. 

§  iv.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  Committee  to  consider  and  ad^^se 
regarding  the  Finances  of  the  Diocese. 
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1.  It  shall  consist  of  six  laymen,  and  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Bishop. 

2.  One  of  its  number  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee ;  another,  of  the  Missionary  Committee ;  and  another,  of  the 
Committee  on  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

3.  It  shall  hold  four  regular  meetings:  the  first  within  thirty  days 
of  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention;  and  the  last,  one  month 
prior  to  the  next  regular  Convention,  at  which  meeting  a  statement 
shall  be  prepared,  setting  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese 
and  estimates  for  the  ensuing  3'ear,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to 
each  Rector  and  Senior  Warden  in  the  Diocese,  The  Committee  on 
Finance  are  hereby  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  base 
their  assessments  on  some  fixed  and  uniform  plan ;  and  the  assess- 
ments shall  be  payable,  one-half  August  1st,  and  the  other  half 
February  1st. 

§  V.  All  applications  for  modification  or  remission  of  arrearages  to 
the  Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  in  writing,  directed  "To  the  Finance 
Committee,"  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  collec- 
tions taken  in  the  aggrieved  Parish  during  the  preceding  year  for 
Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  results,  with  the  grounds  upon  which 
relief  is  asked,  and  the  reasons  for  the  failure  to  make  the  regular 
collections,  in  case  they  have  been  omitted. 

§  vi.  The  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese  shaU  include: — 1,  The 
traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 
2.  The  postages,  stationery  and  printing  of  the  Bishop.  3.  The 
quota  assessed  on  the  churches  in  the  Diocese  by  the  General  Con- 
vention for  contingent  expenses.  4.  Publishing  the  Journals  of  the 
Convention,  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Convention.  5.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary.  6.  The  travehng 
expenses  of  the  Clerical  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention.  7. 
The. traveling  expenses  of  Presbyters  attending  Ecclesiastical  trials. 
8.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Examining  Chaplains. 


TITLE  II. 

THE  PARISH. 


CANON  I. 

OF   NEW   PARISHES. 

§  i.    In  order  to  the  formation  of  a  new^  Parish,  the  written  consent 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authoritv  of  the  Diocei«e  must  first  be  obtained. 
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Should  such  consent  be  refused,  an  application  for  permission  to  form 
such  Parish  mav  be  made  to  the  next  Convention. 

i  ii.  For  the  organization  of  a  Parish,  the  following  Article  of  As- 
sociation must  be  signed  by  at  least  twenty  persons  who  intend  to  be 
supporters  of  the  Parish :  "We,  the  undersigned,  do  associate  our- 
selves together  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  worship  of  God 
and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  according  to  the  doctrine,  discipline 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 

«nder  the  name  of  the  Parish  of Church,  in  the  town  of ,  and 

county  of ,  and  State  of  Ohio ;  and  do  promise  conformity  to  the 

Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  and  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio.'* 

§  iii.  After  twenty  persons  shall  have  signed  the  Article  of  Associa- 
tion, a  meeting  of  the  same  may  be  called  on  ten  daj's'  notice.  At 
this  meeting  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected,  a  name  of  the 
Parish  adopted,  and  such  other  steps  taken  as  are  necessarj'  to  the 
incorporation  of  the  Parish  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  min- 
utes of  the  meeting  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Vestry  and  Parish  meetings,  in  which  shall 
be  recorded  the  Article  of  Association. 

§  iv.  A  certified  copy  of  the  Article  of  Association,  and  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  meeting  for  organizing  the  Parish,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Bishop  without  delay,  together  with  notice  that  the  Parish  will  ap- 
ply for  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention.  At  a  subsequent 
Convention  this  application  shall  be  made,  and  for  this  purpose  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  aforesaid  papers  shall  be  presented. 

§v.  Any  Parish  in  this  Diocese  which  shall  deem  its  right  en- 
croached upon,  or  its  prosperity  or  usefulness  endangered  by  the 
proposed  location  in  its  vicinity  of  a  Church  or  Chapel  of  another 
Parish,  may  present  the  matter  of  the  threatened  intrusion  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  ask  his  fatherly  interposition  in  its  behalf. 
In  such  case  the  Bishop  may  call  for,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place 
of  a  conference  of  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  interest.  Biit,  if 
such  conference,  with  the  godly  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shall  not  result 
in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  difference  between  the  parties 
thereto,  the  Bishop,  or  either  party  in  the  conflict,  may  lay  the  mat- 
ter at  issue  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the 
decision  of  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop,  shall  be  final. 

CANON  2. 
i  i.    In  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  annually,  on  Easter  Monday, 
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at  an  hour  of  which  public  notice  shall  have  been  given,  after  prayer, 
there  shall  be  a  Parish  Meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Vestry  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  until  successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be 
designated  on  the  ballots  as  Wardens— one  as  Senior  Warden,  the 
other  as  Junior  Warden.  The  Rector  of  the  Pariah,  if  present,  shall 
preside  at  Parish  Meetings.  In  his  absence,  the  order  of  priority  i[it 
the  presiding  oflicer  shall  be,  ex-oSdo : 

1.  The  Senior  Warden. 

2.  The  Junior  Warden. 

3.  The  Secretarv  of  the  Vestrr. 

Should  none  of  the  foregoing  officers  be  present,  the  Parish  Meeting 
may  elect  any  one  of  its  members  to  preside. 

§  ii.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest  the  public 
acts  of  the  Vestry,  preacrve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Parish,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  perform  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor 
all  books  and  documents  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Parish. 

Im.  A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected,  to  receive,  disburse  and  ac' 
count  for  the  funds  of  the  Parish. 

{ iv.  In  electing  a  Vestry  no  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  unless, 
at  the  time  of  such  voting,  they  are  adherents  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  have, 
at  least  for  six  months  preceding  said  election,  rented  a  pew  or  por- 
tion  of  a  pew,  or  by  subscription  or  otherwise  have  contributed 
regularly  for  the  same  space  of  time  to  the  support  of  the  Parish, 
nor  shall  any  persons  vote  in  a  Parish  of  which  they  are  not  bona 
ade  members. 

§  V.  To  be  eligible  as  Vestryman,  one  must  be  a  layman,  and  to  be 
a  Warden  one  must  be  a  communicant. 

§  vi.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect 
and  call  a  minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  provide  for 
pa^nng  all  lawful  assessments  on  the  Parish,  to  keep  order  in  the 
church  during  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to 
act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen, 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood,  always,  that 
the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction 
of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 
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§  vii.  The  order  of  priority  for  the  presiding  oflBcer  at  Vestry  Meet- 
ings shall  be  the  same  as  is  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  Canon. 

§  viii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  especially,  to  provide 
the  elements  for  the  Lord*s  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  admin- 
istration of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  and,  while  the  Church  is  destitute 
of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and 
the  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  services, 
or  by  lay-reading,  as  the  circumstances  may  permit.  Meetings  of 
the  Vestry  may  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Senior  Warden;  and  the  Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden, 
shall  call  meetings  at  the  reqtiest  of  two  members. 

§  viii.-  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Vestry  during  the  year  may  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members.  If  the  Vestry  should  become  ex- 
tinct or  incapacitated  for  action  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  its 
members,  the  Bishop  may  call  a  special  Parish  Meeting  (giviifg  due 
notice  thereof)  to  elect  a  Vestry  to  serve  till  the  Easter-Monday  next 
following;  and,  if  the  Parish  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  assemble  and 
elect  a  Vestry  as  herein  provided,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  three  Trustees  to 
take  charge  of  the  property  of  the  Parish,  and  to  exercise  all  the 
rights  and  functions  of  a  Vestry,  until  the  Parish  shall  electa  Vestry 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon . 

§  ix.  Parishes  incorporated  "by  special  act  are  excepted  from  any 
parts  of  this  Canon  interfering  with  said  act  of  incorporation. 

CANON  3. 

OF  VACANT  PARISHES. 

On  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish,  or  the  occurrence  of  a  va- 
cancy in  any  existing  Parish,  the  Committee  or  Vestry  shall  give  im- 
mediate notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  which,  after 
three  months,  if  divine  service  be  not  maintained,  may  take  meas- 
ures, upon  consulting  with  the  Missionary  Committee  and  the  Vestry 
of  the  Parish,  to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  latter. 

CANON  4. 

OF  EXTINCT  PARISHES. 

§  i.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  a  Parish  has  failed  in 
the  purposes  of  its  organization,  he  may  report  the  case  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

§  ii.    Whenever  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  think  it  ad- 
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visable  to  call  upon  the  Convention  to  declare  any  Parish  extinct, 
before  a  vote  is  taken,  the  question,  with  all  the  evidence  tending  to 
prove  and  disprove  the  existence  of  the  facts  upon  which  such  declar- 
ation, under  the  law,  must  be  founded,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
anittee  on  Canons,  and  a  report  made  by  that  Committee,  on  a  day 
subsequent  to  the  day  of  reference,  recommending  what  action  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  taken  by  the  Convention,  accom- 
panied by  a  written  or  oral  statement  of  the  evidence  placed  before 
the  Committee.  And  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in 
"favor  of  declaring  the  Parish  or  Parishes  named  in  the  report  extinct, 
such  Parish  or  Parishes  shall  become  and  be  extinct,  and  title  to  all 
the  property  thereof  shall  at  once  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  5. 

V 

OF  PAROCHIAL  REGISTERS  AND  REPORTS. 

§  i.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him, 
^r  in  his  Parish  by  any  other  minister  of  this  Church;  specifying  the 
names,  places  and  times  of  birth  of  the  persons  baptized,  together 
with  the  names  of  parents  and  sponsors  or  witnesses ;  the  names  of 
those  confirmed,  and  b3'  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties  married, 
And  of  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  of  such  rite,  respectivefy. 
This  register  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  which  he  serves, 
which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

8  ii.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each 
Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his 
cure,  specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of 
the  Church  under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  removal  fi-om  the  com- 
munion of  some  other  Church,  or  otherwise. 

§  iii.  Every  minister  of  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of 
every  Annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
.condition  of  the  Parish,  according  to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authorit3'  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  parochial 
vear  ending  on  the  previous  Easter- Mondaj'. 
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TITLE  III. 


THE  WORK. 


CANON  I. 

OF  OBLIGATION  TO  WORK. 

§  i.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionar\^  institution , 
and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to 
the  support  of  the  missionary  work,  and  the  education  of  j'oung 
men  for  the  ministry  being  absolutely'  necessary  to  the  furtherance 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every 
member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as 
involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recom- 
mended to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  and  other  religious  and  charitable 
purposes,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic 
direction;  1.  Cor.  xvi.,  1. 

CANON  2. 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

§  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention  a  committee  to  be  called  the  Missionarv  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  one  Clergj^man  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Convocational  district,  and  one  Clergyman  and  two 
Laymen  from  the  Diocese  at  large,  to  whom,  together  with  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and 
the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one.  who  are  ex  officio  members  of 
the  Committee,  shall  be  entrusted  the  general  care  and  management 
of  the  missionary  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

§  ii.  In  the  election  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  nomination 
of  representatives  of  a  Convocation,  if  any  be  made,  shall  have  pre- 
cedence of  all  other  nominations. 

§  iii.  This  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  appointment 
of  Mission  Stations  and  Missionaries ;  but  no  Mission  Station  nor 
Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  given  in  writing. 

§  iv.  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place 
and  on  the  ^y  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention ;  and  at 
such  other  time  and  place  as  the  President  may  appoint,  or  as  maj' 
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visable  to  call  upon  the  Convention  to  declare  any  Parish  extinct, 
before  a  vote  is  taken,  the  question,  with  all  the  evidence  tending  to 
prove  and  disprove  the  existence  of  the  facts  npon  which  such  declar- 
Ation,  under  the  law,  must  be  founded,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
anittee  on  Canons,  and  a  report  made  by  that  Committee,  on  a  day 
subsequent  to  the  day  of  reference,  recommending  what  action  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  taken  by  the  Convention,  accom- 
panied by  a  written  or  oral  statement  of  the  evidence  placed  before 
the  Committee.  And  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in 
"favor  of  declaring  the  Parish  or  Parishes  named  in  the  report  extinct, 
such  Parish  or  Parishes  shall  become  and  be  extinct,  and  title  to  all 
the  property  thereof  shall  at  once  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  5. 

V 

OF  PAROCHIAL  REGISTERS  AND  REPORTS. 

§  i.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him, 
or  in  his  Parish  by  any  other  minister  of  this  Church ;  specifying  the 
names,  places  and  times  of  birth  of  the  persons  baptized,  together 
with  the  names  of  parents  and  sponsors  or  witnesses ;  the  names  of 
those  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties  married, 
And  of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  such  rite,  respective!  j". 
This  register  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestrj'  of  the  Church  which  he  ser\'es, 
which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

§  ii.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each 
Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  thecommitnicants  and  of  families  within  his 
cure,  specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of 
the  Church  under  his  charge,  and  whether  b^-  removal  from  the  com- 
munion of  some  other  Church,  or  otherwise. 

§  iii.  Every  minister  of  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of 
every  Annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
.condition  of  the  Parish,  according  to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  AutlioritN'  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  parochial 
vcar  ending  on  the  previous  Easter- Monday-. 
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€]iflcipline,  liturgy,  rites  and  usages.  We  put  ourselves  under  your 
<:harge,  and  will  reverently  obey  your  authority.  We  promise  con* 
ibrmity  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  its  Con- 
vention. In  accordance  with  these  obligations  and  rules,  we  now 
ask  the  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Mission,  under  the  name 
of r 

§  iii.  Any  property  of  a  Mission  Station  may  be  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  until  the  Station  shall  be  duly  in- 
corporated as  a  Parish,  and  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention, 
when  the  said  property  shall  be  transferred  to  the  parish  corpora- 
tion. 

§  iv.  An  Organized  Parish  may,  under  such  provisions  as  the  Mis- 
sionary Committee  shall  determine,  receive  a  Missionary  appointed 
by  the  said  Committee.  A  Parish  may  place  one  or  more  of  its  paro- 
chial missions  under  the  care  of  the  Missionarv  Committee  with  the 
consent  of  the  Committee. 

§  v.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Mission  Station,  and  of  every 
Organized  Parish  which  is  aided  by  the  Missionary  Committee,  to 
pledge  and  to  pay  an  annual  sum,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee^ 
into  its  treasury  in  quarterly  payments. 

§  vi.  At  every  Missionary  Station,  on  Easter-Monday,  there  shall 
be  held  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Station,  who  shall  appoint 
a  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  said  Convention,  the  certificate  of  whose  election  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

CANON  4. 

OF  CONVOCATIONS. 

§  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop  into  Con  vocational 
districts,  not  more  than  five  in  number ;  and  the  Clergy  within  the 
several  districts,  with  Laymen  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Rectors  and  Missionaries  from  their  Parishes  or  Mission  Stations, 
shall  meet  quarterly,  at  such  time  and  place  as  each  Convocation 
may  determine,  and  also  at  other  times  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

§  ii.  The  officers  of  Convocation  shall  be  Dean,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. Each  Convocation  shall  elect  its  own  Dean,  who  shall  be  qual- 
ified for  office  when  his  appointment  is  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

§  iii.  The  Dean  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
suf)erintend  so  much  of  the  work  of  Convocation  as  the  Bishop 
may  commit  to  his  charge.

§  i V.  The  objects  of  Convocation  shall  be  three-fold :  1st.  It  shall 
be  recognized  as  a  centre  of  spiritual  life,  and  its  sessions  shall  be 
specially  characterized  by  services  for  public  worship  and  religious 
conferences.  2d.  To  devise  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Church 
within  the  limits  of  the  Convocation.  3d.  To  accumulate  and  ap- 
propriate funds  for  the  erection  of  churches  and  rectories,  and  for  the 
distribution  of  Bibles,  Praver-books  and  tracts. 

§  V.  Each  Convocation  shall  be  authorized  to  nominate  one  Clergy- 
man and  one  Layman  to  the  Convention,  fi*om  within  its  district,  to 
be  balloted  for  as  members  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

§  vi.  Each  Convocation  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  doings 
to  the  Bishop,  through  its  Secretary,  to  be  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion. 

§  vii.  The  offerings  at  meetings  of  Convocation  shall  be  at  its  dis- 
posal for  furthering  the  work  contemplated  by  Section  iv.  of  this 
Canon ;  and  the  amount  shall  be  reported  and  credited  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Missionary'  Fund. 

CANON  5. 

OF  THE  EDUCATION   COMMITTEE. 

§  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  and  Assistant 
Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  of  the  Diocese,  ex  ofScio ;  and  four  other 
Members,  two  Clerical  and  two  Lay,  who  shall  be  called  the  Educa- 
tion Committee,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and 
regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  collection  and  appropriation  of  funds 
therefor,  and  all  other  business  belonging  thereto;  which  Com- 
mittee shall  be  authorized  to  act  with  any  similar  Committee,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Convention  of  any  other  Diocese  in  Ohio,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Joint  Committee  shall  enact,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  Canon. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the  Education  cause 
to  designate  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall 
be  applied :  otherwise  all  contributions  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee. 

§  iii.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  report  of  the 
transactions  of  the  j^ear  shall  be  submitted,  which  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Convention,  and  printed  in  the  Journal  in  whole  or  in  part. 

CANON  6. 

OF    LAV-READERS. 

No  one  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay- 
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reader  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  case  of  particular  emergency,  -with- 
out a  written  license  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  Lay-readers  shall  in 
all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Section  ii..  Canon  3,  Title  I., 
of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention. 


TITLE  IV. 

DISCIPLINE. 


CANON   1. 

OF  A  TRIAL  OF  PRESBYTER  OR  DEACON. 

§  i.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
thought  to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  for  which,  according  to 
Title  II.,  Canon  2,  §§  i.,  ii.,  of  the  Digest  of  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  shall  be  made  in 
writing  with  the  name  of  everyone  engaged  in  the  application  sub- 
scribed, to  the  Standing  Committee,  and,  if  it  appear  to  them  that 
the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand  a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  pre- 
sent the  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly;  the  presentment 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  specifying,  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the 
offense  or  offenses,  .with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circi|mstances ; 
and  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  may.  for  himself,  request  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which 
case  it  shall  be  instituted,  and  shall  proceed  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Canon. 

§  ii.  There  shall  be  elected  triennially,  by  ballot,  by  the  Convention, 
from  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats,  not  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  five,  who  shall  be  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  Presbyters  or 
Deacons.  No  ballot  shall  have  more  than  three  names  thereon,  and 
the  five  having  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Court.  Va- 
cancies may  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Committee,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  next  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present. 

§  iii.  Said  members  of  said  Court,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for 
each  and  every  trial  or  case  that  may  be  brought  before  them,  ap- 
point some  person  learned  in  the  law,  and  who  is  a  communicant  of 
this  Church  and  a  citizen  of  Ohio,  their  legal  adviser,  who  shall  sit 
with  them  on  any  such  trial  or  case,  and  shall  advise  said  Court  upon 
all  questions  of  law,  both  civil  and  ecclesiastical,,  and  as  to  all  rules. 
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and  forms  of  procedure ;  may  preside  at  the  request  of  the  Court,  or 
the  Court  may  at  its  option  elect  one  of  its  members  President 
thereof;  and  before  entering  upon  the  trial  of  any  minister  who  shall 
have  been  duly  presented  for  trial  under  this  Canon,  or  pending  any 
such  trial,  and  with  the  approval,  in  all  cases,  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  said  Court  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  as  a 
Court  of  conciliation,  to  adjust  and  dispose  of  the  matter  so  pre- 
sented, amicably,  and  without  any  public  trial,  in  case,  in  their  judg- 
ment, it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  such  amicable  adjustment,  a 
certificate  thereof,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Court,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

§  iv.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court,  with  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  shall  be  sen-ed,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ;  and  also  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by 
their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom  they  may  appoint  for 
the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case,  and  present  such  oral  or  docu- 
mentary evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be 
able  to  obtain. 

§  V.  If,  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court,  the  whole 
number  be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
^ime;  and  if  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not 
fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority  shall  decide 
all  questions;  but  a  majority  of  the  whole  Court  shall  be  required  to 
render  final  judgment. 

§  vi.  If  a  Clergyman  shall,  before  the  Court  meets,  confess  the  truth 
of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  pass  sentence ;  otherwise  he  shall  be  considered  as  pleading 
not  guilty. 

§  vii.  In  case  a  Clergyman  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court 
may  proceed  as  if  he  were  present ;  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn 
till  another  day.  And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Court,  after  due  presentment  and  notification,  and 
no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentetfce  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly ;  but 
the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if,  within  three  calendar 
months,  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  read^',  and  accordingly  ap- 
pear and  receive  his  trial ;  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the 
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Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  s)iall  proceed, 
if  he  think  proper,  to  pronounce  sentence  of  degratlation  from  the 
Ministry. 

§  viii.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Court  shall  choose  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  from  their  own  number,  or  otherwise,  as  they  deter- 
mine; and  before  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare 
the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted  ;  provided,  however, 
that  both  parties  may  employ  and  be  represented  in  such  trial  by 
counsel,  not  exceeding  two  for  each^  who  shall  be  communicants  of 
this  Church,  and  citizens  of  Ohio. 

§  ix.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evi- 
dence as  may  be  produced ;  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing by  the  Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and 
some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the 
desire  of  cither  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

§  X.  Any  Presbyter  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or 
neglect  to  act  as  Trier  or  Church  Advocate,  or  any  clerical  or  lay 
communicant  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neglect 
to  testify  as  a  witness,  when  duly  appointed  or  summoned,  under 
the  Canon,  shall  be  regarded  and  may  be  dealt  with  as  any  other, 
violator  of  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

§  xi.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting 
forth,  satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured 
upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman 
to  act  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness ;  and 
the  party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  least 
five  days*  notice  ot  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony ;  or 
such  longer  notice  as  the  Bishop  may,  in  writing,  direct.  And  both 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness  and  the  questions  and 
answers  shall  all  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness, 
and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  received  by  them  as  evi- 
dence. A  witness  examined  before  such  Commissioner  may  be  sworn 
or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

§  xii.  The  Court,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare,  in  a 
writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respect- 
ively; which  decision,   together  with  the  evidence  and  an  attested 
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and  forms  of  procedure ;  may  preside  at  the  request  of  the  Court,  or 
the  Court  may  at  its  option  elect  one  of  its  members  President 
thereof;  and  before  entering  upon  the  trial  of  any  minister  who  shall 
have  been  duly  presented  for  trial  under  this  Canon,  or  pending  any 
such  trial,  and  with  the  approval,  in  all  cases,  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  said  Court  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  as  a 
Court  of  conciliation,  to  adjust  and  dispose  of  the  matter  so  pre- 
sented, amicabh',  and  without  any  public  trial,  in  case,  in  their  judg- 
ment, it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  such  amicable  adjustment,  a 
certificate  thereof,  signed  bj--  the  President  of  the  Court,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

§  iv.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court,  with  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  shall  be  served,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused  ;  and  also  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by 
their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom  they  may  appoint  for 
the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case,  and  present  such  oral  or  docu- 
mentary evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be 
able  to  obtain. 

§  V.  If,  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court,  the  whole 
number  be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
^tme;  and  if  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not 
fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority  shall  decide 
all  questions;  but  a  majority  of  the  whole  Court  shall  be  required  to 
render  final  judgment. 

§  vi.  If  a  Clergyman  shall,  before  the  Court  meets,  confess  the  truth 
of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  pass  sentence ;  otherwise  he  shall  be  considered  as  pleading 
not  guilty. 

§  vii.  In  case  a  Clergyman  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court 
may  proceed  as  if  he  were  present ;  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn 
till  another  day.  And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Court,  after  due  presentment  and  notification,  and 
no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  senterfce  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly ;  but 
the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if,  within  three  calendar 
months,  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  ap" 
pear  and  receive  his  trial ;  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the 
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Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  shall  proceed, 
if  he  think  proper,  to  pronounce  sentence  of  degratlation  from  the 
Ministry. 

§  viii.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Court  shall  choose  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  from  their  own  number,  or  otherwise,  as  they  deter- 
mine; and  before  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare 
the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted ;  provided,  however, 
that  both  parties  may  employ  and  be  represented  in  such  trial  by 
counsel,  not  exceeding  two  for  each,  who  shall  be  communicants  of 
this  Church,  and  citizens  of  Ohio. 

§  ix.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evi- 
dence as  may  be  produced;  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing by  the  Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and 
some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the 
desire  of  cither  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

§  X.  Any  Presbyter  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or 
neglect  to  act  as  Trier  or  Church  Advocate,  or  any  clerical  or  lay 
communicant  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neglect 
to  testify  as  a  witness,  when  duly  appointed  or  summoned,  under 
the  Canon,  shall  be  regarded  and  may  be  dealt  with  as  any  other, 
violator  of  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

§  xi.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting 
forth,  satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured 
upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman 
to  act  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness;  and 
the  party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  least 
^ve  days'  notice  ol  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony ;  or 
such  longer  notice  as  the  Bishop  may,  in  writing,  direct.  And  both 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness  and  the  questions  and 
answers  shall  all  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness, 
and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  received  by  them  as  evi- 
dence. A  witness  examined  before  such  Commissioner  may  be  sworn 
or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

§  xii.  The  Court,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare,  in  a 
writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty'  of  such  charges,  respect- 
ively; which  decision,   together  with  the  evidrtice  and  an  attested 
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record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  lie  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  accom- 
panied with  an  opinion  of  the  Court  as  to  what  sentence  should  lie 
pronounced ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as 
shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proj^er ;  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed 
in  severity  thcsentencerecommended  by  the  Court,  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  require  it,  may 
grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused  :  in  which  case  the  proceedings  shall* 
be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

§  xiii.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity- 
or  affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop 
to  express  his  judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Court,  to  which  judg- 
ment the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or 
granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese  be  vacant,  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Comraitte  shall  request  the  services  of  such  Bishop 
as  they  may  find  most  convenient,  for  the  performance  of  all  such 
acts  as  are,  by  this  Canon,  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

CANON  2. 

OF  CONTROVERSIES  BETWEEN  MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  PARISHES. 

All  differences  between  ministers  and  their  congregations  shall  be 
determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  4,  Title  II.,  of  the 
General  Convention. 

CANON  3. 

OF  THE  LAITY. 

§  i.  Any  communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  from  the  commun- 
ion for  one  year,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Rector,  may 
lie  suspended  from  the  communion,  and  due  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  person  so  suspended  and  to  the  Bishop.  But  if  a  person  be 
repelled  under  the  rubric  in  the  communion  oflice,  the  minister  shall 
notify  him  and  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  stating  the  cause  and 
the  evidence. 

§  ii.  When  a  i)erson  so  repelled  shall  appeal  under  Title  II., 
Canon  12,  Section  xi.,  of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention,  the 
Bishop  may  examine  the  case  himself,  or  appoint  a  Commission,  as 
he  may  deem  best,  to  examine  the  case  and  report  to  him.  His 
decision  shall  l^e  final. 

§  iii.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  Eccle- 
siastical censure,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or,  in  case  there  be 
no  minister,  to  the  senior,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  junior  warden, 
for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  minister  or  warden  to 
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giYC  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  good  standing  as  a  communicant. 
And  no  communicant  of  one  Parish  shall  be  admitted  to  record  as  a 
communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satisfactory  testi- 
monials of  being  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minister 
of  the  Parish  with  which  he  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in  case 
such  minister  or  warden  shall,  in  consequence  of  the  applicant 
being  tmder  censure,  refuse  to  give  such  certificate,  he  shall  give  to 
the  applicant  the  reasons  for  his  refusal  in  writing. 

CANON  4. 

OF  THE  SUSPENSION  OF  A  PARISH. 

§  i.  Among  the  causes  for  which  a  Parish  may  be  dealt  with  under 
Article  3  of  the  Constitution  are  the  following: 

1.  Emplo3ring  a  Clergyman  under  Ecclesiastical  censure  or  process. 

2.  Permitting  a  church  edifice  to  be  used  for  purposes  incompatible 
vrith  its  consecration. 

3.  A  failure  to  pay  reasonable  assessments. 

4.  Failure  to  report  its  true  financial  condition  when  called  for, 
and 

5.  Any  persistent  course  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine,  discipline 
or  worship  of  this  Church. 

§  ii.  No  Parish  shall  have  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly 
dissolved  under  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  until  the  alleged 
delinquency  shall  have  been  carefully  investigated  by  a  Committee  of 
Laymen,  after  due  notice  to  the  Parish.  The  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  upon  the  report  of  such  Committee. 

CANON  5. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  IN  THE  CANONS. 

§  i.  No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting, 
and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof  given  in  open  Convention  ;  nor 
(unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on 
by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen.  Nor 
shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Con- 
vention, if  two-thirds  of  the  members  shall  not  concur  therein. 

§  ii.  Every  proposition  to  amend  a  Canon  shall  contain  the  section 
or  sections  amended  entire,  and  the  amended  section  or  Canon  shall 
be  repealed. 

§  iii.    All  Canons  or  parts  of  Canons  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing 
Digest  are  hereby  repealed. 
13 
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OP  MARRIAGE  AND  DIVORCE. 

No  minister  of  this  Church  shall  solemnize  marriage  in  any  case 
where  there  is  a  divorced  wife  or  husband  of  either  party  still  living, 
but  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent  party  in  a 
divorce  for  the  cause  of  adultery,  or  to  parties  once  divorced  seeking 
to  be  united  again. — Canon  13,  Title  IT.,  Digest  of  Canons  of  General 
Convention.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese 
OF  Ohio  : 

I  come  to  you  at  this,  our  Annual  Council,  and  in  this  Cathe- 
dral Church,  with  the  salutation  of  Peace,  and  the  Blessing  of 
Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost. 

I  thank  God  for  the  mercies  of  the  year  just  closed,  and  filled 
with  glad  encouragement  for  the  signs  of  spiritual  and  mate- 
rial advancement  vouchsafed,  would  look  forward  to  the  future, 
anticipating  our  Lord's  gracious  fulfillment  of  His  promises  of 
xiid  and  near  presence.    The  work  in  the  Diocese  has  been  vig- 
orously ])U8hcd  by  the  clergy  and  people,  and  I  feel  the  pulse  of 
more  action  and  determined  life  in  all  sections.    Our  parishes 
arc  alive,  and  in  several  places  the  depressed  and  discouraged 
Htations  are  reviving.    The  clergy  have  been  loyal  and  helpful, 
tlu*  several  Boards  of  work  have  been  busy  and  strengthen- 
ing, and  the  outlook  is  certainly  something  for  which  to  be 
grateful.   I  should  ])resentto  you  my  journal  of  actsand  offices 
in   this  Annual  Address,  but  it  is  published  each   month  in 
Ciit'KCii  LiFK,  which  I  made  my  Organ  of  communication  with 
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the  Diocese  nearly  three  years  ago.  A  summary  of  Episcopal 
work  and  of  statistics  is  herewith  offered,  and  the  facts  em- 
bodied are  certainly  interesting  and  suggestive.

Two  months  of  illness  and  indisposition  in  the  winter  were 
a  great  loss  to  me,  and  have  crowded  my  labors  into  space 
thus  unfortunately  limited.  My  official  journal  gives  these 
additional  facts  of  services  rendered  and  duties  performed. 

I  have  preached  and  delivered,  since  the  last  Convention,  298 
sermons,  lectures  and  addresses;  Celebrated  Holy  Communion 
76  times ;  Confirmed  949  candidates  at  84  visitations ;  Bap- 
tized 33 ;  Buried  9  persons  ;  Married  4  couples  \  Blessed  7 
Churches  and  ecclesiastical  edifices  ;  Consecrated  3  churches  ; 
Laid  the  comer  stones  of  2  religious  buildings ;  Ordained  2 
deacons;  Ordained  4  priests;  Deposed  1  priest;  Dismissed  8 
clergymen ;  and  Received  10  clergymen  into  the  Diocese. 

As  I  prepare  this  annual  address,  so  many  important  matters 
arise  that  deserve  attention,!  am  almost  bewildered.  I  would 
desire  to  dwell  upon  our  hopeful  and  strongly  reviving  work 
at  Kenyon  College,  and  the  affiliated  and  admirable  schools;  of 
our  noble  Divinit}' Seminary,  Bexley  Hall,  on  the  same  Founda- 
tion, with  its  needs  of  financial  aid;  of  our  grand  Sunday- 
school  work  throughout  the  Diocese — the  hope  of  the  Church's 
near  future ;  of  the  fidelitv  and  usefulness  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary;  of  the  valued  labors  of  our  Chapters  of  S.  An- 
drew's Brotherhood ;  of  the  great  need  for  vigorous  develop- 
ment of  the  Girl's  Friendly  society,  in  those  parishes  where 
factories  and  shops  are  employing  young  women  ;  and  of  the 
eflfective  strength  that  we  are  feeling  through  the  agency  of  the 
Church  Building  Fund  of  our  Diocese.  But  time  and  space  will 
not  permit  anything  more  than  this  mere  suggestion  of  hope- 
ful possibilities.  Only  let  me  pledge  you  one  and  all  to  hearty 
and  loving  support  in  these  holy  ventures  for  Christ. 

NECROLOGY. 

Death  has  been  busy  during  the  past  year.    When  is  he  with- 
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out  occupation  in  our  midst  ?    Of  our  Bishops,  the  late  Rt. 
Rev.  Dr.  Galleher  of  Louisiana  stood  conspicuous  among  his 
brethren,  for  a  strong,  sound  scholarship,  a  ripe  culture,  and  a 
pure  intellectuality.  He  was  a  devout  man,  a  sure  and  thought- 
ful writer,  and  a  patient  toiler  at  his  task.    The  vigorous  and 
positive  Churchman,  Cyrus  F.  Knight,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Mil- 
waukee, died  last  June,  after  a  very  brief  but  useful  Episco- 
pate.   In  far-off  China  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  J.  Boone  entered  into 
his  well-earned  rest,  in  October  last,  literally  tired  out  with 
the  arduous  and  anxious  cares  of  his  herculean  missionarv 
task ;  while  from  us  has  been  taken  our  venerable  Head,  Bishop 
Bedell,  of  whom,  in  his  Convention  address  last  week,   the 
Bishop  of  New  Jersey  said :    "  The  sainth'  man,  with  fewer  of 
the  infirmities  of  human  nature  than  almost  anyone  I  have 
ever  known ;  as  transparent  as  the  light  and  as  honest  as  the 
dav." 

Of  Bishop  Bedell,  I  shall  speak  at  length  at  the  close  of  this 
address. 

God  has  dealt  lovingh'  with  us  this  year.  Although  much 
sickness  has  prevailed,  and  the  work  of  some  of  our  clerg^'men 
has  been  seriously  interrupted  b\'  the  long  prevalent  malady 
that  seems  to  have  traversed  the  globe,  j'ct  only  one  of  our 
number  has  been  summoned  to  lay  down  the  implements  of 
labor.  The  Rev.  Columbus  S.  Doolitell  died  at  Mansfield,  Ma}* 
26,1891.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  at  his  bedside  shortly 
before  his  decease,  to  commend  him  to  the  loving  Shepherd,  to 
give  him  Benediction.  Bom  in  1819;  a  son  of  Kenyon  College; 
he  was  Ordained  by  Bishop  Mcllvaine  in  1852.  Rector  of  S. 
Stephen's  Church,  Canfield,  and  head  of  an  educational  estab- 
lishment for  young  women  at  Mansfield,  his  last  faithful  work 
was  as  Secretary  of  the  Society  that  cares  for  our  Clerical 
Widows  and  Orphans.  In  the  Southern  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Erastus  Burr  has  been  called  to  his  peaceful  rest.  He  belonged 
to  the  undivided  State  of  Ohio,  and  his  name,  and  blameless 
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life,  a^id  beautiful  character,  are  the  treasured  remembrances 
of  this  entire  section.  Dr.  Samuel  Benedict  of  Cincinnati,  the 
patient,  valuable,  and  wise  Presbyter — useful  in  Ohio,  and  in 
his  services  for  the  general  Church — is  a  loss,  too,  that  we  must 
chronicle;  while  the  Rev.  Arthur  M.  Backus,  though  canoni- 
cally  related  to  Massachusetts,  lived,  and  died,  and  is  buried 
in  our  midst ;  and  his  gentle,  peaceful,  holy  life  remains  as  a 
bright  example  for  those  who  knew  and  loved  him.  From 
among  the  helpful  and  faithful  laity  a  number  have  been  called 
into  the  higher  life  of  Paradise.  The  venerable  Hiram  Bron- 
8on  of  Medina,  who  for  seventy-two  years  served  God  as 
a  communicant  of  the  Church ;  the  younger,  yet  earnest, 
painstaking  helper  in  S.  Paul's  Parish,  Mt.  Vernon,  W.  F. 
Baldwin;  the  aged  pioneer  and  steadfast  servant  of  the  Mas- 
ter in  Christ  Church,  Huron,  Tolivar  Jackson ;  these  good  men 
have  set  examples  of  fidelity  to  Christ  and  His  Church  in  the 
communities  where  they  dwelt.  On  the  same  day  in  March  I 
officiated  at  the  burial  of  Mrs.  Annie  L.  Sholl.  a  consistent 
and  charitable  member  of  the  Cathedral  Church ;  and  also  at 
the  obsequies  of  Mrs.  Addison  Hills,  another  dear  and  sainted 
servant  of  our  Lord,  from  the  same  Parish ;  and  now,  just  as 
we  convene  together  in  this  church,  our  Cathedral  Parish  sor- 
rows over  the  death  of  one  of  its  oldest,  most  faithful,  and 
universally  beloved  vestrymen,  Oliver  A.  Brooks.  It  is  well 
for  us  to  remember  those  who  have  reaped  their  reward,  and 
to  cherish  their  characteristics,  and  follow  in  their  footsteps. 

DIOCESAN   MISSIONS. 

That  the  burden  of  responsibility  for  the  extension  of  the 
Kingdom  in  our  Diocese  rests  heavily  upon  my  heart,  must  be 
apparent  to  all  who  read  Church  Life,  with  its  frequent  ap- 
peals, and  its  startling  array  of  figures  and  facts.  Do  not 
grow  wear}-",  brethren,  if  I  continue  to  urge  with  persistency 
your  duty  and  my  own.    God  has  placed  me  here  to  do  just 
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this— to  '*stir  up  your  devout  minds  by  way  of  remembrance," 
and  to  patiently  exhort  along  the  line  of  this  growing  obliga- 
tion.   And  I  must  plod,  and  push,  without  cessation  or  hesi- 
tation, until  we  feel  our  endeavors  are  grown  into  their  rea- 
sonable and  proper  proportion  of  success.  I  still  ask  for  what 
your  parishes  are  well  able  to  grant,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  at 
least  from  each  Communicant,  of  the  ten  thousand  in  this 
jurisdiction,  and  I  again  call  not  only  upon  the  Clergy,  but 
upon  the  Wardens  and  Delegates  here  assembled,  to  aid  and 
abet  this  proper  demand.    Quarterly  offerings  are  required,  by 
vour  own  Convention  acts  and  laws.    Surelv  each  Communi- 
cant  may  be  taught  to  bring  once  each  three  months  the  small 
sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  Diocesan  Missions ;  and  surely 
each  Minister  of  this  Church  has  interest  in.  and  abilitv  for, 
the  regular  and  systematic  explanation,  to  the  peoples,  of  the 
work,  and  the  careful  farming  of  this  essential  revenue.    I  beg 
to  pay  testimony  here  to  the  fidelity  and  kindly  service  of  your 
Missionary  Board,    and   its    devoted  Treasifrer;    while   my 
affectionate  thanks  are  but  feeble  return  to  our  Archdeacon 
and  General  Missionary,  whose  untiring,  firm,  yet  gentle  en- 
deavors have  endeared  him  to  this  entire  Diocese.    Nor  can  I 
forget  my  dear  children  in  the  Sunday-schools  of  Ohio,  who 
have  willingly  and  with  alacrity  met  my  appeal  for  the  Arch- 
deacon's support  and  salary,  and  whose  hands  and  hearts 
reach  out  to  him  and  to  me.  with  the  tender  love  of  true  and 
loyal  helpers  of  our  Lord. 

CHOICE  OF  VESTRYMEN. 

A  matter  of  great  importance  is  the  selection  and  choice  of 
desirable  persons  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  our  parishes. 
The  people's  representatives  should  in  all  senses  represent 
them.  To  our  vestries  arc  committed  the  temporal  affairs  of 
the  churches  in  this  Diocese.  The}-  are  trustees  of  real  estate, 
of  funds,  and  of  material.    Are  they  always  selected,  because 
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of  their  recognized  abilities  in  these  directions  ?  They  are  not 
put  into  these  places  to  o  wn  the  glebes  and  buildings — these 
actually  belong  to  the  Jurisdiction,  and  are  parts  and  parcels 
of  this  large  and  widespread  corporation.  To  be  the  trustee 
for  the  Diocese,  as  well  as  for  the  parish,  are  our  laymen  chosen 
to  office,  and  I  believe  that  they  should  bear  a  regarded  re- 
sponsibility in  this  particular.  Consider  how  sacred  is  this 
trust — how  carefully,  prudently  and  conscientiously  it  should 
be  guarded.  To  so  develop  their  property — to  so  manage  their 
income — to  so  invest  their  funds — to  so  administer  the  parish 
affairs  that  when  their  stewardship  is  completed  they  may  be 
able  to  render  a  good  account.  Do  our  vestries  entirely  com- 
prehend these  features  ?  Do  they  attend  to  the  details  of  their 
obligations  as  punctiliously  and  scrupulously  as  when  they 
are  directors  of  banks  and  insurance  companies?  Are  they 
sensibly  affected  by  the  fact  that  the  portions  of  property  they 
are  to  maintain  belong  really  to  God,  and  not  to  man?  The 
canon  defines  the  extent  of  their  prerogatives,  and  it  should  be 
well  read  and  understood  by  every  one  who  accepts  the  official 
honor  given  to  him  by  the  people  of  his  congregation.  I  wish 
to  impress  upon  the  lay  delegates  here  the  reality  of  this  ser- 
vice, and  I  would  be  glad  to  have  each  clergyman  read  my 
words  to  the  constituencies  who  attend  upon  our  Church's 
ministrations.  Since  writing  these  sentences  I  have  found  in 
The  Churchman  (April  16,  1892)  an  editorial  on  this  question, 
and  I  beg  to  quote  a  few  of  its  pertinent  sentences  :  *'A  ves- 
tryman should  be  a  man  of  affairs,  who  knows  the  value  of 
real  estate,  the  best  mode  of  making  contracts  and  such  like. 
Moreover,  if  a  parish  be  large,  with  a  very  costly  '  plant '  and 
many  outstanding  engagements,  and  if  a  vestryman  controls, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  much  valuable  property,  he  should  be  a 
man  of  substance,  able  to  give  such  securities  as  would  be  de- 
manded of  the  executors  of  the  will  of  a  very  rich  man.  Of 
course  he  should  be  a  gentleman  of  refined  manners,  able  to 
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do  the  right  thing  in  a  courteous  and  considerate  way.    He 
should  be  elected  with  a  view  not  only  to  certain,  but  possi- 
ble contingencies,  and  should  be  *  in  touch '  with  the  congre- 
gation.   He  should  be  perfectly  willing  to  remember  that  he  is 
merely  a  representative,  bound  to  re-consult  his  constituents 
in  the  case  of  a  new  emergency."    These  are  wise  and  timely 
words,  addressed  to  men  of  business  on  a  business  topic.    And 
I  am  led  to  accentuate  their  cogency — because  I  fear  that  too 
little  interest  is  taken  bj'our  people  in  the  annual  Easter  Mon- 
day elections.    This  matter  of  financial  responsibility  is  seri- 
ous.   Do  we  consider  it  enough  ?    Do  the  individual  members 
of  our    vestries    hold    themselves    as    ready    to   go    under 
bonds  for  the  right  execution  of  their  behests  ?    By  a  canon 
enacted  last  year,  you  gentlemen,  in  convention  assembled,  di- 
rected that  the  treasurers  of  j'our  Board  of  Trustees,  and  of 
the  Diocese,  must  be  endorsed  by  some  Guarantee  Company — 
thus  ensuring  the  honest  as  well  as  the  safe  administration  of 
your  funds.    But  consider  what  large  values,  and  what  im- 
portant financial  management  is  committed  to  our  vestries, 
without  any  sort  of  collateral  security  aS  a  safeguard.    Take 
the  matter  of  real  estate — our  church  lots,  church  edifices, 
parish  houses,  chapels,  cemeteries  and  rectories,  with  adjoin- 
ing lands.    Here  is  a  parish  behind  hand  in  its  assessments, 
and  its  salaries:  are  you  willing  that  the  property  held  in 
trust  by  your  vestries,  shall  be  imperiled  for  the  future  by 
the  placing  of  mortgages  upon  the  real  estate  and  the  build- 
ings, in  order  to  meet  the  deficiencies  caused  often  by  a  care- 
less and  loose,  and  sometimes   by  a  lack  of  administration  ? 
It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Rector  to  attend  to  the  business  of 
the  vestry,  to  solicit  or  collect   subscriptions,  to  rent  or  sell 
pews,  to  make  needed  repairs.     The  Rector  is  placed  over  the 
people  to  attend  to  their  spiritual  necessities.     The  vestries 
by  l.'iw  arc  to  care  for  the  the  temporalities.    And  if  in  such 
directing,  or  failure  to  direct,  the  floating  debts  accumulate. 
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do  you  believe  that  irresponsible  vestries  have  either  legal  or 
moral  right  to  shift;  their  financial  inability  upon  the  property 
of  the  Church  in  Ohio,  in  the  shape  of  mortgages  and  liens  ?  I 
feel  very  strongly  on  this  matter,  because  in  more  than  one  in- 
stance I  have  been  obliged  to  speak  plainU'  and  unmistakablj' 
to  vestries  who  were  thus  minded.  If  this  Convention  could 
frame  a  canon  that  would  compel  its  Trust  Treasurers  to 
secure  insurance  on  their  financial  integrity'  and  ability,  then, 
it  seems  to  me  that  a  law  should  be  enacted  which  will  forbid 
the  placing  of  mortgages  or  loans  upon  our  church  property 
wthout  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
I  make  this  suggestion  in  the  hope  and  with  the  desire  that  it 
may  go  to  your  committee  on  canons  in  the  shape  of  a  recom- 
mendatory resolution,  if  in  your  judgment  it  is  wise  and  prac- 
ticable. But,  Brethren  of  the  Laity,  I  wish  to  reach  a  higher 
level  in  the  consideration  of  this  very  important,  yes,  vital 
subject.  As  a  rule  our  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  Ohio  are 
earnest,  loyal  and  good  persons,  and  well  worthy  of  their  vo- 
cation. I  take  great  comfort  in  the  consciousness  that  for  the 
most  part  our  lay  representatives  are  appreciative  of  their 
name  and  their  position.  I  wish  devoutly  that  in  every  in- 
stance they  would  become  Communicants  of  the  Church,  and 
do  their  Christian  dut\'  of  public  confession  of  our  Lord,  and 
so  raise  the  vestry  standard  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  For 
think  of  the  sp/nYua/ interests  that  are  indirectly,  yes,  directly, 
committed  to  their  control.  Should  a  young  man  desire  to 
become  a  Candidate  for  Holv  Orders  from  a  Parish,  it  is  the 
voice  and  vote  of  the  vestrvmen  that  must  be  afhxed  to  their 
recommendation  ere  he  pass  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing 
Committee.  Should  a  Candidate  for  Ordination  to  the  Diacon- 
ate,  or  Priesthood  later  on,  wish  to  consummate  his  pra\'erful 
wishes,  the  Wardens  and  Vestrvmen  must,  under  our  canons, 
give  their  assent  in  writing.  They  choose  their  delegates  to 
our  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  these  select  the  representatives 
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who  mnsz  go  on  to  the  great  Triennial  Council  of  the  General 
Church.    What  an  extended  ecclesiastical  power  is  thus  vested 
in  onr  vestriesv  and  how  wise  and  true,  and  how  intelligent  as 
Chundfmnai  each  and  all  should  be.    They  ought  to  be  men  of 
prarer.  anai  ot  grace,  men  of  deep  religious  conviction,  and 
men  who  kuow  of  the  doctrinal  position  and  the  historical 
accttmiK  of  oixr  Holv  Mother.    But,  brethren,  consider  finally 
one  more  serious  reason  for  the  choice  of  fit  men  to  hold  this 
v>iit%x  of  pesponsibilitY  and  of  Christian  power.    By  a  very 
>4itgtiiar  ert^lution,  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestries  is  committed 
tu  our  American  Church  the  choice  of  Rectors  and  Clerg)'  for 
ihetr  rjeveral  Parishes.    That  this  is  not  normal  and  healthy, 
v>i  even  wise,  can  be  demonstrated  without  much  difficulty. 
rhat  thev  should  have  a  decided  vote,  or  even  veto  power  on 
vc^crtctil  appointments,  would  to  my  mind  be  desirable,  and 
uitUvr  our  system  quite  essential. 

Let  me  illustrate. 

V  P»nsh  bect.>mes  vacant.  Who  in  the  Diocese  knows  so 
we^l  the  kind  and  sort  of  Pastor  suited  for  the  congregation 
kK^kin^  k>r  a  Shepherd,  as  the  Bishop  ?  He  realizes  what  the 
t>vx>pk*  ou^ht  to  have  and  what  they  ought  not  to  get.  He  has 
mutu<tl  interest  with  them  in  their  Parish  life.  He  is  the  Chief 
PH^tv»r  and  they  are  his  sheep  and  lambs.  Will  he  not  be  so- 
licit v>us  lest  a  wolf  be  brought  in  to  ravage  the  flock ;  lest  an 
uawise.  imprudent,  unlearned  and  unreliable  Rector  be  se- 
lwte\l  ?  Who  has  such  facilities  for  ascertaining  the  real  quali- 
licH  of  head  and  heart  of  a  proposed  candidate  for  the  va- 
ctuKv  us  a  Bishop,  who  by  confidential  and  personal  confer- 
vusv  i>r  a»rresjH>ndence  with  his  brother  Bishops,  can  find  out 
sdl  things  a»nceming  a  clergyman  seeking  the  new  field,  or 
xiuixht  by  the  vestry?  And  so  the  normal  way  should  be, 
ihut  theHishi>p*s  nomination,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  War- 
^kas  HUvi  Vestry,  is  requisite  before  a  Rector  is  invited  to  a 
vav^ukt  cure  of  souls.    Because,  if  otherwise  arranged,  a  very 
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awkward  and  disagreeable  complication  might  possibh'  arise 
in  the  refusal  of  a  Bishop  to  accept  a  Letter  EHmissory  of  a 
clergyman  from  another  Diocese,  on  grounds  involving  such 
an  investigation  bf  the  life  and  doctrines  of  a  Rector-elect  as 
might  seriously  cripple  his  usefulness  and  excite  unnecessary  and 
undesirable  controversy.    I  have  known  cases  where  clergy- 
men have  been  rather  ardently  considered  for  vacancies  whose 
temperament,    idiosyncracies    and   even   family  would  have 
qualified  or  nullified  their  spiritual  endeavors  and  influence. 
I  therefore  hesitate  not  to  recommend  the  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen of  Ohio   to  submit  their   desires  invariably  to   the 
Bishop  for  advice  and  opinion,  and  also  to  seek  from  him  nom- 
inations that  may  be   in  his  power  to  indicate.     The  law 
requires  that  formal  notice  shall  be  sent  the  Bishop  of  a  va- 
cancy when  it  occurs;  assuredly  the  legitimate  inference  must 
be  that  the  Bishop  shall  have  some  important  part  in  filling 
the  vacancy.    And  now  the  weeks  roll  along,  and  the  Parish 
without  a  Pastor  begins  to  feel  the  lack  of  one  to  guide,  to 
feed,  to  counsel,  to  minister  unto  the  sick,  th€  sorrowing,  the 
sinful  and  the  seeking  souls  of  the  Flock.    The  weeks  run  into 
months;  the  outer  edges  of  the  congregation  are  disintegrat- 
ing and  breaking  off;    the   young  people  wander  to  other 
places  for  their  Sunday  sermon ;  then  is  felt  the  loosening  of 
the  bands  of  the  cohesive  Parish  life;  while  the  Vestry  are  still 
canvassing  candidates  and  struggling  with  an  unknown  quan- 
tity.   It  is  inconvenient  for  the  business  men  and  professional 
men  to  leave  their  places  and  go  abroad  to  hear  clergymen 
who  have  been  commended  or  who  have  recommended  them- 
selves ;  and  so  it  happens  that  the  Vestry  agree  that  only  such 
ministers  as  are  willing  to  come  and  **  preach  on  trial,"  are  the 
eligible  persons  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  cure  of  souls. 
The  standard  is  being  rapidly  lowered y  and  at  last  securing  a 
man  whose  single  Sunday  utterances  and  acceptable  manners 
are  pleasing,  the  ultimate  election  is  made  and  the  long  inter- 
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rcgnum  is  closed.  Sometimes  such  seleclions  are  good,  and  it 
is  a  kind  Providence  that  thus  watches  over  the  Church ;  and 
sometimes  the  later  developments  of  experience  manifest  the 
unwisdom  of  such  methods  and  the  incapacity  of  the  now  well 
settled  Rector.  We  want  the  very  best  and  noblest  and  purest 
and  truest  men  in  our  congregations  for  such  deep  obligations, 
and  that  Vestryman  who  keenly  appreciates  these  burdens  of 
his  office  will  betake  himself  often  to  his  Divine  Master  for 
guidance,  and  humility,  and  wisdom,  and  the  virtue  of  fidel- 
ity in  the  doing  of  the  **  Lord's  business."  I  pay  regard  to 
the  excellent  men  who  are  now  serving  in  these  offices  under 
my  jurisdiction.  I  look  to  them  for  very  loyal  support  and 
<»l»c<lientT;  but  I  cannot  forbear  indicating  in  solemn  manner 
t  he  large  accountability  that  must  be  their  evident  portion  in 
iiniUHtering  to  the  necessities  and  duties  of  the  Church. 

THE  CATHEDRAL. 

Ouring  the  year  the  work  of  the  Cathedral  as  a  Missionary 
center  has  been  quietly,  and  I  think,  successfully  carried  on. 
I'Voni  its  heart  the  irradiations  of  helpful  life  have  steadily 
gone  forth,  comforting  many  parishes  by  the  clerical  aid  given 
in  their  times  of  stress  ;  reviving  some  dead  or  lapsed  sta- 
tions, and  exercising  a  steady  and  wholesome  influence  in  the 
city  and  the  Diocese.    I  am  quite  surprised  at  the  appeals  that 
are  made  for  the  help  of  the  Cathedral  clergy;  and  I  am  re- 
joiced to  realize  that  the  idea  of  a  Central  Church  life  and  Home 
is  being  spread  abroad.     Directly  under  my  oversight  are  the 
two  missions  am(mg  the  Colored  people  and  the  Germans  on 
the  West  Side,  the  Lay  reading  dut\'  of  our  Gambier  students 
and  others;  while,  until  this  month, the  services  at  Berea  have 
been   maintained  by  our  clerical  staff.     In  the  departure  of 
Dean    Morgan   to  another  Diocese  I  lost    an  energetic  and 
kindly  helpei  in  this  large  labor,  and  I  am  glad  to  give  testi- 
mony to  his  services.  My  affectionate  desireis  that  theclergy  and 
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laity  of  this  entire  Diocese  may  steadily  grow  into  an  appre- 
ciative conception  of  the  importance  and  value  of  this  Central 
Home  of  Worship,  the  Ecclesiastical  seat  of  the  Bishop,  where 
a  type  of  sound,  dignified  and  reverent  ritual  is  observed, 
where  Daily  Prayer  throughout  the  year  is  offered,  where  the 
church  doors  are  ever  opened,  and  the  Holy  Sacraments 
*'  duly  administered ;"  the  natural  and  suitable  place  for  the 
more  importantgatheringsof  the  jurisdiction,  in  which  all  the 
people  may  feel  that  they  have  rightful  share  and  thankful 
inheritance. 

MEMORIAL  OF  BISHOP   BEDELL. 

But  I  desire  at  this  time  to  make  my  address  to  the  Conven- 
tion, and  so  to  this  great  Diocese,  an  utterance  of  such  Memo- 
rial character  that  it  will  remain  on  record  in  our  permanent 
ofHcial  history  as  our  corporate  tribute  to  the  holy  character 
of  the  devoted  man  of  God,  Gregory  Thurston  Bedell,  D.  D., 
the  third  Bishop  of  Ohio.  What  I  say  may  have  been  said 
before,  and  better,  by  others,  but  from  no  one  can  come  with 
more  appropriateness,  nearness  and  tenderness,  than  from  his 
son  and  successor  in  the  Church  and  Diocese,  words  of  deference, 
eulogium  and  appreciation.  I  shall  not  attempt  a  careful 
sketch  of  his  life  and  career;  that  was  done  by  the  many  reli- 
gious and  local  Journals  at  the  time  of  his  decease;  and  I  believe 
that  I  am  not  wrong  in  voicing  the  expression  of  his  many 
friends  and  spiritual  children  here  and  elsewhere,  when  I  say 
that  I  hope  his  Biography  may  be  written  by  some  compe- 
tent hand,  and  published,  a  lasting  monument  of  his  long, 
useful  and  holy  life. 

The  history  of  his  career  gives  the  following  dates,  which  I  re- 
peat simply  for  official  register :  Gregory  Thurston  Bedell  was 
bom  at  Hudson,  New  York,  August  27, 1817;  ordained  Deacon 
by  his  great-uncle.  Bishop  Moore  of  Virginia,  on  July  19, 1840, 
and  by  the  same  Prelate  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  August 
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29,  1841.    He  was  Consecrated  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God 
on  October  13,  1859,  and  became  Assistant  to  the  venerable 
Bishop  Mcllvaine.    In  1873,  upon  the  death  of  the  senior 
Bishop,  he  assumed  the  oversight  of  the  entire  State.  In  1874, 
Ohio  was  divided  into  two  jurisdictions,  and  Bishop  Bedell  re- 
tained charge  of  the  older  section.    He  was  called  to  his  rest 
March  11,  1892,  aged  seventy-four  years.    And  this  long  life 
was  one  consecrated  to  Christ  and  His  Church.    Like  the 
Prophet  Samuel — this  man  was  nurtured  in  the  service  of  his 
God  from  his  very  birth.    The  atmosphere  of  religion   sur- 
rounded his  childhood,  and  in  that  atmosphere  he  remained 
till  he  entered  into  the  purer  and  completer  conditions  of  eter- 
nal fulfillment.    Bishop  Bedell  was  a  prayerful  man ;  he  was 
therefore  **  strong  in  the  Lord  and  in  the  power  of  His  might." 
He  was  a  holy  man,  and  holiness  proceeds  from  prayer.    If 
there  is  any  characteristic  more  prominent  than  another  in  his 
life,  it  is  this.    Throughout  his  entire  course,  I  find  that  he  is 
spoken  of  in  this  manner — a  spiritual  man — a  man  of  God. 
Examine  his  writings  in  the  **  Pastor,**  one  of  the  very  best 
manuals  for  the  aid  of  the  Parish  Minister,  and  note  how  care- 
fully he  dwells  upon  the  need  for  prayer,  in  connection  with 
stud}',  work,  the  Sundaj'-school,  the  visitation  of  the  flock,  the 
administration  of  affairs.    I  am  inclined  to  fear  that  this  pres- 
ent generation  may  need  to  be  reminded  that  the  larger  meth- 
ods of  organization,  and  machinery,  and  routine  work  will 
cease  to  be  effective  if  the  springs  and  wheels,  and  joints  of 
our  Parochial  complications  are  not  lubricated  by  much  pray- 
ing.   Bishop  Bedell  belonged  to  a  school  of  Churchmen  who 
were  much  on  their  knees,  and  the  result,  in  his  own  life,  be- 
came apparent  to  all  who  knew  him.    I  think  that  this  in- 
dwelling righteousness,  and  this  cultivated  spirituality,  trans- 
figured him.    Men  saw  that  he  had  been   with  Jesus;   his 
benign  and  l^eautiful  countenance  showed  it ;  his  dail^'  life, 
whether  in  the  laborious  round  of  Diocesan  travel,  or  in  the 
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city  centres  of  activity,  or  in  the  class  room  at  beloved  Gam- 
bier,  or  among  the  Fathers  of  the  Church  in  their  Councils,  or 
on  the  platforms  where  he  spoke  in  the  interest  of  great  reli- 
gious movements,  or  in  the  refined  surroundings  of  his  beauti- 
ftil  home,  his  daily  life  indicated  a  nearness  to  our  Lord— the 
result  of  prayer.  Those  of  the  Reverend  Clergy  who  were 
privileged  to  meet  in  the  college  church  of  the  **  Holy  Spirit" 
at  Gambler,  on  the  day  of  the  burial,  beneath  the  giant  oaks, 
will  recall  the  testimony  that  was  rendered  by  his  friends  and 
associates.  It  accentuated  this  undeviating  quality.  It  per- 
vaded and  permeated  all  that  he  said  or  did.  Whether  it  was 
his  intercourse  with  a  student,  or  a  young  clergyman,  or  his 
chaplain,  or  a  professor — the  heavenly-mindedness  of  the  man 
was  evidenced  continually.  One  who  spoke  feelingly  on  that 
tender  and  memorable  afternoon,  referred  to  the  Bishop's  ser- 
mons, and  the  favorite  thought  of  a  favorite  text  seemed  to > 
set  the  keynote  to  everything  else  that  was  said,  '*  our  conver- 
sation is  in  heaven."  And  I  am  sure  that  the  silvery  hair 
crowning  his  benevolent  countenance,  and  the  gracious  expres- 
sion that  illumined  it,  would  justify  the  poet's  words  when  he 
wrote,  "there  was  a  look  of  heaven  about  his  face,"  "such  as 
limners  give  to  the  beloved  disciple."  May  we  not  dwell  a 
moment  on  this  characteristic  of  Bishop  Bedell,  for  our  own 
blessing?  Spirituality  is  a  cultivation  of  our  higher  nature. 
It  is  a  gift,  but  a  gift  that  is  sought,  before  being  granted. 
Spirituality  means  growth  in  grace,  and  by  the  use  of  the 
agencies  Christ  hath  arranged  and  ordained  in  His  Church. 
Does  not  this  good  man,  this  child  of  the  H0I3'  Ghost,  set  us  a 
pattern  to  follow  ?  Does  not  his  life  indicate  that  he  must 
have  been  much  alone  with  the  Father  in  close  communion, 
and  that  he  practiced  what  now-a-days  seems  to  be  a  lost  art*. 
the  habit  of  meditation  ?  Alas,  we  of  this  age  are  compelled 
to  live  in  a  whirl  of  business.  We  have  but  small  chance  for 
retirement,  for  cloistered  stillness.     And  yet  Jesus,  in  the  brief 
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three  years  of  His  earthh'  ministry,  is  found  frequently  in 
desert  places,  in  the  cool  glades  of  the  hills,  in  the  seclusion  of 
the  olive  orchards  at  Bethany,  alone  with  God.  Brethren  of 
the  clerg}'»  can  we  not  wrench  ourselves  away  from  the 
carking  cares  of  our  Parochial  duties,  and  find  spiritual 
strengthening  and  uplifting,  as  those  gone  before  us,  found 
such  grace,  and  so  become  more  holy,  more  spiritual,  more 
heavenly  ? 

But  this  consecration  of  Bishop  Bedell  was  manifested  in 
his  singleness  of  purpose.    He  never  forgot  his  Vocation.    He 
always  remembered  that  he  was  a  ^'minister  of  Christ."    He 
behaved  as  an  ambassador  of  the  King  should.     He  ever 
realized  that  he  was  a  Bishop  of  the  Church,  and  so  deported 
hiaiHclf— so  carried  himself—that  all  who  met  him  recognized 
hivS  station  and  his  office.    He  was  never  haughty,  but  ever 
mvek;  he  was  dignified,  yet  always  approachable;  he  was 
genial,  without  being  careless ;  and  happy,  without  betra^nng 
levity.     Kind  to  the  poor,  reaching  down  to  little  children, 
whose  U)ve  he  easily  gained;  humble  minded  and  sympathetic. 
He  never  faileil  to  impress  the  world  in  which  he  moved  with 
ihe  greatness  and  nobleness  of  his  Apostolic  office.    I  remem- 
i>vr  well  the  tirst  time  I  met  him,  how  these  qualities  affected 
me.     It  was  at  an  Ordination  in  Catskill  on  the  Hudson,  and 
later,   up  in  those   majestic   mountains,  whose  beauty  and 
sublimity  so  profoundly  impress  the  traveller.    The  Bishop's 
pvrhonal  appearance,  his  gravity  of  demeanor,  his  polite  bear- 
ing,   his    punctilious    neatness    of    dress,    and    his    marked 
benignity,  gave  me  a  reverent  estimate  of  himself,  and  of  his 
high  calling;   and  1  think  that  you  who  were  privileged  to 
meet   him   frequently  and  more  closely,  will  bear  me  out  in 
ihene  estimates.     He   was  not   a   worldly-minded   Priest;  he 
licpt  aloof  and  away  from  those  things  that  might  diminish  his 
iHileHiastical  and  spiritual  inHuence;  perhaps  in  these  respects 
he  maintained  a  somewhat  puritanic  standard;  but  assuredly 
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he  revered  his  calling,  and  such  a  standard  is  one  that  may  be 
imitated  by  all  of  us  with  safety'.    He  was  never  **  off  duty," 
but  always  conscious  of  his  obligation  to  so  behave  himself, 
that  nothing  derogatory  might  be  said  of  him,  or  his  Master 
whom  he  served.    As  a  preacher,  the  Bishop  stood  among  the 
great  pulpit  orators  of  the  land.    He  was  of  the  school  of  the 
elder  Tyng  and  Mcllvaine,  and  he  was  a  worthy  successor  of 
them  both.    To-day  we  might  consider  his  sermons  as  too 
richly  ornamented,  but  they  were  nevertheless  persuasive,  con- 
vincing and  stronly  helpful.    He  was  blessed  with  a  rich  and 
sonorous  voice,  whose  cadence  rose  and  fell  as  a  deep  harmony 
that  impresses,  subdues  and  overcomes  the  hearer.    He  was 
chosen  to  preach  on  great  occasions,  because  he  was  a  great 
preacher — at  General  Convention,  at  meetings  of  the  Bible, 
Prayer-book  and  Tract  societies,  at  anniversaries  of  the  great 
Missionary  societies,  in  this  country  and  in  England  ;  and 
warm  and  flattering  are  the  words  of  applause  that  were 
addressed  to  him  for  these  splendid  efforts.    But  his  preaching 
was  full  of  Christ.    How  it  differs  from  much  that  we  hear 
and  hear  about  of  pulpit  utterance  in  these  days,  when  crude 
scholarship,    flippant   treatment    of    Divine    mysteries,    and 
grotesque  attacks  upon  all  that  the  ages  have  held  dear  and 
sacred,  draw  the  careless  multitudes  whose  *'itching  ears"  are 
ever  tickled  with  "some  new  thing."    Yes,  he  was  a  preacher 
of  Christ.    He  believed  in  and  taught  the  sound  doctrines  of 
"the  Faith  once  delivered."    He  was  clear  and  unmistakable 
in    his   instructions    and    definitions.      The    Atonement,  the 
Resurrection,  the  Church,  the  Apostolate,  the  need  of  Faith 
and  of  conversion  from  sin,  of  punishment  for  evil,  of  Judg- 
ment, of  Heaven  and  of  Hell,  there  were  no  uncertain  sounds 
issuing  from  his  golden  lips.    He  was  a  Bible  preacher,  because 
he  read  and  studied  the  Scriptures  from  his  \'outh ;  he  believed 
in  it  as  God's  Word,  and  that  it  taught  those  things  that  *'are 
necessary  to  salvation  ;"  he  believed  in  its  inspiration,  not  as 
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a  dull  and  unintellectual  traditionalist,  but  as  a  devout  and 
seeking  scholar.  Yes,  verily,  he  was  a  great  preacher.  As 
Pastor  of  the  Parish  or  of  the  Diocese,  I  think  that  he  is  con- 
sidered a  pattern.  He  was  generous,  and  full  of  charity  and 
beneficence ;  he  had  a  large  heart,  and  devised  liberal  things. 
He  was  never  careless  in  his  ministrations,  but  his  entire 
ministry  gives  evidence  of  a  scrupulous,  and  methodical,  and 
conscientious  endeavor.  His  parishioners  loved  him  in  West- 
Chester,  and  in  Ascension  Parish,  New  York;  and  his  people 
in  Ohio,  of  all  sorts  and  conditions,  attest  their  gratitude  for 
his  benedictional  service  amongst  them. 

Says  the  present  Incumbent  of  Ascension  church.  New  York : 
"  Bishop  Bedell  was  the  great  Pastor.    ♦    ♦    ♦    Probably  no- 
Parish  in  the  country  was  ever  more  faithfully  served,  more 
minutely  supervised  in  every  smallest  detail,  more  personally 
ministered  to,  than   was  ours  under  Bishop  Bedell.    ♦    *    ♦ 
When  Dr.  Bedell  tore  himself  from  his  beloved  Parish  to  under- 
take the  duties  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
he  left  behind  him  one  of  the  most  influential  and  prosperous 
congregations  in  the  country ;  and  the  imperishable  record  of 
faithful  service,  carrying  with  him  an  aflfectionand  trust  which 
already  had  found  expression  in  the  erection,  by  his  parishion- 
crH,  of  Ascension  Hall,  and  later,  founded  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  at  Gambier,  Ohio."    (Rev.  Dr.  Donald.     **  Fifty 
years  of  Parish  life" — sermon,  November,  1891.)    These  same 
laborious  methods  of  administration  entered  into  his  Diocesan 
Pantorate,   and  until  his  physical   and  mental  forces  were 
fihocked  and  depreciated  by  insidious  disease,  this  State  re- 
joice<l  in  the  loving  oversight  of  this  truly  Apostolic  servant 
and  leader.    He  ruled  wisely  and  well,  but  there  were  mighty 
tuUN  against  him.    He  had  to  face  an  indiscriminate  conglom- 
erate of  sectism,  of  opposition  and  of  prejudice.    There  were 
dirtioullics  of  a  peculiar  sort  to  meet  at  the  Educational  centre 
t if  the  Diocesan  life;  there  were  controversies  remaining  which 
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he  simply  inherited,but  never  originated.  And  though  at  times 
ills  polic}'  provoked  criticism;  yet  never  did  the  accusation 
arise  of  lack  of  conviction  and  sinceritv  of  desire  and  purpose. 
He  prayed,  he  v^'rodght,  he  taught,  he  journeyed,  he  guided,  he 
govemed,he  waited,he  moved  onward  as  a  tender  Shepherd, and 
like  his  Master,  living  and  giving  his  Hfe  daily  for  the  sheep. 
He  was  a  good  Bishop,  a  holy  Bishop,  a  prudent  Bishop,  and 
the  Chief  Shepherd  appearing  to  him  in  the  delectable  vision, 
■crowns  him  with  the  reward  of  those  who  are  **faithful  unto 
death." 

And  now,  my  brethren,  this  loving  task  is  done.  I  come  to-day 
to  lay  my  tribute  on  his  grave.  From  his  hands  I  received 
±he  Blessing  of  Peace.  From  his  lips  the  words  of  earnest  com- 
mendation in  the  Church's  ancient  Succession,  and  precious 
-encouragement  to  take  up  the  Episcopal  staff,  fallen  from  his 
weary  and  helpless  grasp.  The  mutual  love  he  gave  to  me, 
and  which  I  returned  to  him  is  sufficient  reason  for  these 
earnest  words  of  recognition  and  regard.  I  have  not  spoken 
of  his  frailties,  his  weaknesses,  his  mistakes.  Who  recognized 
them  so  quickl}^  and  so  keenly  as  he  ?  I  come  this  day  to  praise 
him — to  present  his  virtues  and  his  beautiful  traits — how 
largely  they  overbalanced  his  flaws,  and  with  his  i^eople  at 
this  hour,  and  in  this  representative  presence,  I  rejoice  before 
God  for  the  good  example,  the  loyal  faith,  the  strong  service 
and  the  fruit-bearing  efforts  of  this  servant  of  Jesus  Christ. 
A  godly  man  he  was  ;  a  man  of  deep  convictions  and  evan- 
gelical piety  :  a  man  of  unswerving  devotion  to  his  ministry ; 
a  loyal  friend,  a  patient  Pastor,  a  loving  Bishop  of  Christ's 
Holy  Church.  We  thank  Thee,  blessed  Lord,  for  his  service, 
his  example  and  his  life,  and  we  pray  Thee  that  we,  with  **  all 
those,  Thy  servants,  who  are  departed  in  the  true  faith  of  Thy 
holy  name — ma3'  have  our  perfect  consummation  and  bliss 
both  in  bod^'  and  soul,"  when  we,  like  them,  shall  be  called 
tinto  Thine  eternal  and  satisfying  presence !    Amen. 
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The  Missionary  and  Education  interests  of  the  Diocese  were 
declared  to  be  the  order  for  the  day. 

Mr.  Wm.  G.  Mather  presented  his  rejibrt  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Missionary  Committee,  which  was  accepted  and  referr^o 
to  the  Committee  on  Missions.   [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  I-l 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Brown,  Archdeacon,  presented  his  report 
Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  which  was  accept 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions.    [See  Appendi 
Report  No.  II.] 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  moved  to  recall  the  report 
the  Secretarv  of  the  Missionarv  Committee  from  the  Commi 
tee  on  Missions,  for  immediate  consideration  of  the  resolutio 
contained  therein.    Carried.    These  resolutions  were  as  f< 
lows : 

Resolved^    That  the  Convention  of  the   Diocese  of  Ohio  hereby  authorii^^ 
its  Missionary  Committee  to  raise  and  disburse  for  its  work  during:  the  en 
rent  fiscal  year,  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000); 

Resolx!ed^  That  the  said  sum  of  $10,000  be  raised  by  contributions  firoc:^^ 
the  several  parishes  and  mission  stations  of  the  Diocese  in  such  amounts  a- — 
arc  shown  to  be  their  pro  tata  shares,  according  to  an  equitable  apportioi^^ 
ment  based  on  the  amounts  of  their  annual  local  expenses,  as  set  forth  itf^ 
the  statement  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  published  in  the  issue  o  -^ 
Chi'RCH  Life  for  May,  1892.  which  is  hereto  appended;  such  amounts  tcZ^ 
be  paid  into  the  treasurj'  of  the  Missionary'  Committee  in  quarterly  install — 
ments  on  or  before  the  last  daj'  of  the  second  month  of  the  quarters  ending^ 
March  31,  June  30,  September  30  and  Decemlicr  31. 

The  Rev.  R.  L.  Gaxter,  D.  D.,  moved  the  adoption  of  the-^ 
first  resolution. 

The  Rev.  H.  W.  Jones,  D.  D.,  moved  to  lay  said  first  resolu- 
tion on  the  table,  pending  the  consideration  of  the  second 
resolution.    Carried. 

Mr.  U.  L.  Marvin  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for 
the  second  resolution  of  the  Committee: 

Resol-ed,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to  the  churches  of  the  Diocese 
that  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  as  much  more  as  may  be,  be 
raised  for  the  Missionarj-  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for  the  coming: year,  and 
that  such  Committee  be  authorized  to  expend  such  sum  as  shall  be  so  raised 
in    the   carrying  out  of  its    work,   and   the  members  of  the  Convention 
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dividuall3'  pledgee  themselves  to  make  earnest  and  sj'stametic  effort  to  ralsc^ 
for  the  purpose  named  in  this  resolution,  the  full  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, -within  the  coming  year. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Putnam  moved  to  limit  all  speeches  in  dis- 
cussion of  missionary  matters  to  five  minutes.    Carried. 

After  prolonged  discussion,  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Jones,  D.  D.^ 
moved  to  lay  the  second  resolution  of  the  Committee  and  Mr. 
Marvin's  proposed  substitute  on  the  table.    Carried. 

The  Rev.  F.  C.  Eldred  gave  notice  of  intention  to  propose 
amendment  of  Title  III.,  Canon  1,  which  proposed  amend- 
ment was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

The  Bishop  announced  to  the  Convention  his  intention  to 
redistrict  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  into  two,  instead  of  four  ^ 
Convocations. 

The  Rev  Jacob  Streibert  read  his  report  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Joint  Education  Fund,  which  was  accepted  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Missions.  [See  Appendix,  Report  No. 
III.] 

The  Rev.  H.  W.  Jones,  D.D.,  read  his  report  as  Secretary  of 
the  Joint  Education  Committee,  which  was  accepted  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Missions.  [See  Appendix,  Report 
No.  IV.] 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  the  follow- 
ing report :

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Putnam  announced  that  on  account  of 
serious  illness,  Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford  was  unable  to  be  present  at 
the  Convention,  of  which  he  had  been  chosen  a  member,  and 
at  this  time  to  present  a  report  as  Registrar  and  as  Com- 
mittee on   Trust  Funds  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  W.C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to 
propose  changes  in  the  Canons,  such  as  to  restore  to  the 
Bishop  his  ancient  power  of  mission. 

Mr.  John  Thomas,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  question  as  to  salary  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion: 

May  18,  1892. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Finance  with  regard  to  Salary  of  Treasurer  of 
Diocese,  in  accordance  with  resolution  recorded  on  pag^e  64  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  last  Convention,  referring  said  matter  to  them  with  instructions  to 
report  to  this  Convention. 

Whereas,  The  present  Treasurerof  the  Diocese  called  the  attention  of  the 
last  Convention  to  the  desirability  of  fixing  a  regular  salary  for  the  office  of 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  instead  of  expecting  said  Treasurer  to  use,  as  a 
portion  of  his  salarj',  the  interest  accruing  upon  the  Diocesan  funds  in  his 
•charge,  and  said  matter  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance 
for  consideration  and  report,  now,  therefore,  your  committee  having  con- 
sidered this  matter,  recommends  the  adoption  by  this  Convention  of  the 
following  resolution : 

R<solved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Diocese  be  fixed  at 
($200.00)  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  it  shall  be  understood 
that  all  moneys  under  the  charge  of  said  Treasurer  belonging  to  the  Diocese 
shall  be  kept  on  deposit  by  said  Treasurer  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese,  but 
subject  to  his  order  as  Treasurer,  with  such  approved  banking  institution 
in  this  city  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  designate,  and  that  all  interest 
accruing  thereon  shall  inure  to  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio. 

The  above  resolution  as  to  salarv  of  the  Treasurer  was 
adopted. 
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Mr.  John  Thomas,  in  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  concerning  the  proposed  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund,  the  recommenda- 
tion and  resolution  appended  to  which  were  adopted: 

Referring  to  the  resoltttion  relative  to  the  increa«»e  of  the  Episcopate  En 
dowment  Fund,  offered  by  Mr.  Sanford  at  the  last  Convention  and  recorded 
in  the  Journal  of  last  Convention,  page  56,  yonr  Finance  Committee  begs 
leave  to  report  that  it  has  been  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  D.  L.  King,  to 
w^hose  successful  efforts  this  Diocesan  Fund  is  so  largely  indebted,  with  a 
view  to  secure  his  services  for  the  enlargement  of  this  Fund  before  this 
present  Convention.  They  are  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  urgent  business 
prevented  his  giving  anytime  to  this  cause  prior  to  this  Convention.  He  ex- 
presses, however,  the  warmest  interest  in  the  work  and  is  confident  that  he 
\rUl  be  able  in  the  near  future  to  resume  his  labors,  and  we  recommend, 
therefore,  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  authorized  to  secure  hift  scr^-- 
icea,  or,  failing,  that  the  services  of  some  other  com pctentjand'suitable  agent 
for  the  purpose,  especially  of  securing  subscriptions  from  such  Parishes  as 
have  not  yet  contributed  to  thio  fund,  and  a  resolution  is  hereby  offered 
that  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  empowered  to  continue  its  efforts  to  in- 
crease this  Endowment  Fund. 

The  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee 
for  the  year  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthingtox, 
Secretary  of  the  Committee.     [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  V.] 

The  notification  from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  setting  forth  the  proposed  changes 
in  the  Prayer  Book,  was  received. 

Mr.  Geo.  T.  Chapman,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  gave  notice  of  intention  to  propose  additional  section 
to  Title  II.,  Canon  2. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Brown  presented  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese.  [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  YL]  Appended  to 
this  report  were  the  following  resolutions,  the  first  of  which 
iRras  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  the  second 
was  adopted : 

Reioh'ed^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be,  and  they  are  hereby  request- 
ed to  prepare  and  report  to  this  Convention,  for  its  adoption,  a  Canon  pro- 
bibitins:  the  sale  or  incumbrance  of  church  property  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  without  the  consent  thereto  in  writing  of  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of 
■the  Diocese. 
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Resohfed,    That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  pay  from  the 
snrplns  fiinds  in  his  hands,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  in 
thedischaripe  of  their  constitutional  and  canonical  duties. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Samuel  M.\ther,  the  resolutions  oflfered 
in  the  report  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  and  Mr.  Marvin's 
proposed  substitute  for  the  second  of  said  resolutions,  were 
taken  from  the  table  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  for  Morning 
Prayer  at  nine  o'clock  on  Thursday. 


THIRD  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  19, 1892.

Wbekca$.  The  Committee  on  Finance  is  now  required  bj  Canon  to  meet  one 
mo  nth  prior  to  each  regular  Convention  and  at  that  meeting  to  prepare  a 
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financial  statement  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  said  committee 
deems  it  desirable  to  change  the  existing  resolution  of  the  Convention 
which  requires  each  parish  to  send  a  special  annual  statement  showing  its 
financial  condition,  etc.,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  on  the  first  day  of 
May  of  each  year,  so  that  hereafter  such  statement  shall  be  sent  to  said 
Treasurer  not  later  than  the  fifth  day  of  April  of  each  year,  thereby  en- 
abling the  Finance  Committee  to  avail  itself  of  such  information,  instead  of 
being  compelled  to  use  reports  of  the  previous  year.  To  this  end  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  respectfully  offers  the  following  resolution  for  adoption 
by  the  Convention,  if  deemed  proper  : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  each  Parish,  Mission  Station  and  recognized 
Chapel,  be  required  to  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  not  later  than 
April  5  of  each  year  a  special  statement  in  accordance  with  form  of  blank,  to 
b«  prepared  and  distributed  at  the  proper  time  by  said  Treasurer,  showing 
financial  'condition,  number  of  communicants,  adherents,  etc.,  as  of  date 
April  1,  upon  which  information  the  Committee  on  Finance  may  base  its 
estimates,  assessments,  etc.,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  former  resolution  on  this  subject,  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1890 
and  recorded  on  page  55  of  the  Journal  of  that  year,  is  herebj'  annulled.

ARTICLE  11. 

AMENDMENT  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: 
A  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion in  writing,  and,  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  be  rdeiied 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  further  consideration  and  report 
thereon,  either  to  the  same  Convention,  or  to  the  next  regular  Con- 
vention. In  either  case  it  shall  lie  over  to  such  next  re^nilar  Conven- 
tion, and  if  then  adopted  (either  in  the  form  approved  by  the  initial 
Convention,  or  in  such  modified  form  as  may  be  recommended  by  the 
Committee  on  Canons)  by  two-thirds  of  each  order  voting  separate- 
ly, the  proposed  change  shall  take  place  and  shall  be  obUgatory  as 
a  part  of  the  Constitution.

The  Committee  on  the  next  Convention  l^egs  leave  to  offer  its  report. 

The  first  matter  which  received  its  consideration  was  the  place  of  holdinf^ 
the  session  of  the  Convention. 

There  are  only  a  few  places  in  the  Diocese  w^here  this  large  body  can  now 
be  conveniently  accommodated. 
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The  efTectiveness  of  the  work  of  the  Convention  seems  to  require  that 
«ome  central  point,  easily  reached,  be  selected  for  its  annual  meetings. 

Cleveland  is  the  residence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  therefore  is  the 
•See  City.  The  Cathedral  is  located  here,  which  must  become  more  and  more 
the  point  from  which  will  emanate  centralized  forces  for  diocesan  work. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  yonr  Committee  thinks  that  the  next  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  should  meet  at  the  Cathedral  in  Cleve- 
land. 

The  second  matter  which  this  Committee  considered  was  that  of  enter- 
taining so  large  a  number  of  delegates.  It  would  be  a  burden  upon  Cleve- 
land church  hospitality  to  have  to  provide  so  frequently  for  the  entire  Con- 
vention ;  and  in  thinking  of  how  to  reduce  the  difficulty,  it  has  concluded 
that  it  will  be  well  for  each  Parish  to  provide  means  sufficient  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  its  lay  delegation. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  offers  the  following  resolutions: 

Resohftd^  That  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  hold  its  next  annual  session 
At  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleveland. 

Resohed^  That  each  Parish  in  this  Diocese  provide  for  the  expenses  of  its 
lay  delegates  while  in  attendance  upon  the  said  Convention. 

Retoived,  That  a  Committee  representing  the  principal  Churches  in  Cleve- 
land be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  provide  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
■clerical  delegates  to  the  next  Convention.

OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION. 

It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention to  attend  the  same,  and  of  each  Parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention  to  send  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention, 
not  exceeding  three,  elected  by  the  Vestry,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  meeting  of  any  Convention,  from  among  the  male  comrnunicants- 
of  said  Parish :  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  shall  at  least  five  days 
before  the  meeting  of  any  Convention,  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese,  for  each  delegate  elected  as  aforesaid,  a  certificate  as  follows! 

**  This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of '- 

Parish,  held  on  the — day  of ,  18 — ,  A.  B.,  who  is  a  communicant 

of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay  Delegate  to 
represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 

Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  held  on  the  —  day  of ,  in  the 

vcar  of  our  Lord  — ;  and  that  the  semi-annual  dues  to  the  Conven- 
tion  Fund  of  the  Diocese  are  either  fully  paid,  or  application  has 
been  made  for  relief  in  accordance  with  the  Canon.'* 

The  Secretarv  of  the  Diocese  shall  make  a  list  of  the  names  of  Del- 
egates  thus  certified  to  him,  to  be  used  by  him  at  the  organizing  of 
the  Convention. 

Amend  Title  I.,  Canon  4-,  §  i.,  so  as  to  read: 

§  i.  Il  shall  l)e  the  dutv  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  receive 
and  disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Conven- 
tion, of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  otherwise  be 
regulated,  and  semiannually  to  notify  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish, 
Mission  Station,  and  Recognized  Chapel  of  the  amount  of  its  dues, 
and  when  to  be  paid,  giving  twenty  days*  notice.  His  accounts  shall 
be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  carcfullv  exam- 
ined  by  the  Committee  on  Finance.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Ditxvse  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 
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Amend  Title  I.,  Canon  7, by  striking  out  the  word  **  Digest*' 
in  the  second  line,  and  inserting  the  word  **  Canons,*'  so  that 
the  Canon  shall  read : 

CANON  7. 

OF  THE  STANDING   COMMITTEE. 

The  officers  of  the  Standing  Committee  required  by  Title  III.,  Canon 
2,  §  i.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole 
being  summoned,  provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  when  convened  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the

have  been  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  Committee,  and  all 
other  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to 
examination  by  the  Bishop,  or  bj'  the  Convention.  A  report  of  the 
acts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  made  annually  to  the  Convention. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  b\'  vote  of  the 
remaining  members. 

Amend  Title  I.,  Canon  9,  §  iv.,  so  that  it  shall  read : 

§  iv.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  Committee  to  consider  and  ad- 
vise regarding  the  Finances  of  the  Diocese. 

1.  It  shallconsist  of  six  laymen,  and  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Bishop. 

2.  It  shall  from  time  to  time  hold  such  meetings  as  may  be  found 
necessary ;  provided  that  it  shall  hold  one  meeting  within  the  forty 
days  immediately  preceding  the  next  regular  Convention,  at  which 
meeting  a  statement  shall  be  prepared,  setting  forth  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Diocese  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  sent  to  each  Rector,  Senior  Warden,  and  Parochial 
Treasurer,  in  the  Diocese.  The  Committee  on  Finance  are  hereby 
empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  base  their  assessments  on 
some  fixed  and  uniform  plan  ;  and  the  assessments  shall  be  payable, 
one-half  August  1,  and  the  other  half  Februarv  1. 
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Amend  Title  I.,  Canon  9,  §  vi.,  so  that  it  shall  read : 

§  vi.  In  addition  to  the  traveling  and  other  official  expenses  of  the 
Bishop,  and  Assistant  Bishop  if  there  he  one,  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese  shall  include  the  following  items: 

1.  The  quota  assessed  on  the  Diocese  by  the  General  Convention 
for  contingent  expenses. 

2.  Publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  such  other  docu- 
ments as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

3.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  'The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  The  sum  of  $150.00  each  for  the  expenses  of  the  Clerical  Depu- 
ties for  attendance  upon  the  General  Convention. 

6.  The  necessarj'  expenses  of  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court 
for  attendance  upon  Ecclesiastical  trials. 

7.  The  necessary  expenses  of  Examining  Chaplains  for  their  work. 

8.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  their 
work. 

9.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  their  work. 

10.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  for  his 
work. 

11.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  his 
work. . 

12.  Such  other  expenses  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

Amend  Title  II.,  Canon  5.  §  iii.,  so  that  it  shall  read: 

§  iii.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May,  annually,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  a  report  of  his  official  acts 
and  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish  which  he  serves,  ac- 
cording to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  parochial  year  ending  on  the  pre- 
vious Easter  Monday.

Gospel;  it  being  understood,  always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of 
the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subor- 
dination to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authoritv  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

Substitute  for  present  Title  II.,  Canon  5,  §  i.and  §ii.,  the  fol- 
lowing, with  substitution  of  the  word  **  Parish"  for  the  word 
**  Parochial  * '  in  the  title  of  said  Canon  5 : 

§  i.  Every  Minister  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  Fami- 
lies, Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  within  fait 
cure;  specifying  the  name,  time  and  place  of  birth,  parents  and  spon- 
sors of  each  person  baptized ;  the  time  when  persons  became  com- 
municants under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  confirmation,  transfer 
from  some  other  Parish,  or  otherwise ;  the  names  of  those  con- 
firmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  persons  married,  and  of  persons 
buried,  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  rite,  respectively. 

This  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book,  to  be  called  the 
Parish  Register,  provided  by  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Par- 
ish which  he  serves,  which  book  shall  be  a  part  of  the  records  of  the 
Parish. 

[Give  succeeding  section  its  proper  re-numbering.] 

Insert  in  Title  II.  the  following  as  a  new  Canon,  to  be  num- 
bered Canon  6 : 

CANON  6. 

OF    CH.\PELlS. 

When  any  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese  shall,  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
have  erected,  or  purchased,  an  appropriate  building  for  public  wor- 
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hip,  and  have  made  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  divine  service 
herein,  as  a  detached,  and  distinctively  named,  department  of  its 
arochial  work,  application  may  be  made  to  any  Annual  Convention, 
brongh  its  Committee  on  Credentials,  that  such  department  of  par- 
chial  work  be  recognized  as  a  Chapel,  and  if  such  recognition  be 
ranted  by  vote  of  the  Convention,  the  name  of  said  Chapel  shall  be 
irolled  among  the  recognized  Chapels  of  the  Diocese. 

Amend  Title  IV.,  Canon  1,  §  i.,  by  striking  out  the  words 
Digest  of"  in  the  third  line,  and  by  substituting  **niay  "  for 
shair*  in  the  fourth  line,  so  that  the  section  shall  read : 

§  i.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
bought  to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  for  which,  according  to- 
itle  II.,  Canon  2,  §§  i.,ii.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
e  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  may  be  made  in  writing  with  the 
ame  of  everyone  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Stand- 
ig  Committee,  and,  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  suffi- 
ient  to  demand  a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  Clergyman 
o  the  Bishop,  accordingly;  the  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ig,  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  speci- 
ring,  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the  offense  or  offenses,  with 
articulars  of  time,  place  and  circumstances;  and  every  Clergyman 
f  this  Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
he  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  insti- 
uted,and  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

Amend  Title  III.,  Canon  2,  §  i.,  so  as  to  read: 

§  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention  a  committee,  to  be  called  the  Missionarv  Committee  of 
he  Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen 
•om  each  Convocational  district,  and  of  two  Clergymen  and  two 
^aymen  from  the  Diocese  at  large,  to  whom,  together  with  the 
iishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and 
be  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  who  are  ex-officio  members 
f  the  Committee,  shall  be  entrusted  the  general  care  and  manage- 
lent  of  the  missionary  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Amend  Title  IV.,  Canon  1,  §  ii.,  by  adding  thereto  the 
rords:    "The  member  of  the  Court  of  longest  continuous 
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canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  its  President,"  so 
that  the  section  shall  read  : 

§  ii.  There  shall  be  elected  triennially,  by  ballot,  by  the  Conven- 
tion, from  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats,  not  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  five,  who  shall  be  a  Court  for  the  trial  of 
Presbyters  or  Deacons.  No  ballot  shall  have  more  than  three  names 
thereon,  and  the  five  having  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the 
Court.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  bj'the  Standing  Committee,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  next  Convention,  by  a  vote  of .  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present.  The  member  of  the  Court  of  longest  con- 
tinuous canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  its  President. 

Amend  Title  IV;,  Canon  1,  §  iii.,  by  striking  out  from  the  eighth 
and  ninth  lines  the  words,  **  one  of  its  members  President 
thereof,**  and  inserting  instead  the  words,  **any  one  of  its 
members  to  preside  during  the  trial,"  so  that  the  section  shall 
read: 

§  iii.  Said  members  of  said  Court,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for 
each  and  every  trial  and  case  that  may  be  brought  betbre  them,  ap- 
point some  person  learned  in  the  law,  and  who  is  a  communicant  of 
this  Church  and  a  citizen  of  Ohio,  their  legal  adviser,  who  shall  sit 
with  them  on  any  such  trial  or  case,  and  shall  advise  said  Court 
upon  all  questions  of  law,  both  civil  and  ecclesiastical,  and  as  to  all 
rules  and  forms  of  procedure.  Said  legal  adviser  may  preside  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Court,  or  the  Court  may  at  its  option  elect  any  one  of  its 
members  to  preside  during  the  trial.  Before  entering  upon  the  trial 
of  any  minister  who  shall  have  been  duly  presented  for  trial  under  this 
Canon,  or  pending  any  such  trial,  and  with  the  approval,  in  all 
cases,  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  said  Court  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized,  as  a  Court  of  Conciliation,  to  adjust  and  dispose 
of  the  matter  so  presented,  amicably,  and  without  any  public  trial, 
in  case,  in  their  judgment,  it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  such  ami- 
cable adjustment,  a  certificate  thereof,  signed  by  the  President  of  the 
Court,  and  approved  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Amend  Title  IV.,  Canon  1,  §  iv.,  by  inserting  after  the  word 
*'  Court  '*  in  the  second  line,  the  words  '*for  any  trial,"  so  th^t 
the  section  shall  read : 
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§  iv.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court  for  any  trial,  with  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  shall  be 
served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ;  and 
also  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  on  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee; who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom  they 
may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case,  and  present 
such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation, 
a3  they  may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Amend  Title  I  v.,  Canon  1,  §  viii.,  by  striking  out  the  first 
four  words,  so  that  the  section  shall  read : 

.§  viii.  The  Court  shall  choose  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their 
own  number,  or  otherwise,  as  they  determine;  and  before  proceeding 
to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial 
shall  be  conducted ;  provided,  however,  that  both  parties  may  em- 
ploy and  be  represented  in  such  trial  by  counsel,  not  exceeding  two 
for  each,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  this  Church,  and  citizens  of 
Ohio. 

.Amend  Title  IV.,  Canon  1,  §  ix.,  by  striking  out  the  word 
^*  which**  in  the  second  line,  and  inserting  instead  the  words 
**and  all  oral,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read : 

§  ix.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence 
as  may  be  produced;  and  all  ora^ evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing by  the  Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and 
some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at 
the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  the  witnesses;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the 
accused. 

Amend  Title  lY.,  Canon  3,  §  i.,  so  that  it  shall  read : 

§  i.  If  any  person  be  repelled  under  the  rubric  in  the  communion 
office,  the  minister  shall  notify  him  and  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  stating 
the  cause  and  the  evidence. 

Amend  Title  IV.,  Canon  3,  §  ii.,  by  substituting  for  the 
word  ** Digest"  in  the  second  line,  the  word  "Canons,"  so 
that  the  section  shall  read : 
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§  ii.  When  a  person  so  repelled  shall  appeal  under  Title  II.,  Cation 
12,  §  xi.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  Genera!  Convention,  the  Bishop 
may  examine  the  case  himself,  or  appoint  a  Commission,  as  he  may 
deem  best,  to  examine  the  case  and  report  to  him.  His  decision  shall 
be  final.

At  Morning  Prayer  on  each  Mission  Sunday,  it  shall  betheduty  of 
every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  to  take  a  collection  for  Diocesan 
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Missions  in  every  congregation  under  his  charge ;  and  in  congrega- 
tions where  there  is  no  clergyman  in  charge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  wardens  to  take  said  collection.  In  congregations  where  there 
is  no  morning  service,  the  collection  shall  be  taken  at  the  principal 
^service  of  the  day  ;  and  in  those  churches  which  may  have  no  service 
on  Mission  Sanda3%  the  missionary  collection  shall  be  taken  as  soon 
thereafter  as  circumstances  will  permit.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
the  clergy  to  announce  the  missionary  collection  on  the  Sunday  pre- 
ceding Mission  Sunday,  and  also,  during  the  week  preceding  the  col. 
lection,  to  send  notice  to  every  family  in  each  congregation  under  his 
charge,  of  his  purpose  to  take  the  quarterly  Missionary  Collection. 
The  expense  of  said  notice  may  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
collection. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  presented  a  report  on  **The 
Bishop's  Power  of  Mission  in  the  Primitive  Church/'  which 
was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.  [See  Appen- 
dix. Report  No.  XIV.] 

Mr.  T.  M.  Sloane  presented  a  report  in  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  visit  the  Institutions  at  Gambier,  which  was  received 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.  [See  Appendix,  Report 
No.  XV.] 

Mr.  Geo.  T.  Chapman,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  H.  D.  Aves, 
offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted :

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REPORT  NO.  II— Secretary  OF  the  Missionary  Committee. 

As  the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  Ohio,  it  has  become 
my  duty  to  read  the  annual  report  of  the  Committee  to  this  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Committee  are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  begin  their  report  with 
the  statement  that  the  fiscal  year  closed  March  31  with  a  deficit  of 
OTcr  one  thousand  dollars,  and  that  they  have  been  called  upon  at 
each  of  the  quarterly  meetings  to  solve  the  perplexing  problem  of  how 
to  pay  one  hundred  dollars  with  seventy-five  or  less.  The  only  solu- 
tion that  we  have  been  able  to  discover  was  to  instruct  our  Treasurer 
to  perform  the  pleasant  task  of  insisting  upon  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations  doing  their  duty  in  the  matter  of  sending  in  quarterly  collec- 
tions. It  is  believed  that  the  delegates  of  delinquent  Parishes  and 
Stations  will  bear  witness  to  the  faithfulness  with  which  he,  at  much 
personal  trouble  that  he  should  have  been  spared,  has  carried  out 
his  instructions. 

At  the  mid-winter  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Committee,  this  ever 
recurring  problem  was  solved  hy  the  La3rmen  of  the  Committee  put- 
ting their  hands  in  their  pockets  and  advancing  one  thousand  dollars. 
At  this  time  the  situation  was  regarded  as  sufficiently  alarming  to 
justify  the  adoption  of  some  measure  more  extraordinary  than  the 
postal  card  duns  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  pleadings  of  the  Bishop 
and  Archdeacon  through  the  columns  of  Church  Life.  So,  against 
the  preference  of  perhaps  every  member  of  the  Committee,  it  was  re- 
solved to  appeal  to  the  children  to  send  us  their  Lenten  ofiferings  in- 
stead of  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions.  It  seemed 
like  robbing  Peter  to  pay  Paul,  but  your  Committee  quiet  their  con- 
science by  laying  the  responsibility  where  it  belongs,  namely,  at  the 
door  of  Parishes  which  either  failed  to  send  in  the  required  quarterly 
collections,  or  in  making  them  duly  large.  Your  Committee  to  a 
man  would  deeply  regret  and  deplore  any  perceptible  diminution  in 
the  traditional  liberality  of  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions occasioned  by  their  action,  but  they  feel  that  until  ten  thousand 
dollars,  the  minimum  annual  amount  necessary  to  maintain  and  de- 
velop the  missionary  operations  of  this  Diocese  is  forthcoming  in 
other  ways,  they  are  fully  justified  in  asking  for  the  Sunday-school 
Lenten  offerings. 

But  your  Committee  is  of  th€  opinion  that  the  ten  thousand  adult 
communicants  of  this  great  Diocese  should  be  unwilling  to  allow  the 
children's  Lenten  offerings  to  be  diverted  from  the  Church's  general 
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work,  and  that  this  Convention  should  provide  some  more  efficient 
methods  for  securing  the  ten  thousand  dollars  which  the  Committee 
must  have  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  its  work  during  the  com- 
ing year.  Not  that  we  would  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  quar 
terly  collection  requirement,  but  that  the  Convention  would  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  some  adequate  means  of  enforcing  obe- 
dience to  it,  and  that  you  will  further  provide  that  these  inforced 
quarterly  collections  from  our  several  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations 
shall  be  in  each  case  their  due  and  proper  proportion  of  the  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  called  for.  As  matters  now  stand  our  duns  and  appeals 
at  last  have  had  the  gratifying  effect  of  extorting  the  required  num« 
ber  of  collections  from  almost,  if  not  quite,half  of  our  congregations* 
but  they  have  utterly  failed,  except  in  three  or  four  instances,  in 
making  them  adequately  large. 

In  order  that  the  truth  of  this  might  be  demonstrated  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Convention,  your  Committee  has  been  at  considerable 
pains  to  prepare  a  statement  showing  what  each  Parish  and  Mission 
Station  gave  for  the  Convention  year  1890-91,  as  reported  in  the  last 
Journal,  and  what  this  Committee,  judging  their  giving  capacity  by 
the  amount  of  their  ordinary  running  expenses,  that  is  for  salaries^ 
music,  janitor,  services,  ftiel,  etc.,  believe  to  be  the  due  proportion 
which  they  should  pay  to  the  support  of  Diocesan  Missions.  Your 
Committee  is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  figures  in  the  due 
proportion  column  will  appear  startling  to  the  majority  of  the  dele- 
gates of  this  Convention,  but  we  beg  to  assure  you  that  the  contribu- 
tion column,  has  long  astonished  us  beyond  measure.  Your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  a  scheme  of  arbitrary  assessment  and  compulsory 
payment  should  be  resorted  to  as  soon  as  possible,  but  at  this  time 
it  ventures  only  to  recommend  that  the  Convention  take  some  action 
which  will  secure  from  each  congregation,  in  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion, a  voluntary  pledge  to  pay  the  amount  apportioned  to  them  by 
the  Committee,  or  as  much  of  it  as  possible. 

The  Committee  report  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  Convention  year 
just  passed  there  were  twenty-two  Clerical  and  two  Lay  Missionaries 
in  the  Diocese  receiving  stipends  from  the  Committee.  These  served 
thirty-three  Mission  Parishes  and  Stations.  We  closed  the  year  with 
twenty-five  Clerical  and  five  Lay  Missionaries,  serving  thirty-eight 
places,  an  increase  in  Missionaries  of  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay, 
and  of  six  in  the  places  served.  Besides  this  increase  the  Bishop  and 
Committee  have  an  Archdeacon  or  General  Missionary  in  the  field. 
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he  Committee  also  contributes  to  the  support  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
[ann's  noble  work. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  three  of  our  Missionaries,  the  Rev.  F.  W. 
aikes,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Blanchet  and  the  Rev.  N.  E.  Cornwall  have  left 
le  Diocese,  and  two,  the  Rev.  Jesse  C.  Taylor  and  the  Rev.  John  C. 
ige  have  left  the  service  of  the  Committee,  and  taken  charge  of  in- 
*pendent  Parishes.  The  Rev.  F.  M.  Munson  has  given  up  the  over^ 
gbt  of  Christ  Church,  Cleveland. 

The  following  Missionaries  have  either  wholly  or  in  part  changed 
leirfield  of  labor;  the  Rev.  James  A.  Brown  has  taken  Christ  Church, 
cnt,  instead  of  S.Luke's,  Niles;  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCabe  has  left  Trinity 
hurch,  Findlay,  and  taken  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Geneva,  and  S. 
[ichael's,  Unionville  ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Brittain  has  added  S.  Paul's, 
onneaut,  to  his  field  ;  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Daugherty  has  added  to  his 
eld  the  Mission  of  the  Holy  Sacrament  on  Catawba  Island  ;  and 
ic  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown  having  been  appointed  Archdeacon,  left 
alion  and  adjacent  points  to  others.

There  are  at  this  time  two  important  Mission  vacancies  which  the 
ishop  and  Committee  are  anxious  to  have  filled.  These  are  Trinity 
hurch,  Findlay,  and  S.  Paul's  Church,  Kenton. 
Three  Missions  have  been  organized  this  year:  namely,  S.  Paul's, 
lonneaut,  the  Holy  Sacrament,  Catawba  Island,  and  S.  Thomas', 
lerea.  The  work  has  been  greatly  revived  at  Kinsman,  Jefferson, 
lilan,  Hudson,  Kent,  and  in  fact  the  whole  field  presents  a  most  en- 
ouraging  asp>ect  to  your  Committee.  God's  blessing  is  evidently 
ttending  the  efforts  that  are  being  made  to  develop  this  Diocese.  It 
» now  probable  that  chapels  will  be  built  at  Geneva,  Unionville,  East 
Cleveland,  Conneaut,  Bucyrus,  Cardington  and  Shelby  before  the 
leeting  of  the  next  Convention.  The  prospect  of  building  seven 
hapels  in  the  course  of  one  year  is  indeed  inspiring  !  Your  Commit- 
ee  thank  God  and  take  courage  at  this  unprecedented  outlook. 
During  the  year  the  Committee  have  made  a  thorough  study  of  the 
>iocese,  and  caused  a  large  map  to  be  so  drawn  that  it  shows  at  a 
lance  the  location  of  Church  towns,  and  of  important  places  where

the  Church  should  be  introduced  at  once  and  planted  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

We  find  that  the  Diocese  contains  an  area  of  21,007  square  miles ; 
that  at  the  last  census  it  had  a  population  of  2,917,260  ;  that  fsom 
1880  to  1890  it  increased  in  population  200,000.  We  have  48 
counties,  30  cities,  and  176  towns  and  villages — in  all,  206 
legally  incorporated  municipalities,  to  say  nothing  about  smaller 
places.  The  cities  have  a  population  ranging  from  5,000  to  260,000; 
the  towns  and  villages  range  from  5,000  to  500. 

Your  Committee  find  that  for  Missionary  purposes  the  Diocese  is 
at  present  divided  into  four  Convocations:  namely,  Cleveland,  North- 
western, Central  and  North-eastern.  The  Committee  believe  that 
some  of  the  information  which  they  acquired  in  the  coarse  of  their 
studies  should  be  preserved  for  future  reference,  and  therefore  beg 
leave  to  incorporate  in  this  report  the  following  brief  description  of 
each  Convocation  : 

The  Cleveland  Convocation  has  three  counties — Cuyahoga,  Lorain 
and  Medina.  Cuyahoga  county  has  a  population  of  309,970,  Lo- 
rain, 40,295,  and  Medina,  21,742.  The  whole  population  of  the 
Convocation  is  372,007. 

We  have  in  this  Convocation  thirteen  self-supporting  Parishes  and 
nine  Mission  Stations,  in  all  twenty -two  organizations.  Of  these, 
Medina  has  one  at  Medina,  the  county-seat ;  Lorain  three,  one  each 
at  Elyria,  Oberlin  and  Lorain;  and  Cuyahoga  eighteen,  seventeen  of 
which  are  at  Cleveland  and  one  at  Berea. 

There  are  in  the  Convocation  twenty  clergymen,  three  of  which  are 
superannuated.  Eleven  of  the  rest  are  supported  in  fall  by  the  Parishes 
to  which  they  minister,  and  the  remaining  six  are  receiving  stipends 
from  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee. 

There  are  3,826  communicants  in  the  Convocation.  We  have  in 
this  portion  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  one  communicant  to  every  97  and 
one  clergyman  to  every  18,600  of  the  population.  The  only  places 
of  1,500  inhabitants  and  upwards  within  the  limits  of  the  Convoca- 
tion in  which  nothing  is  being  done  at  present  are :  Lorain,  4,863 ; 
Wellington,  2,069;  Collinwood,  1,700,  and  Chagrin  Falls,  1.444. 
Occasional  services  should  at  once  be  established  in  these  places. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  Cleveland  Convocation  is  the  only 
one  of  the  four  which  has  contributed  more  to  the  Diocesan  Mission 
ary  Committee  than  has  been  expended  in  missionary  operations 
within  its  limits.  The  contributions  amounted  to  $2,484.41,  and 
the  expenditures  to  $1,400.00.  Thus  in  1890-91  the  other  Convoca- 
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tions  weretherecipients  of  $1,084.41  from  the  Cleveland  Convocation. 
The  Northwestern  Convocation  embraces  the  following  twenty-six 
of  the  forty-«ight  counties  which  constitute  the  Diocese  of  Ohio: 
Allen,  Auglaize,  Crawford,  Defiance,  Erie,  Fulton,  Hancock,  Harding, 
Henry,  Huron,  Logan,  Lucas,  Marion,  Mercer,  Morrow,  Ottawa, 
Paulding,   Putnam,  Sandusky,  Seneca,  Shelby,  Union,  Van  Wert, 
Williams,  Wood  and  Wyandot.  The  division  of  the  Diocese  into  Con- 
vocations was  made  a  number  of  years  ago.    The  inequality  in  their 
size  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  make 
them  about  equal  in  respect  to  the  strength  of  the  Church  within 
their  limits.    It  will  be  observed  that  the  Northwestern  Convocation 
has  two  more  than  half  of  the  whole  number  of  counties  in  the  Dio- 
cese.   Thus  the  section  lying  east  of  the  eastern  line  of  the  counties  of 
Erie,  Huron,  Crawford  and  Morrow,  though  it  is  the  smaller  half  of 
the  Diocese,  was  considered  to  be  about  three  times  stronger  in  the 
various  elements  of  Church  strength  than  all  the  region  west  of  that 
line.    This  vast  Convocation  is  still  in  an  undeveloped  state.    It  has 
a  population  of  837,854,  of  which  there  are  only  2,937  communi- 
cants of  the  Church,  or  only  one  communicant  to  everj'-  285  of  the 
population.    There  are  ten  rectors  and  eleven  missionaries  in  the 
field,  in  all  twenty-one  ministers,  or  one  to  every  39,897  of  the  popu- 
lation.    We  have  in  the  Northwestern  Convocation  eleven  self-su}>- 
porting  Parishes  and  twenty-seven  Mission  Stations,  in  all  thirty- 
eight  organizations.     Within  this  Convocation  alone  there  are  nine 
whole  counties  in  which  there  is  no  organization  of  the  Church  what- 
soever.   These  are  Fulton,  Henry,  Mercer,  Paulding,  Putnam,  Shelby, 
Union,  Van  Wert  and  Wood.     And  there  are  twenty  towns  with 
populations  ranging  fi-om  1,500  to  6,000  in  which  we  have  no  organ- 
ized representation,  namely:  Delphos,  Wapakoneta,  Wauseon,  Ada, 
Napoleon,  Dcshler,  Chicago  Junction,  Richwood,  Celina,  Oak  Harbor, 
Paulding,  Ottawa,  Columbus  Grove,  Sidney,  Marysville,  York,  Van 
Wert,  Bowling  Green,  North  Baltimore  and  Carey. 

The  Missionary  Committee  is  expending  at  the  rate  of  $2,804.16 
annually  for  the  development  of  the  Church  in  this  Convocation. 
This  is  a  little  over  one-third  of  the  whole  amount  expended  by  the 
Committee.  The  Convocation  has  therefore  received  its  full  propor- 
tion, but  the  sum  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  needs. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  Northwestern  Con  vocation  contribut- 
ed $1,032.06  to  Diocesan  Missions  in  the  Convention  year,  1890-91. 

The  Central  Convocation  is,  next  to  the  Northwestern,  the  largest 
in  the  Diocese.  It  comprises  the  following  thirteen  counties :  Ashland, 
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Carroll,  Columbiana,  Coshocton,  Harrison,.  Holmes,  Jefferson,  Knox» 
Richland,  Stark,  Summit,  Tuscarawas  and  Wayne.  These  counties 
have  an  aggregate  population  of  496,456.  The  Convocation  has 
nine  self-supporting  Churches  and  eleven  Missions,  in  all,  twentj 
organizations.  There  are  at  present  eight  rectors  and  five  missionaries, 
in  all  thirteen  ministers  in  the  field.  The  communicants  number 
2,067.  This  gives  us  one  communicant  to  every  246,  and  one  min- 
ister to  every  24,828  of  the  population. 

The  Central  Convocation,  like  the  Northwestern,  has  a  great  deal 
of  unoccupied  ground.  There  are  four  counties  in  which  we  have  no 
Parish  or  Mission  Stations,  namely:  Ashland,  Carroll,  Harrison  and 
Holmes.  We  have  no  form  of  organization  in  the  following  fifteen 
towns :  Ashland,  Loudenville,  Carrollton,  Leetonia,  East  Palestine, 
Salineville,  Columbiana,  'Newcomerstown,  Cadiz,  Millersburgb, 
Mingo  Junction,  Toronto,  New  Philadelphia,  Canal  Dover  and  Orr- 
ville.  All  of  these  have  a  population  of  from  1,500  to  3,500,  and 
four  of  them  are  county-seats. 

In  1890-91  this  Convocation  sent  to  our  treasurer  for  tho  use  of 
the  Committee,  $317.44. 

There  are  six  counties  in  the  Northeastern  Convocation,  namelv: 
Ashtabula,  Trumbidl,  Mahoning,  Portage,  Geauga  and  Lake.  There 
are  self-supporting  Parishes  at  Ashtabula,  Painesville,  Warren  and 
Youngstown,  and  Missions  at  Boardman,  Conneaut,  East  Plymouth, 
Geneva,  Harbor,  Jefferson,  Kent,  Kinsman,  Mill  Creek,  Niles,  Ravenna. 
Rome,  Unionville,  Windsor,  Willoughby  and  Youngstown.  There  are 
three  towns  of  1 ,500  inhabitants  and  upwards  where  there  are  no  serv- 
ices of  the  Church  maintained,  namely:  Chardon,  Girard,  and  Hubber- 
ton.  There  is  no  organization  of  the  Church  in  Geauga  county.  We 
have  978  communicants  in  the  Convocation.  There  are  in  the  Con  vo- 
•cation  at  present  three  rectors  and  five  missionaries.  The  population 
is  202,609.  We  have  therefore  one  minister  to  about  25,000,  and 
one  communicant  to  about  200  of  the  population. 

In  summarizing  the  above  information  the  Committee  find  that 
there  are  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  110  towns  in  which  there  is  no 
organized  representation  of  the  Church.  Seventy-five  of  these  places 
bave  a  population  of  1,500  and  upwards.  Sixteen  of  them  are 
county  towns.  [These  are  Ashland,  Wapakoneta,  Carrollton,  Wau- 
seon,  Chardon,  Cadiz,  Napoleon,  Millersburgb,  Celina,  Paulding, 
Ottawa,  Sidney , New  Philadelphia,  Marysville,  Van  Wert,and  Bowling 
Green.]  Of  the  48  counties  of  the  Diocese,  14  have  no  organized  rep- 
resentation of  the  Church  whatsoever.     These  do  not  belong  to  one 
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section  of  the  Diocese,  but  to  all  parts  of  it.  This  will  appear  as  I 
tiame  them:  Ashland,  Carroll,  Fulton,  Geauga.  Harrison,  Henry, 
Holmes,  Mercer,  Paulding,  Putnam,  Shelby,  Union,  Van  Wert  and 
Wood.  There  are  12  other  counties  which,  though  they  each  have 
from  one  to  two  struggling  Mission  Stations,  have  no  self-support- 
ing organization.  [These  are  Auglaize,  Coshocton,  Crawford,  De- 
fiance, Hancock,  Harding,  Logan,Morrow,  Ottawa,  Portage,  Tusca- 
rawas, Williams  and  Wyandot]  Thus  26  counties  out  of  the  48, 
or  two  more  than  half  of  the  whole  number  of  counties  in  the 
Diocese,  is  essentially  missionary  ground,  as  much  so  as  any  equal 
portion  of  any  of  our  western  missionary  jurisdictions,  and  if  any- 
thing, more  so,  because  our  population  is  so  much  greater. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  delegate  who  has  any 
appreciation  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  undeveloped 
missionary  field  in  our  Diocese  can  be  indifferent  to  the  needs  of  your 
Bishop  and  Committee,  or  refuse  to  pledge  his  Parish  for  its  equitable 
portion  of  $10,000  requested  for  the  ensuing  Convention  year. 

After  mature  deliberation,  and  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  whole 
•question,  and  as  the  result  of  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  difficulties 
of  the  situation,  your  Missionary  Board  respectfully  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  hereby  authorizes  its 
Missionary  Committee  to  raise  and  disburse  for  its  work  during^  the  current 
fiscal  year,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) ; 

Resolved^  That  the  said  sum  of  $10,000  be  raised  by  contributions  from  the 
severA  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  of  the  Diocese  in  such  amounts  as  are 
shown  to  be  their  pro  rata  shares  according^  to  an  equitable  apportionment, 
based  on  the  amounts  of  their  annual  local  expenses  as  set  forth  in  the 
statement  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  published  in  the  issue  of  Church 
Life  for  May,  1892.  which  is  hereto  appended ;  such  amounts  to  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary  Committee  in  quarterlj-  instalments  on 
or  before  the  last  day  of  the  second  month  of  the  quarters  ending  March  31, 
June  30,  September  30  and  December  31.

THE  ARCHDEACON'S  REPORT. 

I  shall  not  ask  the  indulgence  of  the  Convention  to  listen  to  an  extend- 
ed report  under  this  head.  All  facts  of  sufficient  importance  for  record 
have  naturally  and  properly  been  incorporated  in  the  preceding  re- 
ports. Church  Life,  the  official  organ  of  the  Diocese,  has  from  month 
to  month  published  a  detailed  account  of  my  work.  Accordingly,  there 
is  no  occasion  for  me  to  occupy  your  time,  or  the  space  of  the  Journal, 
except  with  the  following  summary  of  work  done  since  my  appoint- 
ment, July  1,  1891,  to  May  17. 1892:— Places  visited,  144;  Services  held, 
162;  Sermons  preached,  115;  Addressesmade,  117;  total  Sermons  and 
Addresses,  232.    Holy  Communions  administered,  40;  Baptized  54 
persons;  presented   14  candidates  for  Confirmation;    solemnized 5 
Marriages.    Within  the  year  I  have  travelled  9,410  miles  and   writ- 
ten about  2,000  letters.    I  solicited  the  following  subscriptions : — At 
St.    Mary's,    $330.00;    at    Cross   Creek,    $135.00;    at  Conneaut, 
$1,500.00.     I  inaugurated,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,   the 
Ohio  Church  Building  Fund,  and  have  secured  pledges  sufficient  to 
give  $500.00  to  the  first  ten  mission  chapels  that  are  built  in  the 
Diocese.  This  $5,000.00  does  not,  however,  represent  all  that  has  been 
done,  as  one  of  the   largest  subscriptions  is  for  the  first  twenty 
chapels,  and  several  others  are  unlimited,  except  by  the  death  or 
withdrawal  of  the  subscriber. 

The  collections  taken  at  my  services  for  the  Missionary-  Committee 
aggregate  $337.49. 

The  year,  so  far  as  my  work  is  concerned,  has  been  to  a  great  ex- 
tent devoted  to  the  laying  of  foundations  for  the  future,  and  in 
making  appeals  for  money  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Committee.  It  is  hoped  that  from  this  on  I  shall  be  able  to  give 
more  time  to  our  Mission  Stations  and  weak  Parishes,  and  to 
aggressive  work  in  the  unoccupied  field.

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REPORT   No.    IV.— Secretary   of   the  Joint   Edlxation 

Committee. 

1.  Eighteen  young  men  have  been  aided  during  the  past  year, 
seven  of  whom  it  is  expected  will  be  ordained  in  June,  and  immedi- 
ately before  them  lie  imperative  demands  for  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio. 

2.  The  donations  of  two  or  three  able  and  liberal  persons  have 
enabled  your  Committee  to  provide  the  support  above  indicated. 
Very  few  of  the  Parishes  have  remembered  us  and  our  work.  The 
proceeds  of  two  of  our  permanent  funds  have  not  been  available  dur- 
ing this  year.  We  hope  that  our  undertakings  may  be  guaranteed 
by  generous  and  assured  assistance  from  the  Parishes. 

3.  Our  experience  has  proven  that  a  real  demand  exists  for  the 
clerical  education  provided  in  our  own  institution  in  Gambier, 
largely  due  to  an  increasing  realization  of  the  need  of  extending 
Diocesan  Missions,  for  which  we  must  maintain  a  source  of  supply 
in  men  as  well  as  money,  at  home  and  under  our  own  supervision. 

4.  In  this,  the  seventy-fifth  year  of  Diocesan  life  in  Ohio,  we  beg 
all  Churchmen  to  remember  how  vital  has  been  the  connection  of  the 
growth  of  the  Church,  and  our  work  and  achievements  in  the  further- 
ance of  preparation  for  the  sacred  ministry.

REPORT  No.  V.— The  Standing  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Title  I.,  Canon  7, 
the  Standing  Committee  herewith  present  a  report  of 
their  acts  during  the  Convention  year,  from  May  12,  1891,  to 
May  17,  1892. 

REPORT. 

There  have  been  six  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

I.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  May  28,  1891.  The 
Committee  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.D..  presi- 
dent, and  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthington,  secretary.  The  Rev.  Herbert 
D.  Cone,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordained 
Priest.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Phillips 
Brooks,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  and  of  the 
Rev.  David  Sessums  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana. 
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II.  The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  June  18,  1891. 
The  Rev.  Edward  T.  Mabley  and  the  Rev.  David  Felix  Davies,  Dea- 
cons, were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordained  Priest ;  and 
Owen  John  Davies  to  be  ordered  Deacon.  The  office  of  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  having  been  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Levi 
Battles.  Mr.  P.  W.  Garfield  was  elected  to  the  office  for  the  unexpired 
term.  The  Bishop's  appointment  of  the  Hon.  Augustus  J.  Ricks  to 
be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  was  approved.  A  resolution  was  passed, 
placing  upon  record  the  unwillingness  of  the  present  Standing  Com- 
mittee, except  under  very  extraordinary  circumstances,  to  shorten 
the  period  of  candidateship  of  those  applying  for  Holy  Orders. 

III.  The  third  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  September  7,  1891. 
Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  L.  Nichol- 
son, S.  T.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  and  to  the 
translation  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ethelbert  Talbot,  n.D.,from  the  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

IV.  The  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  November  19, 1891. 
The  Rev.  James  de  B.  Kaye,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
to  be  ordained  Priest ;  George  Lyford  Frebern  and  George  Frederic 
Williams  to  be  received  as  candidates  for  Holv  Orders. 

V.  The  fifth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  February  1,  1892. 
Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Cleland  Kinloch 
Nelson.  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia.  Robert  Kell  was 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordered  Deacon;  W.  Rix  Attwood 
and  John  Famell  Kecne  to  be  received  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

VI.  The  sixth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  March  14,  1892. 
The  death  of  Bishop  Bedell  being  announced  to  the  Committee,  it 
was  resolved  that  each  member  of  the  Committee  be  requested  to 
attend  the  funeral  at  Gambier,  and  an  appropriate  minute  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  inscribed  upon  the  records.  Consent  was 
refused  to  th<^ memorial  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  requesting  per- 
mission to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  the  reason  of  extent  of 
Diocese.  Pending  the  expiration  of  his  full  period  of  candidateship, 
action  was  deferred  on  the  application  of  Joseph  Sheerin,  desiring  to 
be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordered  Deacon.

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REPORT  No.  VI.— Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  would  respectfully  report  that^ 
since  the  last  Convention,  seven  meetings  have  been  held,  and  that,, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  provisions  for  the  proper  care  of  Trust 
Funds,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  very  difficult  and 
tedious  work  of  collecting  full  information  concemingtitlts  to  Church 
property.  We  have  instituted  more  or  Itss  complete  inquiry  into 
fifty-one  titles.  There  are,  however,  but  few  if  any  instances  in 
which  our  researches  have  been  satisfactorily  completed.  We  arc, 
therefore,  again  (it  is  hoped  for  the  last  time)  obliged  to  beg  the  in- 
dulgence of  the  Convention,  and  ask  for  another  year  or  more  to 
finish  our  investigations  and  to  compile  a  ftdl  report  of  titles. 

The  Trustees  have  resolved  that  in  all  cases  where  bonds  are  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  no  such  bond  shall  be  received  by  them 
unless  it  is  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Canon  regulatinjg^  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  bonds  by  officers  of  the  Convention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  are  persuaded  that  the  Convention  should 
adopt  a  Canon  for  prevention  of  the  selling  or  incumbrance  by 
vestries  and  other  persons  of  the  properties  of  this  Diocese  without 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Trustees ;  and  the  Board  is  also  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Convention  should  make  some  arrangement  by 
which  the  Trustees  will  have  sufficient  money  for  the  necessary  ex- 
I^enses  connected  with  their  work. 

The  Board  would  therefore  respectfully  offer  the  two  following 
resolutions,  namely : 

Resok'ed,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be,  and  they  are  hereby  request- 
ed to  prepare  and  report  to  this  Convention,  for  its  adoption,  a  Canon  pro- 
hibiting^ the  sale  or  incumbrance  of  church  property  in  %he  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  without  the  consent  thereto  in  writing  of  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese. 

Resoh'fd,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  pay  from  the 
surplus  funds  in  his  hands,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  o^ 
Ohio,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  in 
the  discharge  of  their  constitutional  and  canonical  duties.

REPORT  No.  VIII.— Committee  on  Missions. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  matters  referred  to  them,  and  regret  that,  on  account 
of  lack  of  time,  they  are  unable  to  present  an  exhaustiTC  review  of 
the  Missionary  and  Educational  interests  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  are  assured  that  the  Missionarv  Committee  can 
really  make  no  extension  of  its  work  without  having  more  money  at 
its  disposal.  Though  many  fields  are  open  for  the  introduction  of  the 
Church,  with  their  present  resources  no  advance  can  be  made.  The 
best  that  can  be  done  is  to  hold  our  own  at  points  already  estab- 
lished. 

The  Missionary'  Committee,  in  their  Annual  Report,  as  well  as  in 
frequent  articles  in  Church  Li^-j  have  made  the  Diocese  thoroughly 
well  informed  as  to  the  needs  that  are  pressing  upon  them,  and  the 
great  urgency  that  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  should  at  once 
be  raised  to  at  least  $10,000  per  annum.  This  Committee  believe 
that  the  amount  asked  by  the  Missionary  Committee  is  not  only 
just  and  reasonable,  but  can  be  raised  if  proper  agencies  are  em- 
ploj-ed. 

They  are  persuaded  that  what  the  people  of  the  Diocese  need,  in 
order  to  insure  the  required  sum,  is  information,  and  that  such  a 
campaign  should  be  entered  on  as  will  carry  light  concerning  this 
burning  question  of  Diocesan  Missions  into  every  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion Station.  This  can  be  done  bv  the  wider  circulation  of  Church 
Life,  which  the  Committee  cordially  commend,  and  by  the  Rectors 
and  Missionaries  giving  definite  facts  and  other  information  to  their 
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])eople  in  such  a  way  as  will  reach  all  those  who  should  be  interested. 
They  believe  that  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  can  be  prose- 
cuted in  an  aggressive  way,  if  the  laity  only  have  a  clear  knowledge 
•of  the  fact  that,  according  to  Title  III.,  Canon  1,  of  our  Diocesan 
Law,  they  are  by  their  Christian  profession  "  pledged  to  the  support 
•of  the  Missionary  work,  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry  being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel 
in  the  same  work,  it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of  the 
Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  involving  direct 
obligation  to  promote  these  objects." 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  system  of  quarterly  or  more 
frequent  collections  for  Diocesan  Missions  be  continued  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  that  every  Parish  Priest  and  Missionary  be  urged  to 
•consider  it  a  matter  of  conscience  that  the  people  in  his  cure  be  given 
^mplc  opportunity  to  make  stated  and  regular  contributions  to  this 
object. 

The  Committee  renew  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of 
the  last  Convention  that,  inasmuch  as  the  Joint  Education  Commit- 
tee is  in  need  of  more  funds  for  its  work,  a  collection  should  be  made 
in  each  Parish  for  this  object,  if  possible  upon  Whitsun-day.

REPORT  No.  IX.— Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  in  submitting  their  estimates  for  the 
ensuing  year,  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  Fund  for  the 
Endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  as  this  is  the  first  year  in  which  any 
.assistance  has  been  received  therefrom. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  from  the  figures  to  be  presented  that  the  still 
iurther  increase  of  this  fund  is  in  every  way  desirable.  In  preparing 
the  schedule,  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  salary  and  expenses  has 
l>een  made  separate  from  that  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 
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This  has  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  fact  that  the  income  from 
the  Endowment  Fund  can  only  be  applied  towards  the  redaction  of 
the  first  named  account. 

In  three  of  the  parishes  the  generosity  of  the  laymen  thereof  has 
given  them  credit  in  excess  of  their  assessments  for  Bishop's  salary 
and  expenses — this  excess  going  to  the  credit  of  all  the  parishes.  In 
three  other  parishes  the  credits  equal  the  amount  of  first  assessment. 

The  estimates  for  the  year  are  as  follows:

With  a  desire  to  make  the  assessments  as  low  as  it  could  be  done 
prudently,  your  Committee  recommend  that  one  thousand  dollars 
of  the  funds  now  in  hand  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  last 
named  items,  which  will  reduce  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  general 
Diocesan  expenses  to  $400.  In  conformity  to  this  plan,  each  parish 
has  been  notified  of  the  amount  of  proposed  assessment,  and  the 
Committee  hope  that  there  will  be  general  satisfaction  throughout 
the  Diocese. 

In  the  foregoing  estimates  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  item  for 
printing  the  Journal  is  larger  than  usual. 

Believing  that  the  interests  of  the  Diocese  would  be  advanced  in 
every  way ,  if  the  intelligent  laymen  therein  could  be  more  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  affairs,  not  onh'  of  their  own  but  of  other 
parishes  and  of  the  Diocese  at  large,  your  Committee  recommend  the 
publication  of  a  largely  increased  number  of  the  Journal,  in  order 
that  every  layman  who  will  read  it  can  be  supplied  with  a  copy. 

Your  Committee  submitted  this  proposition  to  every  Senior  War^ 
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dtn  in  the  Diocese,  and  asked  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  desir- 
ability of  the  plan. 

More  than  one-half  of  the  inquiries  were  responded  to;  and,  with 
one  solitary  exception,  the  plan  was  heartily  endorsed.  The  Com- 
mittee therefore  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Retolvtd,  That  the  Treasurer  procure  the  publication  of  one  thousand 
five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention.

REPORT  No.  XII.— Amendment  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Can- 
ons (see  page  47  of  the  Journal),  reported  the  following  prop- 
ositions for  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  numbered 
Articles  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.,  VII..  VIII.,  IX.,  XL  and  XII., 
which  being  read,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
to  be  reported  to  the  next  Convention. 

For  Proposed  Amended  Constitution,  and  Present 
Constitution,  on  opposite  pages,  see  pages  108-115. 
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PROPOSED  AMENDED  CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  as  now  constituted  embraces  territorially'  all 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Ohio  lying  north  of  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Harrison,  Tuscarawas,  Coshocton. 
Knox,  Morrow,  Marion,  Union,  Logan,  Shelbj'.  Auglaize  and  Mer- 
cer; and  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  it  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  their  au- 
thority accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  entrusts  its  legislation  to  a  Convention  to 

consist  as  follows : 

I.  Of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  one,  and  of  the  As- 
sistant Bishop  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  one. 

II.  Of  every  clergyman,  not  under  discipline,  who  shall  have  been 
for  six  months  next  preceding  the  Convention  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  in  charge  of,  or  employed  as  assistant  minister  in, 
any  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  or  employed  as  a 
missionary  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  en- 
rolled among  the  officiating  clergy  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  or  r^nlarly 
engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  department  of  Kenyon  College,  or 
who  having  been  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
duties  shall  have  been  disabled  from  continuing  in  the  same  by  reason 
of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health. 

HI.  Of  any  officers  of  the  Diocese  who  may  be  constituted  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Convention  by  constitutional  or  canonical  provision. 

IV.  Of  lay  delejp^ates  from  the  Parishes  in  canonical  union  with 
the  Diocese,  and  Srom  the  Recognized  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations 
in  the  Diocese. 

Each  of  said  Parishes  having  on  Easter  Monday  previous  to  the 
Convention  two  hundred  communicants  or  more  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  delegates  in  the  Convention,  and  each  Parish  then  having  fifty 
communicants,  but  less  than  two  hundred,  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
delegates  in  the  Convention,  and  each  Parish  then  having  less  than 
fifty  communicants,  and  each  of  said  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  in  the  Convention. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  be  communicants  in  the  Parish,  Chapel,  or 
Mission  Station,  which  they  represent,  and  they  shall  be  chosen  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescriljed  by  canon,  or  by  special  parochial 
charter  or  by-laws. 
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PRESENT  CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  1. 


This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 

Constitution    of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  ac- 

cbrdingly. 


ARTICLE  2. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  May,  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
a  previous  Convention.    But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail 
at  the  place  appointed,  or  other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously 
expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint  some    other  place,    and    send 
special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  Minister  and  Vestry  in  the  Dio- 
cese at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.    The  Bishop, 
with  such  Clergymen  and  Delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly 
assembled  in  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  provided  that 
in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop, 
such  Clergymen  and  Lay  Delegates  as  shall  duly  assemble  constitute 
a  quorum ;  but,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  be  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Diocese,  unless  he  shall  have  signified  his  desire  to  the 
contrary,  such  quorum  shall  adjourn  to  the  next  day,  when,  if  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall 
proceed. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

ANNUAL  AND  SPECIAL  CONVENTIONS. 

The  Convention  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  have  been  determined  by 'the  next  preceding  Conven- 
tion, or,  in  case  of  no  such  determination,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
May,  at  such  place  as  may  have  been  designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese ;  but  the  time  or  place  of  such  meetingmay 
be  changed,  or  Special  Conventions  may  be  called  b^y^  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authority  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  canon. 

Printed  notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be 
mailed  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed,  to  every 
clergyman  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Vestry  of  each  Paristi  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  and  to  the 
committee  of  each  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese. 

In  case  of  a  Special  Convention,  the  notice  shall  specify  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  same  is  called,  and  no  business  not  strictly  per- 
taining to  that  purpose  shall  be  transacted  by  said  Convention ;  and 
in  case  of  a  Special  Convention  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  an 
Assistant  Bishop,  the  notice  thereof  shall  be  mailed  sixty  days  before 
the  time  of  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES  OF  CONVENTION. 

The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  and  order  the  opening 
service,  and  all  other  religious  services  of  the  Convention,  subject,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  to  modification  by  the  Convention  itself. 

ARTICLE  V. 

THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention and  shall  be  its  presiding  officer.  The  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one,  shall  also  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  shall  preside. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  Convention,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected 
from  among  the  Presbyters  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

CONVENTION  QUORUM. 

The  presence  of  one-half  of  all  the  parochial  and  missionary  cleigy 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  of  a  representation  from 
one-half  of  all  the  Parishes  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  provided,  however,  that  any  less  number  shall  have 
power  to  meet,  to  receive  reports,  and  to  adjourn. 
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ARTICLE  3. 

Any  Parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in 
the  Convention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
•deemed  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  4. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
The  Bishop  and  every  Minister  of  this  Dioeese  canonically  resident 
and  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in  union  with  this  Convention,  or 
•employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incorporated 
^seminary  of  learning,  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provided 
that  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the 
Diocese,  as  above  required  ;  provided  also  that  no  Clergyman  who 
has  been  a  member  of  this  Convention  shall  lose  his  seat  therein  by 
reason  of  age  or  of  bodily  infirmities  disqualifying  him  for  his  previous 
position.  Every  regularly  organized  Parish  in  canonical  union  with 
this  Church  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates, 
not  exceeding  three  ;  every  such  Parish  having,  under  one  Vestry,  in 
addition  to  its  principal  Church,  a  Chapel,  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  additional  Lay  Delegate 
for  every  such  Chapel ;  and  every  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese, 
recognized  as  such  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one 
Delegate  to  the  Convention.  No  person  under  Ecclesiastical  censure 
or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  5. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions,  when  he 
may  judge  it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied 
to  for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  continued  absence  of  the  Bishop 
from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so,  if  applied  to  for 
the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  6. 

The-  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open  or 
•cause  it  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the 
Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect 
&  President  from  among  the  Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

OFFICERS  TO  BE  ELECTED  BY  CONVENTION. 

The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  a  Standing  Committee  to  consist  of  three  Presbyters  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  of  three  laymen  who  shall  be 
communicants  in  the  Diocese ;  one  Trustee  of  Kenyon  College  to 
serve  for  three  years ;  and  one  member  of  a  Board  of  five  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  to  serve -for  five  years. 

It  shall  elect  triennially  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese ;  the  canonical 
number  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  with 
an  equal  number  of  Provisional  Deputies,  clerical  and  lay ;  and  an 
Ecclesiastical  Court  to  consist  of  five  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese. 

The  foregoing  officers  shall  respectively  perform  the  duties  which 
by  canon  or  general  usage  may  be  prescribed  for  them ;  and  each 
shall  continue  in  ofiice  until  his  successor  is  chosen ;  and  any  vacan- 
cies among  the  foregoing  officers  arising  during  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, may  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  that 
appointment  alone.  Vacancies  continuing  to  the  time  of  an  Annual 
Convention  shall  be  filled  by  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

MODE   OF  VOTING    AND  ELECTIONS. 

The  clergj'and  lay  delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop, 
or  an  Assistant  Bishop,  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such  in 
all  elections.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  dispensed  with 
by  unanimous  vote.  A  vote  by  orders  upon  the  decision  of  any 
question  may  be  called  for  by  five  members ;  and  in  such  case  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary 
for  an  affirmative  vote. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ELECTION  TO  THE  EPISCOPATE. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  an  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  made  only  in  an  Annual  Convention,  or  in  a  Special  Con- 
vention d\x\y  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  clergy  and  laity  shall  vote  b}'  ballot  separately,  and 
the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  in  each  order  shall 
be  necessary  to  an  election. 
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ARTICLE  7. 

There  shall  be:  1.    A  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  to  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
Ije  required,  to  be  elected  annually.    2.  A  Treasurer  for  the  collection 
and  disbursement  of  funds  for  current  expenses,  to  be  elected  each 
year.    3.     A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  hold  their  office 
five  years,  who  shall  be  a  body cori)orate  to  receive  and  hold  intrust, 
invest,  change  investment,  and  care  for  all  the  permanent  funds  of 
the  Diocese.    4.    An  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  five  Presbyters,  for  the 
trial  of  offences  and  the  settling  of  differences,  to  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  three  years.    5.    A  Standing  Committee  of  three  Presbyters 
and  three  Laymen,  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  if  the  Dio- 
cese be  vacant  or  the  Bishop  unable  to  act,  to  be  elected  annually.  6. 
A  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  preservation  of  documents,  to  hold 
his  office  three  years,  and  until  a  successor  be  chosen.    All  the  afore- 
said officers  to  hold  their  offices  till  successors  are  chosen. 

ARTICLE  8. 

The  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of  a 
Bishop,  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such  in  all  elections.  All 
elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  A  vote  by  orders  upon  the  decision  of  any  question  ma}'  be 
called  for  by  five  members.  When  a  vote  by  orders  is  called  for,  the 
Delegates  of  each  congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only ;  and 
a  concurrent  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  9. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual 
Convention,  or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at 
least  sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed ;  the  object  being  stated  bj' 
notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  every  Clergyman  and  Vestry  of  the  Diocese.  The  election 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows  :  The  Clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for 
some  suitable  pKTson  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the 
Clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  Lay  Members,  who  shall  proceed  to 
vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 
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ARTICLE  X. 
No  proposed  change. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

ADMISSION  OP  PARISHES,  CHAPELS,  OR  MISSION  STATIONS. 

Parishes,  Chapels,  or  Mission  Stations  may  be  admitted  into 
canonical  union  with  the  Diocese  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  bj 
canon  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

SUSPENSION  OF  PARISHES,  CHAPELS,  OR  MISSION  STATIONS. 

Any  Parish,  Chapel,  or  Mission  Station  may  be  suspended  from  the 
right  of  lay  representation  in  the  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to  the 
interests  of  the  Church;  or  its  connection  1^ith  the  Diocese  may  be 
wholly  dissolved  by  canonical  process.  And  any  Parish,  Chapel,  or 
Mission  Station  which  shall  not,  prior  to  any  Convention,  have  paid 
all  assessments  imposed  upon  it  according  to  canon  for  the  Diocesan 
Fund,  shall  be,  ipso  facto,  suspended  from  the  right  of  lay  represen- 
tation, and  shall  remain  thus  suspended  until  its  delinquency  shall 
have  been  cancelled  by  payment  or  excused  by  vote  of  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
Article  11.  of  Present  Constitution;  no  proposed  change. 

Mr.  John  Thomas  offered  the  following  proposition  for 
amendment  of  Article  11  of  the  Constitution,  which  being 
read  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  to  be  reported 
to  the  next  Convention. 

Amend  Article  11  so  as  to  read : 

ARTICLE  11. 

AMENDMENT  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : 
A  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion m  writing,  and,  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  further  consideration  and  report 
thereon,  either  to  the  same  Convention,  or  to  the  next  regular  Con- 
vention. In  either  case  it  shall  lie  over  to  such  next  regular  Conven- 
tion, and  if  then  adopted  (either  in  the  form  approved  by  the  initial 
Convention,  or  in  such  modified  form  as  may  be  recommended  by  the 
Committee  on  Canons)  bv  two-thirds  of  each  order  voting  separate- 
ly, the  proposed  change  shall  take  place  and  shall  be  obligatory  as 
a  part  of  the  Constitution. 
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ARTICLE  10. 

THE    CHANCELLOR. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
appoint  a  person  learned  in  the  law  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  to  ad- 
vise regarding  any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  diocesan  affairs,  and  to  be  entitled  ex-officio  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions:  and  to  continue  in  office  till  death, 
or  resignation,  or  revocation  of  appointment  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Chancellor,  if  he  be  a  clergyman,  must  be  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese;  if  he  be  a  layman,  he  must  be  a  communicant  in  this  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  11. 

AMENDMENT  OF    CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : 
Every  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  who  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  their  recom- 
mendation, and  if  two-thirds  of  the  two  orders  voting  separately 
shall  then  approve  of  said  proposition,  either  in  its  original  form,  or 
in  the  form  recommended  by  said  Committee,  such  approval  shall  be 
authoritative,  and  the  Constitution  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

REPORT   No.  XIV.— The  Bishop's   Power  of  Mission  in 

THE  Primitive  Church. 


A  Paper  Prepared  by  The  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  on  the 
Original  Power  of  Mission  in  the  Episcopate. 

The  motion  I  made  in  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons  be  instructed  to  so  amend  them  as  to  restore  to 
the  Bishop  his  original  power  of  mission,  was  made  in  good  faith; 
and  although  it  was  received  with  a  laugh,  it  was  not  intended  as  a 
joke.  The  power  of  mission  is  the  right  to  send.  This  power,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Bishop,  means  his  power  to  send  the  clergy  to  their 
work  and  assign  them  their  fields  of  labor.  That  the  Bishops  had 
this  power  from  the  beginning,  and  held  it  for  centuries,  is  plain  from 
history.  At  the  very  outset  of  Christianity,  God  sent  His  Son  into 
the  world  to  become  its  Saviour  and  to  found  His  Church.  Next  the 
Saviour  sent  the  Apostles.  He  spent  a  night  in  prayer,  by  way  of 
preparation,  before  the  day  when  He  selected  the  Apostles.  Then,  to 
show  the  vast  importance  of  the  Christian  ministry,  He  prefaces  His 
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final  commission  of  it  by  saying,  first :  "All  power  is  given  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth."  And  again  He  says:  "As  my  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  1  you."  The  very  word  Apostle  means  one 
sentf  a  messenger.  Soon  after  the  Apostles  commenced  their  work, 
they,  in  turn,  sent  others.  So  universal  was  this  method,  that  S. 
Paul  speaks  of  it  as  the  only  one,  when  he  says:  ** How  shall  they 
believe  in  Him,  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  How  shall  they 
hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be 
sent  ?"  Accordingly,  S.  Paul  sends  Titus  to  Crete,  Timothy  to  Eph- 
esus,  Crescens  to  Dalmatia,  orders  Timothy  to  take  Mark  with  him, 
sends  Tychicus  to  Ephesus,  leaves  Trophimus  at  Miletus,  orders 
Timothy  to  come  to  him  before  winter,  and  exercises  all  this  power 
without  question.  Afterwards  when,  even  before  the  decease  of  all 
the  first  Apobtles,  diocesan  Episcopacy  was  established,  the  Bishops 
often  lived  with  or  near  their  clergy,  in  the  See  Cit3',  and  sent  them 
thence,  from  time  to  time,  to  their  fiocks.  Later  on,  when  the  Church 
spread  to  points  distant  from  the  Bishop,  he  would  necessaril3'  send 
the  ministers  to  take  a  more  or  less  permanent  charge  of  congrega- 
tions. But  even  so,  the  Bishop  had  the  appointment  of  the  clergy. 
The  Bishop  also  received  and  disbursed  all  the  moneys  raised  by  the 
Churches  in  his  diocese.  To  assist  him,  he  had  a  Council  of  Presby- 
ters, without  whose  advice  he  did  nothing  of  ofiicial  importance. 

Bingham,  Vol.  I.,  Book  II.,  Chap,  xix..  Sec.  7.— The  Presbyters 
•'  were  considered  as  a  Council  to  the  Bishop,  who  scarce  did  any- 
thing of  great  weight  and  moment  without  asking  their  advice  and 
taking  their  consent." 

To  assist  the  Bishop  in  the  management  of  the  revenues,  he  had  ^ 
steward  elected  by  the  Presbyters,  who  rendered  an  annual  account 
to  them,  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements  as  directed  by  the 
Bishop,  in  accordance  with  the  consent  of  the  council  of  Presbyters. 
(See  Bingham,  Vol.  I.,  Book  III.,  Chapter  xii.)  In  Book  V.,  Chapter 
vi..  Sec.  1.,  this  matter  is  fully  stated  as  follows: 

"  Anciently  the  revenues  of  the  whole  Diocese  were  in  the  hands  of 
the  Bishop,  who,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  his  Senate  of  Pres- 
byters, distributed  them  as  the  occasions  of  the  Church  required.  .  .  . 
There  were  anciently  no  Presbyters  or  other  clergy  fixed  upon  partic- 
ular churches  or  congregations  in  the  same  citj-  or  Diocese,  but  they 
were  served  indifferently  b3'  any  Presbj^ter,  from  the  Mother  Church, 
or  Cathedral  Church,  to  which  all  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  belonged. 
. .  .  Secondly,  when  Presbyters  were  fixed  to  particular  churches  .  .  .  yet 
those  churches  had  no  separate  revenues,  but  the  maintenance  of  the 
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clergy  officiating  in  them,  was  from  the  common  stock  of  the  Mother 
Church,  into  which  all  the  oblations  of  the  particnlnr  churches  were 
put,  as  into  a  common  fund ;  that  from  thence  there  might  be  made 
a  general  distribution." 

That  thus  it  was  in  Constantinople  till  the  middle  of  the  fifth  cen- 
tury, is  evident  from  Theodorus  Lector,  who  says  that  Marcian, 
the  guardian  of  that  Church,  A.  D.  460,  was  the  first 
that  ordered  the  clergy  of  every  particular  Church  to  receive  the 
offering  of  their  O'ati  Church,  whereas  before  the  great  Church  received 
them  all. 

Now,  it  was  when  Bishops  exercised  the  original  apostolic  powers 
of  mission,  and  not  only  ordained  theclergy,  but  assigned  them  their 
fields  of  labor,  and  paid  their  salaries  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Dio- 
cese, that  the  Church  made  its  most  rapid  and  extensive  advances; 
for,  within  a  few  years  after  the  Ascension,  it  had  reached  every  im- 
portant city  in  the  great  Roman  Empire,  and  S.  Paul  declared  that 
the  sound  of  the  Apostles*  voice  had  already  been  heard  in  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  In  like  manner  all  the  great  missionary  conquests  of 
the  Church  were  won  by  men  sent.  They  could  not  be  called  by 
nations  not  yet  acquainted  with  Christianity. 

We  nowhere  read  of  modem  parishes,  with  wardens  and  vestries, 
until  the  twelfth  century.  The  Church  Cyclopedia,  edited  by  Rev.  A. 
A.  Benton,  of  Delaware  College,  1884.  pp.  547,  548,  says:  **  It  is  not 
known  positively  when  the  parish  was  first  introduced  into  England. 
According  to  Pearson,  parish  meant  up  to  the  time  of  the  Norman 
Conquest,  1066.  a  Bishop's  jurisdiction.  ...  By  the  end  of  the 
twelfth  century,  the  parochial  system,  with  all  its  legal  apparatus, 
had  begun  to  displace  the  diocesan  system."  And  in  connection  with 
this,  the  author  remarks :  **It  is  probable  that  the  laity  began  to 
claim  a  share  in  the  directing  of  Church  affairs."  How  plainly  does 
this  show  that  they  had  never  done  so  before  !  The  same  article,  p. 
549,  shows  that  even  so,  no  parish  in  England  ever  called  its  own 
rector,  and  that  the  first  known  examples  of  such  power  being  exer- 
ercised  by  the  laity  were  in  South  Carolina  and  Virginia  during  the 
Colonial  period.  But  even  then,  not  all  vestries  assumed  that  right. 
Some  received  rectors  as  sent  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  some  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Colony,  and  this  diversit}-  prevailed  until  after  the 
Revolution. 

Naturally  the  vast  distance  from  the  Bishop  of  London  (who  alone 
had  Episcopal  jurisdiction  over  all  the  American  Colonies)  forced  the 
vestries  to  assume  more  power  than  they  had  ever  had  in   Eng- 
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land,  and  the  spirit  of  the  Revolutionary  era,  dating  from  the  up- 
rising for  popular  rights  for  years  before  the  war,  inclined  the  laity 
to  take  all  possible  power  into  their  own  hands.  And  in  many  cases 
they  used  their  power  with  great  wisdom,  as  doubtless  is  true  still 
in  many  of  our  parishes.  For  the  churches  instinctively  elect  their 
best  men,  when  they  can,  and  many  of  the  leading  men  of  our  coun- 
try, of  whom  General  Washington  was  a  conspicuous  example,  have 
served  gracefully  on  the  vestries.  From  the  Revolution  until  now, 
vestries  have  had  the  power  to  call  rectors,  and  this  power  is  guar- 
anteed to  them  by  canon.  There  remains  to  our  Bishops,  however, 
a  shadowy  remnant  of  their  ancient  power  of  mission.  No  vestry 
can  call  a  man  not  ordained  by  a  Bishop,  nor  one  who  is  without 
clear  letters  from  the  Bishop,  and  a  vestry  must  inform  the  Bishop 
of  a  vacancy  and  when  it  is  filled. 

Now,  much  as  this  system  may  be  approved  as  the  best  for  our 
times  and  country,  there  are  very  many  who  seriously  doubt  whether 
it  is  an  improvement  on  that  of  the  Primitive  Church.  The 
evils  of  the  system  by  which  our  parishes  call  and  support  their  own 
rectors  are  matters  of  constant  complaint.  The  frequent  clerical 
changes ;  the  demand  that  every  rector  must  please  a  varying  ma- 
jority of  his  flock  on  pain  of  starvation  or  removal ;  the  hard  condi- 
tion in  some  parishes,  that  he  must  keep  on  the  right  side  of  some 
worldly  and  perhaps  notoriously  immoral  parishioner  or  family,  or 
change  his  field  of  labor;  the  tacit  understanding  that  the  preaching 
and  teaching  must  be  leveled  down  to  the  popular  taste  and  the 
prejudice  or  ignorances  of  the  supporters,  instead  of  presenting 
fearlessly  the  whole  counsel  of  God ;  the  immense  and  ever-growing 
flood  of  immorality,  which  now  causes  one  arrest  in  800  of  the  pop- 
ulation, whereas,  some  thirty  years  ago,  but  one  in  3,000  were  ar- 
rested on  an  average;  the  general  opinion  that  a  clergyman  dare  noc 
denounce  specially  any  sin  popular  with  his  people ;  the  long  va- 
cancies, whereby  flocks  are  discouraged,  demoralized  and  scattered; 
the  varying  methods  of  different  rectors,  at  times  each  one  being 
tempted  to  build  on  a  foundation  other  than  that  of  his  predecessor, 
are  some  of  the  evils  thus  constantly  complained  of.  And  add  to 
these  the  preaching  on  trial,  with  the  inane,  flippant,  cruel  criticisms 
by  the  people,  and  the  humiliations,  heart-burnings  for  the  candi- 
dates, and,  for  all  parties,  the  lowering  of  reverence  for  the  ministerial 
oflSce  and  the  divine  Master  it  represents,  and  does  not  our  present 
system  entail  evils  enough  to  suggest  some  better  method  of  placing 
and  supporting  the  clergy  ? 
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Are  not  these  the  principal  hindrances  to  the  growth  of  the  Church? 
We  are  apt  to  ascribe  the  comparative  unpopularity  of  the  Church 
to  the  national  prejudice  against  it  over  one  hundred  years  ago,  on 
account  of  its  supposed  sympathy  with  England ;  but  is  it  not  possi- 
ble that  the  dependence  of  the  clergy  on  the  ever  uncertain  action  of 
vestries,  and  the  consequent  reduction  of  the  clergy  to  comparative 
vagrancy  and  vagabondage,  is  the  chief  cause  for  the  weakness  of 
the  Church  ? 

A  clergyman  requires  years  of  study  and  a  large  outlay  in  money 
to  prepare  him  for  his  work ;  and  then  for  a  field  of  labor  he  must 
deijend  on  men  only  elected  to  office  for  one  year  at  a  time,  and  who 
are  often  ignorant  of  the  Church,  and  sometimes  even  destitute  of  a 
religious  character.  Vestrymen  are  elected  sometimes  for  their  good 
looks  and  manly  bearing,  or  because  they  seldom  or  never  come  to 
church,  and  the  office  is  offered  as  an  inducement  to  take  an  interest 
in  the  Church,  or  in  order  to  please  their  wives,  or  on  purpose  to 
fight  the  rector,  or  because  they  are  rich,  or  because  they  are  regular 
at  church,  although  otherwise  there  may  be  no  fitness  for  the  office. 
Sometimes  they  are  elected  because  they  wish  to  be,  and  the  parish- 
ioners fear  to  disappoint  them ;  and  in  not  a  few  cases  men  have 
served  in  this  office  who  were  un baptized,  or  were  profane,  or  were 
partially  infidel.  Nor  only  so.  At  the  best,  a  vestry  is  seldom  able 
to  perform  its  canonical  duties  eVen  when  all  are  competent  and  will- 
ing. The  demands  of  the  business  world  and  of  the  various  secret 
and  benevolent  societies,  leave  very  little  time  to  our  laity  for  Church 
work ;  and  I,  for  one,  during  thirty-four  years  in  the  ministry,  in  five 
dioceses  and  in  eight  parishes,  always  having  had  good,  willing  and 
congenial  vestries,  never  had  one  that  had  time  to  do  its  full  "work 
for  the  Church  as  the  Canons  require.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Shelton  of  S. 
Paul's,  Bufialo,  told  me  that  for  fifty  years  he  himself  collected  all 
the  funds  raised  in  his  Parish,  and  he  was  collecting  for  the  sexton's 
salary  at  that  time.  His  was  an  extreme  case ;  but  if  there  ever  was 
a  vestry  that  habitually  collected  all  its  funds  without  the  rector's 
help,  we  may  hear  of  it  in  this  discussion. 

As  to  the  fitness  of  an  average  vestry  to  call  a  rector,  how  can 
men,  usually  absorbed  in  business,  seldom  well  read  in  Church  mat- 
ters, acquainted  with  but  a  few  clergymen,  and  by  education  not 
often  able  to  understand  the  merits  or  demerits  of  those  they  do 
know,  and  with  no  time  or  means  to  go  and  extend  that  acquaint- 
ance, ever  find  out  where  to  find  the  best  rector?  The  blunders  made 
in  the  futile  attempt,  if  written  down,  would  constitute  the  chief  part 
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of  American  parochial  history.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Bishop  knows 
personally  large  numbers  of  the  clergy.  Education  and  opportunity 
enable  him  thoroughly  to  understand  them.  His  every  interest  would 
compel  him  to  do  his  best  for  all  parties  in  placing  his  clergy,  and  any 
assistance  he  might  need  in  that  direction  could  be  well  rendered  by 
a  council  of  Presbyters. 

Our  own  lamentable  experience  in  placing,  misplacing,  in  paying 
and  in  not  fully  paying  our  clergj",  suggests  these  thoughts ;  but  thej- 
are  stronger  in  view  of  the  experience  of  others.  The  superior  man- 
agement of  the  Primitive  Church  has  been  mentioned,  and  we  add 
that  of  the  Romanists  and  Methodists.  In  both  of  those  bodies  the 
central  power  places  the  clergy,  and  with  such  good  results  as  em- 
ploy them  all  and  leave  no  vacant  parishes,  and  achieve  a  progress 
that  puts  ours  to  shame.  The  late  Bishop  Vail,  in  lamenting  the 
weakness  of  the  Church  as  compared  with  Romanists  and  Metho- 
dists, ascribed  their  marvelous  growth  chiefly  to  their  method  of  plac- 
ing their  clergy. 

The  lateRev.  Dr.  Littledaleof  England,  author  of  ''Reasons  Against 
Joining  the  Church  of  Rome,"  was  perhaps  the  foremost  scholar  of 
the  Church.  He  wrote  to  an  American  friend  that  the  erastianism 
of  the  American  Church  is  far  worse  than  that  of  England,  and  that 
this  erastianism  was  chiefly  felt  in  the  system  of  calling  the  clergj-. 

Now,  it  is  perfectly  competent  for  any  Diocese  to  restore  to  its 
Bishop  his  original  power  of  mission. 

To  do  this  would  simply  be  to  restore  to  our  ecclesiastical  machin- 
erv  a  screw  that  fell  out  of  it  in  troublous  and  revolutionarv  times, 
and  for  the  want  of  which  it  has  worked  badl3'  ever  since ;  therefore, 
I  offer  the  following  propositions  for  amendment  of  the  Canons : 

Amend  Title  II.,  Canon  2,  §  vi.,  of  our  Diocesan  Canons  so  as  to  omit 
the  words,  "to  elect  and  call  a  minister,  and  provide  for  his  maintenance ;" 
changre  numbering  of  section  ix.  to  x.,  and  introduce  a  new  section,  to  be 
numbered  ix.,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

§  ix.  All  questions  of  election  or  removal  and  support  of  ministers  shall 
rest  with  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  counsel  and  advice  of  the  Missionary- 
Committee,  provided  that  in  such  matters  ministers  and  vestries  shall  have 
an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Missionary  Board  to  a  Court,  consisting 
of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Convocation  to  which 
they  belong.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  in  such  cases,  promptly 
to  convene  such  Court  in  connection  with  the  next  ensuing  regular  meeting, 
or  to  call  a  special  meeting  if  he  deems  it  necessary. 

Amend  Title  II.,  Canon  3,  so  as  to  read : 

On  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish  or  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy  in 
any  existing  Parish  or  Mission  Station,  the  Committee  or  Vestry  shall  give 
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immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bcclesiastical  Authority,  which  thaO 
promptly  take  measures,  upon  consulting:  with  the  Missionary  Committee 
and  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  or  the  Committee  of  the  Mission,  to  supply 
clerical  services  for  the  vacant  field. 

Amend  Title  III.,  Canon  1,  $  iv.,  by  adding  to  it  new  snb-aection  4,  as 
follows : 

4.  And  to  act  as  an  appellate  court,  when  summoned  by  the  Bishop,  for  the 
final  settlement  of  all  questions  presented  to  them  concerning  the  settlement 
and  salaries  of  the  clergy. 

Amend  Title  I.,  Canon  9,  Ji.,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  i.  At  each  Annual  Convention  an  assessment  shall  be  made  upon  the 
several  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  their 
several  abilities,  of  an  amount  suflScient  to  satisfy  the  pecuniary  obligations 
of  the  Convention,  embracing  the  salaries  of  the  Bishop  and  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and  of  all  the  clergy  in  the  Diocese,  and  all  current 
and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations. 

Amend  §  ii.,  by  substituting  the  word  "monthly"  for  "semi-annually." 

Amend  $  iv.,  sub-section  3,  by  erasing  the  words  "one-half  in  August  and 
the  other  half  in  February,"  and  in  their  stead  introducing  the  words,  "one- 
twelfth  during  the  first  week  of  each  month." 

Amend  Title  I.,  Canon  9,  by  adding  to  $  vi.,  sub-section  9,  as  follows: 

9.  The  traveling  expense  of  clergymen  to  and  from  Conventions  and 
Convocations,  and  for  missionary  journeys  ordered  by  the  Bishop. 

Amend  Title  III.,  Canon  2,  §  iii.,  so  as  to  read : 

S  iii.  This  Committee  (i.  e.,  the  Missionary  Committee)  shall  be  charged 
with  the  appointment  of  Mission  Stations  and  of  all  the  parochial  clergy  of 
the  Diocese,  but  no  such  appoinment  shall  be  final  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  Bcclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  given  in  w^riting. 

Amend  Title  II.,  Canon  2,  §  vi.,  by  adding  the  words,  "and  that  he  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  raising  all  Diocesan  Assessments  not  raised  by  the 
Vestry. 


REPORT  No.  XV.— Committee  to  Visit  the  Institu- 
tions AT  Gambier. 

May  17, 1892. 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  visit  the  In- 
stitutions at  Gambier  undertook  on  Thursday  and  Friday  of  last 
week  to  perform  that  duty. 

The  president,  members  of  the  faculty  and  students  received  us 
most  cordially,  and  cheerfully  gave  us  such  information  as  we  desired. 
We  were  shown  through  all  the  institutions  and  everywhere  treated 
with  considerate  attention. 

Much  has  been  said,  we  are  infomed  from  reports  of  committees  in 
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'  years,  regarding  the  beaut3'  of  Gambier  and  its  surroundings; 
strikes  us  that  no  one  who  visits  this  spot  can  fail  to  be  im 
J  with  all  that  nature  has  done  to  make  it  lovely.  Removed 
he  hurry  and  bustle  of  the  active  world  about,  as  well  as  from 
iring  attractions  and  temptations,  a  student  desiring  to  make 
«t  use  of  his  time  comes  to  Gambier  and  here  finds  an  ideal 
for  study ,  reflection  and  improvement.  Healthful,  beautiful  and 
it  affords  an  opportunity  for  uninterrupted  work,  and,  under 
fluences  which  here  control  and  the  advantages  offered,  a 
it's  honest  exertions  will  reap  their  just  reward,  and  he  will  go

king  back  over  the  history  of  Kenyon  College,  there  would,  at 
lance,  seem  little  encouragement  in  the  present  conditions,  but 
ire  the  number  of  students  as  enrolled  in  this  year's  catalogue 
the  number  enrolled  in  that  of  last  year  and  we  find  a  most 
ictory  gain.  Forty-four  names  are  now  enrolled  in  the  college 
•  as  against  thirty-three  last  year,  an  increase  of  apparently 
,  but  in  reality  more,  as  four  men  graduated  last  year  and  ten 
left  the  institution. 

I  is  known  abroad  for  the  number  of  colleges  within  her  borders, 
rhile  your  Committee  would  not  seek  to  interfere  with  the 
rrity  of  any  of  them,  we  would  suggest  that  members  of  the 
itant  Episcopal  Church  in  Ohio,  intending  to  send  their  chil- 
o  Ohio  institutions,  should  consider  the  claims  of  Kenyon,  send 
hildren  there  and  thus  help  build  up  their  own  college.  If  the 
m  of  such  parents  do  not  come  here,  how  cm  we  expect  those 
ents  not  in  the  Church  to  do  so  ?  A  personal  interest  on  the 
f  each  one  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  could  be  shown  by  visit- 
possible,  the  institutions  at  Gambier,  or  af  least  by  bringing 
their  Parishes  the  needs  of  Kenyon  and  the  merit  of  the  schools 
here,  and  such  a  course  might  result  in  great  good  and  largely 
se  the  number  of  students.  They  could  also  bring  before  the 
chools  in  their  vicinity  the  offer  now  made  by  the  college  of  a 
irship  to  some  graduate  of  a  high  school  in  each  county  of  the 
as  requested  by  the  faculty  in  circulars  they  have  sent  out. 
great  need  now  of  Kenj-on  college,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Com- 
r,  is  money.  We  do  not  offer  this  as  an  original  discovery,  but 
ict  was  forced  ufK)n  us  so  emphatically  that  we  put  it  forward 
first  real  g^at  reason  why  Kenyon  can  not  go  ahead  as  fast 
friends  would  wish. 
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We  do  not  attempt  to  solve  this  financial  question  which  irre- 
sistibly confronts  all  who  will  investigate.  It  has  engaged  and  is 
engaging  the  attention  of  those  better  fitted  for  the  task  than  we; 
but  we  do  say  that  the  effort  now  being  made  to  raise  a  fund  for  the 
salary  of  a  president  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  and,  if  this  at- 
tempt is  successful,  it  should  be  supplemented  with  other  schemes  on 
a  larger  scale,  which  will  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees  funds 
which  shall  ^neld  sufficient  income  to  pay  living  salaries  to  the  pro- 
fessors and  keep  up  the  work  of  the  college.  Without  money  to  work 
with,  suggestions  such  as  we  make  in  this  report  and  as  other  com- 
mittees have  made  in  the  past,  can  be  of  little  avail,  for  the  hands  of 
the  trustees  are  tied,  no  matter  how  anxious  they  may  be,  and  they 
are  unable  to  do  anything  for  the  good  of  Kenyon  without  the 
means  with  which  to  do  it.  The  generosity  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  and  other  friends  has  helped  the  college  out  of 
difficulties  time  and  again,  but  what  is  needed  is  some  regular 
amount  on  which  they  can  depend,  and  they  will  certainly  emploj'  it 
well. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  say  that  they  do  not  make  this  report  in 
a  spirit  of  criticism  nor  with  a  wish  to  find  fault  with  anything  that 
has  been  done  or  left  undone,  but  they  feel  it  incumbent  upon  them, 
in  connection  with  the  duties  imposed  bj' their  appointment,  to  make 
certain  suggestions. 

The  first  thing  money  would  do  would  be  to  enable  the  trustees  to 
fill  with  competent  men  the  chairs  in  the  faculty  now  vacant.  The 
work  of  the  college  is  impaired  and  badl3'  crippled  by  these  vacancies, 
and  too  much  is  thereby  necessarily'  placed  upon  shoulders  willing 
enough  to  bear  the  load,  but  hardly  able  to  do  so  with  all  their 
other  work. 

A  president  should  l3e  chosen  as  soon  as  the  funds  will  warrant,  to 
devote  his  entire  time  to  the  business  interests  of  the  college,  and  we 
use  this  term  advisedly,  for  other  colleges  have  grown  marvelously 
through  the  efforts  of  their  presidents,  and  why  not  Kenyon  ?  Your 
Committee  content  themselves  in  setting  forth  their  idea  of  what  a 
college  president  should  be  by  using  the  language  of  ex-president 
Bodine  and  Colonel  Jacobs  at  a  recent  dinner  of  the  alumni  in  New 
Y'ork.  Said  President  Bodine,  among  other  things,  *'.Let  the  presi" 
dent  be  a  large  and  commanding  man,"  and  Colonel  Jacobs  said, 
"We  first  want  to  get  a  president.  .  .  .  Then,  when  we  have  that 
president  we  want  him  to  give  this  college  a  name  and  a  fame  and 
a  notoriety  all  over  this  wide  land  of  ours  which  will  bring  her 
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students  from  everv  state" — and  we  add,  let  him  be  a  man  full 
of  enthusiasm  and  thoroughly  interested  in  his  work,  and  you  will 
be  surprised  at  the  results. 

Place  the  College  and  Bexley  Hall  on  an  assured  financial  basis,  and 
let  the  professors  as  well  as  the  students  feel  that  there  is  a  future 
before  them.  Without  this  how  disheartening  it  must  be  to  a  pro- 
fessor to  contemplate  the  years  to  come,  not  knowing  how  long  his 
residence  in  Gambier  can  be  continued  nor  how  his  years  of  devoted 
labor  are  to  be  rewarded. 

What  incentive,  with  such  uncertainty  existing,  can  there  be  for 
good  men  to  go  to  Kenyon  or  for  good  men  already  there  to  remain  ? 

In  the  opinion  of  professors  and  students  with  whom  we  talked,  a 
scientific  or  English  course  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  the  growth  of 
the  college.  While  Kenyon  cannot  hope  to  compete  in  this  line  with 
those  institutions  having  large  means  at  their  command,  it  never- 
theless could  offer  a  course  in  which  Latin  and  Greek  could  be  re- 
placed by  some  scientific  subject,  and  thus  open  her  doors  to  men 
desiring  to  come  to  her,  but  who  do  not  wish  to  study  Latin  or 
Greek  and  are  thereby  shut  out.  All  colleges,  nearly,  now  have  such 
a  course,  and  Kenyon  is  handicapped  by  not  offering  it.  The 
laboratory  is  well  equipped  for  satisfactory  work,  if  not  up  to  those 
of  the  large  technical  schools.  And  it  now  looks  as  if  two  more 
courses  would  be  established  the  coming  year  and  two  more  profes- 
sors and  a  tutor  employed. 

Another  need  is  a  less  expensive  course  of  preparation  than  that 
now  to  be  obtained  at  Milnor  Hall. 

Also  a  tutor  in  Latin,  Greek  and  German  could  be  emploj-ed  in  the 
college,  under  whom  men  deficient  in  those  branches  but  able  to  go 
on  with  the  other  studies  of  the  course,  could  receive  instruction  and 
at  the  same  time  pursue  their  other  studies  and  by  hard  work 
graduate  with  their  class. 

Such  a  tutor  could  give  part  of  his  time  to  Bexley  Hall,  and  the 
money  now  spent  there  in  hiring  tutors  in  these  branches  be  devoted 
to  help  pay  his  salary. 

It  was  suggested  to  your  Committee  that  it  might  be  advisable  for 
the  Convention,  in  electing  trustees,  to  select  suitable  men  from 
towns  adjacent  to  Gambier,  who  could  easily  get  there  and  take  a 
more  personal  interest  in  her  affairs,  by  being  often  on  the  ground. 

At  Bexley  Hall,  your  Committee  found  matters  in  a  most  excellent 
and  gratifying  condition.  Twenty-seven  students  are  enrolled  and 
work  progressing  finely  in  all  departments.    Three  or. four  more 
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students  would  tax  the  capacity  of  the  building.  If  this  can  be  kept 
up,  in  a  few  years  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  will  not  be  wanting  in  faithful 
and  devoted  men,  ready  and  well  equipped  to  take  up  the  cause  of 
the  Master  and  do  valiant  service  in  His  behalf. 

But  to  your  Committee  it  seems  that  the  trustees  expect  too  much 
for  the  salaries  offered  from  the  professors  at  this  school.  Learned 
and  capable  men  can  hardly  be  expected  to  lead  the  self-sacrificing, 
laborious  life  of  a  professor  in  such  an  institution  for  a  smaller  sal- 
arj'  than  could  be  earned  in  an  ordinary  parish.  The  funds  of  this 
institution  should  be  kept  inviolate  for  its  work  and  not  diverted 
into  other  channels,  if  this  is  attempted  to  be  done. 

At  Milnor  Hall  everything  is  prosperous.  There  is  an  air  of  success 
about  the  place.  The  buildings  are  adapted  for  their  use  in  every 
respect,  with  cosy,  light,  well-ventilated  and  cheerful  sleeping  rooms, 
commodious  studv  and  recreative  rooms,  tastefiillv  furnished  and 
comfortable  in  all  their  appointments.  There  is  here  a  large  build- 
ing for  drill  and  exercise  when  the  weather  will  not  allow  this  out 
of  doors,  though  there  are  fine  drill  and  amusement  grounds  adjoin- 
ing: the  school.  The  buildings  are  heated  with  steam  and  have  a 
good  S3'stem  of  plumbing.  In  fine,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  everything  is  about  as  it  should  be  at  a  school  of  this  sort, 
and  the  large'  number  of  students  (134)  would  seem  to  attest  the  cor- 
rectness of  this  assertion. 

At  Harcourt  Place  school  there  is  all  that  could  be  desired — a  new 
building  is  being  erected  and  those  now  in  use  are  models  of  comfort. 
They  are  heated  with  steam.  The  parlors,  reading,  recitation  and 
sleeping  rooms  are  suitable  for  their  use,  and  from  the  dining  room  in 
the  basement  to  the  recitation  rooms  on  the  third  floor  everything 
was  marvelously  neat  and  even  beautiful.  The  young  ladies  seemed 
happy  and  contented  and  well  could  they  be  with  all  to  make  them 
so. 

To  attract  students  or  anj'bod^'-  else  a  place  must  be  made  attract- 
ive— attractive  not  onl3'' in  the  curriculum  or  in  the  natural  beauty  and 
healthfulness  of  its  surroundings,  but  attractive  as  well  in  what  art 
and  architecture  can  do  for  this  end.  The  beautiful  park  at  Gambier, 
none  more  beautiful  naturally,  could  be  enhanced  by  the  employment 
of  a  landscape  gardener  who  could  lay  out  work,  perhaps  not  all  to 
be  carried  out  at  once,  but  what  is  done  to  be  done  with  some  plan 
in  view  and  in  a  substantial  manner. 

Roads  and  driveways  should  be  laid  out  and  well  built,  and  trav- 
eling over  the  lawns  not  made  necessary,  as  is  nowthecase  when  the 
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-dirt  walks  become  too  soft  to  hold  up  the  wheels.  The  trustees 
would  do  wisely,  in  our  opinion,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  this 
matter  under  consideration,  and  each  year  lay  aside  a  fund  to  carry 
•out  their  suggestions. 

Kenyon  has  enough  buildings,  but  they  should  all  be  put  in  repair. 
A  stranger  in  Gambier  cannot  fail  to  notice  that  things  are  not  as 
they  should  be  in  this  regard,  and  as  a  matter  of  economy  repairs 
should  be  made  when  needed,  and  not  neglected  so  long  that  repair 
is  out  of  the  question,  and  a  thorough  rebuilding  the  only  way  out 
of  the  difficulty.  *'  A  stitch  in  time  saves  nine'*  is  an  old  adage,  but 
not  too  old  to  be  heeded. 

Bexley  Hall  and  old  Kenyon  could  be  heated  by  steam  throughout, 
it  seems  to  your  Committee,  at  less  expense  than  is  required  under 
the  present  plan  of  supplying  coal  for  so  many  stoves,  and  the  annual 
saving  would  in  time  pay  for  the  cost  of  putting  in  the  steam  system. 

With  all  the  students  with  whom  we  talked  the  feeling  for  the  col- 
lege seems  to  be  good,  and  we  are  informed  that  this  is  general,  and 
that  there  is  less  talk  among  them  of  desiring  to  leave  Gambier  and  com- 
plete their  course  elsewhere,  as  has  been  the  case  with  many  in  the 
past  few  3''ears.  They  lament  the  fact  that  so  few  men  are  now  com- 
ing to  Kenyon  from  the  cities  and  larger  towns  of  the  State,  and 
think  that  a  more  liberal  plan  of  advertising  the  claims  of  the  college 
would  bear  good  fruit.  We  think  this  suggestion  worthy  the  atten- 
tion of  the  trustees. 

In  the  college  buildings  proper  we  find  a  total  lack  of  plumbing  of 
Any  kind  and  its  accompanying  comforts.  The  students  say  that 
there  is  not  a  bath  room  in  Gambier  accessible  to  them,  and  it  seems 
to  us  that  if  this  is  the  case  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  remedy 
it.  Portions  of  old  Kenyon  are  in  a  lamentable  sanitary  condition, 
And  it  would  certainly  repay  all  interested  to  see  that  this  is  corrected 
At  once. 

We  visited  the  college  library  and  found  here  a  charming  place.  In 
the  same  building  over  the  library  room  is  located  the  reading  room, 
which  is  well  supplied  with  newspapers  and  the  current  publications 
of  the  day,  but  we  noticed  that  this  room  is  open  only  at  certain 
hours  during  the  day,  and  on  only  one  evening  in  the  week.  This  we 
•did  not  consider  the  best  arrangement  that  could  be  made,  and  on 
talking  with  the  students  we  learned  that  they  all  bewailed  this  plan, 
And  said  to  us  that  they  frequently  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
hours  now  open  to  them,  and  that  often  in  the  evening  they  could 
spend  an  hour  most  profitably  in  the  reading  room,  could  they  only 
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get  in.  Thej'  said  this  was  about  the  only  place  of  resort  tbey  had 
in  Gambier,  and,  deprived  of  this,  much  time  which  could  be  cm- 
ployed  there  with  great  benefit  to  themselves  was  lost. 

The  buildings  of  the  college  and  Bexley  Hall  should  be  better  cared 
for  from  day  to  day. 

Too  much  time,  money  and  energy  have  been  spent  at  Kcnyon  to 
allow  us  to  think  one  moment  of  letting  up  in  the  race.  Generous 
men  have  given  largely  of  their  means;  devoted  and  learned  men 
have  given  the  best  j'cars  of  their  lives  for  her  success;  and  so  many 
hallowed  memories,  and  dear  associations,  and  glorious  deeds  and 
noble  achievements  are  bound  up  in  the  history  of  her  past,  that  a 
goodly  heritage  indeed  would  be  absolutely  thrown  away  were  she 
to  falter  or  halt  one  moment  in  her  onward  march.  The  invest- 
ment now  at  Gambier  is  too  large  to  be  given  up. 

Time  forbids  our  adding  anything  more  to  a  report  already  too 
long,  but  we  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  trustees  to  our 
suggestions,  and  trust  our  visit  to  Gambier  will  not  be  entirely  in 
vain.

REPORT  No.  XVI.— Registrar  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

The  Registrar  made  to  the  last  Convention  a  verbal  and  very  in- 
complete report,  stating  the  whole  number  of  pieces  on  hand  at  not 
less  than  three  thousand.  The  total  number  on  hand  June  1, 1891, 
was  3,906. 

Since  that  date,  manv  have  kindlv  contributed  to  our  collection. 
To  these  kind  donors,  when  known,  their  donations  have  been  thank- 
fully acknowledged,  but  in  many  cases  the  gifts  have  been  left  at 
Trinity  House  or  in  the  Guild  Room  of  the  Cathedral;  generally, 
though  not  always,  addressed  to  me,  and  often  without  the  name  of 
the  donor.  In  such  cases,  I  have  been  unable  to  return  thanks,  and, 
unfortunately,  I  am  equally  unable  to  do  so  at  this  time,  save  in 
these  general  terms.

The  Registrar  would  congratulate  the  Diocese  on  the  measure  of 
his  success  in  securing  sets  of  Journals,  at  once  the  most  specific,  the 
most  reliable,  and  hence  the  most  valuable  basis  on  which  the  future 
historian  may  build  a  reliable  Church  History. 

We  now  have  a  complete  set  of  Journals  of  the  General 
Convention  in  unbroken  succession  from  A.  D.  1788,  to  A.  D.  1889, 
inclusive,  and  all  neatly  bound  in  cloth.  This  result  is  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  generous  kindness  of  Bishop  Leonard  and  Rev.  Sam- 
uel Hart,  D.  D.,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

Sbcond.  a  set  of  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut, complete  from  the  first  Convention,  A.  D.  1792,  to  ^1890, 
except  the  Journals  from  1820  to  1840— all  neatly  bound  in  cloth. 
This  result  is  also  due  ver3'  largel3'  to  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Hart,  Registrar  of  this  grand  old  Diocese. 

Third.  Two  sets,  ncarlj'  complete,  of  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio,  neatlj'  bound. 

Fourth.  A  complete  set  of  the  Journals  of  Southern  Ohio,  also 
neatly  bound,  and  making  all  together  forty  volumes,  bound  without 
cost  to  the  Diocese,  the  cost  having  been  assumed  by  a  generous 
friend.

All  Journals  of  the  General  Convention  prior  to  that  of  1817  are 
needed  and  especially  desired,  as  also  the  Journals  of  1820, 1823» 
1826, 1829,  1832, 1835, 1841,  1844  and  1880,  of  the  General  Con- 
ventions ;  ^nd  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  for  the  years 
1828,  1829,  1830,  1831, 1832, 1835  and  1841  are  especially  desired 
to  complete  sets. 

The  Registrar,  in  making  the  following  condensed  statement  of 
materia]  on  hand,  has  to  regret  that  this  report  has  needs  been  pre- 
pared almost  wholly  on  a  sick  bed,  or  in  a  sick  room,  with  much  dis- 
comfort and  at  no  little  personal  risk,  and  five  miles  away  from  his 
office,  w4th  no  means  of  verifying  figures,  or  consulting  books, 
shelves  and  boxes. 

The  total  number  of  pieces  received  from  the  former  Registrar,  Oc- 
tober 1,  1890,  was  1,436;  added  between  October  1, 1890,  and  June 
1,  1891,  2,470  pieces,  making  at  that  date  3,906;  added  between 
June  1, 1891,  and  this  date.  May  18,  1892,  8  303  pieces,  making 
total  number  of  pieces  at  this  date,  12,209.  This  number  of  pieces 
is  made  up  as  follows :

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The  physical  and  mental  labor  connected  with  this  department  is 
very  far  beyond  what  any  one  who  has  not  had  experience  in  it 
would  imagine.  It  has  cost  me  not  less  than  one-third  to  one-half  of 
the  working  hours  of  the  working  days  since  I  entered  upon  tht  du- 
ties of  this  office,  and  I  seriously  doubt  my  physical  ability  to  con- 
tinue the  work. 

The  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  year  now  closing  have  been 
$33.45,  of  which  an  itemized  bill  has  been  rendered  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese.  This  does  not  include  the  bill  for  binding  Journals^ 
mentioned  above  as  assumed  by  a  generous  friend.  Not  less  than 
$60  will  be  needed  during  the  coming  year  for  binding,  cataloguing, 
numbenng,  etc.

As  the  children  of  deaf-mutes,  baptized  by  me,  usually  hear  and 
speak,  they  should  be  Ipoked  after  by  the  Rectors,  and  brought  t9 
Confirmation.  They  should  not  be  allowed  to  drift  away  and  be 
lost  to  the  Church. 

In  June,  1891,  I  officiated  as  Chaplain  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Mich- 
igan re-unions  of  deaf-mute  alumni,  and  addressed  the  pupils  of  the 
Indiana  Institution  at  Commencement.  In  September  I  attended  the 
Missouri  re-union  at  Fulton,  and  formally  opened  the  new  chapel  of 
the  State  Institution.  On  account  of  prior  appointments  an  invita- 
tion  to  officiate  at  the  Iowa  re-union  at  Council  Bluffs  was  declined. 

Prayer  Books  and  Tracts  have  been  distributed  as  usual,  with  the 
same  blessed  results.  Barrett's  **  Nineteen  questions  about  the 
Episcopal  Church"  has  been  found  very  helpful. 

The  Bishop  White,  and  the  New  York  Prayer  Book  societies  have 
supplied  the  Prayer  Books  and  Hymnals  for  distribution. 

Every  Spring,  since  1878, 1  have  made  annual  reports  to  fourteen 
or  fifteen  Bishops  in  whose  Diocese  this  work  is  carried  on.

THE  FORTY-SEVENTH   ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  in  Trinity  House^ 
adjoining  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleveland,  O.,  on  Thursday,  May  19, 
1892. 

In  the  abfi^ence  of  the  President,  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.  D.,  was 
called  to  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Agent  was  read,  and  having  been 
referred  to  an  auditing  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Kemp 
and  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Aves,  and  having  been  reported  by  them  to  be  cor- 
rect, was  accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  received  and  accepted. 

The  Rev.  Francis  M.  Hall  was  re-elected  Secretary,  at  a  salary  of 
$150.00  per  annum. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  approving  the  payment  to  the  adminis- 
trator of  an  annuitant  dying  before  payment  of  such  portion  of  the 
annuity  as  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  annuitant  may  have 
accrued  since  the  last  previous  annuity  was  paid  :  Provided  that  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  condition  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  will  warrant  this  departure  from  its  hitherto 
uniform  rule  not  to  apportion  annuities.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  AGENT. 

In  presenting  the  Fortj'-Seventh  Annual  Report,  the  Secretary  has 
first  to  speak  of  the  lamented  death  of  the  late  Secretar3\  the  Rev.  C. 

M 
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S.  Doolitell,  May  26,  1891.  Under  appointment  from  the  Bishop  of 
Ohio,  in  accordance  with  Rule  1 .,  the  present  Secretary-  entered  upon 
the  duties  ol*  the  office  July  11,  1891.  The  books  and  documents 
thereto  pertaining  were  turned  over  to  him  by  Miss  J.  H.  Doolitdl, 
who  informally  had  in  the  most  efficient  manner  acted  as  Secrrtarr 
during  the  interval  that  followed  her  father*s  decease. 

Of  the  two  other  members  who  have  died,  mention  is  made  bert  in 
terms  of  the  deepest  reverence  and  love.  The  untiring^  efforts  of  Bishop 
Bedell  to  build  up  and  strengthen  the  Society  happily  were  crowned 
with  large  success,  and  in  the  *'  Bedell  Fund''  his  name  is  linked  b^ 
neficently  to  its  future  history.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Burr,  revered  and  hon- 
ored, was  the  oldest  member.  But  one  now  sun'ives  that  with  faia 
helped  to  make  up  the  little  company  of  clergymen  who  in  the  year 
1845  were  associated  with  Bishop  Mcllvaine  in  the  oi^anization  of 
the  Societv.

Five  members  have  been  added  to  the  Society  during  the  year.  The 
present  number  is  sixt\'-four.  Additional  Premium  Notes  have  been 
given  In-  two  members  who  have  removed  from  the  State  of  Ohia 
Twenty-four  annuities  have  been  paid,  amounting  in  the  aggr^ate 
to  $2,375.00.  One  annuitant  has  died,  and  one  annuitv  has  becoae 
void  by  the  marriage  of  the  annuitant.  During  the  coming  year  there 
will  be  two  more  annuitants  than  during  the  past  year;  and  the 
amount  needed  for  annuities  will  be  $2,575.00. 

The  slight  falling  off  in  the  oflferings  received  from  the  parishes,  in- 
dicates the  need  of  an  effort  to  stir  up  a  new  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Society  among  the  clergy  and  the  people  of  the  Church  in  the  tvo 
dioceses.  In  the  vear  1895  will  occur  the  fiftieth  anniversarr  of  the 
organization  of  the  Society.  Its  invested  fund  now  amounts  to 
$43,930.47.  Shall  we  not  make  a  strenuous  effort  during  the  next 
three  years  by  increased  offerings  and  donations  to  bring  that  amoont 
up  to  a  round  $50,000.00  ?

The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, consisting  of  one  Clergj-man  and  two  Laymen  to  receive,  ex- 
amine, and  report  upon,  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  and  to  re- 
vise the  Secretary's  list  of  the  same.  In  case  alternate  delegates 
claim  the  right  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  the  fact  must  be  made 
known  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials^  who  shall  report  thereon  ; 
and  the  persons  reported  by  that  Committee  as  entitled  to  seats  (not 
exceeding  three  from  each  Parish),  whether  regulars  or  alternates, 
:8ball,  if  the  Convention  approve  such  report,  be  entered  upon  the  roll 
of  the  Secretary  as  properly  accredited  Delegates. 

SECOND  DAY.

Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  and  all  questions  of  ecclesiastical  law 
which  may  arise  during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

II.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  two 
Clergymen  and  two  Laj-men,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Parochial 
Reports,  and  the  reports  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Commit- 
tees of  the. Diocese,  and  to  whom  maj-be  referred  anj'  matter  pertain- 
ing to  the  state  of  the  Church. 

III.  The  Committee  on  Finance  required  by  Title  I.,  Canon  9,§  iv., 
of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 
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(19.)  Report  of  Committee  on  next  Convention. 

(20.)  The  disposal  of  an^'^  unfinished  business. 

Rule  II.— When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  III. — No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IV. — Whenever  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  8eat> 
and,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  V. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  VI. — While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse* 

Rule  VII. — Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Convention ;  and,  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the 
name  of  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  VIII. — When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or 
to  divide  it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  IX.--.\  motion  to  lav  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  X.— A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XI. — No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  un- 
less it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XII. — A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  dur- 
ing the  same  session ;  but,  a  question  being  decided,  may  be  recon- 
sidered with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on 
a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  oneof  the  majority' on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XIII. — .^11  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIV. — The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minute^,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  rec- 
ommending or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the 
Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration.

Rule  XV.— All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
in  the  first  instance;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision, 
and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without 
leaTC  of  the  Convention. 

RuLB  XVI.— Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  on  the  Journal,  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary, 
but  without  the  right  of  taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XVII. — Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  nec- 
essary, and  approved. 

Rule  XVIII. — The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present. 

Rule  XIX.— The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered  by  the  process  re- 
quired for  altering  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

Rule  XX.— The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  for  all  future 
Conventions  of  this  Diocese,  unless  altered  or  rescinded:  and  the 
Rules  of  Order  then  in  force  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each 
Convention. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 

ARTICLE  1. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE  2. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  May,  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
a  previous  Convention.  But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail 
at  the  place  appointed,  or  other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously 
expedient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint  some  other  place,  and  send 
special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  Minister  and  Vestry  in  the  Dio- 
cese at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The  Bishop, 
with  such  Clergymen  and  Delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly 
assembled  in  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  provided  that 
in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop, 
such  Clergymen  and  Lay  Delegates  as  shall  duly  assemble  constitute 
a  quorum ;  but,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  be  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Diocese,  unless  he  shall  have  signified  his  desire  to  the 
contrary,  such  quorum  shall  adjourn  to  the  next  day,  when,  if  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall 

proceed. 

ARTICLE  3. 

Any  Parish  maj'  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in 
the  Convention,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirils  of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Church. 
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ARTICLE  4. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
The  Bishop  and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  canonically  resident 
and  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in  union  with  this  Convention,  or 
employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incorporated 
seminary  of  learning,  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provided 
that  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the 
Diocese,  as  above  required  ;  provided  also  that  no  Clergyman  who 
has  been  a  member  of  this  Convention  shall  lose  his  seat  therein  by 
reason  of  age  or  of  bodily  infirmities  disqualifying  him  for  his  previous 
position.  Every  regularly  organized  Parish  in  canonical  union  with 
this  Church  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates, 
not  exceeding  three  ;  every  such  Parish  having,  under  one  Vestry,  in 
addition  to  its  principal  Church,  a  Chapel,  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to^send  one  additional  Lay  Delegate 
for  every  such  Chapel ;  and  every  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese, 
recognized  as  such  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one 
Delegate  to  the  Convention.  No  person  under  Ecclesiastical  censure 
or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  5. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions,  when  he 
may  judge  it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied 
to  for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  continued  absence  of  the  Bishop 
from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so,  if  applied  to  for 
the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  6. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open  or 
cause  it  to  be  opened  with  praj-er.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the 
Convention  shall  be  called  t9  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect 
a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters.  • 

ARTICLE  7. 

There  shall  be:  1.  A  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  to  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 

be  required,  to  be  elected  annually.  2.  A  Treasurer  for  the  collection 
And  disbursement  of  funds  for  current  expenses,  to  be  elected  each 

vear.    3.     A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  hold  their  office 
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five  years,  who  shall  be  a  body  corporate  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust, 
invest,  change  investment,  and  care  for  all  the  permanent  funds  of 
the  Diocese.  4.  An  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  five  Presbyters,  for  the 
trial  of  offences  and  the  settling  of  differences,  to  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  three  years.  5.  A  Standing  Committee  of  three  Presbyters 
and  three  Laymen,  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  if  the  Dio- 
cese be  vacant  or  the  Bishop  unable  to  act,  to  be  elected  annually.  6. 
A  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  preservation  of  documents,  to  hold 
his  office  three  years,  and  until  a  successor  be  chosen.  All  the  afore- 
said ofiicers  to  hold  their  offices  till  successors  are  chosen. 

ARTICLE  8. 

The  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of  a 
Bishop,  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such  in  all  elections.  AH 
elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  A  vote  by  orders  upon  the  decision  of  any  question  may  be 
called  for  by  five  members.  When  a  vote  by  orders  is  called  for,  the 
Delegates  of  each  cong^gation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only ;  and 
a  concurrent  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  9. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual 
Convention,  or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at 
least  sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed ;  the  object  being  stated  by 
notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  every  Clergyman  and  Vestry  of  the  Diocese.  The  election 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows  :  The  Clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for 
some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majoritj-  of  the 
Clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  Lay  Members,  who  shall  proceed  to 
vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  10. 

THE    CHANCELLOR. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
appoint  a  person  learned  in  the  law  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  to  ad- 
vise regarding  any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  diocesan  affairs,  and  to  be  entitled  cx-officio  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions:  and  to  continue  in  office  till  death. 
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or  resignation,  or  revocation  of  appointment  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Chancellor,  if  he  be  a  clergyman,  must  be  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese;  if  he  be  a  layman,  he  must  be  a  communicant  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  11. 

AMENDMBNT  OF    CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : 
Every  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  who  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  their  recom- 
mendation, and  if  two-thirds  of  the  two  orders  voting  separately 
shall  then  approve  of  said  proposition,  cither  in  its  original  form,  or 
in  the  form  recommended  by  said  Committee,  such  approval  shall  be 
authoritative,  and  the  Constitution  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory.

TITLE  I. 

THE  DIOCESE. 


CANON  1. 

OP  THE  LIST  OP  MINISTERS. 

§  i.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the 
Ministers  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of 
their  respective  cures,  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of 
the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated  in  which  they  are 
engaged ;  and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  or 
missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence 
only,  specifying,  at  the  same  time,  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons ; 
but  no  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a 
place  on  such  list;  and  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention 
immediateh'-  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  and  the  names 
of  the  Clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be  ap- 
pended to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary'  of  the  General 
Convention. 

§  ii.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  be  omitted. 

CANON  2. 

OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention to  attend  the  same,  and  of  each  Parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention  to  send  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention, 
not  exceeding  three,  elected  by  the  Vestry,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  meeting  of  any  Convention,  from  among  the  male  communicants 
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h:  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  shall  at  least  five  days 
Kting  of  any  Convention,  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
ach  delegate  elected  as  aforesaid,  a  certificate  as  follows:

nd  semiannualh'  to  notify  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish,

)  be  paid,  giving  twenty  days'  notice.  His  accounts  shall 
annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
committee  on  Finance.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  Stand- 
tee  of  the  Diocese  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  for  the  unex- 

Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  ex-officio  be  entitled  to  a 
Convention,  and  to  a  voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  financial 
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questions.  He  shall  be  ex-oiRcio  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  of  the  Convention,  but  shall  have  no  vote  on  questions  aris- 
ing in  the  Committee.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty;  the  cost  of  which  bond, 
in  some  reliable  guarantee  companj',  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese. 

CANON  5. 

OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  gather  and  preserve  all  such 
journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  catalogues  and  other  documents  as 
may  be  useful  for  reference,  or  furnish  materials  for  the  history  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

CANON  6. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

§  i.  A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  hold  their  office 
five  years,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  who,  in  addition  to 
the  duties  si)ecified  in  the  Constitution,  shall  have  the  care  of  funds, 
such  as  those  derived  fromextinct  parishes,  those  for  Disabled  Clergy, 
and  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  all  such  as  may  by  gift 
or  devise  for  an^'  special  purpose  become  the  property  of  the  Diocese. 

§  ii.  At  the  first  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  under  this 
Canon,  the  whole  number  shall  be  chosen;  but  the  term  of  one  (to 
be  designated  by  the  Board)  shall  expire  each  year,  so  that  every  year 
after  the  first,  one  Trustee  shall  be  elected,  and  vacancies,  if  any, 
lie  filled  for  unexpired  terms. 

§  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  not  only  to  care  for  the 
property  as  in  Article  7  of  the  Constitution,  but  to  take  all  legal 
steps  needed  to  establish  a  title  to  the  property  of  extinct  parishes; 
to  give  such  bonds  as  the  Convention  may  require,  and  every  year 
to  make  to  the  Convention  a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  their 
trusts. 

§  iv.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  jjerform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office. 
He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  tlie  faithful 
performance  of  duty.  The  cost  of  which  bond,  in  some  reliable  guar- 
antee company,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese.  Said  Treasurer  shall 
ex'Officio  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  to  a 
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voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  financial  questions,  and  he  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Convention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  appoint  a  Secretary,  who,  if  not 
a  member  of  the  Board,  shall  have  a  seat,  but  not  a  vote,  at  its 
meetings. 
3  §  V.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  preside  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Board :  but  in  his  absence  the  Board  shall  provide  its  convener  and 
presiding  officer. 

CANON  7. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

3  The  officers  of  the  Standing  Committee  required  by  Title  III.,  Canon 
2,  §  i.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole 
beiiig  summoned,  provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  when  convened  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  l>e 
necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  let- 
ters addressed  to  the  Committee ;  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver 
to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office 
have  been  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  Committee,  and  all 
other  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to 
examination  by  the  Bishop,  or  b3'  the  Convention.  A  report  of  the 
acts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  made  annually  to  the  Convention. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the 
remaining  members. 

CANON  8. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

A  §  i.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next  pre- 
ceding a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect,  by  the  con- 
current ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members,  four  ClergA'men  and 
four  Laymen,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. It  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen,  as  Provisional  Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  ^  hich  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective stations  until  successors  are  appointed,  and  shall  he.  Depu- 
ties, or  Provisional  Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may 
be  held  during  their  continuance  in  office. 
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"I  fj  §  ii.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  fix>ni  the 
Diocese,  death,  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional  Dep- 
uties, between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  any  Convention,  during  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall 
occur. 

1^  §  iii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  per- 
form its  duties ;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from 
the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  in- 
sure, as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.  And 
the  Bishop  shall,  in  like  manner,  designate  from  the  same  list  of  Pro- 
visional Deputies,  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  any  de- 
ficiency in  the  representation  of  this  Diocese  which  may  in  any  way 
occur.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the  Bishop,  being 
furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

17  §  iv.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon 
shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  9. 

OF  THE    DIOCESAN   FUND. 

1 0  §  i.  At  each  Annual  Convention  an  assessment  shall  be  made  upon 
the  several  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  according 
to  the  several  abilities  of  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  of  an 
amount  suflicient  to  satisfy  the  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  Con- 
vention, embracing  the  salaries  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and  all  contingent  expenses. 

1«/  Hi.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish,  and  the 
Committee  of  each  Mission  Station,  to  provide  for  the  collection  and 
payment  of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Convention,  as 
aforesaid ;  and  they  shall  transmit  the  same  in  semi-annual  install- 
ments to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

^0  §  ill.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  corporation  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  and  each  Organized  Mission, to  render,  at  such  time  and 
in  such  manner  as  the  same  may  be  required  by  the  Convention,  or 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  the  real 
estate  and  other  propert.v  owned  or  held  by  said  Parish,  or  Organ- 
ized Mission,  with  its  fairly  estimated  value,  and  also  the  statement 
of  anv  liens  or  incumbrances  on  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
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the  amount  of  interest  paid  in  consequence  of  such  lien  or  incum- 
brance. And  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Parish,  or  Organized 
Mission,  faithfully  and  truly  to  declare  the  full  amount  of  the-  cur- 
rent expenditure  of  the  Parish,  or  Organized  Mission,  and  of  all 
money  expended  for  the  same,  in  any  way  accruing,  including  salaries 
and  all  other  expenses. 

§  iv.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  Committee  to  consider  and  ad- 
vise regarding  the  Finances  of  the  Diocese. 

1.  It  shall  consist  of  six  laymen,  and  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Bishop. 

2.  It  shall  from  time  to  time  hold  such  meetings  as  may  be  found 
necessary ;  provided  that  it  shall  hold  one  meeting  within  the  fortj- 
days  immediately  preceding  the  next  regular  Convention,  at  which 
meeting  a  statement  shall  be  prepared,  setting  forth  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Diocese  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  sent  to  each  Rector,  Senior  Warden,  and  Parochial 
Treasurer,  in  the  Diocese.  The  Committee  on  Finance  are  hereby 
empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  base  their  assessments  on 
some  fixed  and  uniform  plan ;  and  the  assessments  shall  be  payable, 
one-half  August  1,  and  the  other  half  February  1. 

§  V.  All  applications  for  modification  or  i-emission  of  arrearages  to 
the  Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  in  writing,  directed  "To  the  Finance 
Committee,"  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  collec- 
tions taken  in  the  aggrieved  Parish  during  the  preceding  year  for 
Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  results,  with  the  grounds  upon  which 
relief  is  asked,  and  the  reasons  for  the  failure  to  make  the  regular 
collections,  in  case  they  have  been  omitted. 
I  §  vi.  In  addition  to  the  traveling  and  other  ofHcial  expenses  of  the 
Bishop,  and  Assistant  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese  shall  include  the  following  items : 

1.  The  quota  assessed  on  the  Diocese  by  the  General  Convention 
for  contingent  expenses. 

2.  Publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  such  other  docu- 
ments as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

3.  The  salarv  of  the  Secretarv  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  The  sum  of  $150.00  each  for  the  expenses  of  the  Clerical  Depu- 
ties for  attendance  upon  the  General  Convention. 

6.  The  necessary  expenses  of  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court 
for  attendance  upon  Ecclesiastical  trials. 

7.  The  necessary  expenses  of  Examining  Chaplains  for  their  work. 
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8.  The  necessary'  expenses  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  their 
work. 

9.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  their  work. 

10.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  for  his 
work. 

11.  The  necessarj'  expenses  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  his 
work. 

12.  Such  other  expenses  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 


TITLE  II. 

THE    PARISH. 


CANON  1. 

OF    NEW    PARISHES. 

24  §  *•  I"  order  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish,  the  written  consent 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority'  of  the  Diocese  must  first  be  obtained. 
Should  such  consent  be  refused,  an  application  for  permission  to  form 
such  Parish  may  be  made  to  the  next  Convention. 

§  ii.  For  the  organization  of  a  Parish,  the  following  Article  of  As- 
sociation must  be  signed  by  at  least  twenty  persons  w^ho  intend  to  be 
suppi^rters  of  the  Parish  :  **  We,  the  undersigned,  do  associate  our- 
selves together  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  worship  of  God 
and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  according  to  the  doctrine,  discipline 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopaf  Church  in  the  United  States. 

under  the  name  of  the  Parish  of Church,  in  the  town  of ,  and 

county  of .  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  do  promise  conformity  to  the 

Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  and  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio." 

%)|%       jt  iii.    After  twenty  |>ersons  shall  have  signed  the  Article  of  Associa- 

**  tion,  a  meetiui:  of  the  same  may  Ix?  called  on  ten  days'  notice.  At 
this  mectinu  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected,  a  name  of  the 
l*arish  adopted,  and  such  other  steps  taken  as  arc  necessary  to  the 
iiic<>rporation  of  the  Parish  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  min- 
utes of  the  nieetiuix  shall  be  recordeti  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  a  record 
of  the  proceedinirs  of  the  Vestry  ;uul  Parish  meetings,  in  which  shall 
he  reci>rded  the  Article  of  Association. 

27  ^  ^^  ■  ^  certitied  copy  of  the  Article  of  Association,  and  of  the  min- 
utes ot"  the  tuet^tini;  for  ori^anizing  the  Parish,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
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Bishop  without  delay,  together  with  notice  that  the  Parish  will  ap- 
ply for  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention.  At  a  subsequent 
Convention  this  application  shall  be  made,  and  for  this  purpose  a 
certified  copy  of  the  aforesaid  papers  shall  be  presented. 
D  §  V.  Any  Parish  in  this  Diocese  which  shall  deem  its  right  en- 
croached upon,  or  its  prosperity  or  usefulness  endangered  by  the 
proposed  location  in  its  vicinity  of  a  Church  or  Chapel  of  another 
Parish,  may  present  the  matter  of  the  threatened  intrusion  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  ask  his  fatherh'  interposition  in  its  behalf. 
In  such  case  the  Bishop  may  call  for.  and  appoint  the  time  and  place 
of  a  conference  of  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  interest.  But,  if 
such  conference,  with  the  godly  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shall  not  result 
in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  difference  between  the  parties 
thereto,  the  Bishop,  or  either  party  in  the  conflict,  may  lay  the  mat- 
ter at  issue  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  the 
decision  of  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop,  shall  be  final. 

CANON  2. 

Q  §  i.  In  ever3'  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  annuall}',  on  Easter  Monday, 
at  an  hour  of  which  public  notice  shall  have  been  given,  after  prayer, 
there  shall  be  a  Parish  Meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Vestry  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  until  successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be 
designated  on  the  ballots  as  Wardens— one  as  Senior  Warden,  the 
other  as  Junior  Warden.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish,  if  present,  shall 
preside  at  Parish  Meetings.  In  his  absence,  the  order  of  priority  for 
the  presiding  officer  shall  be,  ex-o/hcio  : 

1.  The  Senior  Warden. 

2.  The  Junior  Warden. 

3.  The  Secretar}'  of  the  Vestry. 

Should  none  of  the  foregoing  oflicers  be  present,  the  Parish  Meeting 
may  elect  any  one  of  its  members  to  preside. 

\3  §  ii.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary",  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest  the  public 
acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Parish,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall 
be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
books  and  documents  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Parish. 

I  §  iii.  A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected,  to  receive,  disburse  and 
account  for  the  funds  of  the  Parish. 
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oi  §  iv.  In  electing  a  Vestry  no  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  votetmlcss, 
at  the  time  of  such  voting,  they  are  adherents  ,of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  have, 
at  least  for  six  months  preceding  said  election,  rented  a  pew  or  por- 
tion of  a  pew,  or  by  subscription  or  otherwise  have  contributed  rejf- 
ularly  for  the  same  space  of  time  to  the  support  of  the  Parish,  nor 
shall  an3'  persons  vote  in  a  Parish  of  which  they  are  not  bona  £de 
members. 

O  jj  §  V.  To  be  eligible  as  Vestryman,  one  must  be  a  layman,  and  to  be 
a  Warden  one  must  be  a  communicant. 

04  §  vi.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and 
call  a  minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  provide  for  pay- 
ing all  lawful  assessments  on  the  Parish,  to  keep  order  in  the  church 
during  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as 
helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for 
the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being  understood,  always,  that 
the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  tlie  exclusive  direc- 
tion of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

35  c«  §  vii.  The  order  of  priority  for  the  presiding  officer  at  Vestry  Meet- 
ings shall  be  the  same  as  is  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  Canon. 

36  §  viii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  especially,  to  proride 
the  elements  for  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  admin- 
istration of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  and,  while  the  Church  is  destitute 
of  a  minister,  to  proride  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and 
the  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  serinces.or 
by  lay-reading,  as  the  circumstances  may  permit.  Meetings  of  the 
Vestry  may  lie  called  by  the  Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Senior 
Warden;  and  the  Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall 
call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  members. 

37  §  i^-  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Vestry  during  the  year  may  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members.  If  the  Vestry  should  become  ex- 
tinct or  incapacitated  for  action  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  its 
memljers,  the  Bishop  may  call  a  special  Parish  Meeting  (giving  due 
notice  thereof)  to  elect  a  Vestry  to  ser\'e  till  the  Easter-Monday  next 
following;  and,  if  the  Parish  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  assemble  and 
elect  a  Vestry  as  herein  provided,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  three  Trustees  to 
take  charge  of  the  property  of  the  Parish,  and  to  exercise  all  the 
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rights  and  functions  of  a  Vestry,  until  the  Parish  shall  elect  a  Vestry 
-^    under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 
O       §  X.    Parishes  incorporated  bj'  special  act  are  excepted  from  any 

parts  of  this  Canon  interfering  with  said  act  of  incorporation. 

CANON  3. 

OF  VACANT   PARISHES. 

Q  On  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish,  or  the  occurrence  of  a  va- 
cancy in  any  existing  Parish,  the  Committee  or  Vestry  shall  give 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,which,  after 
three  months,  if  divine  service  be  not  maintained,  may  takemeasures, 
upon -consul  ting  with  the  Missionary  Committee  and  the  Vestry  of 
the  Parish,  to  supply  services  at  the  exi)ense  of  the  latter. 

CANON  4. 

OF  EXTINCT  PARISHES. 

0  §  i.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  a  Parish  has  failed  in 
the  purposes  of  its  organization,  he  may  report  the  case  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

\  §  ii.  Whenever  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  think  it  ad- 
visable to  call  upon  the  Convention  to  declare  any  Parish  extinct, 
before  a  vote  is  taken,  the  question,  with  all  the  evidence  tending  to 
prove  and  disprove  the  existence  of  the  facts  upon  which  such  declar- 
ation, under  the  law,  must  be  founded,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  and  a  report  made  by  that  Committee,  on  a  day 
subsequent  to  the  day  of  reference,  recommending  what  action  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  taken  by  tHe  Convention,  accom- 
panied by  a  written  or  oral  statement  of  the  evidence  placed  before 
the  Committee.  And  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in 
^favor  of  declaring  the  Parish  or  Parishes  named  in  the  report  extinct, 
such  Parish  or  Parishes  shall  become  and  be  extinct,  and  title  to  all 
the  property  thereof  shall  at  once  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  5. 

OF  PAROCHIAL  REGISTERS  AND  REPORTS. 

j^  §  i.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him, 
or  in  his  Partsh  bj'  any  other  minister  of  this  Church ;  si>ecifying  the 
names,  places  and  times  of  birth  of  the  persons  baptized,  together 
with  the  names  of  parentfs  and  sponsors  or  witnesses ;  the  names  of 
those  confirmed,  and  bj"  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties  married, 
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and  of  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  of  such  rite,  respectively. 
This  register  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  which  he  serves, 
which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  it  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

JO  §  ii.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each 
Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his 
cure,  specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of 
the  Church  under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  removal  from  the  com- 
munion of  some  other  Church,  or  otherwise. 

^^  §  iii.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May,  annually,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  a  report  of  his  official  acts 
and  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish  which  he  sei-ves,  ac- 
cording to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  parochial  year  ending  on  the  pre- 
vious Easter  Mondaj'. 


TITLE  III. 


THE  WORK. 


CANON  1. 

OF  OBLIGATION  TO  WORK. 

J.fJ  §  i.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution , 
and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to 
the  support  of  the  missionary  work,  and  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry  being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every 
member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as 
involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

§  ii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recom- 
mended to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  and  other  religious  and  charitable 
purposes,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic 
direction ;  1  Cor.  xvi.,  1 . 
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CANON  2. 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

47  §  '•  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention  a  committee,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Con  vocational  district,  and  one  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen  from  the  Diocese  at  large,  to  whom,  together  with  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and 
the  General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  who  are  ex-ofRcio  members 
of  the  Committee,  shall  be  entrusted  the  general  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  missionary  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

§  ii.  In  the  election  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  nomination 
of  representatives  of  a  Convocation,  if  any  be  made,  shall  have  pre- 
cedence of  all  other  nominations. 

JQ  |iii.  This  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  appointment 
of  Mission  Stations  and  Missionaries;  but  no  Mission  Station  nor 
Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  given  in  writing. 

gA  §  iv.  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place 
and  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention ;  and  at 
such  other  time  and  place  as  the  President  maj*  appoint,  or  as  may 
be  found  convenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Three  members,  if 
one  of  them  is  a  Clergyman,  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Bx-officio 
members  shall  not  be  counted  in  a  quorum. 
§  V.  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and 

01    Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already  members  of  this  body,  shall  thereby 
become  ex-officio  members.    Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
•        vention  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

c  o  §  vi.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  is  President  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 
In  his  absence,  a  chairman  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  from 
among  the  Clerical  members. 

§  vii.  All  moneys  received  for  the  purposes  of  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary Committee  shall  be  appropriated  under  its  direction,  in 
accordance  with  this  Canon ;  but  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  con- 
tributors to  the  missionary  cause  to  designate  the  particular  object 
to  which  their  contribution  shall  be  applied. 

CANON  3. 

OF   MISSION   STATIONS. 

64       g  i.    A  Mission  Station,  when   adopted  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
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thority  and  Missionary  Committee,  shall  be  duly  organized  by  the 
appK}intment  of  a  Missionary,  who,  with  the  consimt  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  Committee,  shall  appoint  two  persons,  who  shall 
constitute  a  Committee  of  thi  Mission,  charged  with  its  temporal 
interests.  Prior  to  the  apix>intmcnt  of  a  Missionary,  however,  the 
Bishop,  in  consultation  with  the  Missionary  Committee,  may, 
should  he  deem  it  expedient,  appoint  a  Committee  of  a  Mission,  thus 
securing  a  preliminary  organization;  the  persons  so  appointed  to 
serve  until  a  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  and  the  organization 
completed,  or  until  the  appointment  is  revoked  by  the  Bishop. 

§  ii.  The  plan  of  organization  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
following  form  of  application  to  the  Bishop : 

**  Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir : — We,  the]undersigned,  residents  of 

County  of ,  Diocese  of  Ohio,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the 

services  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  being  ready, 
according  to  our  ability,  to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  you 
to  inquire  into  our  estate,  and  provide  for  us  as  you  may  deem 
proper  and  expedient.  We  do  hereby  declare  ourselves,  individually 
and  collectively,  ready  to  do  what  in  us  lies  to  establish  and  sustain 
the  regular  worship  of  the  said  Church,  and  promote  its  influence 
in  our  neighborhood ;  and  we  promise  conformity  to  its  doctrines, 
discipline,  liturgy,  rites  and  usages.  We  put  ourselves  under  your 
charge,  and  will  reverently  obey  your  authority.  We  promise  con- 
formity to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  its  Con- 
vention. In  accordance  with  these  obligations  and  rules,  we  now 
ask  the  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Mission,  under  the  name 
of ." 

5g  §  iii.  Any  property  of  a  Mission  Station  may  be  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  until  the  Station  shall  be  duly  in- 
corporated as  a  Parish,  and  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention, 
when  the  said  property  shall  be  transferred  to  the  parish  corpora- 
tion. 

c  ly  §  iv.  An  Organized  Parish  ma3',  under  such  provisions  as  the  Mis- 
sionary Committee  shall  determine,  receive  a  Missionary  appointed 
by  the  said  Committee.  A  Parish  may  place  one  or  more  of  its  paro- 
chial missions  under  the  care  of  the  Missionary  Committee  with  the 
consent  of  the  Committee. 

58  §  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Mission  Station,  and  of  ever>' 
Organized   Parish  which  is  aided  b^'  the  Missionary  Committee,  to

pledge  and  to  paj-  an  annual  sum,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee, 
into  its  treasury  in  quarterly  payments. 
V  i  vi.  At  every  Missionary  Station,  on  Easter-Monday,  there  shall 
be  held  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Station,  who  shall  appoint 
a  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  said  Convention,  the  certificate  of  whose  election  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

CANOX  4. 

OF  CONVOCATIONS. 

Q  §  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop  into  Convocational 
districts,  not  more  than  five  in  number ;  and  the  Clergy  within  the 
several  districts,  with  Laymen  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Rectors  and  Missionaries  from  their  Parishes  or  Mission  Stations, 
shall  meet  quarterly,  at  such  time  and  place  as  each  Convocation 
may  determine,  and  also  at  other  times  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

1  §  ii.  The  oflScers  of  Convocation  shall  be  Dean,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  Each  Convocation  shall  elect  its  own  Dean,  who  shall  be 
qualified  for  office  when  his  appointment  is  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

2  ?  iii-  The  Dean  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
superintend  so  much  of  the  work  of  Convocation  as  the  Bishop  may 
commit  to  his  charge. 

3  \  iv.  The  objects  of  Convocation  shall  be  three-fold ;  1st.  It  shall 
be  recognized  as  a  centre  of  spiritual  life,  and  its  sessions  shall  be 
specially'  characterized  by  services  for  public  worship  and  religious 
conferences.  2d.  To  devise  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Church 
within  the  limits  of  the  Convocation.  3d.  To  accumulate  and  ap- 
propriate funds  for  the  erection  of  churches  and  rectories,  and  for  the 
distribution  of  Bibles,  Praver-books  and  tracts. 

A  §  V.  Each  Convocation  shall  be  authorized  to  nominate  one  Clergy- 
man and  one  Layman  to  the  Convention,  from  within  its  district,  to 
be  balloted  for  as  members  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

g  §  vi.  Each  Convocation  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  doings 
to  the  Bishop,  through  its  Secretary,  to  be  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion. 

g  §  vii.  The  offerings  at  meetings  of  Convocation  shall  be  at  its  dis- 
posal for  furthering  the  work  contemplated  by  Section  iv.  of  this 
Canon ;  and  the  amount  shall  be  reported  and  credited  to  the  Dioc- 
esan Missionary  Fund. 
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CANON  5. 

OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

o7  ?  i-  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  and  Assistant 
Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio ;  and  four  other 
Members,  two  Clerical  and  two  Lay,  who  shall  be  called  the  Educa- 
tion Committee,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  tjie  appointment  and 
regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  collection  and  appropriation  of  funds 
therefor,  and  all  other  business  belonging  thereto ;  which  Committee 
shall  be  authori2ed  to  act  with  any  similar  Committee,  appointed  by 
the  Convention  of  any  other  Diocese  in  Ohio,  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Joint  Committee  shall  enact,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Canon. 

g§  §  ii.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the  Education  cause 
to  designate  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall 
be  applied ;  otherwise  all  contributions  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee. 

i»G  I  iii.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  report  of  the 
transactions  of  the  year  shall  be  submitted,  which  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Convention,  and  printed  in  the  Journal  in  whole  or  in  part.

OF  LAV-READERS. 

No  one  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  T*ay- 
feader  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  case  of  particular  emergency-,  with- 
out a  written  license  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Commitee,  and  Lay  Readers  shall 
in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Section  ii.,  Canon  3,  Title  L» 
of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention. 


TITLE  IV. 

DISCIPLINE. 


CANON  1. 

OF  A  TRIAL  OF  PRESBYTER  OR  DEACON. 

71  $i.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
thought  to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  for  which,  according  to 
Title  II.,  Canon  2,  §§  i.,  ii.,  of  the  Digest  of  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  shall  be  made  in 
writing,  with  the  name  of  everyone  engaged  in  the  application  sub- 
scribed, to  the  Standing  Committee,  and,  if  it  appear  to  them  that 
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the  evidence  is  safficient  to  demand  a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  pre- 
sent the  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly ;  the  presentment 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  specifying,  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the 
offense  or  offenses,  with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circumstances; 
and  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  instituted,  and  shall  proceed  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Canon. 

J  §  ii.  There  shall  be  elected  triennially,  by  ballot,  by  the  Convention, 
from  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats,  not  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  five,  who  shall  be  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  Presbyters  or 
Deacons.  No  ballot  shall  have  more  than  three  names  thereon,  and 
the  five  having  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Court.  Va- 
cancies may  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Committee,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  next  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present. 

9  §  iii.  Said  members  of  said  Court,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for 
each  and  every  trial  or  case  that  may  be  brought  before  them,  ap- 
})oint  some  person  learned  in  the  law,  and  who  is  a  communicant  of 
this  Church  and  a  citizen  of  Ohio,  their  legal  adviser,  who  shall  sit 
with  them  on  any  such  trial  or  case,  and  shall  advise  said  Court  upon 
all  questions  of  law.  bothxrivil  and  ecclesiastical,  and  as  to  all  rules 
and  forms  of  procedure;  may  preside  at  the  request  of  the  Court,  or 
the  Court  may  at  its  option  elect  one  of  its  members  President 
thereof;  and  before  entering  upon  the  trial  of  any  minister  who  shall 
have  l>een  duly  presented  for  trial  under  this  Canon,  or  pending  any 
such  trial,  and  with  the  approval,  in  all  cases,  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  said  court  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  as,  a 
Court  of  conciliation,  to  adjust  and  dispose  of  the  matter  so  pre- 
sented, amicably,  and  without  any  public  trial,  in  case,  in  their  judg- 
ment, it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  such  amicable  adjustment,  a 
certificate  thereof,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Court,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

^  55  iv.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court,  with  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  shall  be  served,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused  ;  and  also  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by 
their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom  they  may  appoint  for 
the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case,  and  present  such  oral  or  docu- 
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mentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be 
able  to  obtain. 

75  ^^'  ^^»  ^^  ^^^  *^°^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^s*  meeting  of  the  Court,  the  whole 
number  be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time;  and  if  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not 
fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority  shall  decide 
all  questions;  but  a  majority  of  the  whole  Court  shall  be  required  to 
render  final  judgment. 

76  §  vi.    If  a  Clergyman  shall,  before  the  Court  meets,  confess  the 
truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately 
proceed  to  pass  sentence  ;  otherwise  he  shall  be  considered  as  plead 
ing  not  guilty. 

^^  §  vii.  In  case  a  Clergyman  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court 
may  proceed  as  if  he  were  present;  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn 
till  another  day.  And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Court,  after  due  presentment  and  notification,  and 
no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly ;  but 
the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if,  within  three  calendar 
months,  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  ap- 
pear and  receive  his  trial;  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  shall  proceed, 
if  he  think  proper,  to  pronounce  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
Ministrv. 

w  Q  §  viii.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Court  shall  choose  a  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  from  their  own  number,  or  other  wise,  as  they  determine ;  and 
before  proceeding  to  trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by 
which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted;  provided,  however,  that  lx)th 
parties  may  employ  and  be  represented  in  such  trial  by  counsel,  not 
exceeding  two  for  each,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  this  Church, 
and  citizens  of  Ohio. 

'J'O  §  ix.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence 
as  may  be  produced  ;  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing by  the  Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and 
some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at 
the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and 
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all  the  proceedings  of  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the 
accused. 
Q  §  X.  Any  Presbyter  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or 
neglect  to  act  as  Trier  or  Church  Advocate,  or  any  clerical  or  lay 
communicant  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neglect 
to  testify  as  a  witness,  when  duly  appointed  or  summoned,  under 
the  Canon,  shall  be  regarded  and  may  be  dealt  with  as  any  other 
violator  of  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

1  §  xi.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting 
forth,  satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured 
upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman 
to  act  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness;  and 
the  partj*  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  least 
five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony  ;  or 
such  longer  notice  as  the  Bishop  may,  in  writing,  direct.  And  both 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness,  and  the  questions  and 
answers  shall  all  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness, 
and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  received  by  them  as  evi- 
dence. A  witness  examined  before  such  Commissioner  may  be  sworn 
or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

2  §  xii.  The  Court,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare,  in  a 
writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respect- 
ively ;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  an  attested 
record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  accom- 
panied with  an  opinion  of  the  Court  as  to  what  sentence  should  be 
pronounced ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as 
shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper ;  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed 
in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court,  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  require  it,  may 
give  a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  which  case  the  proceedings  shall 
be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

•  \  xiii.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity 
or  affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop 
to  express  his  judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Court,  to  which  judg- 
ment the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or 
granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese  be  vacant,  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  ser\4ces  of  such  Bishop 
as  they  may  find  most  convenient,  for  the  performance  of  all  such 
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acts  as  are,  by  this  Canon,  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

CAXON  2. 

OF  CONTROVERSIES  BETWEEN  MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  PARISHEf. 

o4:       All  differences  between  ministers  and  their  congregations  shall  be 

determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  4,  Title  II.,  of  the 

General  Convention. 

CANON  3. 

OF  THE  LAITY. 

§5  §  i.  Any  communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  from  the  commun- 
ion for  one  year,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Rector,  may 
be  suspended  from  the  communion,  and  due  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  person  so  suspended  and  to  the  Bishop.  But  if  a  person  be 
repelled  under  the  rubric  in  the  communion  office,  the  minister  shall 
notify  him  and  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  stating  the  cause  and  the 
evidence. 

fii^  §  ii.  When  a  person  so  repelled  shall  appeal  under  Title  II.,  Canon 
12,  §  xi.,  of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Bishop 
may  examine  the  case  himself,  or  appoint  a  Commission,  as  he  may 
deem  best,  to  examine  the  case  and  report  to  him.  His  decision  shall 
be  final. 

ft 'J'  §iii.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  Eccle- 
siastical censure,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or,  in  case  there  be 
no  minister,  to  the  senior,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  junior  warden, 
for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  minister  or  warden  to 
give  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  good  standing  as  a  communi- 
cant. And  no  communicant  of  one  Parish  shall  be  admitted  to  rec- 
ord as  a  communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  l^eing  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minis- 
ter of  the  Parish  with  which  he  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in 
case  such  minister  or  warden  shall,  in  consequence  of  the  applicant 
being  under  censure,  refuse  to  give  such  certificate,  he  shall  give  to 
the  applicant  the  reasons  for  his  refusal  in  writing. 

CANON  4. 

OF  THE  SUSPENSION  OF  A   PARISH. 

fifi  §  i.  Among  the  causes  for  which  a  Parish  may  be  dealt  with  under 
Article  3  of  the  Constitution  are  the  following : 

1 .  Employing  a  Clergj'man  under  Ecclesiastical  censure  or  process. 

2.  Permitting  a  church  edifice  to  be  used  for  purposes  incompati. 
ble  with  its  consecration. 
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3.  A  failure  to  pay  reasonable  assessments. 

4.  A  failure  to  report  its  true  financial  condition  when  called  for, 
and 

5.  Anj'  persistent  course  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine,  discipline 
or  worship  of  this  Church. 

^  §  ii.  No  Parish  shall  have  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  w^holly 
dissolved  under  Article  3  of  the  Constitution  until  the  alleged  delin- 
quency shall  have  been  carefully  investigated  by  a  Committee  of  Lay- 
men, after  due  notice  to  the  Parish.  The  action  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  upon  the  report  of  such  Committee. 

CANON  5. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  IX  THE  CANONS. 

0  §  i.  No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting, 
and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof  given  in  open  Convention ;  nor 
(unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on 
by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen.  Nor 
shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Con- 
vention, if  two-thirds  of  the  members  shall  not  concur  therein. 

I J  ^  ii.  Every  proposition  to  amend  a  Canon  shall  contain  the  section 
or  sections  amended  entire,  and  the  amended  section  or  Canon  shall 
be  repealed. 

|2  i  iii.  AH  Canons  or  parts  of  Canons  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing 
Digest  are  hereby  repealed. 

OP  MARRIAGE  AND  DIVORCE. 

13  No  minister  of  this  Church  shall  solemnize  marriage  in  any  case 
where  there  is  a  divorced  wife  or  husband  of  either  partj'  still  living, 
but  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  applj'  to  the  innocent  part3'  in  a 
divorce  for  the  cause  of  adultery,  or  to  parties  once  divorced  seeking 
to  be  united  again. — Canon  13,  Title  IL,  Digest  of  Canons  of  General 
Convention.

FIRST  DAY. 

Cleveland,  May  16,  1893. 

The  Seventj'-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio 
assembled  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleveland,  on  the  evening  of 
Tuesday,  May  16,  1893. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  bv  the  Rev.  Charles  D.  Williams, 
Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Crawford,  and 
the  Rev.  H.  P.  Le  F.  Grabau,  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  A.  Leonard,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  pronouncing  the  Absolution  and  Bene- 
diction. The  Convention  Sermon, from  the  text,  Isaiah  Ix.,  12, 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  John  Wesley  Cracraft,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  S.  James'  Parish,  Wooster. 

At  the  close  of  Evening  Prayer,  the  Bishop  called  the  Con- 
vention to  order.  The  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthington,  Secretarv 
of  the  preceding  Convention,  called  the  names  of  Clergy,  and 
of  Lay  Delegates.  [For  list  of  Lay  Delegates  in  attendance, 
see  pp.  7  and  8.]

It  having  l^een  declared  that  the  Convention  was  organized 
for  business,  Mr.  U.  L.  Marvin  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Resoh'ed^  That  a  committee  of  four  be  appointed  to  report  to  this  Conven- 
tion regarding:  the  advantagci*  likely-  to  result,  on  the  one  hand  from  gener- 
ally holding  the  annual  sessions  of  Conventi-m  at  the  Cathedral,  or  on  the 
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other  hand  from  annually  changing:  the  place  of  meeting;  and  also  to  report 
regarding  a  provision  for  the  entertainment  of  memlieni  of  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  members  of  said  committee  the  Rev. 
A.  B.  PuTMAN,  the  Rev.  Jesse  C.  Taylor,  Mr.  U.  L.  Marvin, 
and  Mr.  F.  B.  Swayne. 

The  Rev.  A.  C.  McCabe,  Ph.  D.,  offered  the  following  pro- 
posed amendments  of  the  Canons,  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons : 

Rfsolvtti,  That  Section  30  of  the  Canons  be  amended,  by  striking  out  from 
the  5th,  6th  and  7th  lines  the  words  "Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be 
designated  on  the  ballots  as  Wardens— one  as  Senior  Warden,  the  other  ss 
Junior  Warden  ;••  so  that  the  Section  shall  read, 

Sec.  30.  In  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  annually,  on  Easter  Monday,  at 
an  hour  of  which  public  notice  shall  have  been  given,  after  prayer,  there 
shall  be  a  Parish  Meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Vestry  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  arc  chosen.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish,  if  present,  shall  pre- 
side at  Parish  Meetings.  In  his  absence,  the  order  of  priority  for  the  presid- 
ing officer  shall  l)e,  fx-officio  : 

1.  The  Senior  Warden. 

2.  Junior  Warden. 

3.  Secretary  of  the  Vestry. 

Should  none  of  the  foregoing  officers  be  present,  the  Parish  Meeting  may 
elect  any  one  of  its  fiiembcrs  to  preside. 

Resolved,  That  Section  32  of  the  Canons  be  amended,  by  inserting  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Section  these  words:  ''The  Rector  shall  select  one  of  the 
Vestrymen  elect,  who  shall  be  designated  as,  and  hold  the  office  of. 
Senior  Warden;  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  one  of  their  number,  who  shall 
be  designated  as.  and  hold  the  office  of.  Junior  Warden.  Should  there  be 
no  Rector,  the  office  of  Senior  Warden  f>ro  tem.  may  be  filled  by  the  Vestry." 
so  that  the  Section  shall  read, 

Sec.  32.  The  Rector  shall  select  one  of  the  Vestrymen  elect,  who  shall  be 
designated  as,  and  hold  the  office  of.  Senior  Warden ;  and  the  Vestrv  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  designated  as.  and  hold  the  office  of. 
Junior  Warden.  Should  there  be  no  Rector,  the  office  of  Senior  Warden 
pro  ietn.  may  be  filled  by  the  Vestry.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings, 
attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestrj',  preserve  all  records  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  the  Parish,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  perform  such  other  duties 
as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
books  and  document.s  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Parish. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  offered  propositions  for 
amendment  of  the  Canons  contained  in  his  report  on  **The 
Bishop's  Power  of  Mission."  (see  Journal  of  1892,  pp.  121 
and  122)  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
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The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  presented  Proposed  Constitu- 
tion and  propositions  for  amendment  of  the  Canons,  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons.  [See  Appendix, 
Report  No.  I.] 

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  a.  m.  on 
Wednesdav.  /

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  reported  to  the  Convention  the  Proposed  Constitu- 
tion.   [See  Appendix, 'No.  I.] 

Article  I.  of  the  Proposed  Constitution  was  approved 
unanimously,  the  two  orders  voting  separately. 

In  considering  Article  II.,  the  Convention  went  into  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  The  committee  of  the  whole  having 
risen  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  Article  II.  as  reported 
bv  the  Committee  on  Canons,  the  Convention  resumed  its 
session,  and  the  proposed  adoption  of  Article  II.  was  lost  by 
non-concurrence.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Dear    Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Faithful  Fellow- 
Laborers  OF  THE  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio: 

Grace,  Mercy  and  Peace  be  multiplied  among  you. 

Assuredly  we  have  much  cause  for  gratitude,  as  we  assemble 
once  more  in  this  Cathedral  Church,  because  unitv,  harmonv, 
zeal  and  lore  have  marked  the  life  of  the  Diocese  since  last  we 
met  in  council.     God  has  l)een  gracious  to  us,  and  we  would 
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proffer  unto  Him  ^11  the  praise  for  what  has  been  accom- 
plished, and  renewals  of  thanksgiving,  for  that  He  hath  pros- 
pered our  undertakings  in  His  name,  and  for  His  kingdom. 
Yes,  unity,  harmony,  zeal  and  love  have  characterized  the 
work  of  the  year.  Unity  of  purpose  to  build  up  souls,  and  to 
advance  the  cause  ol  righteousness ;  harmony  m  action,  avoid- 
ance of  partisanship,  fraternity  of  effort,  and  liberality  of 
spirit  in  the  Church's  mission ;  zeal  in  giving,  working,  wor- 
shiping and  upbuilding  the  Master's  dominion  among  men; 
and  love  for  Him  who  is  our  ascended  and  regnant  Head ;  love 
for  each  other,  in  the  mutual  duties  and  interests  that  excite 
our  faith,  and  hope,  and  charity.  I  thank  God  in  His  Temple 
to-day,  on  every  remembrance  of  what  He  has  permitted,  and 
for  what  you,  my  loyal  and  affectionate  friends  and  companions 
in  service,  have  accomplished.  And  I  pray  that  in  the  time  still 
allotted  for  our  working,  we  may  each  and  all  be  filled  with 
the  spirit  of  a  wise  devotion,  that  shall  lead  us  to  toil  most 
effectively,  and  more  tirelessly  in  our  fields  of  privilege. 

Brethren,  the  Apostolic  Church  which  we  have  inherited,  is 
growing  with  significant  power  each  year  in  Ohio.    Her  doors 
are  wide  open  that  the  world  of  religious  and  secular  life  may 
enter  in  and  rejoice  in  her  sacred  privileges.    Her  deposit  of 
Faith,  and  Scriptures,  and  Sacraments,  and  Worship  is  attract- 
ing the  respectful  and  intelligent  attention   and  interest  of 
thinking  men  and  women  all  about  us.    And  in  these  days  of 
restlessness  and  theological  flux,  the  Ancient  Church,  whose 
servants  we  are,  seems  to  stand  firm  in  doctrine,  undeviating 
in  principle,  and  comforting  in  her  stable  integrity— a  rock  un- 
movable  in  the  tides  that  ebb  and  flow — a  fortress  and  place 
of  defence  and  refuge.    The  Church  is  growing  in  favor  with 
tnen  of  all  sorts  in  this  Diocesan  community.     Let   us  pray 
t.liat  she  is  likewise  pleasing  unto  God,  because  of  the  rich  serv- 
ice of  her  children  and  the  luminous  spirituality  of  her  clergy 
^.nd  people.    My  duty  is  to  present  to  you  at  this  time  an 
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official  statement  of  my  acts  and  functions  as  your  chief  pas- 
tor and  servant  in  the  Lord.

Through  the  Archdeacon's  efforts  indi- 
viduals in  this  diocese  have  entered  into  an  agreement  to  send 
an  assessment  ^\c  times  each  year,  if  the  same  l>e  called  for, 
to  make  an  amount  now  reaching  $500.  A  weak  Mission  or 
Parish,  having  well  and  devotedly  done  their  utmost,  cannot 
proceed  further  in  their  efforts  to  erect  a  small  church  building; 
we  encourage  them  at  once  with  the  promise  of  $500  in  cash, 
and  then  make  the  levy  on  our  liberal  helpers.  We  want  to 
build  fi\Q  churches  each  year  in  Ohio,  and  the  record  just 
presented  will  indicate  how  we  are  fulfilling  this  most  stimu- 
lating endeavor.

On  June  28,  1892,  I  gave  my  Episcopal  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  to  the 
office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  as  Coadjutor 
Bishop  in  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

On  September  26,  1892,  I  gave  my  Episcopal  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  George  H.  Kinsolving,  D.D.,  to  the 
office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  as  Coadjutor 
Bishop  in  the  Diocese  of  Texas. 

On  May  10,  1893,  1  gave  my  Episcopal  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Frederick  R.  Graves,  to  the  office  of  a 
Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  for  the  missionary  jurisdic- 
tion of  Shanghai,  China. 

On  May  10,  1893,  1  gave  my  Episcopal  consent  to  the  con- 
secration oi  the  Rev.  John  McKim,  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in 
the  Church  of  God,  and  for  the  missionary  jurisdiction  of  Yedo, 
Japan. 

On  July  26,  1892,  by  the  appointment  of  the  Right  Reverend 
John  Williams,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Presiding  Bishop  of  this  Church, 
I  had  the  privilege  of  acting  as  co-consecrator  with  the  Right 
Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Iowa,  and  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  Springfield,  in  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
R.  Hale,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.  The  service  was  held  in  the  Bishop's 
Cathedral.  Davenport,  Iowa. 
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Having  received  appointment  from  the  Presiding  Bishop,  as 
chairman  of  the  delegation  of  Bishops  and  Clergy  from  the 
General  Convention  of  1889,  to  bear  the  greetings  of  the 
American  Church  to  the  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  Canada.  I  attended  the  sessions  of  the  Synod  in 
Montreal,  September  14  and  15.  1892.  and  delivered  an  ad- 
dress of  goodwill.  The  hospitality  shown  and  the  cordial 
exchange  of  words  and  acts  of  kindliness,  indicated  the  hearty 
desire  of  our  Canadian  Churchmen  to  keep  in  warm,  fraternal 
and  ecclesiastical  relationship  with  us. 

The  monthly  issue  of  Church  Life  has  furnished  the  Diocese 
with  my  continuous  journal  of  acts  and  services.  A  summary 
and  recapitulation  of  acts  since  we  last  met,  indicate  the  fol- 
lowing figures  :  I  have  preached  and  delivered  in  the  past 
twelve  months  272  sermons,  lectures  and  addresses;  celebrated 
the  Holv  Communion  82  times;  confirmed  969  candidates  at 
80  visitations ;  baptized  8 ;  buried  6  persons ;  married  7 couples ; 
blessed  10  churches  and  ecclesiastical  structures;  consecrated 
1  church;  laid  the  corner  stones  of  5  religious  buildings; 
ordained  9  Deacons ;  ordained  2  Priests  ;  dismissed  13  clerg}'- 
men  and  received  13  clergymen  into  the  Diocese. 

necrologV. 

The  record  (if  death  is  but  the  witness  to  an  undying  life, 
and  though  the  scroll  is  long  this  year,  yet  it  is  irradiant  with 
the  shining  fact  of  victory  through  Christ,  the  Risen  and 
Ascended  Conqueror  over  this  world  and  the  grave. 

Two  eminent  Bishops  of  the  Church  have  ceased  from  their 
earthly  work  during  the  past  year.  It  would  seem  to  be  a 
vain  attempt  to  add  another  word  to  the  very  remarkable 
tributes  that  have  been  offered  as  memorials  of  the  Right 
Reverend  Phillips  Brooks,  of  Massachusetts.  On  all  sides  and 
from  the  hearts  of  men  of  many  creeds  have  spontaneous  trib- 
ute been  forthcoming.     It  indicates  the  widespread  influence 
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and  power  he  signally  exerted  among  **all  sorts  and  conditions" 
of  people;  for  he  touched  the  tender  side  of  humankind  by  his 
rich  intellect  and  his  generous  utterances;  and  a  personal 
knowledge  of  his  characteristics  and  methods,  added  to  an  ex- 
amination of  his  written  words,  will  show  readily  how  spirit- 
ual was  his  concept  of  the  love  of  God  and  the  need  of  man. 
The  exulxTance  and  impetuosity  of  his  disposition  at  times 
led  him  into  carelessness  and  inexactness  of  theological  ex- 
pression when  treating  of  deep  theological  questions,  and  the 
earnestness  of  his  determinations  at  times  led  him  to  take 
dogmatic  positions  from  which  he  would  not  recede,  though 
some  were  offended  thereby.  This  will  perhaps  explain  some 
unhappy  phases  of  his  remarkable  history,  though  it  could 
hardly  affect  the  personal  regard  and  admiration  of  those 
who  conscientiously  differed  from  him.  In  his  brief  Episcopate 
he  labored  with  unstinted  zeal  and  never  spared  himself  in  his 
Master's  service. 

The  Right  Reverend  William  Ingraham  Kip  was  the  Bishop 
of  California.  Long,  arduous,  faithful  and  successful  was  his 
career.  He  went  to  the  Golden  Gate  of  the  West  when  the 
territory  was  unsettled,  the  conditions  of  society  diverse  and 
revolutionary,  and  he  looked  out  upon  a  vast  missionary' 
empire  over  which  he  must  journey  carrying  the  Gospel  of  the 
Redeemer.  It  was  a  trying  post,  but  he  never  faltered  or 
quailed.  A  man  of  beautiful  spirit,  with  a  richly  cultivated 
mind  and  rare  literary  style,  an  accomplished  gentleman  and 
a  humble  Christian,  he  has  left  his  impress  for  good  not  alone 
upon  his  distant  Diocese,  but  also  upon  the  entire  American 
Church  by  his  writings  and  his  princely  example.  Let  such 
lives  and  labors  prove  the  Apostolic  heritage  of  these  modem 
days: 

Since  the  convening  of  this  body  I  have  received  informa- 
tion of  the  death  of  the  Right  Reverend  Wm.  H.  Bissell,  the 
Bishop  of  Vermont.     Venerable  in  person  and  years,  his  gen- 
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tie,  patriarchal  life  and  manner  drew  friends  about  his  side 
who  revered  and  admired  him.  Little  children  loved  him,  and 
his  dear  heart  went  out  naturallj'  to  them.  For  some  years 
past  his  health  has  been  impaired  so  that  he  could  not  attend 
with  any  regularity  upon  the  duties  of  his  Diocese  or  in  the 
General  Church. 

From  our  Ecclesiastical  midst  has  been  taken  one  conspic- 
uous in  this  Diocese  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  we  sorrow 
deepl}'  because  we  shall  see  no  more  in  this  life  our  beloved 
friend  and  brother,  the  Reverend  and  loyal  Presbyter,  Richard 
L.Ganter,  D.D.,  Rector  of  S.Paurs  Parish,  Akron.  He  was  such 
a  true  and  honest  and  frank  nature;  never  doing  or  saying 
things  for  eflPect ;  holding  his  peace,  when  at  times  his  strong 
judgment  was  able  to  control  his  feelings ;  expressing  himself 
bluntly,  yet  always  forcibly-  and  pointedly ;  kindly  of  disposi- 
tion ;  happy  in  temperament;  industrious  with  his  books; 
untiring  as  a  pastor;  giving  much  time  and  thought  to  his 
beloved  alma  mater^  our  Kenyon  College ;  and  punctilious  in 
his  service  as  president  of  your  Standing  Committee.  From 
the  day  of  my  consecration,  in  which  service  he  participated, 
till  I  gave  him  my  last  blessing,  he  was  a  helpful  counselor,  a 
tried  and  trusted  associate,  and  an  example  of  loving,  unaf- 
fected association.  He  rests  well.  May  God's  peace  and  light 
be  his  everlasting  portion. 

Our  Diocese  has  suffered  much  during  these  past  months  from 
losses  in  the  sturdy  ranks  of  the  laity.  How  they  are  missed 
from  our  Convention,  and  how  deeply  is  their  departure  lament- 
ed in  home  and  parish  life.  What  a  fine  example  of  vigorous, 
painstaking  interest  in  the  growth  and  development  of  this 
jurisdiction  was  the  late  Levi  Buttles  of  Grace  Parish,  Cleve- 
land. How  much  faith  he  had  in  the  Church's  present  and  future 
life ;  what  a  patient  and  persistent  Diocesan  treasurer  he  was,  in 
giving  almost  as  much  time  and  attention  to  our  finances  as  to 
his  own  business.     I  remember  well  that  dear  Bishop  Bedell 
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said  to  me  once,  **You  will  find  Levi  Buttles  such  a  help  in 
your  work/'  and  somehow  I  seem  to  associate  with  him  that 
warm-hearted,  enthusiastic,  ardent  Churchman,  David  L. 
King,  formerly  of  S.  Paul's,  Akron.  They  helped  each  other 
and  they  were  noble  sons  of  Ohio's  Church.  Mr.  Buttles' 
Christian  life  was  simple,  always  sound  and  illumined  by  an 
unquestioning  faith  in  his  Lord  and  in  the  Kingdom  that 
crowns  its  subjects. 

From  one  of  our  oldest  and  strongest  Parishes,  S. 
Paul's,  Steuben ville,  God  has  taken  two  aged  and  revered 
servants.  Last  Spring  Mr.  Francis  A.  Wells  died,  full  of  years 
and  beloved  of  all  who  knew  him.  His  father,  Bezaleel  Wells, 
was  the  pioneer  and  founder  of  Steubenville  and  Canton,  and 
pushed  his  enterprise  into  other  towns  and  communities. 
Francis  Wells  was  for  more  than  thirty  years  Warden  of  his 
Parish,  and  a  useful  delegate  of  this  Convention.  His  early 
education  was  guided  bj'  the  strong  hand  of  Bishop  Chase, 
with  whom  he  lived,  both  at  Worthington  and  Gambier.  He 
was  present  and  took  part  in  the  ceremony  of  laying  the 
corner  stone  of  Kenyon  College,  and  later  he  accompanied  the 
Bishop  on  his  long,  sad  journey  to  the  farther  frontier  work, 
which  circumstances  called  him  to  inaugurate.  Splendid  old 
Churchman  he  was ;  constant,  unselfish,  pure  in  heart,  kind 
to  others,  imswerving  in  his  love  for  the  Church,  obedient  to 
her  measures,  and  dependent  upon  her  ministrations  and  help. 

In  the  autumn  of  1892,  this  same  Parish  was  called  upon 
to  part  from  another  of  its  Wardens  and  venerated  oflicers. 
William  Day  was  for  thirty-two  years  a  teacher  and  superin- 
tendent of  S.  Paul's  Sunday-school,  and  for  twenty-eight 
vears  had  served  on  the  vestrv  of  the  Parish.  What  a  record  I 
How  fitting  it  is  that  such  men  should  continuously  fill  the  po- 
sitions to  which  thev  are  chosen.  I  am  confident  that  it  is 
more  conservative  and  just  that  men  who  are  fit  should  be 
honored  year  by  year  at  the  annual  elections,  as  Wardens 
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and  Vestrymen.  You  can  rely  on  their  wisdom,  and  are  con- 
fident of  their  experience  in  such  renewed  opportunities. 
Death  removes  such  men  all  too  quickly,  so  that  younger 
helpers  can  have  their  places.  So  too  I  deem  it  wisest  that 
tried  and  trusty  persons  should  be  elected  to  our  Convention 
and  to  the  General  Convention  without  interruption,  unless 
they  prove  obnoxious  or  unfitted.  It  adds  dignity  to  the 
places,  and  it  brings  safety  to  council  and  value  to  the  duty. 
1  do  not  Ijelieve  in  too  much  rotation  in  oflice,  inasmuch  as 
constant  change  often  entails  irregularitj'  and  restlessness  in 
administrative  measures.  Mr.  Day  was  an  Englishman  and 
there  was  no  halting  or  hesitancy  in  his  belief  in  and  love  for  the 
Church ;  and  what  more  significant  tribute  than  the  words  of 
his  colleagues,  who  record  that  '*  his  life  was  one  unbroken 
journe\'  in  the  footsteps  of  his  Master,  and  marked  by  a  quiet 
but  deep  piety." 

A  strong  man  died  in  S.  Paul's  Parish,  Cleveland,  last  F'all— 
Zenas  King — whose  name  recalls  a  powerful  presence  and  a 
long  time  representative.  He  was  Warden  of  his  Church, 
Trustee  of  this  Diocese,  and  at  times  a  member  of  its 
Standing  Committee.  His  abilities  as  an  admini.strator  of 
large  financial  interests  were  gladly  given  to  the  Church's  re- 
quirements. He  found  time  to  aid  and  advise  in  our  work, 
and  his  wisdom  and  good  sense  were  ever  of  value  in  matters 
demanding  sagacity  and  willing  attention.  He  was  a  plain, 
old-fashioned  Christian,  and  we  miss  him  in  the  citv  and  the 
Church. 

S.  Paul's  Parish  was  also  called  upon  to  part  with  another 
valued  member  of  its  Vestry  in  the  death  of  John  Whitelaw. 
He  was  an  engineer  by  profession,  and  his  skill  and  talent 
were  consecrated  years  ago  to  the  building  of  the  present 
beautiful  stone  edifice  in  which  the  congregation  worship.  He 
was  a  reliable  Christian  worker,  a  faithful  adviser  in  the  Ves- 
try Councils,  and  a  patient,  unobtrusive  Christian  gentleman. 
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Grace  Parish,  Sandusky,  paid  its  loving  tribute  of  reverence 
to  the  life  of  W.  F.  Chapman  when  we  laid  his  body  to  rest 
one  fitful  April  day.  Just  think  of  his  devotion  to  his  duties, 
and  consider  what  confidence  it  implies,  when  I  make  perma- 
nent record  before  you  that  for  fifty-three  years  he  was  elected 
annually  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  of  that  great  Parish.  For  more 
than  forty  years  he  served  on  its  Vestry,  and  from  young  to  old 
there  came  a  loving  testimony  to  his  blameless,  humble  charac- 
ter. To  me  the  sweet  experience  of  such  a  Christian's  dying 
hour  is  precious,  for  I  had  the  privilege  of  prayer  and  benedic- 
tion with  him  in  his  quiet  chamber.  Over  in  Toledo  the  com- 
munity was  shocked,  and  through  this  Diocese  the  Church 
was  grieved  by  the  sudden  death  of  that  strong,  determined, 
liberal  Churchman,  Horace  S.  Walbridge.  These  laymen  I 
have  chronicled  thus  far  were  fathers  in  the  Church— some  of 
them  were  founders — all  of  them  were  valued  workers.  You 
will  not  forget  Mr.  Walbridge's  outspoken,  practical  ways  in 
Convention  or  on  Boards  and  committees.  He  was  blessed 
with  this  world's  riches,  accumulated  by  hard  work  and  marked 
enterprise,  and  he  did  not  forget  to  endorse  his  plain  faith  in  God 
by  generous  gifts  and  encouraging  subscriptions.  He  was 
sanguine  for  the  Church,  believed  in  her  progress,  and  invested 
himself  and  his  money  in  her  extension.  We  shall  miss  him 
here — at  old  Kenyon — and  from  Trinity  Parish,  Toledo,  which 
he  dearlv  loved. 

And  now  my  sad  yet  comforting  duty  is  done  as  1  chronicle 
the  service  of  Henry  O.  Bonnell,  of  S.  John's  Parish,  Youngs- 
town.  He  was  not  an  old  man,  but  young,  and  fresh,  and 
ardent  in  his  enthusiastic  adherence  to  his  Master's  kingdom. 
I  bless  God  for  him  and  for  others  of  the  young  men  of  Ohio 
who  are  rallying  around  the  everlasting  standard,  and  who 
arc  gladly  entering  in  to  seize  the  *'  banner  of  love  "  as  it  falls 
from  the  aged  and  weary- worn  champions.  Henry  Btmnell 
was  a  beloved  man.    You  honored  him  wisely,  and  he  fulfilled 
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vour  behests  in  the  offices  to  which  von  chose  him.  ErerTone 
loved  him.  Conld  vou  have  been  with  me  at  his  burial  to  wit- 
ness  how  that  large,  busy  citv  closed  its  doofs  and  eimiyd 
npon  its  highways  to  express  the  loss  sustained  bj  the  whole 
municipality;  could  \'ou  have  seen  the  more  than  thcmsand 
mechanics  marching  quietly  and  solemnly  throngli  the  white 
snow  to  bear  him  to  his  burial  place,  yon  wonid  have  rejoiced 
that  such  a  man  had  been  your  associate  in  onr  ecclesiastical 
councils  and  a  friend  of  this  Church  to  which  we  are  devoted. 
Gentle,  courteous,  intelligent,  convinced  as  a  Churchman,  fair 
in  deliberation,  and  firm  in  action.  God's  blessing  rested  upon 
his  life  and  gave  to  him  the  crown  of  peace  in  paradise.  We 
sorrow  over  these  servants  of  the  cross,  because  we  have  lost 
their  brave,  true  comradeship — but  more,  we  rejoice  in  their 
**  felicity  **  this  day,  and  thank  God  whogiveth  to  them  victory 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    .Amen. 

L.\V   HELPERS. 

We  have  reached  a  time  in  the  experience  of  religious  work, 
when  the  importance  and  necessity  for  lay  help  is  being  prac- 
tically realized.  The  formation  of  Guilds  and  Brotherhoods 
and  Church  clubs,  shows  how  definitely  this  sort  of  service  is 
accentuated.  The  Priesthood  of  the  laitv  was  formerlv  verv 
much  preached  about,  now  it  finds  its  active  field  of  labor  in 
the  sacrifices  made  and  the  zealous  endeavors  of  our  devoted 
laymen.  In  England  this  development  is  peculiarly  marked 
and  in  this  country-  our  loyal  laymen  are  rallying  to  the  help 
of  their  pastors.  I  hope  that  in  addition  to  the  S.  Andrew's 
Brotherhood,  and  mv  band  of  licensed  Lav  Readers.  I  mav  ere 
long  find  a  Church  club  organized  in  Ohio  whose  membership 
shall  include  such  desirous  workers  as  are  to  be  found  in  everv 
Parish  in  the  EHocese ;  ass<xHated  together  that  they  may 
know  each  other  and  stimulate  each  other  to  godly  labors  and 
for  the  great  obligations  that  require  our  best  talents. 
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CLERICAL  SUPPORT. 

In  this  connection  may  I  call  the  attention  of  the  laity  to 
the  desirable  importance  of  keeping  themselves  mindful 
of  a  practical  duty  that  is  easily  overlooked.  I  refer  to  the 
increase y  as  revenues  will  permit,  of  the  stipend  and  salaries 
of  the  Reverend  Clergy.  There  are  good  men  ministering  in 
some  localities  whose  income  has  not  changed  in  years.  The 
cost  of  living  may  have  enlarged ;  the  needs  of  the  clerical 
household  may  have  grown ;  food,  clothing,  books,  the  wear 
of  household  goods,  the  need  for  vacation  and  rest;  demands 
by  sickness,  or  added  expense  for  the  education  of  growing 
boys  and  girls.  These  are  a  few  of  the  causes  that  compel  a 
painful  economy  and  pinching  modes  of  administration.  Yet 
the  salary  remains  the  same.  The  pew  rents  remain  the  same, 
the  subscriptions  are  not  increased.  Would  it  not  be  a  kindly 
act  of  encouragement,  and  approval  of  faithful  ministrations, 
if  the  vestries  now  and  then  would  add  $50  or  $100  to  the 
Rector's  annual  allowance  ?  How  it  would  cheer  him  and  his ; 
how  it  would  relieve  him,  and  lift  the  care  that  had  settled 
down  upon  his  mind ;  how  it  would  open  for  him  a  prudential 
way  toward  the  settlement  of  some  of  the  problems  that 
seemed  impossible  of  solution.  I  think  yourclergyman  would 
preach  better  sermons,  be  more  cheerful  in  his  work  and  more 
enthusiastic  in  his  endeavors,  if  such  thoughtful  acts  were 
more  the  habit  and  less  the  exception  ;  and  I  commend  it  to 
vou.  my  dear  friends,  as  a  good  piece  of  Christian  expenditure. 

MISSIONS. 

I^t  me  speak  to  you  briefly  about  our  work  of  Church  ex- 
tension in  Ohio ;  and  I  do  so  the  more  willingly,  because  the 
spirit  of  this  Diocese  has  l^een  aroused,  the  pride  of  our  lay- 
men and  women  has  been  excited,  and  the  present  outcome  is 
evident  to  all  who  arc  watching  the  life  of  our  Communion, 
or  who  are  conversant  with  the  policy  we  are  pursuing.     And, 
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brethren,  you  must  he  very  patient  with  me  if  I  seem  at 
too  pertinacious  in   my  demands  upon  toot  gtacrostj,  and 
mv  appeals  for  your  aid.    Why  did  you  call  me  to  be  Toar 
chief  pastor,  and  what  are  my  oWgatioos  to  God  and  t03roo. 
if  they  be  not  summed  up  in  this  one  word,  Missioms?    I 
here  to  push  the  Church  into  places  where  her  Iotii^ 
trations  are  not  yet  found :  to  strengthen  the  feeble  and  Rul- 
ing points :  to  enc\>urage  the  faithful  lew  sheep  in  the  wilder- 
ness portions  of  our  Diocese ;    to  revive  and  nrstone  those 
decayed  and  venerable  stations  in  the  rural  districts.  Parishes 
once  strong,  and  out  of  whose  heart  have  come  in  the  past 
some  of  our  now  powerful  city  Cures:  Parishes  founded  bv 
Bishops  Chase  and  McHvaine.    And  so  I  most  be  perwtcnt  in 
this  matter,  and  never  cease  to  "stir  up  yonrdevoot  minds  bv 
way  of  remembrance."    I  am  very  thankful  ti>  rrport  a  vigor- 
ous and  healthy  progress  in  our  work  thronghoot  Ohio.    Aa^ 
vour  ofierings  have  enabled  u>  to  go  torward  and  to  advance 
onr  lines.     But  I  ha\e  not  done  this  duty  single-handed.    Let 
me  pay  tribute  here  to  your    valuable  Mis^siooary   Board. 
They  have  been  strong,  and  hopeful,  and  helplnl.  and  this 
Convention  must  be  proud  of  the  gentlemen  they  have  elected 
to  act  with  mc.     And  certainly  it  would  be  nnbecoming  and 
ungratetui   to  omit   a   mention  of  my  beloved  brother  asd 
t«dlow-laborer  in  this  great  field,  the  Archdeacon  of  Ohio.   Hs^ 
praise  is  in  all  oar  Churches,  and  I  daily  rejoice  in  the  neaHia- 
tion  that  he  is  by  my  side.      May  I  briedy  outline  oczr  policr 
to  yon  ?    We  desire  first  to  strengthen  the  Church  We  in  the 
city  centers  and  in   .^ur  larger  towns :  then  we  would  excite 
interest  through  the  Convocations,  so  that  each  clergyman  is 
willing  to  do   s«~»me  mission   work  in  parts  a<Saccnt  to 
Parish:  then   ^-e  mast  encourage  and   build  up  the 
Parishes,  and  solidify  our  present   misssi^n  points,     i  do  not 
care  to  organi2e  a  large  number  of  feeble,  inedectnal  mistnons. 
but  I  an:  very  desin>as  of  in\-isora.ting  what  we  now  possess. 
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developing  a  series  of  hardy,  wholesome  centres  of  activity, 
and  gradually  elaborating  and  ramifying  the  work  in  the 
tinoccupied  sections.    This  would  seem  to  be  rational  and 
practical.     With  the  Archdeacon's    services,   with    missions 
held  bj'  the  Convocations  in  lonely  stations,  with  the  regular 
duty  of  the  Cathedral  clergy  in  supplying  vacancies,  or  in 
holding  duty,  with  my  efficient  corps  of  Lay  Readers,  who 
also  receive  directions  from    the    Cathedral,  and   with    the 
counsel  of  the  Board  itself,  you   will  recognize  the  methods 
and  the  character  of  our  simple  organization.    I  hope  that 
the  delegates  to  this  Convention  have  come  hither  authorized 
by  their  constituents  to  pledge  definite  sums  of  money  for  our 
missionary  operations  this  year.    The  plan  sent  forth  by  the 
Board  is  one  that  has  cost  much  time  and  trouble,  and  is  a 
wise  and  workable  arrangement.    Do  not  think  that  any  idea 
of  tax  or  assessment  has  been  in  their    minds.     Only   one 
assessment  can  be  levied  and  compelled  by  our  canons,  and 
that  is  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  expenses. 
But  we  feel  that  not  one  dollar  less  than  $10,000  should  be 
secured  for  our  great  and  glorious  missionary  obligations, 
and  we  have  simply  divided  this  sum  among  our  Parishes  and 
Missions  as  equably  and  righteously  as  we  could.  The  Church 
is  growing  healthily,  and  her  influence  is  being  perceptibly  felt. 
Members  of  other  religious  organizations,  as  they  regard  the 
inherent  weakness  of  separatism  and  denominationalism,  are 
seeking  the  stronger  and  more  permanent  life  of  the  Church. 
I  see  and  feel  this  tendenc}'  and  this  growth  on  all  sides.    And 
with  a  longing  heart  I  would  give  to  this  vast  population  of 
more  than  two  millions  of  souls  our  inheritance,  in  its  spirit- 
ual helpfulness,  and  with  its  broad,  generous  adaptability  for 
the  varying  inclinations  of  humanity.     Will  you  aid  us,  then, 
in  our  endeavors,  and  encourage  us  by  your  loyalty  and  your 
gifts,  and  send  us  forth  this  year  with  the  cordial  assurance 
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that  we  shall  not  fail,  because  your  hearts  and  hands,  joar 
sympathies  and  your  intercessions,  are  behind  and  about  us? 

CHURCH  LIFE. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  an  admirable  Diocesan  paper. 
But  a  crisis  has  come  in  the  management  of  the  venture, 
and  I  must  lay  before  you  the  facts.  The  generous  owner 
and  publisher  of  Church  Life  has  for  some  years,  with 
loyalty  to  our  work,  issued  this  paper  each  month,  projected 
methods  for  its  extension  in  the  Diocese,  and  given 
time  and  labor  to  its  added  usefulness.  The  statements  are 
now  before  me  that  the  publisher  is  out  of  pocket  annually— 
that  one-third  of  the  subscribers  have  failed  to  send  in  their 
payments  for  the  journal,  and  that  unless  some  relief  is  forth- 
coming he  cannot  continue  to  furnish  us  with  this  valuable 
auxiliary.  I  am  sorry  indeed  to  receive  this  news.  It  pains 
me  to  think  that  the  Diocese  does  not  care  for  a  medium  of 
communication  between  the  Bishop  and  his  people,  and  that 
Parishes  and  Missions  are  not  affectionately  interested  in 
knowing  of  the  mutual  welfare  of  all  our  sections.  The  sit- 
uation calls  for  an  effort  all  round,  especially  on  the  part  of 
the  Rectors  of  the  Parishes,  to  reinforce  the  paper  financially, 
by  securing  new  subscriptions  and  by  prodding  delinquents 
into  paying  up.  Every  Parish,  if  the  Rector  cannot  attend  to 
the  matter  personalh',  ought  to  have  a  Church  Life  agent,  a 
practical,  sensible,  efficient  person,  to  keep  track  of  the  sub- 
scription list  in  that  Parish,  and  see  to  it  that  the  list  is  kept 
up  to  the  mark.  Action  to  this  effect  can  best  come  from  the 
Rectors  themselves,  and  if  they  appreciate  the  worth  of  such 
a  paper  to  the  Church  in  Ohio,  they  will  provide  such  an 
agency,  and  will  look  after  its  efficiency.  The  case  is  certainh' 
serious.  Evidently  the  publisher  feels  that  in  carrving  the 
paper  largely  at  his  own  exi^ense  he  is  doing  more  for  the 
Diocese  than  he  is  able  to  do.    The  danger  is,  I  repeat,  that  he 
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ma}'  get  tired  of  the  load  and  drop  it.  The  Clergy  would 
deprecate  that  result  and  would  bestir  themselves,  if  they 
could  realize  the  not  remote  likelihood  of  its  occurrence. 

If  Church  Life  were  dull  and  unattractive  and  meagre,  I 
could  understand  why  the  Clergy  hesitate  to  use  its  columns. 
Over  and  over  again  I  have  requested  each  Rector  to  send  us 
items  of  news,  but  there  is  a  strange  apathy  and  lack  of  re- 
sponse. 1  therefore  desire  to  ascertain  from  the  assembled 
brethren  whether  they  wish  this  paper  to  continue  its  labors, 
and  if  so,  1  should  be  glad  to  know  to  what  extent  they  will 
give  it  their  practical  assistance.  I  am  aware  of  the  existence 
of  local  Parish  papers,  but  they  do  not  serve  to  comfort  and 
aid  in  the  larger  life  of  the  Church  outside  of  their  own 
borders.  And  both  personally  and  officially  I  should  greatly 
regret  the  loss  of  so  valued  an  opportunity  for  reaching  the 
Diocese  with  words  of  counsel  and  advice,  and  with  the  Jour- 
nal of  my  Episcopal  labors. 

SOCIETY    FOR    BENEFIT   OF   WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS. 

The  Society  for  the  benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
our  Clergy  deserves  not  only  mention,  but  its  claims  should 
be  pressed  upon  the  Diocese.  Wealthy  laymen  should  remem- 
ber it  in  their  wills,  and  every  clergyman  should  be  a  patron 
of  its  endeavors.  How  many  of  our  gentle  women  in  Ohio 
have  found  material  aid  and  comfort  from  its  benefit,  when 
death  had  removed  from  them  the  master  of  the  household. 
One  such  good  woman,  Mrs.  Eleanor  McMurphy,.the  widow 
of  a  once  faithful  missionary  of  this  Diocese,  has  just  left  a 
bequest  of  $500  to  our  permanent  fund.  For  thirteen  years 
she  has  enjoyed  the  income  provided  by  her  husband  through 
this  agency,  and  now  in  return  we  secure  a  repayment. 

Dr.  John  Andrews,  of  Columbus,  has  also  left  $1,000  to  the 
endowment  of  the  Society,  and  under  the  wise,  zealous  direc- 
tion of  the  present  Secretary,  the  Rev.  F.  M.  Hall  of  this  city. 
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the  net  increase  of  income  from  all  sources  amounts  this  vear 
to  $2,366.84.  The  present  capital  is  $46,297.00.  Canwenot, 
by  offerings,  added  subscriptions  and  gifts  bring  this  up  to 
$50,000.00  by  another  year  ?  What  better  form  of  savings 
bank  can  the  Clergy'  find  than  this,  and  what  more  persuad- 
ing object  than  the  protection  of  those  dependent  on  us  for 
the  comforts  of  life  in  the  darker  and  later  years  of  their 
experience  ? 

OTHER   AGENCIES. 

Gro^nng  out  of  this  essential  subject  of  missions  in  our 
midst,  are  at  least  four  agencies  for  work  and  religious  devel- 
opment that  I  must  briefly  mention,  viz.,  the  S.  Andrew's 
Brotherhood,  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society,  Kenyon  College  and 
the  Cathedral.  The  Brotherhood  of  S.  Andrew  is  a  powerful 
organization,  extendingits  useful  labors  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  continent.  There  are  at  least  10,000  men 
in  this  country  and  Canada,  who  have  taken  two  simple  vows; 
one  is,  to  offer  each  day  the  Collect  of  S.  Andrew,  and  the  other 
is,  to  ask  some  man  to  come  to  the  Church  service  on  the 
Lord's  da}'.  Think  of  it  I  Ten  thousand  Churchmen  at  prayer 
and  the  same  number  endeavoring  to  lead  otherjmen  to  Christ! 
If  this  work  l)egun  in  such  spirit  shall  grow  in  the  future  as  in 
the  past,  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  horoscope  our  Church's 
glorious  accomplishment.  The  other  works  of  the  Brother- 
hood are  manifold,  in  holding  services  as  Lay  Readers  and 
Evangelists,  in  teaching  Bible  and  Sunday-school  classes,  in 
visiting  the  sick  and  prisoner,  in  building  and  maintaining 
chapels  and  churches.  We  have  effected  a  State  branch  and  I 
have  simply  to  say  here  that  the  clergyman  who  fails  to  or- 
ganize this  blessed  agency  in  his  Parish,  is  far  behind  the  times, 
and  is  losing  one  of  the  most  valuable  adjuncts  to  his  minis- 
terial usefulness.  We  have  also  organized  a  Diocesan  branch 
of  the  Girls'  Friendlv  Societv,  and  I  sincerelv  trust  that  its  Sec- 
retary  may  he  called  upon  for  information  and  printed  state- 
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ments  of  its  great  intention.  In  the  English  Church  this  society 
is  powerful  and  large.  Here  it  is  growing  rapidly.  It  would 
g^ather  in  young  girls  and  women  at  service,  in  factories  and 
stores,  or  those  who  are  glad  for  a  social  and  bright  associa- 
tion. It  is  based  upon  the  religion  of  the  Church,  but  it  would 
aim  to  encourage,  uplift  and  cheer  many  a  young  life  in  town 
or  city.  Its  classes  in  Sunday-school  or  for  sewing  and  work, 
its  readings  and  entertainments,  its  annual  gathering  of 
branches  for  a  happy  outing  at  some  favorite  resort  in  the 
hills,  or  by  the  lake,  unite  it  to  the  Church  life  of  the  Dio- 
ceise,  and  bless  the  Parishes  in  which  it  is  already  established. 
I  wish  heartily  that  it  might  grow  and  be  found  in  all  of  our 
larger  cures. 

Think  too  of  what  we  arc  doing  along  the  Church's  line  of 
sound  teaching,  in  our  educational  establishment  atGambier. 
I  know  that  you  all  rejoice  with  me  this  year  over  the  bright 
prosperity  that  shines  around  the  venerable  walls  of  Ken^'on. 
Under  sound  and  progressive  administration  we  are  filling  the 
college  halls  with  high-minded  young  men,  maintaining  a 
strong  standard  for  scholastic  culture  and  winning  words  of 
approval  from  the  larger  institutions  that  are  regarding  us 
wth  kindly  favor.  Our  Divinity  School  is  making  itself  felt, 
since  we  are  now  able  to  send  forth  young  clergymen  to  help 
build  up  the  Church  and  to  push  her  missions  in  our  fair  domain. 
The  schools  for  boys  and  for  girls  at  Gambier  are  flourishing. 
A  vigorous  business  policy,  cultivated  instructors  and  a  grow- 
ing clientage  all  indicate  the  character  and  quality  of  the 
work  that  is  being  done.  It  is  not  necessary  now  to  look 
east  of  the  Alleghenies  for  superior  schools  for  our  young 
people,  because  we  have  them  here,  on  our  wooded  hills  at 
Gambier,  and  to  them  should  the  sons  and  daughters  of  our 
Churchmen  be  sent.  And  last  of  all  in  this  fourfold  categor}-  of 
missionary  agencies  shall  I  place  the  Cathedral,  and  I  make 
annual  reference  to  it.  in  order  that  it  may  set  forth   to  you 
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the  embodiment  of  theChurch*s  heart  and  spirit,  that  it  may  be 
a  central  shrine  unto  which  you  will  naturally  turn,  because 
it  is  the  seat  of  your  Bishop.  Out  from  it  we  go  on  our  mission- 
ary journeys,  on  our  tours  through  the  Diocese,  to  comfort, 
encourage,  advise  and  bless.  From  it  the  Archdeacon  passes 
to  his  never  ceasing  round  of  ministeritil  work ;  from  it  do 
we  send  forth  the  other  Clergy  of  its  staff  to  fill  vacant  Par- 
ishes, to  aid  the  worn  and  sick  among  the  reverend  brethren. 
To  it  come  all  who  would  seek  for  help,  and  in  it  by  the  daily 
prayer  of  intercession  and  the  continued  round  of  duty,  would 
we  strive  to  impress  the  practical  and  spiritual  activities  it 
illumines.  I  may  report  to  this  Convention  that  the  corpora- 
tion of  the  Cathedral  are  working  still  upon  plans  for  a  new 
and  noble  building,  and  that  we  anticipate  a  near  future  that 
shall  see  foundations  laid  and  strong,  inspiring  elevations 
rising  into  the  air.  When  every  man  and  woman  in  Ohio 
shall  think  of  the  Cathedral  as  their  ecclesiastical  home-cen- 
ter, then  shall  be  accomplished  in  larger  measure  the  hopes 
that  are  now  looking  to  a  vigorous  realization. 

THE    GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

This  past  year  has  seen  the  assembling  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  onr  Church  in  Baltimore,  Md.  Your  Clerical  and 
Lay  Delegates  were  regular  and  faithful  in  their  attendance 
and  duties,  and  your  Diocese  was  honored  through  them  and 
their  appreciated  services.  It  was  a  great  and  historically 
important  council.  Its  numbers,  the  character  of  its  deputies, 
its  treatment  of  profoundest  subjects,  its  discussion  of  vital  is- 
sues, its  deliberations  on  the  deepest  interests  of  society  and 
religion,  mark  it  as  one  of  the  notable  Conventions  of  this 
generation.  And  this  was  true,  because  at  last  it  com- 
pleted the  careful  and  painstaking  revision  of  our  Moved 
Book  of  Common  Praver.  The  General  Convention  of 
1892   has  made    impress    upon   this  country'.      Men    of   all 
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sorts  and  conditions  have  looked  at  its  proceedings,  ex- 
amined its  methods,  and  studied  its  conclusions  with  a 
growing  consciousness  of  the  wonderful  power  and  unity  and 
harmony  of  our  Church.  Assured!}-,  God  the  Holy  Ghost 
moved  in  its  great  assembly.  The  catholicity  of  our 
Church  was  made  strikingly  manifest  at  this  Synod.  Men  of 
differing  views  and  practices  merged  their  theories  and  opin- 
ions into  a  brotherly  fusion  of  agreement  upon  the  vital  and 
essential  verities  of  religion.  Old  time  feuds  and  narrow  party 
oppositions  were  not  tolerated,  nor  indeed  were  they  pushed 
forward.  But  by  the  genial  operation  of  the  Spirit  all  men 
seemed  to  be  impelled  to  high  and  lofty  endeavors  to  legislate 
for  the  whole  Church,  and  not  for  anv  section.  Debates  of  an 
intellectual  and  scholarly  character  were  forthcoming,  and  the 
lively  interest  of  all  persons  was  sustained  through  the  full 
three  weeks  of  the  sessions. 

REVISED   PRAYER    BOOK. 

The  revision  of  the  Book  of  Common  Praver  was  con- 
eluded,  and  the  Standard  Edition  ordered  printed  and 
published,  to  become  a  law  from  All  Saints'  Day,  1892.  The 
conservatism  of  this  Church  has  been  made  apparent  by 
the  work  of  revising  our  authorized  Book  of  Offices 
and  Worship.  For  twelve  years  has  this  labor  been  in  tho 
hands  of  wise  students  in  liturgiology,and  the  whole  territory 
has  been  carefullv  traversed  in  Diocesan  Conventions  bv 
special  committees,  and  in  the  columns  of  the  secular  and  re- 
ligious press.  The  Prayer  Book  is  a  growth,  and  a  very  sacred 
growth,  too.  It  cannot  be  handled  carelessly  or  rudely,  but  it 
requires  an  almost  sanctified  touch,  since  it  breathes  the 
spirit  of  the  devotion  of  centuries.  And  in  this  manner  our 
Church  has  treated  this  precious  inheritance,  and  with  this 
thought  she  now  gives  it  back  to  you,  demanding  of  you  an 
appreciation  corresponding  with  its  value.    The  Revised  Book 
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is  now  the  lawful  book;  any  other  book  is  unlaivful  in  our  Chan- 
cels.    The  old  books  must  be  removed  from  our  Altars  and 
Praver-desks,  and  the  Wardens  of  each  Church  are  under 
canonical    obligations  to  purchase  the  new  revision  for  the 
use  of  their  Clergy.    The  people  also  should  realize  this,  and 
as  rapidly  as  possible  furnish  themselves  with  the  correct 
editions.     1   must  call  the  atention  ot  this  Convention  to 
this  requirement,  and  with  no  uncertain  direction  give  coun- 
sel to  this  effect.    I  desire  that  in  every  Church  in  the  Diocese 
the  officers  of  the  same  do  at  once  secure  copies  of  the  newly 
issued  volume  of  Church  Worship,  thus  supplying  the  rever- 
end Clergy  with  the  means  for  keeping  the  authoritative  com- 
mands of  our  holy  institution.    And  in  this  connection  I  must 
refer  to  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Clergy  to  use  this  book  as  it 
has  been  duly  set  forth,  and  so  to  use  it  that  each  rubic  be- 
comes clear,  explicit,  and  a  law  to  the  official  conscience  of 
the  minister  of  Christ.    We  must  be  careful  and  exact  and 
obedient  in   these  days  of  individualism  and  independence, 
and  so  show  to  the  world  about  us  that  we  are  leaders  in  a 
kingdom  governed  libcally,  yet  always  firmly,  and  thai  we 
rejoice  in  the  privilege  of  doing  everything  decently  and  in  the 
order  prescribed  for  us  by  the  Church  itself. 

And  now,  brethren,  let  us  go  to  our  deliberations  with  up- 
lifted, ho  pcfii  I  minds,  in  the  spirit  of  these  **  days  of  expecta- 
tion," enunciated  by  our  formularies  of  worship.  As  the  Apos- 
tles and  believers  in  the  upper  room  at  Jerusalem  looked  for 
the  coming  of  God  the  Holy  (ihost,  whose  Whitsun  Baptism 
endued  them  with  heavenly  power,  impelling  them  to  do  great 
things  for  the  Master  and  His  Church;  so  let  us  legislate 
with  the  wisdom  that  cometh  down  from  above,  projecting 
measures  for  the  advancement  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  full  of 
faith  and  full  of  courage,  remembering  always  that  we  have 
His  promise  of  guidance  and  of  Divine  endorsement. 
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ADDENDUM. 

By  the  generosity  of  a  few  laymen  in  Ohio,  who  have  been 
ever  read}'  to  aid  and  encourage  their  Bishop  in  missionary, 
educational  and  charitable  labors,  I  have  received  the  hand- 
some sum  of  $3,600,  which  I  have  expended  by  check  and  as  a 
trustee.  Stipends  have  been  augmented,  churches  have  been 
assisted  and  theological  students  have  been  helped.  This 
sum.  with  the  $500  granted  by  our  Ohio  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
have  enabled  me  to  feel  that  comfort  and  independence  that 
otherwise  would  have  almost  crippled  and  hampered  my  work. 
I  make  grateful  acknowledgment.

The  Rev.  Jacob  Streibert  presented  his  report  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Joint  Education  Committee,  which  was  accepted  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  [See 
Appendix,  Report  No.  VI.] 

The  Rev.  H.  W.  Jones,  D.D.,  presented  his  report  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Joint  Education  Committee,  which  was  accepted 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
[See  Appendix,  Report  No.  VII.] 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Frazer,  Jr.,  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  visit  the  Institutions  at  Gambier,  which  was 
accepted.     [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  VIII.] 
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The  Rev.  Jesse  C.  Taylor  moved  that  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  as  has  to  do  with  Church  Life  be  referred  to 
a  committee.  Carried.  The  Chair  appointed  as  such  commit- 
tee the  Rev.  Jesse  C.  Taylor  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Minuse. 

Mr.  Thomas  M.  Sloan e  offered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted  : 

Resolvtd^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  opportunitiet 
and  needs  of  Church  extension  and  Missions  in  this  Diocese,  arc  t»o  ^reat  as 
to  justify  us  in  calling  upon  our  Parishes  and  Missions  for  the  sum 
of  $10,000. 

Resotveii,  That  for  the  promotion  of  systematic  giving,  and  to  enable  the 
Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee  to  know  what  sums  they  can  rely  upon 
in  laj'ing  out  their  plans  for  the  ensuing  year,  a  committee  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  apportion  such  sums  to  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese, 
according  to  its  financial  abilit3\  as  will  make  up  the  $tO,000  called  for; 
such  apportionment  to  be  in  no  sense  an  assessment,  but  to  be  considered  as 
representing  that  portion  of  the  total  amount  needed  which.each  Parish  and 
Mission  should  gladly  strive  to  contribute  as  its  fair  share.  The  apportion- 
ment is  to  be  read  in  open  Convention,  at  which  time  Parishes,  individ- 
uals and  organizations  are  earnestly  solicited  to  seize  the  opportunity  for 
pledging  additional  sums,  as  is  customary  in  other  Dioceses  that  arc  most 
successfully  conducting  their  Diocesan  Missionary  work. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  Special  Committee  called  for  in 
the  second  resolution  of  Mr.  Sloane:  The  Rev.  Wm.  M.

Resol7'ed,  That  the  request  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Divinity  School  of  Kenyon 
College,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  in  November, 
asking  for  the  final  setting  apart  and  reserving  for  the  use  of  the  Theological 
Department,  of  the  four  Scminary.Endowments,  to  wit :  The  Milner  and  Lewis 
professorship  of  $25,000;  the  Griswold  professorship  of  $25,000;  the 
Bedell  professorship  of  $28,436. 24  and  the  P^leutheros  Cooke  professorship 
of  $30,OOO.  amounting  in  all  to  $108,436,24,  meets  our  full  and  cordial 
approval,  and  that  we  urge  upon  our  representatives  in  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  vote  in  favor  of  this  request. 
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•On  motion  the  privileges  of  the  floor  of  the  House  were 
granted  to  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Mather,  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary' 
Committee.

The  Chair  made  verbal  report  concerning  the  Charles  D.

The  Rev.  Lewis  Burton,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Reiotvtd,  That  the  mcmbcm  of  this  Convention  learn  with  rcg^ret  that  the 
Rev.  William  C.  French,  I).  D.,  is  reported  rapidly  sinking^  and  apparently 
nearinK  his  end.  Thouj^h  now  a  member  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  re- 
siding at  Philadelphia,  yet  his  connection  with  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  as  a 
faithful  minister  forty-one  years,  during  forty  years  of  which  he  served  by 
successive  elections  most  cfficientlj*  and  acceptably  as  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, until  he  left  Ohio  in  1887,  brings  him  very  near  to  us,  and  entitles 
him  to  our  afl'ecttonate  recognition  and  sympathy. 

We  also  note  with  regret  the  absence  from  our  sessions  of  the  Rev.  James 
A.  Bolles,  D.  I).,  Senior  Canon  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  through  infirm  health 
and  advanced  years.  It  was  during  his  early  rectorship  in  Trinity,  the 
mother  Episcopal  Parish  in  this  city,  that  the  substantial  edifice  in  which 
we  are  assembled  was  built,  now  known  as  Trinity  Cathedral. 

These  venerable  and  beloved  brethren  are  widely  and  favorably  known  oat- 
side  of  theDiocesesin  which  their  faithful  and  useful  ministries  have  been  exer- 
cised, and  we  assure  them  of  our  warm  sympathy  in  their  affliction,  and  of 
our  prayer  that  the  Father  of  mercies  and  the  God  of  all  comfort  may  "visit 
them  with  comforts  from  above,"  maj-  "support  them  in  patience  and  sub- 
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mission  to  His  will,"  and  ''send  them  seasonable  relief:"  or,  if  the;will  of  the 
Lrord  so  order,  that  He  may  graciously  Touchsafe  to  fit  and  prepare  His 
servants  tor  a  nearer  approach  into  His  beatific  presence,  and  for  the  joy 
and  felicity  awaitini^  Christ's  faithful  servants  after  they  are  delivered  from 
the  burden  of  the  flesh. 

Mr.  John  Thomas  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, which  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  appended 
thereto  were  adopted.     [See  Appendix,  Report  No.  XI.] 

Mr.  David  L.  Norton  presented  his  report  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese,  which  was  accepted.  [See  Appendix,  Report 
No.  XII.] 

Mr.  Norton  having  signified  his  unwillingness  to  serve 
further  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  Thomas  was  nomi- 
nated for  the  same,  and  it  was  directed  that  the  ballot  of  the 
Convention  be  cast  in  favor  of  Mr.  Thomas.  The  Chair  de- 
clared Mr.  Thomas  unanimouslv  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese. 

Mr.  Thomas  M.  Sloane  presented  the  following  report  in 
behalf  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Apportionments  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions: 

To  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio: 

Your  Committee  appointed  under  resolution  of  the  Convention  to  consider 
the  apportionment  of  the  sum  often  thousand  dollars  for  Church  extension 
and  Mission  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  for  the  ensuing  year,  asked  for  b3- 
the  Missionary  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Convention,  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report  as  a  fair  apportionment  of  the  said  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  among  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  of  the  Dio- 
cese as  their  fair  shares  of  said  amount,  based  upon  their  financial  ability  as 
understood  by  the  Committee.  We  would  state  that  we  have  gone  over 
this  entire  matter  at  considerable  length,  and  have  endeavored  to  treat  all 
in  a  just  manner.

The  following  report  was  submitted  by  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Mr.  U.  L.  Marvin's  resolution  concerning  future  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention  (see  pp.  9  and  10),  the  same  being  the 
Committee  on  Next  Convention  : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
I>iocesan  Conventions  be  held  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleveland,  or  at  a  dif- 
ferent place  each  year,  and  whether  entertainment  be  provided  for  the  Dele- 
gates, respectfully  recommend  the  following: 

Reschfd,  That  until  otherwise  determined,  the  Conventions  be  held  at 
Cleveland,  and  that  the  Lay  Delegates  bear  their  own  expenses,  or  that  the 
same  be  borne  by  the  several  Parishes.  Missions  or  Chapels  which  they 
represent,  and  that  the  expense  of  entertaining  the  Clerical  Delegates  while 
in  attendance  upon  the  Convention,  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Dio- 
cese, except  in  so  far  as  such  entertainment  shall  be  voluntarily  furnished  by 
the  Churches  of  Cleveland.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  pay  to  each 
member  of  the  Convention  of  the  j'ear  1894,  the  sum  of  four  dollars  ($4.00i, 
for  expenses  in  attending  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Samuel  Mather  offered  the  following  resolution  as  a 
substitute  for  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  which 
was  subsequently  lost : 

Resolved,  That  all  the  expenses  of  entertainment  of  both  Clerical  and  Lay 
Delegates  to  Diocesan  Conventions  should  be  borne  by  the  Convention  it- 
self, and  the  estimated  yearly  expense  be  raised  by  increasing  the  regular 
Convention  assessments  \iy  the  necessary  estimated  amounts. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  till  2:30  p.  m. 

Thursday,  May  18,  2:30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  (juestion  recurring  on  the  report  of  the  Special  Cora- 
mi  t  tec  on  Mr.  U.  L.  Marvin's  resolution  concerning  future 
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meetings  of  the  Convention,  the  report  was  accepted  and 
the  resolution  contained  therein  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Samuel  Mather  presented  his  report  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  was  accepted.  [See 
Appendix,  Report  No.  XIII.] 

The  consideration  of  the  Proposed  Constitution  was  re- 
sumed. (See  Appendix,  Report  No.  I.)  Articles  III.,  IV.,  V., 
VI.,  VII.,  VIII.,  XI.,  and  XII.  were  approved  unanimously  by 
both  orders  voting  separately.  Article  IX.  was  rejected.  It 
was  voted  that  the  title  "Election  to  the  Episcopate*'  be 
given  to  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution.  Mr.  John  Thomas* 
proposed  amendment  of  Article  11  was  lost. 

A  reconsideration  of  Article  II.  having  been  voted,  the  Con- 
vention went  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  for  its  considera- 
tion. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  having  risen  and  reported, 
Article  II.  of  the  Proposed  Constitution  was  approved, 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE    II. 
TUB    CONVENTION. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  entrusts  its  legislation  to  a  Convention  to  consist  as 
follows: 

I.  Of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  one,  and  of  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  one. 

II.  Of  every  clergyman,  not  under  discipline,  who  shall  have  been  for  six 
months  next  preceding  the  Convention  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
and  in  charge  of,  or  employed  as  assistant  minister  in,  any  Parish  in  canoni- 
cal union  with  the  Diocese,  or  employed  as  a  missionary  under  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  enrolled  among  the  officiating  clergy  of 
Trinity  Cathedral,  or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  department 
of  Kenyon  College,  or  who  having  been  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  any  of 
the  foregoing  duties  shall  have  been  disabled  from  continuing  in  the  same  by 
reason  of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health. 

III.  Of  any  officers  of  the  Diocese  who  may  be  constituted  ex-oj^cio  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  by  constitutional  or  canonical  provision. 

IV.  Of  lay  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  canonical  union  with  the  Dio- 
cese, and  from  the  Recognized  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese. 

Each  of  the  said  Parishes  shall  be  entitled  to  three  delegates  intheConven- 
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tion,  and  each  of  said  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
delegate  in  the  Convention. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  be  communicants  in  the  Parish,  Chapel,  or  Mi»- 
sion  Station,  which  they  represent,  and  they  shall  be  chosen  in  sach  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon,  or  by  special  parochial  charter  or  bj'-law*. 

The  Constitution  as  a  whole  was  adopted. 

The  proposed  canonical  changes,  reported  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Canons  (see  Appendix,  Report  No.  I.),  were  next  con- 
sidered and  adopted  seriatim. 

The  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  voted  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons  and  its  Chairman,  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  for 
their  patient  and  painstaking  labors  in  connection  with  the 
revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  recommended  the  adoption  of  amendments  to  the 
Rules  of  Order  for  the  third  day,  proposed  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Mather  (see  p.  41).    The  proposed  amendments  were  adopted. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  recommended  that  the  amendment  of  Sections  30 
and  32  of  the  Canons,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  McCabe, 
Ph.D.  (see  p.  10),  go  over  as  unfinished  business  to  the  next 
Annual  Convention.    The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  C.  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  reported  that  said  Committee  regard  the  amend- 
ments in  the  Canons  proposed  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins, 
D. D.  (see  page  10),  as  inexpedient,  and  ask  to  be  discharged 
from  further  consideration  of  the  subject.  The  request  of  the 
Committee  was  granted. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Rannev  proposed  the  following  amendment  to 
Article  XIII.  of  the  Constitution,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  to  report  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention. 

Amend  Article  XIII.  so  as  to  read : 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
AMBNDME.XT   OF   CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : 
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A  proposition  for  amendment  shall  l3C  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writ- 
ing, and  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons  for  farther  consideration  and  report  thereon,  either  to  the  same 
Convention,  or  to  the  next  regular  Convention.  In  cither  case  it  shall  lie 
over  to  such  next  regular  Convention,  and  if  then  adopted  (either  in  the 
form  approved  by  the  initial  Convention,  or  in  such  modified  form  as  may 
be  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Canons)  by  two-thirds  of  each  order 
voting  separately,  the  proposed  change  shall  take  place  and  shall  be  obli- 
gatory as  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Putnam  presented  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  State  of  the  Church,  which  was  accepted.  [See  Ap- 
pendix, Report  No.  XIV.] 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  proposed  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  report  such 
changes  in  the  Canons  as  will  settle  the  question  whether  women  can  be 
elected  to  the  vestry. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Brown  presented  his  report  as  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  was  accepted. 
[See  Appendix,  Report  No.  XV.] 

The  Rev.  A.  C.  McCabe,  Ph.D.,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  were  adopted : 

Rfsotved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  moat  cordially  extended 
to  the  Bishop  of  Ohio  and  his  family,  the  Dean  and  Vestry  of  Trinitj- 
Cathedral,  the  ladies  of  Trinity  Parish,  and  the  members  of  all  Cleveland 
Parishes  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to  us  during  the  ses- 
sions of  this  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  pay  to 
the  sexton  of  Trinity  Cathedral  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  fxtra 
work  occasioned  by  the  sessions  of  this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  P.  C.  Eldred  offered  the  following  resolution, which 
w^as  adopted  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  instructed  to  have 
printed  upon  the  second  page  of  the  cover  of  the  Journal  a  list  of  the  dio- 
cesan collections  ordered  by  the  Convention ;  also  a  form  of  letter  of  trans- 
fer of  Communicants  from  one  Parish  to  another  ;  also,  a  form  of  bequest 
for  wills  conveying  property  to  the  Church.

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REPORT  NO.  I.— Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  to  the  Convention  the  fol- 
lowing Proposed  Constitution,  and  the  following  proposed  canonical 
changes.  The  Proposed  Constitution  having  been  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention of  1892,  was  adopted  in  the  Convention  of  1893  (see  pp.  14 
and  49),  with  the  exception  of  Article  IX.  Article  II.  was  amended 
(see  p.p.  49  and  50).  The  proposed  canonical  changes  were  adopted 
(see  p.  50). 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  as  now  constituted  embraces  territorially  all 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Ohio  lying  north  of  the  southern  boundary' 
of  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Harrison,  Tuscarawas,  Coshocton, 
Knox,  Morrow,  Marion,  Union,  Logan,  Shelby,  Auglaize  and  Mercer; 
and  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  it  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  acknow^ledges  their  authority 
accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  entrusts  its  legislation  to  a  Convention  to 
consist  as  follows  : 

I.  Of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when  there  is  one,  and  of  the 
Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when  there  is  one. 

II.  Of  every  clergyman,  not  under  discipline,  who  shall  have  been 
for  six  months  next  preceding  the  Convention  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  in  charge  of,  or  employed  as  assistant  minister  in, 
any  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  or  employed  as  a 
missionary  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  or 
enrolled  among  the  officiating  clcrgA*  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  or  regu- 
larly engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  department  of  Kenyon  College, 
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or  who  having  been  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  anj'  of  the  foregoing 
duties  shall  have  been  disabled  from  continuing  in  the  same  by  reason 
of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health. 

III.  Of  any  officers  of  the  Diocese  who  may  be  constituted 
ex-officio  memlxrs  of  the  Convention  by  constitutional  or  canonical 
provision. 

IV.  Of  lay  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  canonical  union  with 
the  Diocese,  and  from  the  Recognized  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations 
in  the  Diocese. 

Each  of  the  said  Parishes  having  on  Easter  Monday  previous  to  the 
Convention  two  hundred  communicants  or  more  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  delegates  in  the  Convention,  and  each  Parish  then  having  fifty 
communicants,  but  less  than  two  hundred,  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
delegates  in  the  Convention,  and  eaoh  Parish  then  having  less  than 
fifty  communicants,  and  each  of  said  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  in  the  Convention. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  be  communicants  in  the  Parish.  Chapel,  or 
Mission  Station,  which  they  represent,  and  they  shall  be  chosen  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon,  or  by  s}3ecial  parochial 
charter  or  by-laws. 

ARTICLE    III. 

ANNUAL    AND    SPECIAL    CONVENTIONS. 

The  Convention  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
have  been  determined  by  the  next  preceding  Convention,  or  in  case  of 
no  such  determination,  on  the  third  Tuesday'  in  Maj%  at  such  place 
as  may  have  been  designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese;  but  the  time  or  place  of  such  meeting  may  be  changed,  or 
Special  Conventions  may  be  called  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
canon. 

Printed  notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  mailed  at 
least  thirty  days  l>efore  the  time  appointed,  to  every  clergyman 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  clerk  of  theVestry  of 
each  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  each  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese. 

In  case  of  a  Special  Convention,  the  notice  shall  specify  the  purpose 
for  which  the  same  is  called,  and  no  business  not  strictly  pertaining 
to  that  purpose  shall  be  transacted  by  said  Convention ;  and  in  case 
of  a  Si)ecial  Convention  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  an  Assistant 
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Bishop,  notice  thereof  shall  be  mailed  sixty  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

RELIGIOUS    SERVICES    OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  and  order  the  opening 
service,  and  all  other  religious  services  of  the  Convention,  subject,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  to  modification  by  the  Convention  itself. 

ARTICLE  V. 

THE    PRESIDENT    OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention and  shall  be  its  presiding  officer.  The  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one,  shall  also  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  shall  preside. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  Convention,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be 
elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  Convention. 

« 

ARTICLE  YI. 

CONVENTION    QUORUM. 

The  presence  of  one-half  of  all  the  parochial  and  missionary  clergy 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  of  a  representation  from  one- 
half  of  all  the  Parishes  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention, 
shall  be  necessarj-  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, provided,  however,  that  any  less  number  shall  have  power  to 
meet,  to  receive  reports,  and  to  adjourn. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

OFFICERS    TO    BE    ELECTED    BY    CONVENTION. 

The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  a  Standing  Committee  to  consist  of  three  Presbyters  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  of  three  la^'men  who  shall  be  com- 
municr.nts  in  the  Diocese ;  one  Trustee  of  Kenyon  College  to  serve  for 
three  years;  and  one  member  of  a  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, to  serve  for  five  years. 

It  shall  elect  triennially  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese ;  the  canonical 
number  of  clerical  and  la\'  deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
with  an  equal  number  of  provisional  deputies,  clerical  and  lay,  and 
an  Ecclesiastical  Court  to  consist  of  five  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese. 

The  foregoing  officers  shall  respectively  {perform  the  duties  which 
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by  canon  or  general  usage  may  be  prescribed  for  thcni ;  and  each 
shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is  chosen ;  and  any  vacan- 
cies among  the  foregoing  officers,  excepting  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, arising  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  filled  by 
appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  that  appointment  alone.  Vacan- 
cies continuing  to  the  time  of  an  Annual  Convention  shall  be  filled  by 
the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

MODE    OF    VOTING    AND    ELECTIONS. 

The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of  a 
Bishop,  or  an  Assistant  Bishop,  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as 
such  in  all  elections.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  dispensed 
with  by  unanimous  vote.  A  vote  by  orders  upon  the  decision  of  any 
question  may  be  called  for  by  five  members ;  and  in  such  case  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary 
for  an  affirmative  vote. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ELECTION    TO    THE    EPISCOPATE. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  or  an  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  made  only  in  Annual  Convention,  or  in  a  Special  Convention 
duly  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  clergy  and  laity  shall  vote  by  ballot  separately,  and  the  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  in  each  order  shall  be 
necessary  to  an  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 
No  proposed  change. 

ARTICLE  XL 

ADMISSION    OF    PARISHES,    CHAPELS,    OR    MISSION    STATIONS. 

Parishes,  Chapels,  or  Mission  Stations  may  be  admitted  into 
canonical  union  with  the  Diocese  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  by 
canon  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

SUSPENSION  OF   P\RISHES,   CHAPELS,   OR    MISSION   STATIONS. 

Any  Parish,  Chapel,  or  Mission  Station  may  be  suspended  from 
the  right  of  lay  representation  in  the  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to 
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the  interests  of  the  Church ;  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  may 
be  wholly  dissolved  by  canonical  process.  And  any  Parish,  Chapel, 
or  Mission  Station  which  shall  not,  prior  to  any  Convention,  have 
paid  all  assessments  imptosed  upon  it  according  to  canon  for  the  Dioc- 
esan Fund,  shall  be,  ipso  facto,  suspended  from  the  right  of  lay 
representation,  and  shall  remain  thus  suspended  until  its  delinquency 
shall  have  been  cancelled  by  payment  or  excused  by  vote  of  Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Article  II  of  Present  Constitution :    No  proposed  change. 

Mr.  John  Thomas'  proposition  for  amendment  of  Article 
11,    This  proposition  was  rejected  (see  p. 49). 
Amend  Article  11, so  as  to  read : 

ARTICLE  XI. 

AMENDMENT  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: 
A  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention 
in  writing,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Canons  tor  further  consideration  and  report  there- 
on, either  to  the  same  Convention,  or  to  the  next  regular  Convention. 
In  either  case  it  shall  lie  over  to  such  next  regular  Convention,  and 
if  then  adopted  (either  in  the  form  approved  by  the  initial  Conven- 
tion, or  in  such  modified  form  as  mav  be  recommended  bv  the  Com- 
mittee  on  Canons;  by  two-thirds  of  each  order  voting  separately, 
the  proposed  change  shall  take  place  and  shall  be  obligatory  as  a 
part  of  the  Constitution. 

CANONICAL  CHANGES. 


Amend  Section  3  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  substitut- 
ing the  term  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  instead  of  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese,  so  that  the  Section  shall  read  as  follows : 

CANON  2. 

OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention  to  attend  the  same,  and  of  each  Parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention  to  send  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Con- 
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or  who  having  Ijeen  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
duties  shall  have  been  disabled  from  continuing  in  the  same  by  reason 
of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health. 

III.  Of  any  officers  of  the  EHocese  who  may  be  constituted 
ex-officio  memlxrs  of  the  Convention  by  constitutional  or  canonical 
provision. 

IV.  Of  lay  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  canonical  union  with 
the  Diocese,  and  from  the  Recognized  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations 
in  the  Diocese. 

Each  of  the  said  Parishes  having  on  Easter  Monday  previous  to  the 
Convention  two  hundred  communicants  or  more  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  delegates  in  the  Convention,  and  each  Parish  then  having  fifty 
communicants,  but  less  than  two  hundred,  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
delegates  in  the  Convention,  and  each  Parish  then  having  less  than 
fifty  communicants,  and  each  of  said  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  in  the  Convention. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  be  communicants  in  the  Parish,  Chapel,  or 
Mission  Station,  which  they  represent,  and  they  shall  be  chosen  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon,  or  by  special  parochial 
charter  or  by-laws. 

ARTICLE    III. 

ANNUAL    AND    SPECIAL    CONVENTIONS- 

The  Convention  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
have  been  determined  bj'  the  next  preceding  Convention,  or  in  case  of 
no  such  determination,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  place 
as  may  have  been  designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese:  but  the  time  or  place  of  such  meeting  may  l>e  changed,  or 
Si>ecial  Conventions  may  lie  called  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  may  \yc  prescribed  by 
canon. 

Printed  notice  of  the  meeting  olany  Convention  shall  Ijc  mailed  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed,  to  every  clergyman 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  Vestry  of 
each  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  each  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese. 

In  case  of  a  Special  Convention,  the  notice  shall  sj^ecify  the  purpose 
for  which  the  same  is  called,  and  no  business  not  strictly  pertaining 
to  that  purpose  shall  be  transacted  bv  said  Convention ;  and  in  case 
of  a  Special  Convention  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  an  Assistant 
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on  Finance  of  the  Convention,  but  shall  have  no  vote  on  questions 
aris?ing  in  the  Committee. 

Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  he  shall  file  with 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  a  bond,  executed  to  them  on  behalf  of  the 
Diocese  by  some  reliable  guarantee  company,  in  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  dutj' ;  the  cost  of  which 
bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese. 

Insert  as  new  Section  7,  in  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  the 
following : 

The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ($200.00) 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  and  all  moneys  under  the 
charge  of  said  Treasurer  belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  be  kept 
on  deposit  by  him,  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese,  but  subject  to  his 
order  as  Treasurer,  with  such  approved  banking  institution  in  this 
cit\' as  the  Finance  Committee  may  designate ;  and  all  interest  ac- 
cruing thereon  shall  inure  to  the  sole  use  and  Ijenefit  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio. 

Amend  Section  8  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  striking 
out  the  words  **in  addition  to  the  duties  specified  in  the  Con- 
stitution ;**  so  that  the  Section  shall  read  as  follows  : 

CANON  6. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  hold  their  office  five 
years,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  who  shall  have  the  care  of 
funds,  such  as  those  derived  from  extinct  parishes,  those  for  Disabled 
Clergy,  and  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  all  such  as  ma3' 
by  gift  or  devise  for  any  special  purpose  become  the  proj^erty  of  the 
Diocese. 

Amend  Section  10  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows : 

I  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  not  only  to  care  for 
the  property  which  shall  come  under  their  charge,  but  to  take  all  le- 
gal steps  needed  to  establish  a  title  to  the  property  of  extinct  par- 
ishes, or  in  any  other  way  to  guard  their  trust ;  to  give  such  bonds 
as  the  Convention  may  require,  and  every  year  to  make  to  the  Con- 
vention a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  their  trusts. 
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Amend  Section  11  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows : 

S6C.  1 1 .  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treasurer, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office.  Before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  said  Treasurer  shall  file 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  a  satisfactory  bond,  executed  to 
them  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese  by  some  reliable  guarantee  company, 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duty;  the  cost  of  which  bond  shall  be  paid  bj'  the  Diocese.  Said 
Treasurer  shall  ex-officio  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  all  Diocesan  Conven. 
tions,  and  to  a  voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  financial  questions,  and 
he  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  appoint  a  Secretary,  who.  if  not 
a  member  of  the  Board,  shall  have  a  scat,  but  not  a  vote,  at  its 
meetings. 

Amend  Section  12  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows : 

S6C.  12.       The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  anj'  two  Trustees,  may  call  meetings 
of  the  Board. 
The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board. 

After  Section  29  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  insert  as  a 
new  Section  the  following : 

Sec.  30.  Should  less  than  eighteen  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Vestrymen 
attend  the  Parish  Meeting,  and  should  the  Rector  and  one  Warden, 
or  the  presiding  officer  and  one-sixth  of  those  present,  concur  in  be- 
lieving that  the  l)est  interests  of  the  Parish  demand  the  postpone- 
ment of  an  election,  then  such  presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  elec- 
tion postponed  and  the  Parish  Meeting  adjourned  to  a  designated 
day  and  hour,  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  days  after 
said  Easter  Monday' ;  and  public  notice  having  been  given  of  such 
adjourned  meeting,  it  shall  possess  the  powers  and  he  subject  to  the 
rules  of  a  regular  Parish  Meeting. 

Amend  Section  34  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  substi- 
tuting for  the  words  **  the  celebration  of  divine  worship.'*  in 
the  fifth  line,  the  words  **  divine  service,*'  so  that  the  Section 
shall  read  as  follows: 
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I  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a 
Minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  provide  for  paying  all 
lawful  assessments  on  the  Parish,to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during 
divine  service,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister  in 
whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ; 
it  being  understood,  always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the 
Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordi- 
nation to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

Amend  Section  41  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  substi- 
tuting the  word  **  or"  for  the  word  '*  and,"  in  the  fourth  line, 
so  that  the  Section  shall  read  as  follows :

1^  Whenever  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  think  it  advis- 
able to  call  upon  the  Convention  to  declare  any  Parish  extinct,  be- 
fore a  vote  is  taken,  the  question,  with  all  the  evidence  tending  to 
prove  or  disprove  the  existence  of  the  facts  upon  which  such  declara- 
tion, under  the  law,  must  be  founded,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  and  a  report  made  by  that  Committee,  on  a  day 
subsequent  to  the  daj' of  reference,  recommending  what  action  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  taken  by  the  Convention,  ac- 
companied by  a  written  or  oral  statement  of  the  evidence  placed  l^e- 
fore  the  Committee.  And  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote 
in  favor  of  declaring  the  Parish  or  Parishes  named  in  the  report  ex- 
tinct, such  Parish  or  Parishes  shall  become  and  Ije  extinct,  and  title 
to  all  the  property'  thereof  shall  at  once  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese. 

Amend  Sections  42  and  43,  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by 

substituting  the  following,   with  substitution   of  the  word 

"Parish"    for    the  word    "Parochial"  in   the  title  of  said 

Canon  5 :

Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  Families, 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  within  his  cure ; 
specifying  the  name,  time  and  place  of  birth,  parents  and  sponsors  of 
each  person  baptized ;  the  time  when  persons  Ijecame  communicants 
under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  confirmation,  transfer  from  some 
other  Parish,  or  otherwise;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  bv 
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Amend  Section  11  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  so  that 'it 
shall  read  as  follows : 

S6C.  1 1 .  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treasurer, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office.  Before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  said  Treasurer  shall  file 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  a  satisfactory  bond,  executed  to 
them  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese  by  some  reliable  guarantee  company, 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duty:  the  cost  of  which  bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese.  Said 
Treasurer  shall  ex-officio  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  all  Diocesan  Conven. 
tions,  and  to  a  voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  financial  questions,  and 
he  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Con- 
vention.

Amend  Section  1 2  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows : 

S6C.  12.       The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  any  two  Trustees,  may  call  meetinjjs 
of  the  Board. 
The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board. 

After  Section  29  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  insert  as  a 
new  Section  the  following: 

Sec  30.  Should  less  than  eighteen  jjersons  qualified  to  vote  for  Vestrymen 
attend  the  Parish  Meeting,  and  should  the  Rector  and  one  Warden,

Amend  Section  34  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  substi- 
tuting for  the  words  "  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,"  in 
the  fifth  line,  the  words  "  divine  service/'  so  that  the  Section 
shall  read  as  follows : 
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I  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of 
the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a 
Minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  provide  for  paying  all 
lawful  assessments  on  the  Parish.to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during 
divine  service,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister  in 
whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ; 
it  being  understood,  always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the 
Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordi- 
nation to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

Amend  Section  41  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  substi- 
tuting the  word  **  or '*  for  the  word  *'  and,"  in  the  fourth  line, 

so  that  the  Section  shall  read  as  follows :

I  ^  Whenever  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  think  it  advis- 
able to  call  upon  the  Convention  to  declare  any  Parish  extinct,  be- 
fore a  vote  is  taken,  the  question,  with  all  the  evidence  tending  to 
prove  or  disprove  the  existence  of  the  facts  upon  which  such  declara- 
tion, under  the  law,  must  be  founded,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  and  a  report  made  by  that  Committee,  on  a  day 
subsequent  to  the  day  of  reference,  recommending  what  action  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  taken  by  the  Convention,  ac- 
companied by  a  written  or  oral  statement  of  the  evidence  placed  l^e- 
fore  the  Committee.  And  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote 
in  favor  of  declaring  the  Parish  or  Parishes  named  in  the  report  ex- 
tinct, such  Parish  or  Parishes  shall  become  and  be  extinct,  and  title 
to  all  the  property  thereof  shall  at  once  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.

under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  confirmation,  transfer  from  some 
other  Parish,  or  otherwise;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  bv 
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Amend  Section  11  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  so  thatit 
shall  read  as  follows : 

S6C.  1 1 .  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treasurer, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office.  Before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  said  Treasurer  shall  file 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  a  satisfactory  bond,  executed  to 
them  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese  by  some  reliable  guarantee  company, 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duty ;  the  cost  of  which  bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese.

the  Bishop  as  aforesaid.     And  in  case  of  such  amicable  adjustment, 

•  a  certificate  thereof,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Court,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Amend  Section  74  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  inserting 
after  the  word  ** Court**  in  the  second  line,  the  words,  "for 
any  trial,"  so  that  the  Section  shall  read  as  follows :

\,  If  any  person  be  repelled  under  the  rubric  in  the  communion  office, 
the  minister  shall  notify  him  and  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  stating  the 
cause  and  the  evidence. 

Amend  Section  86  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons,  by  substi- 
tuting for  the  word  **  Digest,"  in  the  second  line,  the  word 
*'  Canons,"  so  that  the  Section  shall  read : 

6.  When  a  person  so  repelled  shall  appeal  un-^er  Title  II.,  Canon  12, 
§  xi.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Bishop  may  ex- 
amine the  case  himself,  or  appoint  a  Commission,  as  he  may  deem 
best,  to  examine  the  case  and  report  to  him.  His  decision  shall  be 
final. 

REPORT  No.  II.— The  Standing  Committee. 

In  presenting  its  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  the 
Standing  Committee  records  with  sorrow  the  death  of  two  of 
its  most  valued  members,  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.  D.,  and 
Mr.  Henry  O.  Bonnell,  both  of  whom  during  this  current  year 
have  been  summoned  to  **  the  rest  that  remaineth."  Wc  give 
God  heart}'  thanks  for  the  good  examples  of  these  His  servants, 
who,  having  finished  their  course  in  faith,  do  now  rest  from 
their  labours. 

There  have  been  nine  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

I.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  May  19.  1892 
The  Committee  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter, 
D.  D.,  President,  and  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Worthington,  Secretary. 

II.  The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  June  6,  1892. 
Harold  Morse,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be 
ordained  Priest;  and  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Springfield. 
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III.  The  third  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland  June  20,1892. 
Colwoft  K.  P.  Cogswell,  Howard  M.  Ingham,  James  Sheerio, 
John  D.  Skilton  and  Orville  E.  Watson  were  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  to  be  ordered  Deacon. 

IV.  The  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  July  5, 1892. 
Janies  Henry  Young,  Deacon,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
to  be  ordained  Priest. 

V.  The  fifth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  July  16, 1892. 
W.  Rix  Attwood  and  Joseph  Sheerin  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  ordered  Deacon,  and  John  Charles  Sage,  Deacon, 
to  be  ordained  Priest.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  George  H.  Kinsolving  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Texas. 

VI.  The  sixth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  Dec.  5,  1892. 
Edward  S.  Doan  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  re- 
ceived as  a  candidate  for  Holv  Orders,  and  William  N.  Guthrie 
to  be  ordered  Deacon. 

VII.  The  seventh  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  Dec.  20, 

1892.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  P.  W.  Garfitld  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  was  accepted,  and  Mr.  David  Z.  Norton  of  Cleve- 
land was  elected  Treasurer  for  the  unexpired  term. 

VIII.  The  eighth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  Jan.  23, 

1893.  William  Foster  Peirce  and  James  Woodard  Thompson 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  received  as  candidates 
for  Holv  Orders.  The  death  of  Mr.  Henrv  O.  Bonnell,  mem- 
her  of  the  Committee,  having  been  announced,  suitable  resolu- 
tions were  adopted  and  placed  upon  the  minutes.  Mr.  Thomas 
M.  Sloane  of  Sandusky  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
Committee  caused  bv  the  death  of  Mr.  Bonnell. 

IX.  The  ninth  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland,  April  11. 
1893.  Gib-son  W.  Harris,  Robert  Kell  and  John  D.  Skilton, 
Deacons,  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordained 
Priest,  and  Tom.  R.  Hazzard  to  be  received  as  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Frederick  R.  Graves  and  the  Rev.  John  McKim  as  Mis- 
sionary Bishops  respectively  of  Shanghai  and  Yeddo.  The 
death  of  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Ganter,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Com- 
mittee, having  been  announced,  appropriate  resolutions  were 
adopted  and  placed  upon  the  minutes.  The  Rev.  F.  B.  Avery 
of  Painesville  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancv  in  the  Committee 
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<cat]sed  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ganter.  and  the  Rev.  C.  S. 
Bates,  D.  D.,  was  chosen  President  of  the  Committee.

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  that  in  the  year  1890 
he  reluctantly  accepted  an  appointment  under  the  following 
resolution  of  this  hodv  :

elicited  may  sufiTKOt. 

Much  attention  and  study  were  given  to  this  subject  during 
the  first  year,  and  the  work  was  found  to  be  vastly  more 
laborious  than  was  anticipated,  and  it  was  found  to  be  far 
more  successful  in  bringing  to  light  new  funds  than  in  eliciting 
facts  relating  to  old  ones.  As  the  funds  increased  in  number, 
the  labor  became  more  and  more  appalling,  and  long  before 
the  assembling  of  the  next  Convention,  that  of  1891,  it  be- 
came evident  that  to  prepare  a  report  worthy  of  the  name,  on 
the  origin,  history  and  present  condition  of  the  Trust  Funds 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  within  the  allotted  time,  was  ut- 
terly hopeless,  and  it  was  given  the  **go  by'*  for  that  year. 
I  found  that  I  had  undertaken  a  task  next  to  impossible,  but 
having  undertaken  it,  it  must  needsbecarried  through,  though 
the  labor  was  a  hundred  times  greater  than  I  had  anticipated. 

In  accepting  the  appointment  1  had,  as  I  supposed,  under- 
taken to  write  up  not  to  exceed  a  half  dozen  funds,  pretty 
well  known  to  the  average  Churchman,  instead  of  nearly  one 
hundred  funds,  about  which  next  to  nothing  was  known,  even 
by  the  best  informed  Churchmen .  This  was  the  state  of  things 
at  the  beginning,  and  also  at  the  ending  of  the  second  year  of 
my  appointment.  Only  a  little  light  then  began  to  dawn 
upon  the  origin,  history  and  present  condition  of  some  of 
these  scores  of  trust  fiinds.  The  third  year  dawned  upon  us, 
and  at  its  very  beginning  I  entered  with  renewed  energy  and 
determination  upon  the  work,  to  which  I  devoted  nearly  all 
my  time  through  nearly  all  of  the  third  year,  as  I  had  devoted 
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to  the  s^me  work  the  greater  part  of  the  first  and  second 
years,  and  at  last  I  was  rejoiced  to  find  that  I  had  accumu- 
lated a  very  considerable  fund  of  information  concerning  each 
one  of  more  than  ninety  trust  funds  of  the  ^Diocese,  though  in 
many  cases  the  information  was  less  than  I  could  have  wished. 
I  have  often  been  unable  to  find  any  living  man  or  woman 
having  the  information  which  I  needed.  I  have  in  some  cases 
worked  days  and  weeks,  and  I  may  almost  say  months,  be- 
fore I  could  find  one  single  word  of  information  concerning  a 
fund  beyond  the  two  words  of  its  name.  No  light  appeared 
for  months  concerning  the  origin  of  some,  the  amount  of  the 
funds,  by  whom  given,  for  what  purpose  intended,  the  names 
of  trustees  or  their  residences,  or  the  tenure  by  which  the 
funds  were  held.  In  some  cases  the  hold  of  funds  was  lost,  in 
others  well  nigh  lost,  through  the  death  or  disqualification  of 
trustees.  In  other  cases  the  hold  was  lost  through  neglect  of 
trustees,  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  trust. 
In  more  cases  than  one,  money  and  other  property  given  bj 
will  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  failed  to  become  avail- 
able through  simple  inaction  of  the  Trustees.  No  person  of 
intelligence  and  business  experience  can  fail  to  recognize  the 
difficulties  of  the  work  which  I  have  had  in  hand  for  these  last 
three  years,  nor  can  such  a  person  fail  to  appreciate  my  pleas- 
ure on  discovering  the  fact  that  all  my  ninety-seven  trust 
funds  had  given  up  to  me  their  secrets.  This  was  several 
months  ago,  and  I  at  once  set  about  putting  in  readable  form 
the  scattered  facts  which  I  had  so  laboriouslv  accumulated. 
This  having  been  accomplished,  the  work  was  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  copiest  about  one  month  ago,  with  the  hope  that 
this  report  might  be  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Conven- 
tion at  its  present  session.  Every  possible  effort  has  l>een 
made  to  so  complete  and  sub.nit  this  report  at  this  time.  But 
it  has  proved  impossible,  and  I  am  most  reluctantly  compelled 
to  report  progress  and  ask  your  indulgence  for  a  little  time 
longer  till  the  copiest  can  complete  the  work.  This  will  prob- 
ably require  at  least  one  month  longer. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  No.  IV.— Secretary  of  the  Missionary 

Committee. 

Your  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  would  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  had  three  meetings  of  the  whole  and* 
two  of  the  Executive  Board. 

At  our  first  meeting,  held  June  28,  1892,  tl  e  Secretary  and^ 
Treasurer  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  statement  and  appeal, . 
with  supplementary  map  of  the  Diocese  and  an  Appendix,  show- 
ing the  proportion  of  the  $10,000  required  for  the  work  of 
Church  extension   which  each   Parish  and  Mission  Station 
should  pay. 

In  complying  with  our  instructions,  a  pamphlet  of  sixteeir 
pages  was  prepared  and  copies  for  each  family  sent  to  our 
Rectors  and  Missionaries. 

The  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Committee  in  obtaining 
sufficient  money  to  meet  its  obligations  was, especially  during, 
the  first  part  of  the  year,  the  occasion  of  considerable  anxiety.. 
We  were,  however,  graciously  relieved  from  the  embarrassment 
which  seemed  imminent  by  the  generous  and  timely  gift  of  $1,, 
000  from  Mrs.  Samuel  L.  Mather. 

Nevertheless,  as  the  Lenten  Season  approached,  it  was  found' 
necessary  once  more  to  make  an  appeal  for  the  Sunday-schoot 
Easter  offerings. 

At  mid- Lent,  which  was  within  two  or  three  weeks  of  the 
end  of  the  quarter,  the  Bishop  felt  it  necessary  to  send  out  a 
Pastoral  begging  for  coltections  to  be  sent  in  at  once.  In  it  he* 
also  urged  our  Parishes  and  Missions  to  send  their  delegates- 
to  this  Convention  prepared  to  make  a  definite  pledge  for  the 
coming  year  upon  the  basis  of  the  Committee's  apportion-- 
ment. 

Our  faithful  and  laborious  Treasurer  has  been  obliged  to  be 
as  persistent  as  ever  in  sending  out  his  statements  of  arrears 
and  in  urging  the  necessitv  of  greater  promptness  and  liberal-- 

But,  while  the  raising  of  the  necessary  funds  has  occasioned' 
as  much  anxiety  and  required  as  much  work  as  ever  on  the 
part  of  your  Committee,  it  affords  us  no  little  gratification  to- 
be  able  to  report  a  marked  increase  in  the  gross  receipts  from» 
all  sources  for  the  3'ear.     A  comparison  of  the  Treasurer's  re- 
ports will  show  that  more  money,  by  aboxit  one-third,  h^s^. 
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been  collected  and  received  for  Diocesan  Missions  than  in  anv 
preceding  year  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  In  fact,  if  we  ex- 
cept the  year  1890-1891,  the  Convention  year  immediately 
following  Bishop  Leonard's  coming  among  us,  it  will  appear 
that  our  receipts  have  been  nearly  double  the  usual  amount.

Our  frequent  and  urgent  importunity  for  money,  in  the  light 
*of  this  showing,  is  explained  l3y  the  fact  that  we  commenced 
•the  year  with  a  large  deficit  and  that  our  appropriations  ag- 
.rgregate  considerable  more  than  ever  before. 

It  may  be  thought  strange  that  the  Committee  does  not  cut 
the  garment  according  to  the  cloth  furnished  by  our  congre- 
rgations.  It  is  because  the  Bishop  insists  in  having  it  cut  with 
reference  to  the  requirements  of  his  expanding  Diocese,  at  least 
until  the  $10,000  limit  is  reached  in  the  collections. 

The  Bishop's  policy,  though  it  has  never  been  openly  avowed 
to  your  Committee,  is  as  apparent  as  it  is  justifiable.  He  has, 
'by  our  call,  under  Divine  direction,  been  placed  over  this  great 
undeveloped  Diocese,  and  he  proposes,  within  reasonable  limits, 
to  increase  his  Missionary  Staff  as  necessity  may  require,  even 
though  your  Committee  may  find  it  difficult  to  meet  their 
obligations  to  the  Missionaries  already  in  the  field.  The  wis- 
dom of  this  policy  has  been  justified  abundantly.  When 
Bishop  Leonard  came  to  us  he  found  eleven  Missionaries  in 
charge  of  twelve  stations.  Now  there  are  thirty-two  Mis- 
sionaries (not  counting  the  Deaf-Mute  and  General  Mission- 
-^ries)  in  charge  of  forty-two  stations.  The  contributions, 
including  special  gifts,  for  the  three  years  preceding,  averaged 
$4,431.80.  This  year  the  collections  from  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions alone  amounted  to  $6,528.16,  and,  including  specials, 
$9,145.33.  But  for  the  specials,  your  Committee  would  be 
obliged  to  report  a  large  deficit,  for  retrenchment  is  not  to  be 
thought  of  But,  inasmuch  as  specials  are  an  uncertain  quan- 
tity, it  will  not  do  to  count  upon  them :  besides,  they  shou'd 
he    reserved    for   emergency  purposes.    The    $10,000  asked 
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for  by  the  Bishop  is  expected  to  come  through  the  collections 
and  will  be  counted  upon  from  that  source.  If  liberal  souls, 
who  have  the  rapid  development  of  the  Diocese  at  heart,  see 
fit  to  give  extraordinary  gifts,  they  should  not  be  used  for  the 
ordinary  operations  planned  upon  the  $10,000  basis.  Thus 
the  $10,000,  which  is  admitted  on  all  hands  not  to  be  excess- 
ive, must  be  forthcoming  through  the  usual  channel,  even 
though  it  may  require  a  great  deal  of  persistency  on  the  part 
of  the  Committee.  With  all  our  efforts  this  vear,  we  fell  short 
about  $3,500.  Nevertheless,  we  are  encouraged  to  persever- 
ence  by  the  fact  that  the  collections  for  the  closing  year  aggre- 
gate $2,729.86  more  than  those  oi  the  year  preceding  it.  A 
like  advance  next  year  over  this  will  bring  us  well  on  toward 
the  $10,000  goal.  Your  Committee  say :  let  us  reach  it.  We 
may  as  well  do  so  as  not,  and  thus  fulfil  our  pledge  and  duty 
to  the  Bishop  in  holding  up  his  hands  in  the  tremendous  work 
to  which  we  called  him. 

This  Convention  could  save  our  successors  a  great  deal  of 
unpleasant  work,  and  the  Rectors,  Missionaries  and  officers  of 
congregations  much  annoyance,  by  taking  measure  from  year 
to  year  to  have  the  requisite  amount  actually  pledged,  in 
quarterly  installments,  to  be  paid  promptly. 

This  undertaking  would  probably  require  the  setting  apart 
of  more  time  for  the  survev  of  our  mission  fields  and  the  dis- 
cussion  of  wavs  and  means  and  methods.  But  vour  Commit- 
tee  are  convinced  that  time  thus  spent  would,  in  the  present 
undeveloped  state  of  the  Diocese,  be  more  fruitful  of  practical 
results  than  the  wearv  succession  of  hours  that  for  man  v  years 
pasthavebeen  spent  Upon  our  legislative  machinery.  Our  policy 
heretofore  has  been  to  relegate  the  missionary  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  a  Committee,  in  order,  apparently,  that  the  Convention 
might  be  free  to  devote  its  time  to  the  creation  or  modification 
of  Canons  and  the  discussion  of  technicalities.  Your  Com- 
mittee is  at  unity  in  the  conviction  that  this  order  should  be 
reversed.  Let  us  leave  the  Canons  to  our  able  and  representa- 
tive Committee  and  accept  or  reject  their  recommendations 
without  discussion.  At  all  events,  let  the  great  subject  of 
Missions  have  precedence  over  every  other.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  unprecedented  contributions  and  prosperity 
which   we  are  able  to  report  at  this  Convention  are  largely 
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due  to  the  fact  that  at  our  last  meeting  an  unusual  amount  of 
time  was  given  to  Missions. 

The  Treasurer's  monthly  CAix/rii  Li/e  report,  which  is  always 
one  of  the  most  interesting  pages  in  our  excellent  diocesan 
paper,  shows  that  the  following  Parishes  and  Missions  have 
come  up  to  the  Committee's  standard  of  duty,  by  contributing 
the  full  amount  for  Diocesan  Missions  apportioned  to  them. 
It  will  be  noted  that  in  some  cases  they  have  even  gone  beyond 
what  was  asked  of  them.  We  place  these  first  in  the  honored 
list:

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No  collection  has  been  received  from  S.  PauVs,  Marion ;  S. 
Mark's,  Mill  Creek;  S.John's,  Wakeman;  S.  James*,  Wooster; 
S.  James*,  Cross  Creek  ;  and  S.  John's,  Sandusky.  The  Sun- 
day-school of  S.  James*  Church,  Wooster,  sent  $15.00,  which 
is  regarded  as  a  special,  not  a  canonical  collection  for  which 
the  Parish  can  receive  credit. 

An  experience  meeting  at  which  the  Rectors  and  Missiona- 
ries of  the  fourteen  congregations  whose  collections  exceeded 
and  came  up  to  the  Committee's  apportionment,  would  doubt- 
less be  interesting  and  helpfnl  to  those  of  their  brethren  whose 
people  have  fallen  short  of  their  allotment.  And,  in  view  of 
the  fact,  that  only  one  rich  congregation  appears  in  the  roll 
of  honor,  it  is  hard  to  imagine  what  satisfactory  explanation 
the  unsuccessful  could  make,  if  there  were  time  to  give  them  a 
hearing.  Surely,  if  any  pleaded  poverty,  Christ  Church,  Cleve- 
land ;  Trinity  Mission,  Alliance ;  Grace  Mission,  Toledo ;  and 
S.  Stephen's  Church,  East  Liverpool,  and,  in  short,  all  except 
S.  Paul's,  Cleveland,  would  rise  up  in  a  chorus  of  rebuking 
protestation. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  success  of  these  fourteen 
congregations  which  represent  every  section  of  the  Diocese 
and  every  degree  and  condition  of  parochial  life,  leaves  practi- 
cally nothing  to  be  said  against  their  scheme  of  apportion- 
ment and  pledges. 

Your  Committee  is  encouraged  by  the  Treasurer's  report  to 
believe  that  the  collections,  exclusive  of  specials,  will  reach  the 
$10,000  limit  this  next  year.  After  that,  if  advanced  work 
be  undertaken,  it  will  be  necessary  either  that  the  Bishop 
should  call  for  and  receive  more  money,  or  that  the  congrega- 
tions now  receiving  aid  should  become  self-supporting  Par- 
ishes, and  that  all  Missionaries  receiving  above  a  stated 
amount,  be  required  to  divide  their  time  between  two  or  more 
places.  We  are  convinced  that  the  latter  alternative  must  be 
adopted,  and  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  change  of  the 
policy  of  giving  a  congregation  a  liberal  stipend  and  al- 
lowing them  the  full  services  oi  a  Missionary,  without  a 
decided  approach  from  year  to  year  towards  a  self-supporting 
condition,  must  give  place  to  another  which  will  be  less  pauper- 
izing to  our  beneficiaries  and  more  just  to  the  many  unoc- 
cupied counties  and  large  towns  scattered  throughout  the 
Diocese. 
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As  a  general  rule,  to  which,  as  time  goes  on,  the  Committee 
can  recognize  fewer  and  fewer  exceptions,  no  cong^regation 
-should  be  allowed  the  full  services  of  a  Clergyman  unless  it  pro- 
vides for  his  support  without  aid  from  the  Mission  Fund. 

The  existing  policy  will,  of  course,  continue  to  have  its  sup- 
porters. The  inexperienced  and  easy-going  missionary  and 
the  enthusiastic  and  selfish  among  his  people  will  argue  that, 
if  they  can  only  have  the  full  time  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Mission 
will  rapidly  develop  into  a  self-supporting  condition.  By 
dwelling  upon  the  ** special  circumstances'*  and  the  ** excep- 
tional opportunities."  their  representations  are  usually  of 
the  most  plausible  character.  But  a  little  investigation,  such 
as  it  is  natural  for  your  Committee  to  make,  reveals  the  fact 
that  the  realization  of  the  promised  independence  is  in  al- 
most every  instance  long  deferred.  Meantime  the  Committee 
is  urged  from  year  to  year,  because  of  **some  special  reason," 
to  continue  the  stipend  and  services,  and  this  goes  on  through 
-decade  after  decade. 

Even  if  your  Committee  should  be  so  happy  from  this  time 
on  as  to  have  $20,000  instead  of  $10,000  from  which  to  make 
appropriations,  the  Diocese,  under  the  existing  policy,  could 
never  be  developed.  A  few  of  the  places  would  always  absorb 
'everything  and  the  many  would  remain  neglected.  We  find  by 
a  conservative  estimate  that  with  this  policy  unchanged,  to 
cover  the  ground,  as  for  example  the  Methodists  do,  at  least 
$63,000  would  be  required  every  year. 

The  wisdom  of  putting  two  or  more  places  under  each  of 
our  stipendiaries  is  illustrated  wherever  it  has  been  tried.  By 
the  adoption  of  this  policy,  as  the  general  rule,  the  places  at 
which  services  could  be  maintained  would  at  least  l>e  doubled 
without  additional  expense. 

Your  Committee  is  persuaded  that  another  way  in  which 
the  work  of  Church  extension  can  be  greatly  increased,  ^-ith- 
out  making  it  necessary  to  exceed  the  $10,000  limit,  is  by  en- 
couraging the  missionary  spirit  which  is  abroad  among  the 
Clergy.  Many  of  them  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  hold 
occasional  services  at  accessible  places  of  importance,  in  cas- 
the  Committee  will  reimburse  them  for  expenses  in  excess  of 
the  collections  taken  at  the  services. 

There  are,at  the  writing  of  this  report, thirty-five  stipendiaries 
of  the  Committee.  Of  these,  one  is  the  Mid- Western  Missionary 
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to  Deaf-Mutes,  and  one  the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  to 
the  extent  of  his  expenses.  The  remaining  thirty-three,of  whom 
six  are  Lay-readers,  are  conducting  stated  services  in  for- 
ty-two places.  Twenty-five  have  each  one  mission  under  their 
charge ;  fi\e  have  two ;  and  two  three.  There  are  at  present 
three  vacancies  at  places  to  which  a  stipend  has  been  granted  : 
Bellefontaine,  Berea  and  New  Lisbon.  Our  appropriations 
now  amount  to  about  $2,200  per  quarter,  or  $8,800  per  year. 

Your  Committee,  through  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries, supplemented  by  accounts  of  visitations  by  the 
Bishop  and  Archdeacon,  has  kept  itself  informed  concerning 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  several  stations,  and  takes 
great  pleasure  in  reporting  them  to  be,  almost  without  ex- 
ception, as  satisfactory  as  could  be  reasonably  expected,  when 
all  the  circumstances  are  taken  into  account.  In  by  far  the 
majority  of  cases,  there  is  an  unprecedented  prosperity.  The 
reports  show  more  Baptisms,  more  Confirmations,  and  more 
money  raised  for  running  expenses  and  improvements,  than 
ever  l)efore.  This  abundantly  justifies  the  appointments  of 
the  Bishop  and  Committee,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the 
Missionaries  themselves,  and,  indeed,  they  are  a  noble  self- 
sacrificing  corps  of  workmen  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Their 
average  salary  (all  told,  about  seven  hundred  dollars  per  year) 
is  evidence  to  those  who  know  anything  about  the  expense  of 
living  in  Ohio,  that  we  have  a  great  deal  of  missionary  heroism 
in  our  midst.  The  Rector  of  one  of  our  city  Parishes,  who  has 
been  at  the  pains  of  informing  himself  and  his  people  concern- 
ing our  Diocesan  Missions,  has  said  : 

"  We  have  a  noble  set  of  Missionaries  and  they  are  living 
upon  slender  stipends.  They  are  doing  the  hardest  kind  of 
work.  The  future  of  the  Church  in  Ohio  rests  largely  with 
them.  They  are  laying  foundations.  I  wish  it  were  possible 
that  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  lay  people  of  this 
Diocese,  in  rotation,  one  after  another,  to  exchange  places  for 
a  time  with  our  Missionaries  and  their  families.  It  is  faintly 
realized  what  tremendous  sacrifices  are  being  made  uncom* 
plainingly  by  the  servants  of  Christ.  A  kindred  amount  of 
sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  Diocesan  Missions  from  all  the  lav 
people  of  this  jurisdiction  would  produce  a  million  dollars  a 
year  at  least." 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in   the  Missionary 
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force  within  the  year:  The  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Edgar  has  removed 
from  Bellefontaine  to  Southern  Ohio;  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Parsons, 
Missionary'  at  Berea,has  becomeRectorofS.  John's  the  Evan- 
gelist, Toledo ;  the  Rev.  Joseph  Sheerin,  Missionary  at  Jeffer- 
son and  Kinsman,  now  devotes  all  his  time  to  Jefferson,  and 
the  Rev.  H.J.  Broadwell  has  succeeded  him  at  Kinsman:  the 
Rev.  J.  B.  Trevett  was  placed  in  charge  of  Trinity  Mission, 
New  Lisbon,  in  October  last,  and  left  in  April ;  the  Rev.  R.  H.G. 
Osborne  was  placed  in  charge  of  S.  Paul's  Mission,  Kenton,  in 
November;  the  Rev.  J.  Taylor  Chambers  was  made  the  first 
resident  Missionary  of  S.  Paul's,  Conneaut,  in  January ;  the 
Rev.  A.  T.  Brown  was  made  the  first  resident  Missionary-  of 
Trinity,  Bryan,  in  April. 

The  following  Theological  students  have  been  given  Mission 
work  as  Lav-readers :  Mr.  Morse  at  Niles  Mr.  Moore  at  Bu- 
cyrus  and  Upper  Sandusk}',  Mr.  Keene  at  Willoughby,  Mr. 
Barkdull  at  Cardington  and  Mt.  Gilead,  Mr.  Williams  at 
Coshocton,  Mr.  Hazzard  at  Mill  Creek,  Mr.  Thompson  at 
Shelby.  The  Rev.  W.  Rix  Attwood  has  been  transferred  from 
Trinity  Church,  New  Lisbon,  to  S.  I'aul's  Church,  Belle- 
vue.  The  Rev.  B.  W.  Daugherty,  in  addition  to  Huron, 
Port  Clinton  and  Catawba  Island,  has  taken  temporary-  charge 
of  Calvarv  Church,  Sanduskv.  The  Rev.  Dr.  McCabe  has,  in 
addition  to  Geneva  and  Unionville,  taken  the  direction  of  the 
work  at  Willoughbv.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hamilton  has  withdrawn 
from  the  Mission  at  Clvde,  where  he  served  so  long  and  faith- 
fully. 

Four  Mission  chapels  have  been  built  within  the  year  at  as 
many  different  important  places,  namely.  East  Cleveland, 
Unionville  (here  the  old  church  was  enlarged  and  beautified  to 
an  extent  which  practically  makes  it  a  new  structure).  Car- 
dington, Shelby,  and  Geneva. 

Six  new  congregations  have  been  more  or  less  completely 
established  and  organized — one  each  at  West  Cleveland. 
Lorain  Street;  East  Cleveland,  Kinsman  Street;  Glenville: 
.\kron;  Toledo:  and  Richmond  File  Works,  near  Painesville.  In 
the  course  of  the  next  year,  most  of  these  will  develop  into 
full-rtedgcd  Missions,  and  some  of  them  will  need  help  from  the 
Ci>mniittce.  Then,  really,  the  Bishop  can  not  much  longer  l>e 
expected  to  consent  that  there  should  be  in  this  Diocese  thir- 
teen \v!u>lc  counties  in  which  there  is  no  organized  represen- 
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tation  of  the  Church,  or  that  such  places  as  Ashland,  Wapa- 
koneta,  Carrollton,  Wauseon,  Chardon,  Cadiz,  Napoleon, 
Millersburg,  Celina,  Paulding,  Ottawa,  Sidney,  Marysville, 
Van  Wert  and  Bowling  Green,  all  county  seats,  should  long 
continue  to  remain  without  the  services  of  the  Church.  Do 
you  wonder  that  we  insist  that  the  collections  must  amount 
to  $10,000,  exclusive  of  extras?  We  absolutely  cannot  get 
along  with  less. 

In  concluding  their  report,  your  Committee  think  it  proper 
to  observe  that  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  encouragingly 
bright.  We  are  well  aware  that  the  planting  of  the  vast 
missionary  field  in  which  we  have  been  called  to  labor,  is  the 
work  of  a  generation,  and  that  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome 
are  many  and  great.  But,  though  none  of  us  may  live  to  see 
the  consummation  of  our  undertaking,  we  yet  have  the 
felicity  of  seeing  many  fair  specimens  of  the  fruits  of  our 
husbandry. 

From  our  point  of  view,  there  is  every  reason  for  believing 
that  if  we  all,  according  to  our  ability,  lend  a  helping  hand  in 
the  planting  and  the  watering,  God  will,  in  the  Convention 
year  upon  which  we  are  entering,  gladden  our  hearts  by  a 
still  greater  increase  than  that  for  which  at  the  close  of  this 
we  bless  and  magnify  His  glorit)us  name.

THE  ARCHDEACON'S  REPORT. 

During  the  year  my  monthly  reports  have  been  published  in 
Church  Life.  From  them  it  appears  that  I  have  visited 
49  different  places  from  one  to  seven  times,  have  attended  and 
conducted  123  services,  preached  88  sermons,  made  66  ad- 
dresses, delivered  five  lectures  to  BexleyHall  divinity  students, 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  48  times,  baptized  nine 
persons,  traveled  12,015  miles,  written  more  than  1,000  letters. 

I  have  under  the  Bishop's  direction,  and  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  others,  taken  the  initiatory  steps  in  the  organization  of 
four  missions — two  in  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Kinsman  streets — 
one  at  Akron,  and  one  at  Glenville. 
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At  Bryan  I  solicited  subscriptions  for  the  support  of  the 
first  resident  pastor  to  the  amount  of  $300,  and  at  Akron  for 
the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  erection  of  a  chapel,  $800.  At 
both  places  I  was  accompanied  by  persons  who  rendered 
much  assistance. 

In  the  administration  of  the  Ohio  Church  Building  Fund,  I 
collected  $500  for  S.  Andrew's  in  the  East,  Cleveland ;  $500 
for  Christ  Church,  Geneva ;  $500  for  Good  Shepherd  Church, 
Cardington;  $500  for  S.  Mark's  Church,  Shelby;  $500  for 
Trinity  Church,  Findlay. 

It  should  be  observed  injustice  to  myself  that  this  showing 
does  not  much  more  than  half  tell  the  storv  of  work  done. 
As  the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  Secretar}* 
of  the  Trustees  of  Ohio,  and  as  the  representative  of  the 
Bishop  in  the  general  oversight  of  the  Missionary  operations 
of  the  Diocese,  I  have  been  doing  a  great  deal  which  cannot 
be  made  to  appear  in  reports. 

It  has  seemed  necessary  for  me  to  continue  to  spend  more 
time  in  our  large  cities  and  strong  Parishes  than  was  expected 
at  my  last  report.  But  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  pledge  sys- 
tem is  generally  adopted,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  be 
so  much  occupied  in  money  raising.  In  any  case,  I  expect  in 
the  future  to  make  most  of  my  appeals  through  circular  let- 
ters and  so  to  be  comparatively  free  to  devote  attention  to 
our  weak  Missions.       Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  No.  VII.— Secretary  of  Joint  Education 

Committee. 

Twenty-six  young  men  have  been  aided  by  your  Committee 
during  the  past  year.  They  are  in  various  stages  of  prepara- 
tion. Six  will  complete  their  studies  in  June  next  and  enter 
upon  the  work  of  the  Ministry.  The  assistance  we  have  been 
able  to  bestow  has  proceeded  largely  from  private  donations. 
Our  permanent  funds  have  been  in  part  unproductive,  owing 
to  our  inability  to  collect  interest  on  an  important  loan. 

Your  Committee  deeply  regret  that  during  the  past  year 
very  little  money  has  been  received  from  the  Parishes.  Indeed, 
the  last  three  years  have  shown  a  constant  diminution  of 
receipts  from  that  source. 

May  we  not  urge  upon  Rectors  the  importance  of  this  ob- 
ject ?  We  believe  that  money  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Com- 
mittee wilt  be  carefully  expended.  We  believe  that  past  re- 
sults justify  us  in  asking  for  further  and  increased  aid. 

Your  Committee  most  earnestly  thank  those  who  have  as- 
sisted them  in  their  work.  Along  with  many  discourage- 
ments, there  has  been  given,  from  time  to  time,  that  substantial 
support  which  is>  a  most  significant  expression  of  sympa- 
thetic interest  and  care.

REPORT   No.    VIII.— Committee   to    Visit   the    Institu- 
tions  AT   Gambier. 

\''our  Committee  visited  Gambier  the  first  week  in  Mav. 
The  marked  difference  of  feeling  which  was  prevalent  was 
almost  in  the  nature  of  a  surprise. 

The  very  atmosphere  of  the  Hill  seems  surcharged  with 
the  burden  of  success  that  has  come  to  the  various  institu- 
tions. 
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Harcourt  Place  school,  admirably  adapted  in  every  way 
for  its  work,  is  well  filled  and  the  outlook  is  exceedingly 
bright. 

Milnor  Hall  is  crowded  with  young  men.  The  new  plans 
which  were  undertaken  at  the  beginning  of  the  scholastic 
3rear  last  fall  have  already  met  with  unqualiiied  success  and 
will  prove  more  efficacious  as  they  are  better  known.  A 
freshman  class  of  over  fifty  students  is  almost  unprecedented 
in  the  history  of  the  institutions  and  we  understand  that 
a  larger  class  can  be  expected  next  fall.  Many  have  already 
taken  advantage  of  the  free  scholarship  offered  to  one  student 
each  year  from  each  county  in  the  State. 

The  Theological  department  still  continues  in  every  way 
to  fulfill  the  predictions  made  by  the  Bishop.  The  large 
class  graduated  last  year  and  the  class  of  seven  graduates 
this  vear  shows  that  Bexlev  Hall  merits  all  the  time  and 
attention  that  can  be  given  it  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
both  nioceses  of  the  State.  The  fact  that  within  the  past 
four  3'ears  three  Bishops  have  been  chosen  from  among  the 
alumni  of  the  institutions  will  call  attention  to  the  various 
departments  of  Kenyon  College. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  new  era  has  begun 
in  the  history  of  Kenyon  College  and  it  is  now  necessary 
as  never  before  that  energetic  measures  be  adopted  by  all, 
both  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  render  this  a  permanent  success. 
Now  is  the  time  to  press  forward.  With  this  successful  move- 
ment, greater  interest  must  be  excited,  more  work  must  be 
done  and  many  improvements  must  be  undertaken.  And  here 
the  problem  faces  us.  Improvements  demand  money.  In 
order  to  obtain  mone}',  business  men  must  be  assured  of  the 
success  of  the  undertaking.  To  obtain  this  it  is  necessary 
that  the  need  of  the  various  institutions  be  clearly  presented 
to  the  people  at  large  and  especially  to  Churchmen.  This 
can  best  be  done  by  a  systematic  advertisement.  The  Clergy 
in  every  Parish  should  make  it  a  point  at  least  once  a  year 
to  call  the  attention  of  their  congregations  to  Gambier  and 
its  schools ;  one  or  more  collections  each  year  might  be  made 
for  general  or  definite  objects  connected  with  work  in  the 
institutions;  a  visitation  to  the  High  Schools  might  be  made 
and  the  advantage  of  the  schools  presented  to  the  senior 
classes.     Competitive  examinations  might  be  held  each  spring 
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and  fall  in  the  various  county  seats  and  especially  in  the 
cities  for  the  free  scholarship.  It  has  been  urged  by  some 
that  Gambier  is  an  expensive  place  for  young  men.  Com- 
paring with  other  institutions  it  is  as  cheap  or.  cheaper  than 
most  of  the  colleges  and  especially  the  Eastern  colleges. 
The  average  cost  in  a  number  of  the  prominent  colleges  is 
a  little  over  $400.  That  at  Gambier  is  about  $300.  In 
this  connection  your  Committee  would  suggest  the  feasi- 
bility of  adding  a  large  dining  room  to  the  present  hotel, 
to  be  used  exclusively  for  students,  and  placing  the  hotel  in 
the  hands  of  some  responsible  person  who  would  furnish 
meals  at  a  reasonable  price. 

The  Philosophical  and  Scientific  courses  adopted  last  year 
are  now  working  admirably  and  present  attractive  features 
to  those  who  do  not  wish  to  pursue  a  purely  academic 
course.  With  the  growth  in  number  of  students  more  pro- 
fessors are  needed.  One  more  at  least  is  needed  very  badly 
in  the  Theological  department.  It  might  be  well  also  to  estab- 
lish a  professorship  of  Biology  and  Physical  culture  in  the 
college.  Your  Committee  would  again  call  attention  to  the 
present  system  of  heating  the  building.  It  is  expensive  and 
not  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  building.  A  system  of  steam 
heating  could  be  easily  introduced  and  would  add  materially 
to  the  comfort  of  the  building;  and  the  saving  of  cost  in 
fuel  would  in  a  short  time  pay  for  the  same. 

A  bath  room  with  tub  and  shower  baths  could  be  placed 
in  the  basement  of  Rosse  Hall  at  a  comparatively  little 
expense,  thus  utilizing  the  water  that  is  now  wasted  from 
that  building.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings,  espe- 
cially old  Kenyon,  demands  consideration;  immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  for  some  improvement  in  this  direction. 
The  houses  of  the  professors  should  be  made  more  convenient 
and  comfortable.  Manv  are  in  verv  bad  condition.  No 
improvements  have  been  made  in  these  for  many  years. 
These  various  improvements  become  more  urgent  and  nec- 
essary as  the  number  of  students  increases. 

The  institutions  on  the  hill  should  be  so  bound  together 
in  harmony  of  interest  as  to  work  for  the  mutual  benefit  of 
each  department  of  Kenyon  College. 

We   would  most   respectfully  call    your    attention    to    the 
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report  made  by  the  same  Committee  last  year,  of  which  this 
year's  report  may  be  said  to  be  a  supplement. 

Kenyon  College,  with  its  excellent  corps  of  professors, 
its  high  standard,  which  should  be  maintained  at  all  costs, 
its  prestige,  its  fine  buildings  and  location,  has  made  a  great 
effort  successfully  this  past  year,  and  it  remains  now  for  the 
Clergy  and  liberal  and  generous  Laity  to  aid  in  the  forward 
movement,  and  by  time  and  money  to  place  Kenyon  College 
in  a  prominent  position  among  the  institutions  of  learning  in 
the  country.

REPORT  NO.  IX.— The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  begs  leave  to  report 
that  the  past  year  has  been  most  unfavorable  for  prosecuting 
the  work  of  his  department.  His  last  report  gave  the  follow- 
ing condensed  summary  of  documents  and  materials  on  hand 
at  that  date,  May  18,  1892  :

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of 
1892,  the  Bishop  and  the  Registrar  carefully  canvassed  the 
needs  of  this  department,  and  the  serious  hindrances  to  its 
work.  The  needs  were,  brieflv,  room  in  which  to  work  with 
comfort,  and  without  danger  to  health,  and  room  in  which  to 
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store  and  properly  protect  the  12,209  pieces  of  material 
already  on  hand,  andtheabundant  material  within  our  reach. 
The  want  of  such  suitable  and  much  needed  room  constituted 
the  great  hindrance  to  our  work,  and  the  prospect  of  an  early 
sale  of  the  Trinity  House  lot,  and  the  prospective  demolition 
of  the  buildings,  which  through  the  kindness  of  the  Cathedral 
authorities  we  had  used  for  the  two  years  past,  together, 
seemed  to  render  hopeless  any  effort  towards  development,  or 
even  continuance  of  the  work  we  had  in  hand.  It  was,  there- 
fore, distinctly  decided  to  do  nothing  by  way  of  advancing 
the  work,  but  only  to  try  not  to  discourage  our  friends  and 
willing  donors,  and  simply  to  receive  and  acknowledge  gifts 
coming  to  our  hands  unasked. 

Not  many  months  after  this,  the  Registrar  left  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  for  a  sojourn  of  indefinite  length  amid  the  sunshine  and 
flowers  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  In  leaving  the  Diocese  the  Reg- 
istrar, expecting  to  return  in  time  for  the  next  Convention, 
gave  orders  that  packages  to  his  address  should  not  be  opened 
till  his  return.  And  this  order,  together  with  the  failure  of 
another  order,  will  account  for  the  Registrar's  inability  to 
make,  at  this  time,  a  full  report  of  documents  received  during 
the  year  now  closing.  The  Registrar  takes  this  method  of 
acknowledging  favors  received,  and  returning  thanks  for  the 
same.  He  has  received  Diocesan  Journals  for  1892,  from  the 
following  Dioceses,  viz:  Albany,  Central  Pennsylvania,  Kan- 
sas, New  York,  Ohio,  Western  New  York,  and  the  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  of  Washington.  He  has  also  received  the  follow- 
ing publications,  for  which  he  hereby  returns  thanks.  To  the 
Rev.  Edward  P.  Slafter,  D.  D.,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts,  for  his  Report  on  the  Enlargement  of  its  Dioc- 
esan Library. 

To  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  General  Missionary  to  Deaf-mutes, 
for  his  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  Church  work  among  the 
Deaf.

The  list  of  documents  received  at  my 
office  in  Cleveland  was  sent  for  some  time  since,  but  has  not 
come  to  hand,  and  consequently  cannot  be  included  in  this,  my 
report. 

The  Registrar  of  this  Diocese  has  had  great  pleasure  in  send- 
ing many  of  the  duplicate  Journals  of  Ohio  Conventions  to 
Registrars  of  other  Dioceses,  and  private  individuals,  to 
enable  them  to  complete  their  sets  of  Ohio  Journals. 

With  thanks  for  my  appointment  to  this  office,  which  I  so 
reluctantly  accepted  three  years  ago,  and  with  gladness  that 
I  have  found  the  labor  more  congenial  than  I  had  expected, 
and  that  I  have  been  enabled  to  complete  the  constitutional 
term  of  three  years,  with,  as  I  trust,  a  measure  of  success;  I 
now  gladly,  yet  not   without   regrets,  surrender  to  my  sue- 
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cesser  the  office  of  Registrar,  and  with  it  the  thousands  of 
documents  which  have  been  the  objects  of  my  care.

REPORT  No.  OC. — Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and 
Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen.  —  Report  of  the 
Secretary. 

In  presenting  the  Forty-eighth  Annual  Report,  the  Secretary 
would  first  speak  of  the  encouragement  which  has  come  to 
the  Society  during  the  past  year.  The  year  has  been  one  of 
progress.  The  contributions  made  to  its  funds  by  parishes  in 
Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio  have  in  nearly  all  instances  been 
larger  than  the  offerings  received  from  the  same  parishes  dur- 
ing the  previous  year,  and  the  aggregate  of  contributions  has 
been  considerably  increased.  As  appears  in  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  two  bequests  have  been  received  by 
the  Society  during  the  3'ear :  One  of  $1,000.00,  from  the  late 
Dr.  John  Andrews  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  one  of  $500.00, 
from  the  late  Eleanor  McMurphy  of  Norristown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  widow  of  the  Rev.  A.  T.  McMurphy,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  Society.  On  the  first  of  Ma}',  1893,  the 
invested  fund,  with  cash  on  hand  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
amounted  to  $46,297.31,  as  compared  with  $4-3,930.47  on 
the  first  of  May,  1892,  showing  during  the  vear  an  increase 
of  $2,366.84. 

The  beneficial  work  of  the  Society  has  been  very  much  the 
same  in  amount  as  in  the  previous  year.  Twenty-four 
annuities  have  been  paid,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
$2,375.00.  Also  one  fractional  annuity,  amounting  to 
$56.67,  has  been  paid.  One  annuitant  has  died,  and  also  one 
member  of  the  Society,  the  Rev.  Richard  L.  Ganter,  D.  D.,  for 
eighteen  years  its  strong  and  helpful  friend  and  its  pro  tempore 
President  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting. '  Eleven  members  have 
been  added.    The  present  number  is  seventy-five. 

The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  saying  that,  with  rare  ex- 
ceptions, the  members  are  punctual  in  the  payment   of  thei 
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annual  dues,  and  that  the  letters  which  he  receives  from 
annuitants  indicate  a  cordial  appreciation  of  the  benefit  and 
help  which  comes  to  them  from  the  Society  with  unfailing 
regularity  year  by  year. 

Mrs.  Julia  Bedell,  the  widow  of  the  Ijeloved  and  honored 
third  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  terms  expressive  of  an  undiminished 
loving  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Society,  writes  to  say  that 
instead  of  accepting  the  annuity  to  which  she  is  entitled,  she 
shjall  count  it  a  joy  during  her  remaining  years  to  continue 
the  annual  contribution  of  one  hundred  dollars  which  the 
Bishop  never  failed  to  make  throughout  the  twenty-eight 
years  of  his  membership. 

The  suggestion  of  a  year  ago  is  here  renewed  with  more 
urgent  solicitation — that  the  members  of  the  Society  unite  in 
an  earnest  effort  largely  to  increase  the  Permanent  Fund  at  an 
early  day.  The  strength  of  the  Society  for  doing  its  beneficent 
work  lies  chiefly  in  this  fund.  But  this  fund,  instead  of  grow- 
ing, will  begin  to  diminish  if  the  offerings  from  the  parishes 
in  the  two  Dioceses  fall  awav.  The  interest  of  the  fund,  as  it 
now  stands,  alone  does  not  suffice  to  meet  the  responsibilities 
which  the  Society  has  to  provide  for;  and  the  more  the  mem- 
bership increases,  the  larger  these  responsibilities  are  likely  to 
become.  It  is  quite  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  an 
accession  to  the  membership  might  occur  so  large  as  to 
seriously  embarrass  the  Society  unless  a  correspondingh'  large 
increase  be  made  either  in  the  Permanent  Fund  or  in  the 
aggregate  of  annual  offerings.  Now  is  the  opportune  time  to 
build  up  the  invested  fund,  before  such  an  embarrassing  con- 
tingency has  occurred,  and  while  the  interest  of  the  fund  is 
nearly  adequate  to  the  discharge  of  the  obligations  which  the 
Society  at  the  present  time  has  to  meet.  The  members  and 
friends  of  the  Society  will  not  fail,  it  is  hoped,  to  note  how 
strong  a  factor  in  the  augmentation  of  the  fund  may  be 
realized  from  individual  donations  and  from  bequests.  The 
two  bequests  received  this  year  have  added  to  our  fund  an 
amount  larger  than  the  sum  total  of  all  the  offerings  received 
from  parishes  in  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio.  Can  we  not  do 
more  than  has  hitherto  been  done  by  a  proper  presentation  of 
the  claims  of  the  Society  to  benevolently-minded  possessors 
of  large  means  to  induce  on  their  part  generous  benefactions 
by  gift  or  bv  bequest  ? 
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By  long  established  custom  very  generally  observed  through- 
out the  two  Dioceses,  the  Christmas-time  has  been  chosen  for 
making  offerings  in  behalf  of  the  work  of  this  Society ;  and 
the  Secretary  ventures  to  express  the  hope  that  this  most 
appropriate  usage  will  soon  obtain  in  every  parish  church 
in  the  State  of  Ohio.

REPORT  No.  XI. — The  Committee  ox  Finance. 

This  Committee  is  required  by  Canon  to  present  a  state- 
ment setting  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  and 
estimates  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  financial  condition  on  May  16,  1893,  may  be  briefly 
stated  as  follows: 

All  claims  to  the  date  specified,  including  the  Bishop's 
salary  to  May  31,  were  paid  and  there  remains  in  the  Treas- 
ury, on  the  date  specified,  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the 
Diocese  of  $988.97,  which,  with  some  parochial  arrearages 
which  it  is  expected  will  be  paid,  will  be  more  than  suflicient 
to  meet  the  probable  expenses  until  the  funds  produced  by 
the  new  assessment  are  available. 

Every  three  years  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church 
meets,  and  for  its  expenses  there  is  a  triennial  assessment 
on  each  Diocese.  Last  year  this  assessment  on  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio  amounted  to  $228.00.  This  Diocese  has  also  voted 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  its  own  Clerical  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention.  This  expense  last  year  amounted  to 
about  $400.00,  making  a  total  expenditure  on  account  of  the 
General  Convention  of  about  $629.00.  Assuming  this  sum  to 
be  a  fair  average  of  our  triennial  expenditure  for  the  purpose 
named,  the  Committee  on  Finance  would  suggest  and  rec- 
ommend that,  beginning  with  the  present  year,  the  assess- 
ments on  the  Parishes,  Mission  Stations,  etc.,  for  each  of 
the  three  years  up  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention  in  1895,  shall,  if  found  necessary,  include  on^- 
third  of  the  total  sum  named,  or  such  sum  as  shall  be  found 
necessary  to  complete  the  required  amount  at  the  end  of 
three  years. 
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It  is  believed  that  this  plan  will  be  more  satisfactory 
to  the  Parishes,  Mission  Stations,  etc.,  than  to  assess  the 
whole  amount  upon  them  during  the  year  of  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention.  If  found  satisfactory,  it  is  probable 
that  this  plan  may  be  continued  permanently. 

It  may  be  further  understood,  if  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention, that  when  the  scheduje  of  assessments  is  prepared 
by  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  report  to  eiach  Conven- 
tion, said  Committee  may  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  some  portion  or  all  of  an  existing  surplus  of  money 
(should  there  be  any),  toward  the  Genera!  Convention 
Assessment,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
assessment  on  the  Parishes,  etc. 

In  this  instance  the  Committee  on  Finance  believes  that 
from  the  cash  at  present  on  hand,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  ($210.00)  may  be  safely  so  appropriated, 
and  that  therefore,  no  assessments  on  the  Parishes,  etc., 
will  be  required  for  the  coming  year  on  account  of  this 
special  fund  for  the  General  Convention  expenses. 

In  fixing  the  assessments  for  this  year,  the  Committee 
has  felt  that  it  will  be  practicable,  in  addition  to  the  fore- 
going, to  appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  from 
the  cash  now  on  hand  to  reduce  the  assessment  for  con- 
tingent expenses,  thus  making  the  amount  eight  hundred 
dollars  ($800.00)  instead  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00.)

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These  assessments  have  been  carefuUv  made,  and  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations 
in  the  prompt  payment  of  the  same«  at  the  regular  half  yearly 
periods,  viz:  August  1,  1893,  and  February  1,  1894,  is  con- 
fidently expected. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  again  recommends  that  each 
Parish  and  Mission  Station  make  at  least  one  offering  each 
year  for  the  increase  of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund^ 
thereby  giving  relief  to  all  in  the  annual  assessments. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that 
in  accordance  with  authority  given  by  the  last  Conven- 
tion, it  has  again  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  D.  L.  King 
to  visit  some  important  Parishes  not  previously  visited,, 
with  a  view  to  securing  considerable  additions  to  the  Epis- 
copate Endowment  Fund,  Mr.  King's  work  to  begin  soon 
after  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  asks  the  authoritv  of  the  Con- 
vention  for  the  continued  prosecution  of  this  work  during 
such  portion  of  the  coming  Convention  year  as  may  be 
found  necessary.

ResoiveJ^  That  the  Clergy,  the  Wardens  alid  Vestrymen  and  all  members 
of  Parishes  visited  for  the  purpose  named,  be  cordially  requested  to  co- 
operate heartily  with  the  representative  of  the  Finance  Committee  in  the 
effort  to  increase  this  Endowment  Fund. 

Rtrsoired,  That  this  Convention  urges  upon  each  of  the  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations  the  importance  of  making  at  least  one  offering  each  year 
for  the  regular  increase  of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund. 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  empowered  to  contract 
for  l,2O0  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention  at  a  rate  per  page  not 
exceeding  that  paid  for  the  last  Journal. 

Resolved^  That  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  to  setting 
aside  each  year  one  third  of  the  estimated  amount  required  to  meet  the 
assessment  on  this   Diocese  for   the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention,  as 
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aI«o  the  expenses  of  the  Clerical  Delegates,  be  approved  at  least  np  to  and 
inclnding  the  year  1895.

REPORT  No.  XIII.— Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees OF  the  Diocese. 

EPISCOPATE     ENDOWMENT     FUND. 

In  my  report  of  the  Episcopate  Endowment  Fund  to  the 
Convention  of  last  year,  I  took  occasion  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Convention  to  its  endorsement  of  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Finance  Committee,  that  each  Parish  in  the 
Diocese  should  take  up  one  special  collection  during  each 
year  for  the  benefit  of  this  fund. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  but  three  of  the  Parishes 
of  this  Diocese  have  responded  to  this  appeal  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  the  Treasurer  to  read  the 
names  of  these  Parishes,  and  to  express  to  them  the  thanks 
of  the  Trustees  and  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  action. 
They  are— Ascension.  Wellsville;  Trinity,  Bellefontaine ;  and 
Grace,  Warren.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  a  new  departure 
may  be  noted  in  this  respect  during  the  coming  year,  and 
that  the  roll  of  honor  at  the  next  Convention  will  include 
all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

As  has  already  been  reported  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
several  attempts  were  made  during  the  past  year  to  secure  the 
services  of  Mr.  D.  L.  King,  late  of  Akron,  now  living  in 
Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  contributions  in 
the  yet  uncanvassed  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.  Although  he 
was  earnestly  desirous  of  resuming  his  labors,  which  have 
been  so  largely  instrumental  in  the  past  in  bringing  the 
fund  to  its  present  condition,  yet,  pressure  of  his  private 
affairs  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  arrange  to  give  us 
any  time  during  the  past  year.  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  we  are  able  to  report  that  Mr.  King  has  been  finally 
able  to  make  arrangements  with  us  by  which  we  expect 
to  have  his  services  during  the  next  sixty  days. 
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We  trust,  therefore,  that  by  a  more  general  response  on 
the  part  of  all  of  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  to  yonr  appeal 
to  them,  and  by  the  personal  exertions  of  Mr.  King,  we 
may  be  able  to  report  a  decided  growth  of  this  usefal  fiind 
at  the  next  Convention. 

The  detailed  report  will  show  that  your  Treasurer  has 
felt  it  incumbent  upon  him  to  deduct  from  the  total  of  the 
fund  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  the  amount  of  such 
notes,  given  by  individual  members  of  Parishes,  as  the 
Treasurer  has  been  unable  to  collect  interest  upon  since 
December,  1891.  This  action  we  think  entirely  justifiable 
and  necessary;  for,  even  laying  aside  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  principal  of  notes  is  good  on  which  the  interest 
is  in  default  for  a  year  and  a  half,  it  certainly  is  not  equi- 
table that  the  Parishes,  which  were  originally  credited  by 
these  contributions  of  their  members,  should  longer  continue 
to  have  their  regular  yearly  Convention  assessment  decreased 
by  a  five  per  cent,  credit  upon  notes  that  are  in  default  for 
eighteen  months.  The  total  amount  of  such  notes  is  $1,400.00. 
Your  Treasurer  intends,  however,  to  continue  to  send  notices 
of  interest  due  to  the  donors  of  these  notes,  and  he  most 
sincerely  trusts  that  he  may  have  such  response  as  will 
enable  him  to  restore  at  least  part  of  this  $1,400.00  to  the 
principal  of  the  fund  in  his  next  report. 

Other  notes  there  are  on  which  interest  is  in  default  for 
a  shorter  period.  These  have  not  been  taken  into  account, 
in  the  hopeful  expectation  that  the  generous  givers  of 
these  notes  ma}-  speedily  respond  to  the  renewed  notices 
sent  them,  and  gladden  our  hearts  by  payment  of  their 
back  interest.

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REPORT    No.   XIV.— The   Committee   on    the    State  of 

THE  Church. 

The  Coinniittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  have  found  the 
duty  laid  on  them  no  easy  one  to  perform.  The  chief  diflS- 
culty  arises  from  the  lack  of  material  in  such  form  as  to 
enable  them  to  use  it  in  preparing  a  report.  The  State  of 
the  Church  involves  all  the  phases  of  Church  work  and 
how  the}'  are  being  presented  in  the  active  life  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese.  The  report  ought  to  be  a  summing  up,  a 
"bird's  eye  view'*  of  the  parochial,  missionary,  educational, 
and  charitable  work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  vear. 

In  order  to  be  complete,  it  should  give  facts  and  statistics. 
Some  of  these  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Com- 
mittee through  the  courtesy  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion, but  as  a  report  based  upon  incomplete  returns  would 
be  not  only  inadequate  but  perhaps  misleading,  after  pro- 
longed consideration  and  honest  endeavor,  the  Committee 
are  convinced  that  until  the  parochial  reports  and  the 
chief  points  in  other  matter  to  be  referred  to  them,  can  be 
in  their  hands  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  it  will  be  practically  impossible  for  them  to 
present  such  a  report  as  they  believe  may  be  rightly  expected 
from  this  Committee.  Without  utterly  disregarding  other 
demands  upon  their  time  and  attention  during  the  sessions 
of  the  Convention,  they  cannot  go  through  the  reports  and 
anah'ze  them  so  as  to  present  an  intelligent  and  adequate 
summary. 

There  are  certain  matters  to  which  the  Committee  feel 
obliged  to  refer  which  do  not  contribute  to  the  pride  of 
the  Diocese,  and  are  not  matters  for   congratulation. 

1.  The  Committee  deplore  the  fact  that  during  the  last 
year  there  has  been  a  marked  falling  off  in  Contributions 
for  all  purposes  J  and  that  even  wllen  credit  is  given  for 
certain  large  offerings  which  are  not  included  in  the  reports 
referred  to  them,  this  falling  off  amounts  to  more  than 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  During  the  few  years  previous  to 
1892,  the  total  contributions  of  the  Diocese  were  largely 
swelled  by  additions  to  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate 
Fund,  but  this  year  just  closed  seems  to  show  a  poorer 
record  than  anv  vcar  since  1889. 
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2.  The  Committee  deplore  the  fact  that  the  offerings  for  the 
general  work  of  the  Church,  outside  the  Diocese,  and  also 
for  the  work  of  the  Education  Committee  within  the  Diocese, 
are  not  more  generally  taken  in  the  Parishes,  and  that  in 
the  aggregate  the  contributions  for  these  objects  are  so 
small. 

3.  The  Committee  deplore  the  fact  that  during  the  last 
three  years  a  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  Sunday-school 
scholars  in  the  Diocese  is  manifest. 

For  this  thev  are  sure  the  cause  should  be  discovered  and 
an  adequate  remedy  promptly  applied. 

That  some  of  the  more  important  Parishes  have  been 
without  rectors  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  and  that 
there  have  been  very  many  changes  in  rectors  in  many 
Parishes  may  be  suggested  as  one  explanation  of  this  decline. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Committee  find  many  proofs  of 
activity  and  growth.  The  Church  in  Ohio  we  believe  is 
much  stronger  than  it  was  even  a  few  j-ears  ago.  The 
number  of  churches  and  chapels  has  been  largely  increased, 
and  as  a  rule  they  are  of  higher  grade  and  cost  more  money 
than  in  former  years.  Church  people  are  striving  to  secure 
permanent  church  homes.  Taking  into  view  a  number  of 
years,  there  has  been  a  very  marked  increase  in  offerings, 
especially  for  Diocesan  Missions  ( whose  offerings  have 
advanced  from  $3,645.35  in  188^  to  $9,145.33  in  1893). 
The  number  of  Clergy  and  Candidates  for  Orders  has  also 
been  steadily  advancing. 

Evidences  of  growth  and  increased  usefulness  in  all  the 
schools  at  Gambier  may  be  found  by  any  one  who  will  seek 
them,  and  it  may  seriously  be  questioned  whether  those 
schools  taken  all  together  are  not  more  prosperous  now  than 
thev  ever  before  have  l^een. 

Looking  over  the  whole  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, 
the  Committee  find  great  cause  for  encouragement  and 
thankfulness  in  a  steady  gain  in  what  is  of  first  importance. 

The  offices  of  Holy  Church  are  more  and  more  fully  placed 
within  the  reach  of  her  children.  The  Holy  Communion  is 
more  frequently  celebrated,  the  choir  offices  are  more  regular, 
and  thus  the  great  duty  of  her  people  is  made  more  possible 
of  fulfilment. 

The  result  of  this  shows  itself  in  the  increase  of  the  num- 
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bcr    presenting     themselvesi   for     Confirmation  and    in    the 
development  of  the  spiritual  life.

REPORT  No.  XV.— Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Trustees  of  Ohio  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  four  meetings  since  the  last  Convention. 

The  requisite  bonds  for  the  Treasurers  of  the  Diocese  and 
Trustees  were  secured  and  deposited  respectively  with  the 
Secretary'  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Trustees. 

The  bequest  of  Mrs.  Sophia  Mann,  late  of  Rome,  Ashtabula 
county,  Ohio,  was  paid  so  far  as  the  estate  held  out.  The 
amount  bequeathed  was  $2,000,  of  which  about  nine  hundred 
was  realized. 

The  bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Ogilby  of  Berea,  Ohio, 
amounting  to  $5,000,  has  been  paid  in  full.  According  to 
the  will  of  the  testator,  an  eligible  lot  has  been  purchased 
at  Berea  and  the  contract  let  for  the  building  of  a  church. 
It  is  to  be  a  very  attractive  stone  structure. 

The  cost  of  the  Canfield  litigation  which  has  been  standing 
against  the  Diocese  for  some  years  has  been  settled. 

At  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford  has  been 
collecting  information  concerning  the  origin,  history  and 
present  condition  of  the  Trust  Funds  of  the  Diocese.  Fifty- 
five  have  so  far  been  discovered.  In  cases  where  there  is 
doubt  concerning  the  security  of  funds,  the  Trustees  are 
taking  the  necessary  measures  to  assume  control  of  them. 

Permission  was  given  to  sell  an  unused  lot  at  Cardington 
and  to  re-invest  the  proceeds  in  a  more  eligible  one. 

The  canonical  conditions  having  been  complied  with  on 
the  part  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  Christ  Church, 
Geneva,  they  petitioned  for  a  transfer  of  the  title  of  the 
Church  property  to  them.  The  petition  has  been  favorably 
acted  upon. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Hodge, 
of  S.  John   the    Evangelist    Church    of    Toledo,  the    Board 
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holds  in  trust  for  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
$1,000.00,  to  be  known  as  the  Elizabeth  High  Moor  Fund.  It 
is  the  expressed  hope  of  the  donors  to  increase  this  sum 
from  time  to  time  until  it  aggregates  $5,000.00. 

The  investigations  of  the  Board  concerning  the  titles  to 
Church  properties  throughout  the  Diocese  have  been  contin- 
ued. A  blank  form  for  a  complete  abstract  of  title  and 
other  information  for  future  reference,  has  been  sent  to  the 
several  Parishes  and  Missions.  So  far,  forty  of  them  have 
been  filled  more  or  less  completely  and  returned.  There  can  be 
but  little  doubt  that  by  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention 
your  Board  will  have  in  its  possession  complete  information 
concerning  the  title  to  every  piece  of  Church  property  in  the 
Diocese. 

The  work  of  the  Trustees  this  vear  has  been  extensive  and 
important.

Report  of  Rev.  Austin  Mann,  General  Missionary  to  Deaf 

Mutes. 

To  the  Right  Rev.  William  A.  Leonard,  D.  D., 

Bishop  of  Ohio : 

During  the  conventional  year  just  closed,  I  held  services  for 
deaf-mutes  in  Grace  and  S.  John's  Churches,  Cleveland  ;  Trin- 
ity Church,  Toledo;  S.  Paul's  Church,  Canton;  Grace  Church, 
Mansfield;  S.John's  Church,  Youngstown;  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Marion;  S.  Barnabas'  Church,  Dennison;  and  S.  Stephen's 
Church,  East  Liverpool.  The  attendance  in  every  case  was 
most  encouraging,  both  in  regard  to  numbers  and  the  dis- 
tances traveled  by  those  ministered  unto.  One  came  fifty 
miles  from  Steuben ville  to  the  service  at  Dennison.  Other  in- 
stances could  be  given  but  space  forbids. 

The  services  at  Trinity  Church  and  the  State  School  for  Deaf- 
mutes  in  Columbus,  Southern  Ohio,  reach  the  two  hundred 
children  from  this  Diocese.  Several  have  been  brought  to 
Baptism  and  Confirmation.  Two  of  the  teachers  recentl}' 
confirmed  by  Bishop  Vincent  have  their  homes  in  this  Diocese. 
In  the  class  was  a  young  woman  from  Kinsman,  and  a  man 
baptized  last  winter  in  Marion.  Within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio 
a  little  over  one  thousand  deaf-mutes  have  their  homes;  about 
one-half  in  places  where  the  Church  has  not  l>een  established. 
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Hence  the  difficulty  of  meeting  their  spiritual  needs.  Another 
difficulty  is  the  lack  of  clcrg}'  versed  in  sign  language.  God 
speed  the  day  when  these  hindrances  may  be  done  away  with, 
and  the  blessed  Prayer  Book  services  placed  within  reach  of 
all  our  silent  brethren,  who  socially  and  spiritually  are  the 
most  isolated  of  any  class  of  people. 

Last  September  I  attended  a  re-union  of  the  alumni  of  the 
school  at  Columbus.  Delegates  from  all  parts  of  both  Dioceses 
were  in  attendance.  I  officiated  and  administered  Baptism 
to  six  persons,  four  belonging  to  the  Northern  Diocese;  two  to 
Lima,  one  to  Akron  and  one  to  Cardington.

As  in  past  years.  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts  have  been  distrib- 
uted, the  former  being  furnished  by  the  New  York  and  the 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  societies.  For  the  past  two  years 
several  of  our  communicants  have  received  Church  papers 
from  the  Church  Periodical  Club  of  New  York.  I  have  had 
printed  at  my  own  expense  suitable  Lenten  reading,  and  dis- 
tributed the  same  personalh'  and  by  mail. 

Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity  offerings  are  needed  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  this  wide-reaching  Mission. 

Besides  the  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  services  have  been 
held  in  the  principal  cities  of  other  Mid-Western  Dioceses,  and 
in  the  East,  at  All  Soul's  Church,  Philadelphia,  and  S. 
Andrew's  Mission,  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  On  Sunday, 
January  1,  in  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  St.  Louis,  I  joined  in 
the  laying  on  of  hands  at  the  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  of 
the  Rev.  James  H.  Cloud,  my  assistant,  who  has  charge  of  S. 
Thomas'  Deaf-Mute  Mission.  Shortly  after  Easter,  as  chair- 
man,  I   attended  a  meeting  in  New   York   of  the  Executive 
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Committee  on  a  Conference  of  Church  workers  among  deaf- 
mutes,  which  will  be  held,  D.  v.,  next  July  in  Chicago.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


Rule  I.— The  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows: 

FIRST  DAY. 

(1.)  The  Convention  shall  meet  in  the  evening  for  the  purpose  of 
Di\'ine  Service  and  the  Convention  Sermon. 

(2.)  The  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention,  if  present— if  not, 
some  other  person  appointed  by  the  Chair— shall  call  the  names  of 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  (Const.,  Art.  II.)  and  enter  on  the  minutes 
the  names  of  those  present. 

(3.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  as  entered 
upon  the  list  provided  lor  by  Sec.  3  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and 
shall  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present,  afler  which  the 
President  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

(4.)  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials, 
consisting  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  to  receive,  examine, 
and  report  upon,  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  and  to  revise  the 
Secretary's  list  of  the  same.  In  case  alternate  delegates  claim  the 
right  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  the  fact  must  be  made  known  to 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  who  shall  report  thereon;  and  the 
persons  re})orted  by  that  Committee  as  entitled  to  seats  (not  ex- 
ceeding three  from  each  Parish),  whether  regulars  or  alternates, 
shall,  if  the  Convention  approve  such  report,  be  entered  upon  the  roll 
of  the  Secretary  as  properly  accredited  Delegates. 

SECOND  DAY. 

(5. )  After  Divine  Service,  including  the  L«)rd's  Supper,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the 
Order  of  Proceedings  shall  be  as  follows :

Rule  II.— When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 

continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to   address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  ill. — No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IV. — Whenever  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat, 
and,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  V, — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  VI. — While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  an^' private  discourse. 

Rule  VII. — Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Convention ;  and,  on  a  vote  by  orders, 
the  name  of  the  Presiding  Ofiicer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  VIII.— When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it, indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it, 
or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  IX.-A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  X. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  alwa^'s  be  in  order,  and,  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XI. — No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  un- 
less it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XII. — A  question  beins:  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  dur- 
ing the  same  session;  but,  a  question  being  decided,  may  be  recon- 
sidered with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a 
motion  to  that  purpose  bj-  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XIII.— All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIV.— The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  rec- 
ommending or  requiring  an}'  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the 
Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 
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Rule  XV. — All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President, 
in  the  first  instance ;  but  any  member  may  a|^;ieal  from  such  decision, 
and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  witboot 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XVI.— Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not 

entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese, 

shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 

/      entered  on  the  Journal,  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary, 

but  without  the  right  of  taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XVII.— Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceediugs  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  nec- 
essary, and  approved. 

Rule  XVIII.— The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present. 

Rule  XIX.— The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered  by  the  process  ^^ 
quired  for  altering  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

Rule  XX.— The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  for  all  future 
Conventions  of  this  Diocese,  unless  altered  or  rescinded ;  and  the 
Rules  of  Order  then  in  force  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each 
Convention. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  as  now  constituted  embraces  territorially  all 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Ohio  lying  north  of  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Harrison,  Tuscarawas,  Coshocton, 
Knox, Morrow,  Marion,  Union.  Logan,  Shelby,  Auglaize  and  Mercer; 
and  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  it  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  their  authority 
accordingly. 

ARTICLE  n. 

THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Diocese  of  Ohio  entrusts  its  legislation  to  a  Convention  to 
consist  as  follows  : 

I.  Of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  one,  and  of  the 
Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  one. 

II.  Of  every  clergyman,  not  under  discipline,  who  shall  have  been 
for  six  months  next  preceding  the  Convention  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  in  charge  of,  or  employed  as  assistant  minister  in, 
any  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  or  employed  as  a 
missionary  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  or 
enrolled  among  the  officiating  clergy  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  or  regu- 
larly engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  department  of  Kenyon  College, 
or  who  having  been  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
duties  shall  have  been  disabled  from  continuing  in  the  same  by  reason 
of  advanced  j'cars  or  infirm  health. 

III.  Of  any  officers  of  the  Diocese  who  may  be  constituted 
eX'Officio  members  of  the  Convention  by  constitutional  or  canonical 
provision. 
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IV.  Of  lay  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  canonical  union  with 
the  Diocese,  and  from  the  Recognized  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations 
in  the  Diocese. 

Bach  of  the  said  Parishes  shall  be  entitled  to  three  delegates  in  the 
Convention,  and  each  of  said  Chapels  and  Mission  Stations  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  delegate  in  the  Convention. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  be  communicants  in  the  Parish.  Chapel,  or 
Mission  Station,  which  they  represent,  and  they  shall  be  chosen  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon,  or  by  special  parochial 
charter  or  by-laws. 

ARTICLE    III. 

ANNUAL    AND    SPECIAL    CONVENTIONS. 

The  Convention  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
have  been  determined  by  the  next  preceding  Convention,  or  in  case  of 
no  such  determination,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  place 
as  may  have  been  designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese ;  but  the  time  or  place  of  such  meeting  may  be  changed,  or 
Special  Conventions  may  be  called  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
canon. 

Printed  notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  mailed  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed,  to  every  clergyman 
canonical Iv  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  Vestrv  of 
each  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  each  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese. 

In  case  of  a  S])ecial  Convention,  the  notice  shall  specify  the  purpose 

for  which  the  same  is  called,  and  no  business  not  strictly  i>ertaining 

to  that  purpose  shall  be  transacted  by  said  Convention ;  and  in  case 

of  a  Special  Convention  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  an  Assistant 

Bishop,  notice  thereof  shall  be  mailed  sixty  days  before  the  time  of 

meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

RELIGIOUS    SERVICES    OF    THE    COXVEXTIOX. 

The  ^Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  and  order  the  opening 
service,  and  all  other  religious  services  of  the  Convention,  subject,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  to  modification  by  the  Con vention  itself. 

ARTICLE  V. 

THE    PRESIDENT    OF    THE    COXVENTIOX. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
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vention  and  shall  be  its  presiding  officer.    The  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one,  shall  also  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  shall  preside. 

If  there  be  no  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  in  at* 
tendance  upon  the  Convention,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be 
elected  from  amon^j;  the  members  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

CONVENTION    (QUORUM. 

The  presence  of  one-half  of  all  the  parochial  and  missionary  clergy- 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  of  a  representation  from  one- 
half  of  all  the  Parishes  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, provided,  however,  that  any  less  number  shall  have  power  to 
meet,  to  receive  reports,  and  to  adjourn. 

.   ARTICLE  VIL 

OFFICERS    TO    BE    ELECTED    BY    CONVENTION. 

The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  a  Standing  Committee  to  consist  of  three  Presbj'ters  entitled 
to  seats  in  th^Con vention,  and  of  three  laymen  who  shall  be  com- 
municrnts  in  the  Diocese ;  one  Trustee  of  Kenyon  College  to  serve  for 
three  years;  and  one  member  of  a  Board  of  five  TVustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, to  serve  for  five  years. 

It  shall  elect  triennially  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese ;  the  canonical 
number  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
with  an  equal  number  of  provisional  deputies,  clerical  and  lay,  and 
an  Ecclesiastical  Court  to  consist  of  five  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese. 

The  foregoing  officers  shall  respectively  perform  the  duties  which 
by  canon  or  general  usage  may  l>e  prescribed  for  them ;  and  each 
shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is  chosen ;  and  any  vacan- 
cies among  the  foregoing  officers,  excepting  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, arising  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  filled  by 
appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  that  appointment  alone.  Vacan- 
cies continuing  to  the  time  of  an  Annual  Convention  shall  be  filled  by 

the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

MODE    OF    VOTING    AND    ELECTIONS. 

The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of  a 
Bishop,  or  an  .\ssistant  Bishop,  delil)erate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as 
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such  in  all  ckctkms.    AH  ekctions  shall  be  bj  baBot 
with  hj  ananunoni  rote.    A  rote  bj  ordm  apoa  the 
question  maj  be  called  for  bj  five  members:  aad  in 
carreocc  of  a  maioritr  of  the  rotes  in  each  order  shall  be 
ibr  an  affirm  atire  rote. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ELECTIO.X    TO    THE    EPISCOPATE. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annua] 
Conrention*  or  in  a  Special  Conrention  called  kit  that  porpose  at 
least  sixtv  dars  bdbre  the  time  appointed:  the  otyect  being  stated  by 
notice  in  writin);.  and  sent  br  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  ererj  Clergjman  and  Vestrr  of  the  Diocese.  The  dection 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows :  The  Clergj  shall  rote  br  baUot  for 
some  snitablc  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majoritr  of  the 
Clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thns  made 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  Lay  Members,  who  shall  proceed  to 
vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receire  or  reiect  it,  a  majoritr  of  whom 
shall  be  necessar>'  to  con6rm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

THE   CHAXCELLOB. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
apfKjint  a  person  learned  in  the  law  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  to  ad- 
vim;  regarding  any  qoestions  of  law  which  mar  arise  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  diocesan  affairs,  and  to  be  entitled  ex-ofScio  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  all  Diocesan  Conventions;  and  to  continue  in  office  till  death, 
or  resignation,  or  revocation  of  appointment  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Chancellor,  if  he  be  a  clergyman,  must  be  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese:    if  he  be  a   layman,  he  must  be  a  communicant  in  this 

Diocese. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

ADMISSION    OF    PARISHES,    CHAPELS.    OR    MISSION    STATIONS. 

Parishes,  Chapels,  or  Mission  Stations  may  be  admitted  into 
canonical  union  with  the  Diocese  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  by 
canon  prescril>ed. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

SrSPENSION  OF   PARISHES,   CHAPELS,  OR    MISSION  STATIONS. 

Any  Parish,  Cha})el,  or  Mission  Station  mav'  be  suspended  from 
the  right  of  lay  representation  in  the  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two- 
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thirds  of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church ;  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  may 
be  wholly  dissolved  by  canonical  process.  And  any  Parish,  Chapel, 
or  Mission  Station  which  shall  not,  prior  to  any  Convention,  have 
paid  all  assessments  imposed  upon  it  according  to  canon  for  the  Dioc 
esan  Fund,  shall  be,  ipso  facto,  suspended  from  the  right  of  lay 
representation,  and  shall  remain  thus  suspended  until  its  delinquency 
shall  have  been  cancelled  b^'  payment  or  excused  by  vote  of  Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  Xlll. 

AMENDMENT  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: 
Everv  proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  who  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  with  their  recom- 
mendation, and  if  two- thirds  of  the  two  orders  voting  separately 
shall  then  approve  of  said  proposition,  either  in  its  original  form,  or 
in  the  form  recommended  by  said  Committee,  such  approval  shall  be 
authoritative,  and  the  Constitution  thus  altered  shall  be  obligator^'.

TITLE  I. 

THE  DIOCESE. 


CANOX  1. 

OF  THE  LIST  OF  MIXISTEBS. 

8fC.  I.  ^^'thin  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shaTI  canse  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the  Ministers 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  cures,  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the 
institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated  in  which  thev  are  en- 
gaged :  and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  or 
missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  places  of  residence 
only,  specif\'ing,  at  the  same  time,  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons:  but 
no  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place 
on  such  list;  and  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention 
immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  and  the  names 
of  the  Clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be  ap- 
j>ended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Convention. 

See.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergj-man  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  f^e  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
second  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether 
his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  be  omitted. 

CAXOX  2. 

OF  ATTENDANCE  OX  CONVENTION. 

Sec  3  ^^  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention  to  attend  the  same,  and  of  each  Parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention  to  send  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Con- 
vention, not  exceeding  three,  elected  bj*  the  Vestry,  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  meeting  of  any  Convention,  from  among  tlie  male  com- 
municants of  said  Parish;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  shall  at  least 
five  days  ^Kfo^e  the  meeting  of  any  Convention,  send  to  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Convention,  for  each  delegate  elected  as  aforesaid,  a  certificate 
as  follows : 

**  This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of 

Parish,  held  on  the  —  day  of ,  18 — ,  A.B.,  who  is  a  communicant 

of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay  Delegate  to 
represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 

Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  held  on  the  —  day  of ,  in  the 

year  of  our  Lord :  and  that  the  semi-annual  dues  to  the  Conven- 
tion Fund  of  the  Diocese  are  either  fully  paid,  or  application  has 
been  made  for  relief  in  accordance  with  the  Canon.** 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  make  a  list  of  the  names  of 
Delegates  thus  certified  to  him,  to  be  used  by  him  at  the  organizing 
%)f  the  Convention. 

CANON  3. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

^,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  take  minutes,  and  re- 
cord all  proceedings  of  the  Convention ;  to  attest  its  public  acts, 
preserve  its  records,  notify  the  Parishes  of  the  times  and  places  of  all 
stated  and  special  Conventions,  giving  thirty  days*  notice,  and  faith- 
fully to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Convention  which  may  be  in  his  charge.  In  giving  notice  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  he  shall  send  a  form  of  a  paro- 
chial report,  and  of  a  certificate  by  which  the  appointment  of  Lay 
Delegates  is  to  be  certified.  If  the  Parish  be  vacant,  this  notice  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Senior  Warden, 

CANON  4. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

5,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  receive  and 
disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention, 
of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  otherwise  be 
regulated,  and  semiannually  to  notify  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish, 
Mission  Station,  and  Recognized  Chapel  of  the  amount  of  its  dues* 
and  when  to  be  paid,  giving  twenty  days*  notice.  His  accounts  shall 
be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined by  the  Committee  on  Finance.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

f>.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  ex-officio  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  Convention,  and  to  a  voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  finan- 
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cial  questions.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  of  the  Convention,  but  shall  have  no  vote  on  questions 
arising  in  the  Committee. 

Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  be  shall  file  with 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  a  bond,  executed  to  them  on  behalf  of  the 
Diocese  by  some  reliable  guarantee  company,  in  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty ;  the  cost  of  which 
bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese. 
Sec.  7.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ($200.00) 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  and  all  moneys  under  the 
charge  of  said  Treasurer  belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  be  kept 
on  deposit  by  him,  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese,  but  subject  to  his 
order  as  Treasurer,  with  such  approved  banking  institution  in  this 
city  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  designate ;  and  all  interest  ac- 
cruing thereon  shall  inure  to  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio. 

CANON  5. 

OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

Sec.  8.  I^  shall  l^e  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  gather  and  preserve  all  such 
journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  catalogues  and  other  documents  as 
mav  be  useful  for  reference,  or  furnish  materials  for  the  historv  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

CANON  6. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

Sec.  9.  A  Board  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  hold  their  oflice  five 
years,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  who  shall  have  the  care  of 
funds,  such  as  those  derived  from  extinct  parishes,  those  for  Disabled 
Clergy,  and  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  all  such  as  may 
by  gift  or  devise  for  any  special  purpose  become  the  property  of  the 
Diocese. 
Sec.  10.  At  the  first  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  under  this  Canon, 
the  whole  number  shall  be  chosen ;  but  the  term  of  one  (to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Board)  shall  expire  each  year,  so  that  every  year  after 
the  first,  one  Trustee  shall  be  elected,  and  vacancies,  if  any,  shall  be 
filled  for  unexpired  terms. 

Bcc.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  not  only  to  care  for 
the  property'  which. shall  come  under  their  charge,  but  to  take  all  le- 
gal steps  needed  to  establish  a  title  to  the  property  of  extinct  par- 
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ishes,  or  in  any  other  way  to  g^ard  their  trust ;  to  give  such  bonds 
as  the  Convention  may  require,  and  every  year  to  make  to  the  Con- 
vention a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  their  trusts. 

12.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Treasurer, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  that  office.  Before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  said  Treasurer  shall  file 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  a  satisfactory  bond,  executed  to 
them  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese  by  some  reliable  guarantee  company » 
in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
duty ;  the  cost  of  which  bond  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese.  Said 
Treasurer  shall  ex-officio  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  all  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions, and  to  a  voice  in  the  discussion  of  all  financial  questions,  and 
he  shall  be  ex-ofRcio  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  appoint  a  Secretary,  who,  if  not 
a  member  of  the  Board,  shall  have  a  seat,  but  not  a  vote,  at  its 
meetings. 

13.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  any  two  Trustees,  may  call  meetings 
of  the  Board. 

The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board. 

CANON  7. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEB. 

td.  The  officers  of  the  Standing  Committee  required  by  Title  III.,  Canon 
2,  §  i.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed 
at  their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being 
summoned,  provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  busines,  when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop. 
At  all  other  meetings  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  in  a  book  pro- 
^^ded  for  that  purpose ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  let- 
ters addressed  to  the  Committee ;  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver 
to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office 
have  been  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  Committee,  and 
all  other  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject 
to  examination  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  the  Convention.  A  report  of 
the  acts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  made  annually  to  the  Convention. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the 
remaining  members. 
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CANON  8. 

OF  DBPUTIBS  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONTENTION. 

Sec.  15,  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next 
preceding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Conyention,  elect,  by  the 
concurrent  ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four  Clergymen 
and  four  Laymen,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General 
Convention.  It  shall  also  in  like  manner  elect  four  Clergymen  and 
four  Laymen,  as  Provisional  Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case  herein- 
after mentioned ;  which  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold 
their  respective  stations  until  successors  are  appointed,  and  shall  be 
Deputies,  or  Provisional  Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which 
may  be  held  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  16.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the  Diocese, 
death,  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional  Deputies, 
between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied 
by  any  Convention,  during  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall 
occur. 

Sec,  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies-elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishopt 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  their 
acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its 
duties ;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list 
of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure,  as 
far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.  And  the 
Bishop  shall,  in  like  manner,  designate  from  the  same  list  of  Provi- 
sional Deputies,  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  any  defi- 
ciency in  the  representation  of  this*  Diocese  which  may  in  any  way 
occur.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the  Bishop,  being 
furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

^y^^  jg^  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon 
shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  9. 

OF  THE   DIOCESAN  FUND. 

Sec.  10,  ^t  each  Annual  Convention  an  assessment  shall  be  made  upon  the 
several  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  the  Diocese,  according  to 
the  several  abilities  of  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  of  an 
amount  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  Conven- 
tion, embracing  the  salaries  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
if  there  be  one,  and  all  contingent  exj^enses. 
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0.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish,  and  the  Commit- 
tee of  each  Mission  Station,  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  pay- 
ment of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Convention,  as  afore- 
said ;  and  they  shall  transmit  the  same  in  semi-annual  installments 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

1,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  corporation  in  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion, and  each  Organized  Mission,  to  render,  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  same  may  be  required  by  the  Convention,  or  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  the  real  estate 
and  other  property  owned  or  held  by  said  Parish,  or  Organized  Mis- 
sion, with  its  fairly  estimated  value,  and  also  the  statement  of  any 
liens  or  incumbrances  on  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the 
amount  of  interest  paid  in  consequence  of  such  Hen  or  incumbrance. 
And  further,  it  shall  be  theduty  of  each  Parish,  or  Organized  Mission, 
faithfully  and  truly  to  declare  the  full  amount  of  the  current  expendi- 
ture of  the  Parish,  or  Organized  Mission,  and  of  all  money  expended 
for  the  same,  in  any  way  accruing,  including  salaries  and  all  other 
exp>enses. 

ij^.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  Committee  to  consider  and  advise  re- 
garding the  Finances  of  the  Diocese. 

1.  It  shall  consist  of  six  laymen,  and  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Bishop. 

2.  It  shall  from  time  to  time  hold  such  meetings  as  may  be  found 
necessary ;  provided  that  it  shall  hold  one  meeting  within  the  forty 
days  immediately  preceding  the  next  regular  Convention,  at  which 
meeting  a  statement  shall  be  prepared,  setting  forth  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Diocese  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  a  copy 
of  which  shall  be  sent  to  each  Rector,  Senior  Warden  and  Parochial 
Treasurer,  in  the  Diocese.  The  Committee  on  Finance  are  hereby  em- 
powered, and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  base  their  assessments  on 
some  fixed  and  uniform  plan  ;  and  the  assessments  shall  be  payable, 
one-half  August  1,  and  the  other  half  February  1. 

^3*  All  applications  for  modification  or  remission  of  arrearages  to 
the  Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  in  writing,  directed  "To  the  Finance 
Committee,"  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  collec- 
tions taken  in  the  aggrieved  Parish  during  the  preceding  year  for 
Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  results,  with  the  grounds  upon  which  re- 
lief is  asked,  and  the  reasons  for  the  failure  to  make  the  regular  col- 
lections, in  case  they  have  been  omitted. 

^4,      In  addition  to  the  traveling  and  other  official  expenses  of  the  Bish- 
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op.  and  Assistant  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Diocese  shall  include  the  following  items : 

1.  The  quota  assessed  on  the  Diocese  by  the  General  Convention 
for  contingent  expenses. 

2.  Publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  such  other  docu- 
ments as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

3.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  The  sum  of  $150.00  each  for  the  expenses  of  the  Clerical  Depu- 
ties for  attendance  upon  the  General  Convention. 

6.  The  necessary  expenses  of  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court 
for  attendance  upon  Ecclesiastical  trials. 

7.  The  necessary   expenses   of  Examining  Chaplains   for   their 
work. 

8.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  their 
work. 

9.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee  for  their  work. 

10.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  for  his 
work. 

11.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  his 
work. 

12.  Such  other  expenses  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 


TITLE  II. 

''  '^  THE    PARISH. 


CANONl. 
OF   NEW  PARISHES. 

Sec.  2i$,  In  order  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish,  the  written  consent  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  must  first  be  obtained. 
Should  such  consent  be  refused,  an  application  for  permission  to  form 
such  Parish  may  be  made  to  the  next  Convention. 

Sec,  20.  For  the  organization  of  a  Parish,  the  following  Article  of  Associa- 
tion must  be  signed  by  at  least  twenty  persons  who  intend  to  be  sup- 
porters of  the  Parish:  **  We,  the  undersigned,  do  associate  ourselves 
together  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  worship  of  God  and  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel,  according  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and 
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worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 

tinder  the  name  of  the  Parish  of Church,  in  the  town  of ,  and 

county  of ,  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  do  promise  conformity  to  the 

Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  and  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio." 

?7.  After  twenty  persons  shall  have  signed  the  Article  of  Association,  a 
meeting  of  the  same  may  be  called  on  ten  days'  notice.  At  this  meet- 
ing Wardens  and  Vestrj'men  shall  be  elected,  a  name  of  the  Parish 
adopted,  and  such  other  steps  taken  as  are  necessary-  to  the  incorpo- 
ration of  the  Parish  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  minutes  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Vestrv  and  Parish  meetings,  in  which  shall  be  re- 
corded the  Article  of  Association. 

^S*  A  certified  copy  of  the  Article  of  Association,  and  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  meeting  for  organizing  the  Parish,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Bishop  without  delay,  together  with  notice  that  the  Parish  will  ap- 
ply for  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention.  At  a  subsequent 
Convention  this  application  shall  be  made,  and  for  this  purpose  a 
certified  copy  of  the  aforesaid  papers  shall  be  presented. 

^O,  Any  Parish  in  this  Diocese  which  shall  deem  its  right  encroached 
upon,  or  its  prosperity  or  usefulness  endangered  by  the  proposed 
location  in  its  vicinity  of  a  Church  or  Chapel  of  another  Parish,  may 
present  the  matter  of  the  threatened  intrusion  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  ask  his  fatherly  interposition  in  its  behalf.  In  such  case 
the  Bishop  may  call  for,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  a  confer- 
ence of  delegates  from  the  Parishes  in  interest.  But,  if  such  confer- 
ence, with  the  godly  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shall  not  result  in  an  ami- 
cable adjustment  of  the  difference  between  the  parties  thereto,  the 
Bishop,  or  either  party  in  the  conflict,  may  lay  the  matter  at  issue 
before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  decision  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  shall  be 

final. 

CANON  2. 

OF   THE   VESTRY. 

iO,  In  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  annually,  on  Easter  Monday,  at 
an  hour  of  which  public  notice  shall  have  been  given,  after  prayer, 
there  shall  be  a  Parish  Meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Vestry  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  until  successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be 
desigfnated  on  the  ballots  as  Wardens — one  as  Senior  Warden,  the 
other  as  Junior  Warden.      The  Rector  of  the  Parish,  if  present,  shall 
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preside  at  Parish  Meetings.    In  his  absence,  the  order  of  priority  for 
the  presiding  officer  shall  be,  ex- officio: 

1.  The  Senior  Warden. 

2.  The  Junior  Warden. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Vestry. 

8ec»  SI*  Should  none  of  the  foregoing  officers  be  present,  the  Parish  Meeting 
may  elect  any  one  of  its  members  to  {>reside. 

Should  less  than  eighteen  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Vestrymen 
attend  the  Parish  Meeting,  and  should  the  Rector  and  one  Warden, 
or  the  presiding  officer  and  one-sixth  of  those  present,  concur  in  be- 
lieving that  the  best  interests  of  the  Parish  demand  the  postpone- 
ment of  an  election,  then  such  presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  elec- 
tion postponed  and  the  Parish  Meeting  adjourned  to  a  designated 
day  and  hour,  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  days  after 
said  Easter  Monday ;  and  public  notice  having  been  given  of  such 
adjourned  meeting,  it  shall  possess  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the 
rules  of  a  regular  Parish  Meeting. 

Sec,  32,  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest  the  public 
acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserv'e  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Parish,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  perform  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor 
all  books  and  documents  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Parish. 

Sec*  S3*  A  Treasurer  shall  also  be  elected,  to  receive,  disburse  and  account 
for  the  funds  of  the  Parish. 

Sec*  34,  In  electing  a  Vestrj-  no  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  unless, 
at  the  time  of  such  voting,  they  are  adherents  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  and  beat  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  have, 
at  least  for  six  months  preceding  said  election,  rented  a  pew  or  por- 
tion of  a  pew,  or  by  subscription  or  otherwise  have  contributed  reg- 
ularly for  the  same  space  of  time  to  the  support  of  the  Parish,  nor 
shall  any  jjcrsons  vote  in  a  Parish  of  which  they  are  not  bona  £dc 
members. 

Sec,  35,  To  be  eligible  as  Vestryman,  one  must  be  a  layman,  and  to  be 
a  Warden  one  must  \ie  a  communicant. 

Sec,  36,  It  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  Vestrv  to  take  charge  of  the  property  ot 
the  church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a 
Minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  provide  for  paying  all 
lawful  assessments  on  the  Parish,  to  keep  order  in  the  church 
during  divine  service,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the 
Minister  in  whatever  is   appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  further- 
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ance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood,  always,  that  the  spirit- 
ual concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the 
Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  laws 
of  the  Diocese. 

C.  37*  The  order  of  priority  for  the  presiding  officer  at  Vestry  Meet- 
ings shall  be  the  same  as  is  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  Canon. 

c.  38*  It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  especially,  to  provide  the 
elements  for  the  Lord*s  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administra- 
tion of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is 
destitute  of  a  Minister,  and  while  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minis- 
ter, to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay- 
reading,  as  the  circumstances  may  permit.  Meetings  of  the  Ves- 
try may  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Senior  War- 
den ;  and  the  Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  call 
meetings  at  the  request  of  two  members. 

?.  30,  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Vestr3'  during  the  year  may  be  filled  by 
the  remaining  members.  If  the  Vestry  should  become  extinct  or  inca- 
pacitated for  action  bj-  the  death  or  resignation  of  its  members,  the 
Bishop  may  call  a  special  Parish  Meeting  (giving  due  notice  thereof) 
to  elect  a  Vestry  to  serve  till  the  Easter-Monday  next  following;  and, 
if  the  Parish  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  assemble  and  elect  a  Vestry  as 
herein  provided,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  three  Trustees  to  take  charge  of 
the  property  of  the  Parish,  and  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  func- 
tions of  a  Vestry,  until  the  Parish  shall  elect  a  Vestry  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Canon. 

\  40.  Parishes  incorporated  by  special  act  are  excepted  from  any  parts 
of  this  Canon  interfering  with  said  act  of  incorporation. 

CANON  3. 

OF  VACANT  rAhlSHES. 

,  ^  <  On  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish,  or  the  occurrence  of  a  va- 
cancy in  any  existing  Parish,  the  Committee  or  Vestry  shall  give 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authoritj',  which,  after 
three  months,  if  divine  service  be  not  maintained,  may  take  measures, 
upon  consulting  with  the  Missionary  Committee  and  the  Vestry  of 
the  Parish,  to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  latter. 

CANON  4. 

OF  EXTINCT  PARISHES. 

•  4:2.     Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  a  Parish  has  failed  in 
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the  purposes  of  its  organization,  he  may  report  the  case  to  the  Con- 
vention. 
Sec,  ^3.  Whenever  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  think  it  advis- 
able to  call  upon  the  Convention  to  declare  any  Parish  extinct,  be- 
fore a  vote  is  taken,  the  question,  with  all  the  evidence  tending  to 
prove  or  disprove  the  existence  of  the  facts  upon  which  such  declara- 
tion, under  the  law,  must  be  founded,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  and  a  report  made  by  that  Committee,  on  a  day 
subsequent  to  the  day  of  reference,  recommending  what  action  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be  taken  by  the  Convention,  ac- 
companied by  a  written  or  oral  statement  of  the  evidence  placed  be- 
fore the  Committee.  And  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote 
in  favor  of  declaring  the  Parish  or  Parishes  named  in  the  report  ex- 
tinct, such  Parish  or  Parishes  shall  become  and  be  extinct,  and  title 
to  all  the  property  thereof  shall  at  once  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the 

Diocese. 

CANON  5. 

OF  PARISH  REGISTERS  AND  REPORTS. 

Sec,  4i#.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  Families, 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  within  his  cure ; 
specifying  the  name,  time  and  place  of  birth,  parents  and  sponsors  of 
each  person  baptized ;  the  time  when  persons  became  communicants 
under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  confirmation,  transfer  from  some 
other  Parish,  or  otherwise;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by 
whom ;  the  names  of  persons  married,  and  of  persons  buried,  and 
the  time  and  place  of  such  rite,  respectively. 

This  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  suitable  book,  to  be 
called  the  Parish  Register,  provided  by  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry 
of  the  Parish  which  he  serves,  which  book  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec,  4S,  Every  Minister  cf  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
Ma\',  annually,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  a  report  of  his  official 
acts,  and  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish  which  he  serves, 
according  to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  parochial  year  ending  on  the 
previous  Easter  Monday. 

CANON  6. 

OF  CHAPELS. 

Sec,  40,     When  any  Parish  in  canonical  union  with  the  Diocese  shall,  with 
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the  written  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
have  erected,  or  purchased,  an  appropriate  building  for  public  wor- 
ship, and  have  made  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  divine  service 
therein,  as  a  detached,  and  distinctively  named ,  department  of  its 
parochial  work,  application  may  be  made  to  any  Annual  Conven- 
tion, through  its  Committee  on  Credentials,  that  such  department  of 
parochial  work  be  recognized  as  a  Chapel,  and  if  such  recognition  be 
granted  by  vote  of  the  Convention,  the  name  of  said  Chapel  shall  be 
enrolled  among  the  Recognized  Chapels  of  the  Diocese. 


TITLE  III. 


THE  WORK. 


CANON  1. 

OF  OBLIGATION  TO  WORK. 

47 •  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution, 
and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to 
the  support  of  the  missionary  work,  and  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry'  being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every 
member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as 
involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

4:Hm  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recom- 
mended to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  and  other  religious  and  charitable 
purposes,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  Apostolic 
direction;  1  Cor.  xvi.,  1. 

CANON  2. 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

4rU,  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention a  committee,  to  be  called  the  Missionarj'  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from 
each  Convocational  district,  and  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen 
from  the  Diocese  at  large,  to  whom,  together  with  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  and  the  General 
Missionary,  if  there  be  one,  who  are  cx-officio  members  of  the  Com- 
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mittee,  shall  be  entrttsted  the  general  care  and  management  of  the 
missionary  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

8eCm  30.  In  the  election  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  nomination  of 
representatives  of  a  Convocation,  if  any  be  made,  shall  have  preced- 
ence of  all  other  nominations. 

Sec,  51*  This  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  appointment  of  Mission 
Stations  and  Missionaries ;  but  no  Mission  Station  nor  Missionary 
shall  be  appointed  without  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity of  the  Diocese,  given  In  writing. 

Sec*  S2,  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place  and 
on  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention ;  and  at  such 
other  time  and  place  as  the  President  may  appoint,  or  as  may  be 
found  convenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Three  members,  if  one 
of  them  is  a  Clergyman,  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Ex-officio  mem- 
bers shall  not  be  counted  in  a  quorum. 

Sec,  S3,  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, who,  if  not  already  members  of  this  body,  shall  thereby  become 
ex-officio  members.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention 
may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

Sec,  34,  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
if  there  be  one,  is  President  of  the  Missionary  Committee.  In  his  ab- 
sence, a  chairman  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  from  among  the 
Clerical  members. 

Sec,  SS,  AH  moneys  received  for  the  purposes  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Committee  shall  be  appropriated  under  its  direction,  in  accordance 
with  this  Canon ;  but  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the 
missionary  cause  to  designate  the  particular  object  to  which  their 
contributions  shall  be  applied. 

CANON  3. 

OF   MISSION  STATIONS. 

Sec,  5G,  A  Mission  Station,  when  adopted  bj'  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
and  Missionary  Committee,  shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Missionary,  who,  with  the  consent  and  by  the  authority'  of 
the  Committee,  shall  appoint  two  persons,  who  shall  constitute  a 
Committee  of  the  Mission,  charged  with  its  temporal  interests. 
Prior  to  the  appointment  of  a  Missionary,  however,  the  Bishop,  in 
consultation  with  the  Missionary  Committee,  may,  should  he  deem 
it  expedient,  appoint  a  Committee  of  a  Mission,  thus  securing  a  pre- 
liminarj'  organization ;  the  ])ersons  so  appointed  to  serve   until  a 
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Missionary  shall  be  appointed  and  the  organization  completed,  or 
until  the  appointment  is  revoked  by  the  Bishop. 

$7*  The  plan  of  orcranization  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  following 
form  of  application  to  the  Bishop : 

**i?t.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: — We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of 

County  of -,  Diocese  of  Ohio,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the 

services  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  being  ready,  ac- 
cording to  our  ability,  to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  you 
to  inquire  into  our  estate,  and  provide  for  us  as  you  may  deem 
proper  and  expedient.  We  do  hereby  declare  ourselves,  individually 
and  collectively,  ready  to  do  what  in  us  lies  to  establish  and  sustain 
the  regular  worship  of  the  said  Church,  and  promote  its  influence 
in  our  neighborhood ;  and  we  promise  conformity  to  its  doctrines, 
discipline,  liturgy,  rites  and  usages.  We  put  ourselves  under  your 
charge,  and  will  reverently  obey  your  authority.  We  promise  con- 
formitv  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  its  Con- 
vention. In  accordance  with  these  obligations  and  rules,  we  now 
ask  the  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Mission,  under  the  name 
of ." 

5^^  Any  property  of  a  Mission  Station  may  be  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  until  the  Station  shall  be  duly  incorporated 
as  a  Parish,  and  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  when  the 
said  property  shall  be  transferred  to  the  parish  corporation.  . 

59,  An  Organized  Parish  may,  under  such  provisions  as  the  Mission- 
ary Committee  shall  determine,  receive  a  Missionary  appointed  by 
the  said  Committee.  A  Parish  may  place  one  or  more  of  its  paro- 
chial missions  under  the  care  of  the  Missionary  Committee  with  the 
consent  of  the  Committee. 

*^*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Mission  Station,  and  of  every  Organ- 
ized Parish  which  is  aided  by  the  Missionary  Committee,  to  pledge 
and  to  pay  an  annual  sum,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  into  its 
treasury  in  quarterly  payments. 

;i.  At  every  Missionary  Station,  on  Easter-Monday,  there  shall  be 
held  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Station,  who  shall  appoint  a 
delegate  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  said  Convention,  the  certificate  of  whose  election  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  meet- 
ing 
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CANON  4. 

OF    CONVOCATIONS. 

Sec*  62.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop  into  Convocational 
districts,  not  more  than  five  in  number;  and  the  Clergy  within  the 
several  districts,  with  Laymen  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Rectors  and  Missionaries  from  their  Parishes  or  Mission  Stations, 
shall  meet  quarterly,  at  such  time  and  place  as  each  Convocation 
may  determine,  and  also  at  other  times  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec,  63,  The  officers  of  Convocation  shall  be  Dean,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. Each  Convocation  shall  elect  its  own  Dean,  who  shall  be 
qualified  for  ofiice  when  his  appointment  is  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec,  64,  The  Dean  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
superintend  so  much  of  the  work  of  Convocation  as  the  Bishop  may 
commit  to  his  charge. 

Sec,  65,  The  objects  of  Convocation  shall  be  three-fold:  Ist.  It  shall  be 
recognized  as  a  center  of  spiritual  life,  and  its  sessions  shall  be 
specially  characterized  by  services  for  public  worship  and  religions 
conferences.  2d.  To  devise  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Church 
within  the  limits  of  the  Convocation.  3d.  To  accumulate  and  ap- 
propriate funds  for  the  erection  of  churches  and  rectories,  and  for 
the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer-books  and  tracts. 

Sec,  66,  Bach  Convocation  shall  be  authorized  to  nominate  one  Clergy- 
man and  one  Layman  to  the  Convention,  from  within  its  district,  to 
be  balloted  for  as  members  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec,  67*  Each  Convocation  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  doings  to 
the  Bishop,  through  its  Secretary,  to  be  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec,  68,  The  offerings  at  meetings  of  Convocation  shall  be  at  its  disposal 
for  furthering  the  work  contemplated  by  Section  65.  of  this  Canon; 
and  the  amount  shall  be  reported  and  credited  to  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Fund. 

CANON  5. 

OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

Sec,  69,  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  and  Assistant  Bishop, 
when  there  is  one,  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio ;  and  four  other  Members, 
two  Clerical  and  two  Lay,  who  shall  be  called  the  Education  Com- 
mittee, to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation 
of  beneficiaries,  the  collection  and  appropriation  of  funds  therefor, 
and  all  other  business  l^elonging  thereto  ;  which  Committee  shall  be 
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authorized  to  act  with  any  similar  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
Convention  of  any  other  Diocese  in  Ohio,  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Joint  Committee  shall  enact,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Canon. 

*0,  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the  Education  cause  to 
desi^ate  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributionc  shall 
be  applied ;  otherwise  all  contributions  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee. 

'i.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  report  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  year  shall  be  submitted,  which  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Convention,  and  printed  in  the  Journal  in  whole  or  in  part. 

CANON  6. 

OF  LAY-READERS. 

^2,  No  one  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay- 
reader  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  case  of  particular  emergency, without 
a  written  license  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Committee,  and  Lay  Readers  shall  in 
all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Title  I.,  Canon  12,  of  the  Digest 
of  the  General  Convention. 


TITLE  IV. 

DISCIPLINE. 


CANON  1. 

OF  A  TRIAL  OF  PRESBYTER  OR  DEACON. 

Y3,  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thought 
to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  for  which,  according  to  Title  II., 
Canon  2,  §§  i.,  ii.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  is  lia- 
ble to  be  tried,  application  may  be  made  in  writing  with  the  name  of 
everyone  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  and,  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient 
to  demand  a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  Clergyman  to  the 
Bishop,  accordingl3' ;  the  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  specifying, 
with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  par- 
ticulars of  time,  place  and  circumstances ;  and  every  Clergyman  in 
this  Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the 
inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  instituted, 
and  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 
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Sec,  74,  There  shall  be  elected  triennially,  by  ballot,  by  the  Convention, 
from  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats,  not  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  five,  who  shall  be  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  Presbyters  or 
Deacons.  No  ballot  shall  have  more  than  three  names  thereon,  and 
the  five  having  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  Court. 
Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Committee,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  next  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present.  The  member  of  the  Court  of  longest  continuous 
canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  its  President. 

See,  7^*  Said  members  of  said  Court,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  each 
and  every  trial  and  case  that  may  be  brought  before  them,  appoint 
some  person  learned  in  the  law,  and  who  is  a  communicant  of  this 
Church  and  a  citizen  of  Ohio,  their  legal  adviser,  who  shall  sit  with 
them  on  any  such  trial  or  case,  and  shall  advise  said  Court  upon  all 
questions  of  law,  both  civil  and  ecclesiastical,  and  as  to  all  rules  and 
forms  of  procedure.  Said  legal  adviser  may  preside  at  the  request  ef 
the  Court,  or  the  Court  may  at  its  option  elect  any  one  of  its  mem- 
bers to  preside  during  the  trial.  Before  entering  upon  the  trial  of 
any  minister  who  shall  have  been  duly  presented  for  trial  under  this 
Canon,  or  i:)ending  any  such  trial,  and  with  the  approval,  in  all 
cases,  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  said  Court  shall  be  authorized,  as 
a  Court  of  Conciliation,  to  adjust  and  dispose  of  the  matter  so 
presented,  amicably,  and  without  any  public  trial,  in  case,  in  their 
judgment,  it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do,  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  Bishop  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  such  amicable  adjustment, 
a  certificate  thereof,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Court,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec,  70,  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Court  for  any  trial,  with  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  shall  be  served, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ;  and  also 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  on  the  Standing  Committee ; 
who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom  they  may  ap- 
point for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case,  and  present  such  oral 
or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may 
be  able  to  obtain. 

See,  77,  If,  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court,  the  whole  number 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time; 
and  if  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not 
fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority'  shall  decide

all  questions;  but  a  majority  ol  the  whole  court  shall  be  required  to 
render  final  judgment. 

'^»  If  a  Clergyman  shall,  before  the  Court  meets,  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  pass  sentence ;  otherwise  he  shall  be  considered  as  pleading 
not  guilty. 

'^«  In  case  a  Clergyman  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court 
may  proceed  as  if  he  were  present ;  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn 
till  another  day.  And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Court,  after  due  presentment  and  notification,  and 
no  sufi^cient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Ministry'  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly;  but 
the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if,  within  three  calendar 
months,  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  ap- 
pear and  receive  his  trial ;  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  shall  proceed, 
if  he  think  proper,  to  pronounce  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
Ministry. 

O.  The  Court  shall  choose  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their  own 
number,  or  otherwise,  as  they  determine ;  and  before  proceeding  to 
trial  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be 
conducted ;  provided,  however,  that  both  parties  may  employ  and  be 
represented  in  such  trial  by  counsel,  not  exceeding  two  for  each,  who- 
shall  be  communicants  of  this  Church,  and  citizens  of  Ohio. 

/•  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence 
as  may  be  produced ;  and  all  oral  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
by  the  Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some 
officer,  authorized  by  the  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire 
of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  aflfirmation  to 
the  witnesses;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

2»  Any  Presbyter  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  act  as  Trier  or  Church  Advocate,  or  any  clerical  or  lay  com- 
municant who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neglect  to 
testify  as  a  witness,  when  duly  appointed  or  summoned,  under  the 
Canon,  shall  be  regarded  and  may  be  d«^alt  with  as  any  other  viola- 
tor of  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

5.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting  forth,, 
satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon 
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the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergjTnan  or  layman  to  act 
as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness ;  and  the 
party  applying  as  above  shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  least  five 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony;  or  such 
longer  notice  as  the  Bishop  maj-,  in  writing,  direct.  And  both  par- 
ties may  attend  and  examine  the  witness,  and  the  questions  and 
answers  shall  all  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witness, 
and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his 
seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  received  by  them  as  evidence. 
A  witness  examined  before  such  Commissioner  may  be  sworn  or  af- 
firmed in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec,  84r*     ^^^  Court,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare,  in  a  writ- 
ing signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the 
charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respect- 
ively; which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  an  attested 
record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  accom- 
panied with  an  opinion  of  the  Court  as  to  what  sentence  should  be 
pronounced;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence 
as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper;  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed 
in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court,  and  such  sen- 
tence shall  be  final.

the  minister  shall  notify  him  and  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  stating  the 
cause  and  the  evidence. 

^f^^  When  a  person  so  rep)eUed  shall  appeal  under  Title  II.,  Canon  12, 
§  ii.,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Bishop  may  ex- 
amine the  case  himself,  or  appoint  a  Commission,  as  he  may  deem 
best,  to  examine  the  case  and  report  to  him.  His  decision  shall  be 
6nal. 

HO*  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  Eccle- 
siastical censure,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or,  in  case  there  be  no 
minister,  to  the  senior,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  junior  warden, 
for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  minister  or  warden  to 
give  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  good  standing  as  a  communi- 
cant.

^f^^  Among  the  causes  for  which  a  Parish  may  be  dealt  with  under 
Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  are  the  following : 

1.  Employing    a  Clergyman     under     Ecclesiastical    censure    or 
process. 

2.  Permitting  a  church  edifice  to  be  used  for  purposes  incompati- 
ble with  its  consecration. 

3.  A  failure  to  pay  reasonable  assessments. 

4.  A  failure  to  report  its  true  financial  condition  when  called  for, 
and 

5.  Any  persistent  course  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine,  discipline 
or  worship  of  this  Church. 

91*  No  Parish  shall  have  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly 
dissolved  under  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  until  the  alleged  de- 
linquency shall  have  been  carefullj  investigated  by  a  Committee  of 
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Laymen,  after  clue  notice  to  the  Parish.      The  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  l)e  upon  the  report  of  such  Committee. 

CANON  5. 

OF    ALTERATIONS  IN  THE  CANONS. 

Sec,  92,  No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and 
after  one  day*s  notice  thereof  given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless 
by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a 
Committee  of  at  least  two  Clerg^'men  and  two  Laj'men.  Nor  shall 
such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention, 
if  two-thirds  of  the  members  shall  not  concur  therein. 

Sec,  0,%  Every  proposition  to  amend  a  Canon  shall  contain  the  section 
or  sections  amended  entire,  and  the  amended  section  or  Canon  shall 
be  rei>ealed. 

Sec,  O'A,  All  Canons  or  parts  of  Canons  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing 
Digest  are  herebj'  repealed. 

OF   MARRIAGE   AND   DIVORCE. 

Sec,  O/S,  No  minister  of  this  Church  shall  solemnize  marriage  in  any  case 
where  there  is  a  divorced  wife  or  husband  of  either  party  still  living, 
but  this  Canon  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to.  the  innocent  party  in  a 
divorce  for  the  cause  of  adultery,  or  to  parties  once  divorced  seeking 
to  be  united  again. — Title  11. ,  Canon  13,  Digest  of  Canons  of  General 
Convention.
